GLOBE THEATER GONE. 
Disastrous Early Morning Fire 
Hub's Business District. 


In the 


_ Boston, Jan. 2.—Fire broke out with a 
roar and a whoop in the Globe Theatez 
shortly after 1 o'clock this morning. In 
Isalf an hour the whole square bounded 
by Washington street, Hayward place, 
Harrison aventie extension and Essex 
street was threatened with destruction by 
one of the fiercest conflagrations that has 
come upon Boston since the fire in the 
same district four years ago 

So quickly did the fire travel that at 

:25 a second alarm was ordered. A third 
followed at 1:30. At1:35 a.m. the flames 
burst through the roof of the playhouse 
with acrack anda rozr that was heard 
for blocks around. 

At 1:40 the peals of the fourth : larm, 
dreaded by every fireman, rang out, and 
every available piece of apparatus within 
reasonable reach was either at the scene 
of the devouring work of the flames or on 
its way thither . 

The sight as the flames burst through 
the roof was ayrand one. The light was 
visible for miles. 

At 1:50 the surging mass of people that 
surrounded the blazing masses on the 
four streets were startled by a tremendous 
explosion, which fairly shook the ground 
beneath their feet. The crowd broke, and 
everybody ran for a place of safety.

A GRAND SHAKE-UP. 
Mayor Rutter Gives Law rence 
Something to Think About. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan Mayor Rut- 
ter gave the police department a shak- 
ing up last night. Inspector Remick, for 
six years at the head of the liquor squad, 
Was summarily removed and has been 
assigned tonight duty. The mayor claims 
Remick has protected illegal liquor deal- 
ers since May 1, and says he will force 
prohibition until next May, even if he has 
to raid places himself. 

Liquor, which could be had in 300 places 
all along, cannot be had anywhere today 
and “ ‘speak casies” are close d for the first 
time in years. Inspector Remick’s reduc- 
tion was a sensational surprise, as he was 
a Democrat and backed for retention by 
party leaders. Startling developments 
in connection with his removal are ex- 
pected. 

Excitement in liquor circles equals that 
ef 1892 when the boodle aldermen were in- 
dicted by the grand jury. Yesterday was 
a field day for the mayor, who, besides 
recommending the reduction of city 
laborers’ pay and the changing of the 
liquor squads, placed three-fourths of the 
day police on night duty, and caused a 
deadlock between himself and the board 
ofaldermen over the appointment of a 
fire engineer to fill the vacancy caused by 
his election as mayor.

Individual Income Tax Decided Upon 
by the Committee. 


AN INCREASE ON WHISKY TAX. 


Beer, Cigarets and Cheroots 
Receive Attention.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The advocates of 
the individual income tax proposition 
were triumphant at the meeting of the 
Democratic members of the ways and 
means committee yesterday afternoon. 
The 11 members were present when the 
final meeting was held at the treasury de- 
partirent at 4 o’clock. 

Comparatively little time was lost in 
discussion. The ground had all been 
argued and fought over time and again, 
and the issue was joined on two proposi- 
tions, oneto levy a tax of 2 per cent 
against individual incomes over $4000 and 
against the incomes from corporations— 
that is, the difference between the gross 
income and the operating expenses, or, in 
other words, the net income—and second, 
& proposition offered as a substitute by 
Mr. Cockran of New York to tax incomes 
from corporatiéns 1 per cent and inheri- 
tances 5 per cent, to place a tax of f) cents 
on whisky and to restore~sugar to the 
dutiable list at half a cent a pound. 

The vote on Mr. Cockran’s substitute 
proposition, which was taken first, re- 
sulted in its defeat, 7 to 4. 

The original proposition was then sub- 
mitted and carried by a vote of 6 to 5. 

Whisky Tax Increased. 

2 It was also decided in connection with 
the latter proposition to increase the 
whisky tax 10 cents a gallon; that is, from 
90 cents to $1, to be levied against whisky 
in as well as out of bond. Upon the rep- 
resentation that this increase would work 
undue hardship to the owners of whisky 
in bond, it was decided to extend the 
bonded period from three to eight years. 

The tax on playing cards, at one time 
fixed at 6 centsa pack, was reduced to 
2 cents, and the contemplated tax on per- 
fumes and cosmetics was discarded. 

No increase was made in the taxon 
cigars, but the increase on cigarets, #1 per 
100), was allowed to stand.

SHOCKING CRUELTY But Three More Days. 


Practiced Upon Russian Catholics by 
Cossack Troops. 


AWFUL MASSACRE IN A CHURCH. 


Survivors Are Driven to Sui- 
cide or Knouted. 


BERLIN, Jan. 3.—A controversy has been 
going on between the German papers con- 
cerning the accuracy of the cruelty of the 
Cossacks at the Roman Catholic church 
at Krosche. The Cologne Volks Zeitung 
has investigated the subject and repeats 
the original statement with additional 
damaging charges. 

The quarrel between the Cossacks and 
the villagers, who are Catholics, caused a 
detachment of 300 Cossacks to be sent 
from Kovyno to Krosche. The Cossacks 
were armed with rifles, lances and kntves, 
anda terrible whip, the ends of which 
were twisted with wire and with eight 
small pieces of iron. The Cossacks rode 
their horses into the Catholic church, 
and the massacre of the people inside be- 
gan. 

Prayers of No Avail. 

The unfortunate Catholics threw them- 
selves on their knees in a corner and 
prayed to God for help, but the Cussacks 
shot and speared right and left until, ac- 
cording to the story told by Thé Volks 
Zeitung, the floor and walls of the church 
were drenched with blood. Th» infuriated 
Cossack cavalry men are said to have 
acted like demons, smashing the cruci- 
fixes, candlesticks and images of saints, 
and then throwing the vases into a cess- 
pool. 

The people fled in all directions while 
the massacre was going on and were pur- 
sued and captured or badly wounded by 
the Cossacks of the second detachment, 
which was detailed to surround the town 
and to prevent the escape of any of the in- 
habitants. A number of the latter are said 
to have been so panic-stricken that they 
committed suicide, many of them jump- 
ing into the river, where they were 
drowned. The rest of the unfortunate in- 
habitants were surrounded by the Cos- 
sacks, who, lance in hand, drove them be- 
fore them to the market place in front of 
the town hall. 

Survivors Flogged. 

When this round-up was completed 
every man, woman and child of the town 
were ordered to be punished by being 
flogged with the knout. A doctor pre 
scribed the number of lashes from the 
knouts whicheach person, young or old, 
male or female, could bear. The victims 
of this Cossack fury then had their 
clothes torn off them’ or were compelled 
to take them off themselves and were 
made to lie; completely nuked, between 
two rows o* Cossacks, who flogged them 
until many of them were almost dead. 

The number of people killed is not 
definitely stated, but report places the 
number at all the way from 70 to 100 with 
a large number so severely injured that 
they have since died of their injuries or 
have beey marked for life. 


Caprivi Is “Solid.” 

BERLIN, Jan. 3.—The gracious reception 
accorded to Chancellor von Caprivi at the 
palace is much commented upon. The 
emperor and empress descended from the 
dais and warmly shook hands with the 
chancellor as if to show that the reports 
circulated to the effect that he was no 
longer in favor were baseless. 


Tourists Frozen. 

TurRIN, Jan. 3.—A party of nine men 
started from Alagna to climb the moun- 
tain, intending to greet the new year 
from the summit of Gnifetti peak. The 
party was overtaken by astorm. One of 
the five, Lieutenant Giani, succumbed. 
The other four were rescued alive, bat 
they were all badly frozen. 


Home Rule's Prospects. 
Deueuiy, Jan. 3.—John Redmond says 
that the government's compromise ar- 


rangement with the opposition, by which 
English measures will be passed, will 
enable them to postpone home rule to the 
end of the year 184; or, at the latest, to 
the beginning of 1895. 

Ready to Meet Mello. 

PERNAMBUCO, Jan. 3.—The Brazilian 
dynamite cruiser Nictheroy has again 
been put in readiness to sail south and get 
within reach of the insurgent vessels 
under command of Admiral Mello. When 
she starts she will be accompanied by the 
cruiser America. 

Invitation Declined.

OUR CORRESPONDENT today, ‘‘ Citizen 
and Taxpayer,” who is a well known busi- 
ness map, has anticipated an editorial on 
this very point of the Mayor's inaugura!, 
He does not show just how a committee of 
the Council can accomplish just what he 
recommends, but if after conference with 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
the scheme is found practical perhaps it 
can in some way take the initiative in 
forming such a corporation. Anything 
the city can do in a legitimate proper way 
to help the granite industry should be at- 
tempted. It is doubtful if much can be 
done in establishing new industries in this 
city, as no exemption from taxes can or 
should be offered by the city. It would be 
more consistent to reduce the valuation on 
what industries we have. ‘The scheme as 
outlined by our correspondent is not a new 
one but seems practical if our granite 
manufacturers will endorse it. 


In WALTHAM the Mayor is, ex-officio, 
the chairman of the school committee. 
The Mayors of our city have all felt that 
they have no control over the finances of 
the schvols and have deplored the fact. 
Some such arrangement as in Waltham 
might overcome this breach, but would 
have other disadvantages. The salary of 
the superintendent of schools is the same 
in Waltham as in Quincy. 


MUCH HAS been said elsewhere in favor 
of local ownership of street railways, water 
works, electric light plants, etc. The 
Quincy & Boston Street Railway,a flourish- 
ing corporation in our midst, offers divi- 
dend-paying stock for sale and it should be 
controlled by Quincy capital.

Greenhalge. 

The Republican members of the lower 
house met in caucus at 10 o'clock to choose 
aspeaker, and at 11 o’clock Clerk of the 
House McLaughlin called the lower 
branch to order, and designated Thomas 
P. St. John of Haverhill, the senior mem- 
ber, astemporary chairman. 

A committee was then appointed to 
wait upon the secretary of state to ascer- 
tain a correct list of the members-elect, 
after which another committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon the governor and 
notify him that the members were ready 
to qualify. 

The governor, preceded by Sergeant-at 
Arms Adams, then entered the house, 
and the members, after having been 
sworn and declared qualified, then pro- 
ceeded to elect a speaker, a sergeant-at- 
arms, a clerk and chaplain. 

In the senate Clerk Coolidge called the 
members to order, and, asthere is no 
member of that body for 1894 who can 
claim a priority of membership, Clerk 
| Coolidge presided until the election of 
| Senator William M. Butler of New Bed- 
ford, the only candidate for the presi- 
dency, was decided upon. 

The governor was then announced by 
the sergeant-at-arms, the members were 
sworn and qualified, and they immedi- 
ately proceeded to organize the branch by 
the election of a president, a sergeant-at- 
arms, a clerk and a chaplain. 

A committee was then appointed to pre- 
pare rules for the government of the 
body, and another committee was ap- 
pointed on the part of the senate to pre- 
pare joint rules, 

Both branches then appointed com- 
mittees to canvass the returns of the 
votes for governor and other state officers, 
and an hour for the meeting of both 
branches each day was fixed upon. 

Senator Butler was chosen president of 
the upper branch, and Representatives 
Meyer was elected speaker of the house, 
despite the fact that Representative Well- 
man of Malden opposed him asa candi- 
date in the caucus.

The Paramount Idea in Inaugural 
of Mayor Hodges 


AS SEEN BY A BUSINESS MAN.

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

In reading Mayor Hodges’ inaugural, one 
part of it struck the writer as paramount to 
all others—where he recommends that a 
committee be appointed to induce new 
enterprises to locate in Quincy, or, perhaps, 
to co-operate with the Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association to strengthen the 
great industry we have. In the opinion of 
the writer great results could be achieved in 
this direction by a united push of our 
Quincy granite. Let our citizens be imbued 
with that idea as the people of Barre, Vt., 


are. If the readers of this letter were to go 
to Barre, one of the first things they would 
notice would be the sentiment of the people 
for their tuwn, and its only industry— 
granite. You talk with the storekeeper 
and he at once begins to tell you of the 
vastness of the output of the quarries and 
its beauty. How it is superseding all other 
granites. You enter the banks and they 
tell you of the amount of money that is em- 
ployed and the great benefits to the town. 
You would fairly breathe it in the air. 

The citizens of Barre took hold and built 
a railroad that runs the cars under every 
quarry derrick and to every manufacturing 
yard on the plain below, thereby reducing 
the cost of handling stone one-half. How 
has it been in Quincy? Any movement 
made to strengthen or increase the business 
has met with opposition or no encourage- 
ment from the capitalists of our city. 

A company was formed to envourage and 
control the paving business but they had 
to look outside of Quincy for the buyers of 
their shares. They have run but one year 
and a half yet they have greatly increased 
the output of Quincy paving. Wages have 
increased and it has been a good invest- 
ment for the money. 

Another company, the Quincy Quarry 
railroad, had to seek large parts of the 
funds required without the city. Yet our 
moneyed men, have their funds invested 
in western railroads that they know little 
or nothing about, and where the prospects 
of dividends are poor indeed in compari- 
son with home investments. It has been 
the same in every western or southern wild 
eat scheme. Quincy has furnished her 
share of the lost money. 

Now what Quincy granite wants is more 
direct advertising. The Manufacturers As- 
sociation did one of the grandest things 
that has ever been attempted in that line, 
when they placed the fifteen thousand dollar 
exhibit at the World’s Fair for the people 
of the whole world to look at and admire. 

This should be followed up by thousands 
of the very best designs that can be pro- 
duced, to show the Quincy granite to its 
best effect, salesmen should be sent out to 
talk and sell Quincy granite from Maine to 
California. 

Now, bow can this be done and be the 
least burdensome, and the most beneficial 
to all? a strong 
corporation. be taken 
by every manufacturer and quarryman, by 
our sturekeepers, our lawyers, and in fact 
by all our citizens who have the prosperity 
of our old Quincy at heart. The company 
so formed should at once prepare designs 
of the most modern monuments and send 
out their salesman fully equipped to talk 
and sell Quincy granite. The orders so 
taken would be let out to the manufac- 
turers, in competition. The balance 
between the manufacturer,s price and the 
selling price would be the company’s 
profits. Then the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation ought to take a stand and not to 
sell any of their products to the Boston 
jobber that has no more interest in Quincy 
granite than in Concord, Barre or any 
foreign granite. Then the dealers through- 
out the country wanting Quincy granite 
would send to this city for it, instead of 
sending to the jobber in Boston, New 
York or Ohio. It would then be Quincy 
granite from Quincy people. 

I believe such a corporation would be a 
good investment for our people ; perfectly 
safe, and that the number of men em- 
ployed would be increased one-third in 
two years. Now, cannot we pull together, 
and form such a company, to give Quincy 
granite such a boom as it never had before. 
One that will pay the investors, increase 
employment, make more demand for 
houses, more families to consume the 
groceries and to be clothed, more sick for 
our physicians to heal, more people for our 
street railway to carry, thereby making 
general prosperity for all our people. 

In conclusion, if any one has a better 
plan let us have it. Let us do something, 
and not wait for something to push us.

HATTERS ARE ANGRY. 


A Social Boycott Placed Upon Desert- 
ers From Unions. 


MANUFACTURERS ARE SURPRISED 


At the General Unity Displayed 
by the Workmen. 


DANbURY, Conn., Jan. 3.—The locked- 
gut hatters are beginning to get mad. 
The strong hand of leaders is the only 
thing that prevents the showing of per- 
sonal violence and perhaps bioodshed., 
The reason of the belligerent attitude of 
the men is the knowledge that some 
manufacturers have emissaries at work 
trying to induce men to go back to work 
and forsake unions. The leaders have 
beguiled spies by throwing men in their 
way for the purpose of fooling the manu- 
facturers. 

Yesterday the executive committee of 
the trade took action on the matter of 
spies and gave to the press a long resoln- 
tion the last three clauses of which read: 

Whereas, all persons who attempt to debase 
and debauch fellow members of our associa- 
tion by soliciting them to desert our ranks at 
this time prove themselves to be shorn of all 
honor and unfit for association with honest 
men and women; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we will not speak to nor as- 
sociate with any such persons from the day 
that the executive committee of our associa- 
tion publicly announces that it has positive 
proof of guilt of such persons, and be it fur- 
ther 

Resolved, That while living within and not 
breaking any of the laws of the state or of the 
United States, we will endeavor by all proper 
means to make the livesof such persons in 
this town so unpleasant that they will seek 
their abode elsewhere ina place filled with 
their own kind. 

The above shows one side of the temper 
ofthe men. C. H. Merritt, a leader of the 
manufacturers, was surrounded by locked- 
out hatters on Main streeg and escaped 
personal violence only by tact and discre- 
tion. To prevent further exhibitions of 
temper the leaders have men watch 
manufacturers when on the streets for 
their safety. 

A feature of the situation is the an- 
nouncement that John W. Green will 
assume charge of the factory recently con- 
ducted by W. H. Green & Co. and will 
runitasau independent shop. He ad- 
vertises for his former help to make ap- 
plication for their old positions. 

Mr. Green said: ‘It depends on the appli- 
cations received when we startup. If we 
cannot secure help in this city we will 
bring it here from other districts. The 
factory will be run clear of all associa- 
tions.” 

Hatters will not respond to the adver- 
tisement. The fight, they say, is against 
independent or foul shops and not the 
manufacturers’ association. They think 
the advertisement a thin subterfuge. 

The unity of the hatters is a surprise to 
the manufacturers. “Their strength,” 
said one manufacturer, “is remarkable 
and is a hindrance toa compromise. For 
we know the# power for the first time 
and we are afraid of it. For self protection 
we must have independence.” =, 

As many of the firms are -anxious to 
open, something may happen within 10 
days to bring matters to a crisis. It is 
said that several firms will move to 
Yonkers, where they can employ non- 
union help, if the trouble increases, 


Three Workmen Killed, 

Boston, Jan. 3.—Careless handling of 
dynamite sent three souls jnto eternity 
yesterday and caused injuries to a fourta 
workman which may cause his death. 
The accident occurred at the ledge at the 
corner of Townsend and Washington 
streets. Those killed are: Thomas Harde- 
man, aged 50; Thomas Black, 35; Patrick 
Hughes, 388. The injured are: Cornelius 
Leary, aged 45, probably fatally; Angus 
McDonald, 18; James Gately. Thomas 
Black was torn to pieces where he stood, 

Cadets Shot by Peixoto’s Troops. 

New YorK, Jan. 3.—Captain C. B. An- 
derson of the steamship Portuguese 
Prince reports that 10 days before the 
Portuguese Prince left Pernambuco 12 
cadets were shot by the soldiers of Peix- 
oto. The cadets were on board the guard- 
ship Parahyba, and were charged with an 
attempt to turnthe guardship over to 
Admiral Mello. 


Companies Have Been Losing Money. 

NEW HAVEN, Jan. 3.—A committee of 
New England fire underwriters met here 
and decided to increase the rates of fire 
insurance in this state, which becomes 
necessary in consequence of heavy losses 
which have been sustained by large fires 
in Connecticut. The increase is to be 
made in other states soon. 


Year's Losses Were Heavy. 

New York, Jan. 3.—As a result of the 
examination of the state bank examiner 
the Holland Trust company has decided 
to go into liquidation. Assets amount to 
at least $16,000 more than liabilities. The 
heavy losses during the past year, how- 
ever, caused the stockholders to decide in 
favor of liquidation.

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DEATH IN THE QUICKSAND, 


A Hunter's Effort to Secure a Brace of 
Decks Costs Him His Life. 

Charles A. Lindberg, 40 years old, 
foreman of James J. Hill’s farm: near 
White Bear, met with a terrible death 
yesterday afternoon. About 1 o'clock 
he left home, telling his wife he was go- 
ing to Mud lake on the western boundary 
of the farm to shoot ducks.

Peering across the lake he saw 
near the middle of the sheet cf water an 
overturned boat and could dimly dis- 
cern the outlines of a human being strug- 
gling in the water. There was no boat 
near in which the farmhang could go to 
the assistance of the drownjng man, and 
he hurried off to Mr. Hill’s residence and 
spread the alarm among the other em- 
ployees. When finally a boat was se- 
cured and rowed to the spet where the 
overturned hunting boat floated on the 
surface of the water, nothing could be 
seen of its former occupant. 

The boat was recognized as the one 
Lindberg was accustomed to use, and 
search was made for the hanter’s body: 
It was found within three feet of where 
the boat had been capsized, in about four 
feet of water. The bottom of the lake 
is an oozy mass of mud and treacherous 
quicksand, out of which shoot thousands 
of water lily stems. Evidently Lind- 
berg had shot acouple cf ducks—the 
dead birds were floating near by on the 
water—and in attempting to pick them 
up had capsized the frail boat. His feet 
became tangled in the web of water lily 
vines, and he could nut extricate himself 
from the quicksand, into which he sank 
inch by inch until he was drawn under 
the water and drowned. ‘The body was 
nearly buried: in the umd when the 
searchers recovered it.--St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. 


THE PARLIAMENT OF RELIGION. 


Some of the Things It Accomplished of Es 
pecial Interest to Christians. 

Now that the parliament of religion in 
Chicago hus ended, it is pertinent to ask 
what it has accomplished. The inquiry 
is a difficult one to answer, for no tangi- 
ble results were to be leoked for from 
sucha gathering. It recorded no vote 
on any of the questions discussed, and 
to all outward seeming it left things 
just as they were before. Nevertheless 
the plain and unbiased people of the 
country who have read of its doings 
have fornied some sort of opinion as to 
the points at issue. And that opinion, 
whatever it may be, is the exact measure 
of what the parliament accomplished. 

We believe that because of the parlia- 
ment American Christians have come to 
recognize more clearly than ever before 
the fact that there are cther religions 
than Christianity. It makes no differ- 
ence whether these other religions are 
regarded as wholly or only partly false. 
In either case they are still religions, by 
means of which hundreds of millions of 
people find some sort of consolation and 
hope, and which at least attempt to give 
a rational explanation of the problem of 
life and destiny. 

We may go even further and say that 
the parliament has proved the other 
world religions to be at one with Chris- 
tianity in many essential points of be- 
lief and practice. And it has also shown 
that some of the popular conceptions of 
“heathenism” are grossly inaccurate. 

But while Christians have thus gained 
a truer knowledge of wluit is good in 
the other religion, and we hope a larger 
charity, they have seen nathing in them 
which will in the slightest degree weak- 
en their preference for their own re 
ligion.—New York Tribune. 


Great Lumps of Light.

New York, Jan. 3.—A Herald special 
from Managua, Nicaragua, says the Hon- 
duras insurg uts have invaded Honduras 
from Nie-raguan territory, captured 
Yuscaran and organized a provisional 
government. Twenty-three men were 
killed and five wounded. Honduras 
troops will now invade Nicaragua and 
war will then be in full swing. 


Four Killed Outright. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., Jan. 3.—A Rock Isl- 
and train crashed into the rear of a 
Union Pacific freight 10 miles east of 
Lawrence.

Charles Bense of Mystic was found dead 
in her room by her husband on his return 
home from work. Epilepsy is given as 
the cause of death. Two children, one a 
baby 9 months old, the other 3 years old, 
were with the dead woman. The infant 
was asleep. 

To Fight Abor Raiders. 

CALcuTtTa, Jan. 3.—A force of 400 mili- 
tary and police and 100 Goorkhas, with 
two mountain guns, has been organized 
to proceed against the Abor tribes, who 
have been making raids onthe settled 
districts. A force of Goorkhas has also 
been sent to strengthen the frontier posts. 


Grow For Congress. 
HARRISBURG, Jan. 3.—At a caucus 
of the Philadelphia delegation ex-Speaker 
Galusha A. Grow was unamiously in- 
dorsed for the Republican nomination as 
congressman at large. This insures his

It was a rather pre- 
tentious slab, and across the top was 
blazoned a man’s name, and down be- 
low, as if shrinking away even in mar- 
ble, a woman’s Christian name, with 
the further inscription, ‘*Wife of the 
above mentioned.’’ He wasn’t dead at 
all—such men generally do survive— 
but he couldn’t let her have even a 
tombstone to herself, so he put her away 
down in the corner and filled the pub- 
lic eye with his own personality. That 
was the end of a truly humble woman. 
Fortunately Nemesis in the form of 
a second wife overtook that man, and 
let us hope it may in this other case, 
where so much is expected in return for 
“‘board and keep.’’ It would be amus- 
ing to gointo details on each require- 
ment, but it couldn’t be done in less 
space than 100 pages, so we must con- 
tent ourselves in following up the first. 

Now, it sometimes happens that a 
woman who is all humility and defer- 
ence before marriage develops startling 
self assertion immediately after, and 
the man who started out with the inten- 
tion of addressing her as ‘‘ You there!”’ 
finds himself saying, ‘‘Ma’am,’’ a 
month after the ceremony. He gives 
up every penny he earns and gets his 
tobacco money doled out, carries coal, 
runs to the grocery, shakes the rugs, 
sifts the ashes, peels the’ potatoes, and 
crawls off to business with his erstwhile 
haughty spirit limper than his linen. 
When a half hour late on the home run, 
it is pitiful to contemplate his mental 
agony us he cudgels his brain for ex- 
cuses and finally concocts a fairy tale 
that very properly collapses under a 
scathing, ‘‘Now, Tom, don’t tell me!’’ 

And he doesn’t tell her—he just hooks 
his heels in the rung of a chair to brace 
himself, pulls himself together and takes 
it, registering a mental vow to knock 
down the first fellow who talks of hu- 
mility as a fetching feature in woman, 
lovely woman.—Mary B. O’Sullivan 
in Donahoe’s Magazine. 

Why Lucy Stone Never Voted. 

Mrs. Luck Stone Blackwell.the great 
apostle of woman’s rights and the cham- 
pion of the ballot for woman, never 
voted. 

This declaration will no doubt as- 
tonish many persons, and may perhaps 
ve denied by some, but my authority for 
the statement is none other than Lucy 
Stone herself. 

About a year ago, on the day, or one 
of the days. on which the suffragists 
were holding their annual convention 
inthe Park Street church, Boston, I 
called to see this famous woman on 
business connected with the work. In- 
cidentally some remark drew from her 
the declaration that she did not vote. 

““Why?’? was my very natural and in- 
stant reply, servin;z the double purpose 
of expressing surpiise and inquiry. 

“Oh, they will s30¢ let me vote, be- 
causé my name is not on the voting 
lists.’’ 

“But why do you not register?’’ I 
asked. 

“I have tried to register, but the 
board of registrars will not put my 
name on the lists. They wish to put 
my name down as they say it should 
be. They wish mie to swear that my 
name is Lucy Store Blackwell, and to 
sign it that way, lmt I cannot do that, 
you know, as that would not be right. 
I believe I know my name, and how it 
should be writtez1, but they think they 
know it better than Ido. So, you see, 
unless I will sign my natne as they 
direct they will not permit me to vote.”’ 

So Mrs. Blackwell was deprived of 
her right of sulfrage because three men, 
drawing $3,010 each per annum, set 
themselves uy» as jndges of her name. 
Rather than yield what she considered 
a vital principle, she declined to exer- 


which she lad f¢ught all her life. 
I am told. however, that she did fre- 


quently sign legai papers with the full 
name—Lucy Stone Blackwell. I do 
not know whethee or not this is true, 
but I presume she would have to sign 
deeds and such documents with that, if 
any, if she signed at <1].—Boston Her- 
ald. 


Foulke on Woman Suffrage. 

“T have believed in woman suffrage 
for many years,’’ said William Dudley 
Foulke of Indiana, the prominent civil 
service reformer. 

‘*Certainly if suffrage be a right ev- 
ery argument which justifies itfor men 
is equally strong for women. "They 
have property to protect. They are sub- 
ject to the laws and may be punished 
for breaking them in the same way that 
men are. Why, then, should they have 
no voice in making the laws? A repre- 
sentative government ought to represent 
every phase of thought which exists in 
the whole body of the people. It ought 
to reflect the opinions of women as well 
as of men. A government derives its 
just power from the consent of the gov- 
erned, yet women are governed without 
their consent.”’ 

‘*Would any considerable number of 
women vote if they had the right?’’ 

“Yes, within a short time I think 
they would vote almost as generally as 
men do. As soon as the right of suffrage 
is conferred it brings along duty with 
it, and if it was conferred on women 
they would feel that they ought to vote, 
and they will not fail to give their suf- 
frages to those things which they believe 
will benefit their country. Where 
woman suffrage has been tried, as in 
Wyoming, and for a short time in tho 
state of Washington, it has been found 
that women take an active interest in 
elections. Women are not less patriotic 
than men are, and the lack of interest 
which they have shown has been rather 
the result of exclusion from suffrage 
than from any lack of aptitude for po- 
litical affairs."’ 

Mr. Foulke said he believed general 
female suffrage will be established some 
day. 


The Spotted Veil Habit. 

‘*The spotted veil habit will have to 
have its asylums or gold cures or 
something,’’ said an oculist lately. *‘Its 
victimsincrease constantly, and they 
seem to be as devoid of will power to 
resist the mania as is the devotee of any 
evil practice. Intelligent women come 
to me to be treated for eye troubles that 
in some cases are wholly produced by 
the use of the spotted veil, and in others 
seriously aggravated. The harm is 
more perceptible now than formerly, 
for women wear Veils almost incessant- 
ly. At the theater, at social afternoons, 
at church, everywhere almost, you will 
see the covering film of lace. I've 
questioned my wife, who is as bad as 
any of you, and she says it is posi- 
tively necessary; that one’s hair flies 
and various disagreeable things happen 
if the veil is left off, so I suppose it will 
have to be worn, eyes or noeyes. At 
least, however, wear one without dots, 
or with them so far apart that one need 
not come within eye range.”’ 

To which caution another may be 
added—to lift the veil, whatever its 
texture, when reading in transit. It is 
a@ common sight to see women in the 
elevated cars and suburban trains ab- 
sorb themselves in a book or paper for a 
40 minute trip without raising their 
veils. The motion of the vehicle and 
the shifting uncertain light are in them- 
selves a serious tax upon the sight, to 
which it is unnecessary to add the fur- 
ther burden of even a plain veil.—Her 
Point of View in New York Times

Nova Scotians Are Kicking Against the 
Whitney Coal Syndicate. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 4.—There is every evi- 
dence of trouble brewing for the new 
Whitney syndicate which secured control 
of the principal coal mines of Nova Scotia 
and Cape Breton. Emissaries from the 
discontented section of Nova Scotia have 
becn in Montreal testing the feeling here 
and overeat to work up an agitation 
against the sydicate, The idea is when 
parliament meccs to bring in a resolution 
questioning the right of the legislature 
of Nova Scotia to turn over the mines to 
the Whitneys. The Montreal members 
have been asked to support such a resolu- 
tion, and the majority of the members 
from New Brunswick an! Nova Scotia 
are said to be pledged to it 

The syndicate is now said to have an 
option on the North Sydney mines, which 
are owned by English and Scotch cap- 
italists, principally the Cunards. If the 
syndicate secures these it will have the 
entire coal trade of Nova Scotia in its 
hands. 

Much opposition is developing toward 
the syndicate among the laboring men in 
Montreal on account of the new discharg- 
ing machines which the syndicate intro- 
duced here, while there is also the fear 
here that with free coal the Pennsylvania 
mines will drive the Nova Scotia coal out 
of the Montreal market.

Editorial Comment, 


Mayor WARDEN’S suggestions as to 
the finances of Waltham are good advice 
to Quincy. In justice to the administra- 
tion of Mayor Fairbanks, we would say, 
that the city tax of 1893 was but $160,000 
While the limit was $172,880.34. We quote 
from Waltham address: 


‘*The time is at hand when the leading 
question should be, not how much money 
i available for us to expend, but rather 
how much of the available fund can be 
saved, and yet provide for the indispensable 
wants of the city, Few cities inthe State 
have incurred so large a per cent. of indebt- 
edness; but this has come principally in 
the line of great public improvements, 
which have been imperatively demanded; 
d we bave our compensation in the great 
aud lasting benefits which have been 
secured. Itis our duty to provide for the 
payment of this debt at the earliest possible 
date. 

“*It is not only possible but probable, 
that following this season of financial de- 
pression through which we are now passing, 
valuations will be greatlyreduced. Such 

Md tbe experience which followed the 
panic of 1875, when the depreciation on 
real estate alone exceeded one million dol- 
lars and not until the year 1884 did the ap- 
praisal of real estate in Waltham reach the 
same valuation where it had been ten year: 
before. If we are to learn from the history 
of the past, will not the lesson be, that 
financial'y we should move with great cau- 
tion, 

** Hence, in calling your attention to the 
various needs of the city, I am not unmind- 
ful of the fact, that it will be impossible the 
present year, to enter the successful com- 
pletion of all necessary improvements, and 
that great responsibility will rest with the 
gentlemen of the Board to determine which 
shall receive their favorable consideration. 
Entrusted with the people’s money we have 
no right to appropriate one dollar except 
for their necessities, Let us apply this test 
to every expenditure.” 


On general principles it would be better 


when the increase in valuation will be 
smal], the tax for city purposes should be 
kept down to the lowest notch. It is not 
necessary to remind Quincy that the debt 
should be paid at the earliest possible date, 
for we are doing it. Debts for ordinary 
expenses may run over ten years, but in- 
stead of paying one-tenth of $339,730 this 
year, there will fall due, $64,750.

It is stated that for the serial rights of 
“Treasure Island’ R. L. Stevenson receiv- 
ed about £120. Ten times that amount 
would not purchase a tale of equal length 
from his pen today. For the serial rights 
of ‘‘She’’ H. Rider Haggard got £300, and 
asimilar amount was paid to Hall Caine 
for ‘‘The Deemster.’’ For short stories 
Rudyard Kipling is still first, though J. 
M. Barrie is running him close, and it is 
predicted will take the lead. 

But the totals for both book and serial 
rights received by novelists today are far 
below the princely sums that were paid 
to Scott, George Eliot, Dickens, Thac<e- 
ray, Readeand Wilkie Collins. For‘‘Rom- 
ola’’ George Eliot received £7,000 and 
might have had £8,000 more but for her 
conscientious regard for art. As there are 
many versions of that famous transaction, 
we may give the facts. This novelist 
agreed to write a story for The Cornhill, 
for which she was to be paid £10,000.

Of this arrangement she did not ap- 
prove, and all the arguments of her friends 
could not overcome her objections.

‘ORDER IS RESTORED 


Towns 


In Most of the Principal 
Throughout Sicily. 


SHOPS COMPELLED TO CLOSE. 


Late Reports of the Work of 
Furious Mobs. 


RoME, Jan, 4.—At a meeting of the cabi- 
net yesterday Prime Minister Crispi an- 
nounced that a report had been received 
from General Morra saying that order 
had been restored in almost every part of 
Sicily, but that owing to the numerous 
centers of agitation that existed, re-en- 
forcements of troops would be necessary 
to avoid a repetition of the late scenes of 
bloodshed. 

The leaders of the agitation, General 
Morra said, had already in their posses- 
sion several thousand rifles. An attempt 
would be made to disarm the disuffected 
peasants by legal efforts, but should this 
fail, a recourse to. force would be 
necessary, 

Telegrams from Palermo state that in 
the riots at Pietra-Perzia eight persons, 
including a child, were killed by the fire 
of the soldiers, and 15 were wounded. 
Twelve soldiers were injured, one of them 
seriously. The streets of the town are de- 
serted, and all its outlets are patrolled by 
troops. 

Incendiaries Busy. 

At Salemi on New Year’s day the build- 
ing occupied by the Buoni Amici club, 
the offices of the notary Badiera, the Peo- 
ple’s bank and many private houses were 
set fire to by the rioters and burned, the 
flames being visible for miles distant. 

At.Mazzara allthe shops are closed, and 
the place appears as if deserted. 

At Gibellina there is still serious 
trouble. The rioters threaten to burn the 
residence of the mayor and a force of 
troops surround that building to prevent 
the carrying out of the threat. <A priest 
who was exhorting the mob to desist from 
further disorder was killed. The troops 
thereupon fired a volley at the rioters, 
who fled in wild disorder. Itis said that 
five rioters were killed and five wounded. 

Due to Famine. 

Signor Colajanni, a member of the 
chamber of deputies, who has just re- 
turned from Sicily, says it is not politics, 
but real famine, that has induced the 
masses to revolt. 

In connection with the troubles in Sicily 
the following incident which occurred in 
the village of Terrasini is related: The 
people rebelled against the communal 
authority and burned the tax bureaus. 
Lieutenant Bersaglieri, who was in com- 
mand of the troops, ordered his men to 
prepare to fire, when a woman rushed for- 
ward, holding up a portrait of the queen 
and asked the lieutenant to kiss it. At 
the same moment the rioters, men and 
women, fell on thair knees in front of the 
soldiers, crying “Kill us; we are dying of 
hunger.” 

The lieutenant ordered the soldiers to 
retire and the riot was ended. 


AN AWFUL DISTINCTION 


Kissing. 

In the old time men and women who 
Were mere acquaintances exchanged 
kisses in public, and with a certain 
amount of ceremony, and a visitor to 
whom it was desired to show special 
civility was always received with a 
kiss.

Anarchist Salvador, Who Is 
Now Under Arrest. 

MADRID, Jan. 4.—Salvador, the anar- 
chist, who was arrested yesterday in Sara- 
gossa, contends that he was the sole au- 
thor and executor of the plot to blow up 
the Lyceo theater and kill most of the 
audience. 

He says that he, alone and unaided in 
any way, made the bombs and threw them, 
not from the gallery, but from the pit. He 
escaped in the panic, he asserts, hid 20 
days in a house near the cemetery in Bar- 
celona and then went to Teruel, Aragon, 
where he publicly told the true story of 
his deed. 

Everybody regarded him as insane, he 
says, and did not heed his words. After 
repeated examinations by the police, Sal- 
vador reiterates this story as he first told 
it. His condition is serious and he wishes 
to die, although very eager first to prove 
that he was thesole author of the Lyceo 
theater explosion. . 

He comes of good family, but he ran 
away from home at l4and got no educa- 
tion. A few years ago he was arrested as 
the leader of a band of brigands. He has 
been known for years as an anarchist.

SCHOOLBOY FIREWORKS. 


Somehow They Wouldn't Work Properly 
and the Consequences Were Unpleasant. 

Ihave in my mind a display of fire- 
works given by myself when 12 years of 
age or less. Dr. Adam Norris, my 
schoolmaster in those days, knowing 
that I was a past master in chemistry 
and an adept at the manufacture of col- 
ored fire, directed me to organize an 
entertainment. The old gentleman is 
gone now where there may or may not 
be fireworks, but to his dying day he 
hever appreciated my efforts on his be- 
half. It was proposed to illuminate the 
playgrounds with colored fires and lan- 
terns, to invite the parents of the 30 
scholars and to regale them after tho 
llisplay with cake and wine—I mean, 
of course, the parents. 

I was let off my evening lessons for 
a week and allowed the run of the 
school laboratory. There I reveled in 
preparations. Not content with mere 
red, blue and yellow fires, I arranged 
Catherine wheels and Roman candles 
and rockets. I felt the instinct of a 
Brock and a Painrisinginme. Ieven 
asked Dr. Norris for additional money, 
telling him that I had an idea fora 
splendid novelty. He trusted me, tak- 
ing the word of our chemistry master 
that I knew what I was doing. My 
novelty, which I kept as a grand sur 
prise, consisted of a ‘‘set piece,’’ with 
the words: ‘‘God bless Dr. Adam Nor- 
ris.’’ 

This benign wish would come out in 
red fire and subsequently change to 
green, if all went well. The night ar- 
rived and the company. “fhe prelimi- 
nary illumination was not entirely suc- 
cessful, as my assistants did not under- 
stand their business, but the first Cath- 
erine wheel went around several times 
and appeared to be well liked. Owing 
to some unfortunate miscalculation with 
the materials, my rockets would not 
soar. The spirit was willing; the 
chemical coinpound was weak. So they 
tore about the ground, like snakes, and 
hissed in among the company, and one 
let off purple stars under the petticoat 
of a lady. A solitary rocket really went 
up a considerable distance, and the 
stick fell through the hothouse of a 
man next door, who had always been 
unfriendly toward the school. I pass by 
the hot air balloon. It soared all 
right, but I forgot to tie on the mag- 
nesiam light, so nobody realized what 
a fine thing was being done. The Ro- 
man candles passed off without adverse 
comment, and then I lighted the *‘set 
piece.’’ 

You will not believe what happened. 
Nobody has ever credited the story, 
though I have toldit to thousands. The 
facts, however, are these: Owing tc 
unforeseen circumstances, the first two 
words of the display—those asking God 
to bless our good master—did not light 
at all; the next word, ‘‘ Doctor,”’ fell off 
altogether; the ‘‘A’’in Adam also fail- 
ed, and the whole of our preceptor’s 
surname, excepting the initial letter, 
blew up. What was the result? Why, 
against the black night, raised on sup- 
ports some 20 feet above the heads of 
the bewildered assembly, there blazed 
forth a solitary colossal ‘*Dam N.”’ 

It burned red, and then in a silence 
that could be felt turned green. The 
“Damn’’ and I turned green together. 
That ended the entertainment. People 
never believe this story. Indeed at so 
great a distance of time I should be in- 
clined to donbt it myself, but I cannot 
forget the subsequent interview with my 
dear old master in his study. We had a 
little private display of fireworks all to 
ourselves. Thus do most improbable 
effects result from remote causes. The 
Chinese by inventing fireworks were do- 
ing a thing which, after long genera- 
tions of time, rendered it impossible for 
me to sit down with any comfort for a 
week.— Idler.

report on the foreign commerce of the 
| United States for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1893, has been made to Secretary 
Carlisle by Worthington C. Ford, chief of 
the bureau of statistics. 

The report shows that the total imports 
of merchandise during the year were val- 
ned at $86,400,922, of which $421,850,711 

was dutiable and $444,544,211 free. The 
mports of merchandise in the fiscal year 
{892 were valued at $827,420,426, of which 
§629,402,804 was dutiable and 452,999,653 
free. 

Theimports of gold during 1893 were 
talued at $21,474,381 against $49,699,454 in 
1892, and of silver $23,193,252 in 1893 against 
$19,955,086 in 1892, 

The exports of merchandise in 1893 were 
valued at $847,665,194, and in 1892 at 
$1,030,278,148. The exports of gold in 1893 
were $108,680,844, and of silver $40,787,819, 
as compared with exports of $50,193,327 
gold and 282,810,559 silver in 1892. 

The tonnage during the year was 19,- 
581,816 tons, and the number of immi- 
grants arrived was 502,917, a falling off 
of 120,000, compared with 1892. 

Mr. Ford notes that the values of the 
imports of merchandise attained the 
highest mark in the commercial history 
of the country.

AS FIRM AS EVER. 


Frovisional Government of Hawail Will 
Maintain Its Position. 


AUCKLAND, N. Z., Jan. 5.—Advices from 
Honolulu to Dec. 22 have been received 
here by the steamer Almeda, which has 
just arrived from San Francisco: 

The officers of the vessel stated that the 
excitement in Honolulu over the political 
situation was growing in intensity. The 
provisional government was as firm as 
ever in its determination to mafntain its 
position, and was continuing its prepara- 
tions to resist any effort that might be 
made to restore the monare hy. 

The members of the police force of the 
island had been notified that they would 
be expected to take arms in defense of the 
government, and a number of them had 
been dismissed from the service for re- 
fusing to obey this order. The officers 
further stated to the interviewer that the 
minister of the United States had written 
to the provisional government requesting 
that they surrender, as the United States 
government had decided in favor of the 
restoration of the queen. 

The minister in his communication in- 
formed the government that Liliuokalani 
had agreed to grant amnesty to all those 
who had taken part in the revolution, to 
ratify the obligations of the present gov- 
ernment and to govern faithfully in ac- 
cordance with the present constitution. 
The government was preparing a long re- 
ply to the minister. 

The Commercial Advertiser of Hono- 
lulu, in an article supporting the govern- 
ment, declares that the United States con- 
gress has taken the matter out of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s hands by calling for the 
papersin the Hawaiian correspondence 
and asserts that the provisional govern- 
ment will not retire from power unless it 
is compelled to by force, and says that 
this is not likely to be employed. 


“EUROPE’S COLD. WAVE

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EXHIBITS ARE SAFE. 


World's Fair Management Not to 
Blame For Delays. 


CHARGES OF A LONDON PAPER 


Corrected by Exposition Presi- 
dent and Directors. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—The management of 
the World’s fair takes exception to the 
statements made by the London Truth 
and cabled to this country. Summarized, 
the complaints are that chaos prevails 
generally in the management of the fair; 
that exhibitors are unreasonably delayed 
in shipping their exhibits; that the Co- 
lumbian Guards have been withdrawn, 
leaving the exhibits unguarded, and that 
exhibitors stand a good show of losing 
their property. 

President Higinbotham, Director Gen 
eral Davis and Director of Works Burn- 
ham were interviewed regarding the 
above charges.

They 
could not understand how the London 
papers could have been so misinformed, 
and were disposed to think that some one 
who had had trouble with the fair man- 
agement had imposed upon Truth. 

Exhibits Cannot Be Harmed,. 

An investigation at Jackson park 
showed that the bulk of the charges cer- 
tainly are baseless. Chaos does not reign 
in the management, buton the contrary 
strict business principles appear to pre- 
vail among a force evidently large enough 
to do the work. The Columbian Guards 
were largely withdrawn from Jackson 
park Jan. 1, 1894, but all the exhibits are 
protected by special officers, and the pub- 
licis not admitted at all to buildings 
wherein are any @xhibits. That the ex- 
hibits can be harmed is impossible, in any 
event, forthey are under custom house 
protection, and the customs authorities 
are responsible. 

It does not appear that Truth is war- 
ranted in saying that exhibitors have been 
needlessly delayed. They have been de- 
layed, but it does not appear that the fair 
management could have prevented it. It 
has been occasioned mostly by a too small 
force of custom house officers. The 
United States government would not in- 
crease this force, which was inadequate to 
do the work rapidly. The railroads have 
also been negligent in not providing cars 
enough. 

A Plain Statement. 

President Higinbotham, regarding the 
situation, said specifically this: “There 
is no doubt that every British or other 
foreign exhibitor will get his goods home 
safe, if he labels them or pays the freight. 
There was delay in getting packing cases 
to the exhibitors after the fair, because of 
the physical inability to deliver several 
hundred thousand boxesin aday. In ac- 
cordance with the wish of 70,000 
exhibitors, practically all of the British 
exhibits have been shipped, and adequate 
fire department and guard service have 
been maintained since the close of the ex- 
position. There is a large number of 
guards now protecting the remnant of ex- 
hibits in machinery hall and in the manu- 
factures, fine arts and mines buildings. 
The exposition company has 31,700,000 in 
its treasury, and holds itself responsible 
for the custody of exhibits remaining in 
the buildings. 

Don't Believe In Spotters, 

Concorp, N. H., Jan. 5.—How to en- 
force all laws prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors throughout this state 
was the principal topic of discussion at 
the convention of the State Temperance 
union in this city. The suggestion of em- 
ploying liquor spotters did not meet any 
objections, and it was decided to forma 
state law and order league with head- 
quarters in this city.

$12,890,626 was in specie and the indi- 
vidual deposits $109,624,014.

Editorial Comment, 


THE INAUGURAL of Governor Green- 
halge was a remarkable document. It 
spoke in no uncertain tone upon all the 
issues of the day and betokens a strong 
administration of State affairs for 1894. 
Retrenchment and economy are the watch- 
words for the year, and he thinks that the 
State tax, which was the largest in 1893 for 
ten years, should be much smaller. Tax- 
payers will agree with him that “next in 
importance to ecopomy is the fair and 
equitable adjustment of taxation in which 
every citizen of the Commonwealth, rich or 
poor, is interested—first, make the burden 
of taxation light, and, secondly, distribute 
it by a just and equable method, avoiding 
oppression or prejudice toward all mem- 
bers of the community.” 

The Governor considers education of all, 
by all, for all, the corner stone of the com- 
monwealth and would have it possible for 
the humblest child in any part of the State 
to obtain in the public schools the prepara- 
tory instructions necessary for admission 
to the best universities. 

How true his comment on the labor 
question when he says: 

‘*What is needed is a better understand- 
ing and a more cordial feeling between em- 
ployers and employes—mutual! contidence, 
mutual respect and mutual consideration. 
Everything that inures to the benefit of 
the employer is not necessarily an injury to 
the employe; nor is everything that inures 
to the benefit of the employe always an 
injury to the employer. It is well for the 
employe that his employer should be pros- 
perous. It is equally to the advantage of 
the employer that hisemploye shou'd attaio 
to the highest degree of comfort and pros- 
perity compatible with the successful 
prosecution of business, The higher the 
standard of the workman, the greater his 
capacity of production, As the improve- 
ment of machinery has benefited the em- 
ployer, so the improvement of the human 
machine will be to his advantage also. It 
is true that what is asked in the name of 
labor is not always for the best interests of 
labor, and sometimes what is asked or witb- 
held by the employer is not wisely asked or 
withheld. There is no occasion for any 
conflict between these two parties, if intel- 
ligence and mutual confidence should be 


exercised in the settlement of contro- 
versies.”’ 


The temperance principles advanced are 
sound. In the prison department he finds 
a divided responsibility and recommends 
larger authorities for the warden. In im- 
proved roadsa beginning has been made 
which should be further developed. 

He also would enact laws to prevent 
stock watering, Coming to commissioners 
he fails to see the necessity or utility of 
some of the existing commissioners. He 
compliments the militia highly. Some 
changes are suggested in the election laws, 
and he would relieve Superior court judges 
from their excessive burden of work. 

Other matters considered are legacies and 
successions, lunacy and charity, board of 
health, Fast day, real estate transfers, de- 
cennial census, the free system, medical 
practitioners, the referendum, suffrage, 
naval and military historian, rapid transit, 
and in conclusion, the industrial situation 
which is a criticism on the proposed change 
in the tariff. 

The whole message should be carefully 
read by every voter. It is full of meat, 
thoughful and instructive. 


THE LABOR letter on the fourth page 
today, being a symposium of opinions from 
prominent labor leaders, will be read with 
interest by workingmen.

CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 


An Able Address by Mr. Edward South- 
worth at the Young Men’s Rooms. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association 
parlor was filled with young men last 
evening on the occassion of the first talk 
on civil government. The speaker, Mr. 
Edward Southworth, began by describ- 
ing the old-fashioned town meeting, 
which was the event of the year, when 
everybody turned out to discuss the 
matters pertainivg to the welfare of the 
town, and to partake of molasses candy 
and town meeting buns. For a couple of 
weeks preceding the meeting, the town 
warrant, issued by the board of selectmen, 
was posted in public places, particularly in 
the churches. Every voter had the right 
to express his opinion on town matters at 
this time. After a town becomes a city, 
caucus take the place, in part, of the 
town meeting, hence it is very important 
that every voter should attend the caucus 
and use his influence in securing the nom- 
ination of the best men. 

When a place becomes a city, its business 
is transacted by the mayor and members of 
council, who have been elected. In Quincy 
three councilmen are elected from each of 
the six wards, and five are councilmen-at- 
large, making twenty-three. The mayor 
appoints heads of departments in Quincy, 
hence his position is a very responsible 
one. In Boston there are two legislative 
departments, the board of aldermen and 
common council. The nominations of the 
mayor areconfirmed by the former. There 
are twenty-five wards in Boston and each 
elects three councilmen, The twelve 
aldermen are not elected by wards, but 
each party nominates seven candidates 
so that it is impossible for one party to 
have more than seven candidates elected. 

Voters who are desirous of having the 
best men conduct the state government 
should attend the primaries. The legisla- 
tive department of the state is divided into 
two departments, senate and legislature, 
known as the General court. Abthe first 
meeting there are called together by the 
senior member, the one who has served 
the longest term. The first appointments 
are the speaker, clerk, chaplain and 
sergeant at arms. The first meeting on the 
first Wednesday in January. The first 
business after election of officers is the 
appointment of committees. There are 
in the House ten standing committees and 
the Senate six. There are thirty joint 
committees. The speaker has the appoinat- 
ment of the committees hence bis office is 
avery importantone. The speaker gave 
two amusing incidents which occur:ed in 
the House in the sixties, when members 
each presented with quills and a 
jack-knife, 

The legislative bodies of the ration are 
the House of Representatives and the 
Senate. There is at present one Repre- 
sentative to every 174,000 inhabitants. In 
the beginning there was one to every 
30,000. Massachusetts is entitled to thir- 
teen. The origin of the term ‘ gerryman- 
dering ’’ was given and created consider- 
able amusement. Each state has two 
senators, according to the Constitution. 
In four states, Delaware, Rhode Island, 
Obio and North Carolina the governor has 
no veto power. The original purpose of 
the Constitution has been perverted in 
some things. It was the original intention 
that the state legislature should elect the 
best man available for the United States 
senate. Now men are frequently elected 
to the state senate in order that they may 
use their vote and influence for a certain 


person. 
The same is true of the Presidential 
electors. At first they were expected to 


elect for president the best man, according 
to their judgment. Now the electors are 
elected with ithe distinct understanding 
that Lhey are to vote for a certain person. 

The next talk will be given on the 18th 
by Mr. C. A. Foster, who will speak on 
the Executive Department.

CAN’T SET MARRIED AT HOME, 


A Situation Which Is Causing Betrothed 
Couples Considerable Annoyance, 

A young man and a young woman 
came over the line from New Brunswick 
the other day and were married here, 
says a Calais correspondent of the Bos- 
ton Herald, They had no difficulty in 
finding a minister to unite them, al- 
though they very fragkly explained that 
they couldn’t have got married in their 
native place in New Brunswick. 

The reason for this seeming anomaly 
lies in the fact that Governor Boyd of 
New Brunswick is dead, and that every 
marriage license must be signed by the 
governor to be legal. Itis true that it 
was Governor Boyd’s custom, as by 
statute he was authorized to do, to sign 
quantities of these licenses in blank and 
to distribute them to the various officers 
throughout the province vhose business 
it is to attend to such things, to be filled 
in as circumstances required. 

Now, there is a very fine legal point 
involved. The question is whether, dur- 
ing theinterregnum caused by Governor 
Boyd’s death and until the Dominion 
government appoints his successor, these 
marriage licenses signed by Governor 
Boyd are good. Can they be used until 
a new governor is sent down, or are they 
useless as not bearing the signature of 
the actual governor of the province? 

This is what is agitating the minds of 
the New Brunswick lawyers, and es- 
pecially of the betrothed couples. They 
may indeed adopt the old fashioned 
method of calling the banns, but that 
takes time, and time counts when the 
wedding day is set and the invitations 
are out. 

Perhaps they had best do as the afore- 
mentioned couple did—go to Calais, and 
thus make assurance doubly sure. 


BIMETALLISM IN ENGLAND. 


Lord Salisbury’s Recent Speech and What 
It Is Thought to Forecast. 

Lord Salisbury’s speech in the upper 
house during the debate on Indian finance 
is regarded as a definite pronouncement 
in favor of international bimetallism. It 
is possibly destined to have momentous 
consequences, Sanguine bimetallists pre- 
dict the early inclusion of their currency 
scheme as a plank of the orthodox Tory 
platform, but that is scarcely probable 
until the numerous Tory monometallists 
have been converted. 

The subject acquired considerable 
prominence in the Accrington election 
contests, but that is scarcely to be won- 
dered at, because Lancashire has long 
been the stronghold of bimetallism. 
Even the Liberal newspapers of that 

} county are compelled, owing to the pres- 
sure of local opinion, to keep an open 
mind on currency matters, and some of 
them at present are giving considerable 
space to the discussion of the silver prob- 
lem. 

The Liverpool Post, an influential Lib- 
eral organ, gave prominence the other 
day to a letter advocating the adoption 
by England and her dependencies and the 
United States of a second, or silver, in- 
ternational standard, without relation to 
the first, or gold, standard, ‘‘all contracts 
made through gold currency being set- 
tled by gold currency and all contracts 
made by the international dollar cur- 
rency being settled by the international 
dollar currency, the latter being the sil- 
ver dollar divisible into 100 cents.”—New 
York Sun’s London Letter. 


Drained a Lake by Boring Holes. 

In Florida Life is cn article from the 
pen of B. W. Partridge of Monticello 
with the above title. In it he describes 
the effect of the drought of 1891 on Lake 
Miccosukie, one of the largest lakes in 
middle Florida, when about 6,000 acres 
of water became dry land for a spell. 
The rainy season of 1892 filled it with 
water again. 

Mr. Partridge conceived the idea that 
the lake could be drained by boring holes 
in its bottom and organized a company 
to try it. 

Experts were engaged to examine and 
report on the plan, and the result was 
that the company has bored a number of 
holes in the bottom of Lake Miccosukie, 
and the wateris rushing down through 
them via a subterranean passage to the 
gulf. In a few months they expect to 
permanently drain the lake and thus re- 
cover 10,000 acres of valuable land. 


An Artist In Snow. 

A young artist of Boston, after the re- 
cent snowstorm in that city, made a 
snow model in one of the public squares 
that attracted much attention. It rep- 
resented a girl dressed in the height of 
fashion, standing with her arms folded. 
At her feet crouched a bulldog. Theim- 
age was modeled in elaborate detail, 
and though the thaw destroyed some of 
the fine lines succeeding cold weather 
preserved the figure. A young Swede, 
John Jepson, was the sculptor; he spent 
about three hours on the work. He is 
hoping for another snowstorm to enable 
him to put up a snow statue of some 
prominent Bostonian on the Common.— 
Boston Correspondent. 


Mixed the Brides. 

While two wedding processions were 
fighting for the road at one of the gates 
of Hankow the chairs holding the brides 
got mixed and each lady was taken to 
the wrong bridegroom. The gentlemen 
never having seen their brides before, 
according to Chinese custom, knew no 
mistake until the mothers of the brides 
came to call upon them. Then it was 
found that one of the brides, who was 
rich and intended for arich husband, had 
fallen into the hands of a very poor 19an.

IN CONGRESS, 
The Tariff Bill Is Delayed by the Lack 
of a Voting Quorum. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—There was signs 
of activity upon the floor of the house 
even before the hourof meeting. The 
whips had been at work, and the deputy 
Sergeant-at-arms reported thata quorum 
of Democrats were in town. There was 
some doubt in the legislative mind as to 
the status of Mr. Boutelle’s Hawaiian 
resolution, and it was not clear whether it 
was still the pending question before the 
house, or whether the motion to take it 
up had elapsed with adjournment Wednes- 
day. 

The question was soon brought to a 
test, for immediately after the reading 
and correction of the journal Mr. Mc- 
Millin, representing the element desirous 
of taking up the tariff bill, demanded the 
regular order. Thespeaker directed the 
call of committees for reports, holding 
that Mr. Boutelle’s resolution had lapsed. 
Mr. Boutelle sought to renew it, and the 
speaker promised to recognize him after 
the call. 

This formality over, Mr. Boutelle called 
up his resolution declaring against inter- 
vention in Hawaii, and Mr. McMillin 
raised the question of consideration, de- 
siring to take up the tariff bill. The 
speaker put the question, and on a stand- 
ing vote the house declined to take up 
Mr. Boutelle’s resolution. The vote stood 
58 in the affirmative and 128 in the nega- 
tive. The yeas and nays were then or- 
dered. 

Here was the opportunity of the Repub- 
licans to test the strength of their adver- 
saries, but they sat mute. The result was 
thatthe vote on considering Mr. Bou- 
telle’s resolution stood, yeas 0, nays 150— 
no quorum, and at Mr. MeMillin’s in- 
stance a callof the house was ordered. 
The call showed the presence of 229 mem- 
bers, and again the yeas and nays were 
called on Mr. Boutelle’s motion to con- 
sider his resolution. 

The rolicall resulted—reas 4, nays 150; 
again no quorum; but the point was not 
made, and the house at 1:40 p.m. ad- 
journed. 

A resolution calling on the secretary of 
the treasury fora statement of the sums 
paid to Mr. Blount as commissioner to 
Hawaii, and the orders and laws under 
which such payment was made, was 
offered in the senate by Mr. Hoar, and, 
on objection by Mr. Gorman, it went over 
without action. 

Mr. Gray gave notice that on Tuesday 
next he would move to proceed to the con- 
sideration of the house bill to repeal the 
federal election laws. 

At1:10 p.m. the senate adjourned till 
Monday next.

For Carrying Out the Fight Between 
Corbett and Mitchell. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 5.—The touts 
in this city say the Duval Athletic club 
cannot be beaten, and judging from the 
rumors that are floating around town it 
now looks as though the officials would 
goto almost any length to defeat Gov- 
ernor Mitchell’s opposition. 

According to the stories, which seem to 
come from good authority, arrangements 
have been perfected whereby the fight can 
be pulled off in the face of any opposition, 
though at the expense of many who are 
anxious to see it. It is anew plan en- 
tirely, and the work which is now being 
pushed at the Arena, it is said, is only 
mneant to bluff the governor. 

The new arrangements include the 
chartering of a train, which it is under- 
stood will be placed at the disposal of the 
club 48 hours previous to the fight, and 
the same length of time after the contest 
has been scheduled to begiu. 

The spectators will be given the tip and 
hurried on to the train, which will carry 
them to the battleground, leaving the 
governor, militia and the rest of the op- 
position, it is hoped, far behind. 


WHIDDEN IS DEAD. 
A Woman Bit Him Inthe Leg and Blood 
Poisoning Resulted, 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 5.—Policeman Abel 
G. Whidden died yesterday afternoon 
from blood poisoning, the result of being 
bitten by a woman seven weeks ago. He 
tried to arrest Emma Hall,a notorious 
woman, who had cut the throat of Am- 
brose Ward, her employer. She attacked 
the officer with a knife. He disarmed 
her, they fell down a flight of stairs and 
she bit him in the leg. Since Dec. 8 he 
suffered intensely. The woman is now in 
prison for assault on Ward.

Among the 250 inhabitants of 
Eastbrook were some who cared not to 
hear Mr. Garland, and he was notified to 
keep away from church. On Dec. 20, 1893, 
Mr. Garland defied the warning and was 
arrested as he was entering the church.

A Symposium of Opinions From 
Prominent Labor Leaders. ~ 


FORCES MUST PULL TOGETHER. 


Some Differences Concerning the Most Ef- 
ficient Form of Organization—General 
Agreement That Each Trade Must Man- 
age Its Own Affairs—Final Emancipa- 
tion Through the Ballot—A Few Discour- 
aged Because of Past Failures, bet Ail 
Are Willing to Do Their Best. 


A fortnight ago I wrote an article set- 
ting forth my views, briefly stated, on 
the present condition of labor and its or- 
ganizations, and urging the necessity of 
more thorough union of the workers’ 
forces to meet the present distressful 
situation and to prepare for future ac- 
tion. Ibelieve thatlabor must make un- 
usual efforts within the next 12 months 
if it would foster its interests; that these 
efforts must be not only along the lines 
of defense, but that they must be ag- 
gressive. Through organization only can 
this great work be carried on, and it ap- 
pears to me that the first thing to do is 
to build up and strengthen the unions, 
associations and assemblies of wage- 
workers. The next step needful is the 
concentration of effort on matters of 
general concern. 

I think now, as Ihave thought for 15 
years, that all the labor forces through- 
out this country should be allied under 
some plan of confederation to achieve 
permanent benefits for any considerable 
branch of the industrial army. I knew 
that I was not alone in this belief, but 
that most of the active workers in the 
labor movement held similar opinions; 
that the conflicts which have grown up 
between different wings of the forces of 
organization were distasteful to those 
who were drawn into them, and that if 
the start could only be made all would 
be willing to co-operate upon lines where 
there is a general agreement. 

To make the desired start, I asked two 
dozen men, all well known as labor ad- 
vocates, to read my article and give me 
their views upon the subject. It must 
not be supposed that I assume to make 
up a list of the leaders of labor, and that 
those not on the list are not worthy of 
consideration. Realizing the value of 
time in the work to be done, I could not 
wait to secure addresses, but sent to 
those whom I knew I could reach and 
get replies from without delay. Let us 
hope that this will be the small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thousands who have won the 
right and have the knowledge to speak 
for organized labor, and, which is more 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps. 

Most of those solicited favored me 
with replies. It is noticeable, though 
not at all my fault, that the greater part 
of those whose letters appear below are 
of the federation or trade union school, 
though nearly every one of the writers 
have been Knights of Labor, and some of 
them are still members of the order. 

The general assembly of the Knights 
of Labor, at its recent session, instructed 
its general officers to take steps looking 
toward a conference of representatives 
of all industrial organizations, and that 
action practically pledges all Knights to 
this new movement. 

With P. J. McGuire, secretary of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of North America, more than any other, 
I have discussed the question under con- 
sideration, therefore it is a pleasure to 
present below his views covering all the 
main points: 

Jos. R. Buchanan, 45 and 47 Park Place, New 

York city: 

The unity of labor's forces. Do I favor it? 
Yes, with all my heart and every power I pos- 
sess. It bas been thedream of years—it has 
been the impulse of ages. Each generation we 
come nearer its realization, and then, alas, 
come reaction and partial disintegration. 

The 10 hour agitation of 1840 to 1846, the Na- 
tional Labor union from 1866 to 1872, the 
Knights of Labor from 1880 to 158, exemplify 
that fact in America, as similar periodic move- 
ments have~demonstrated it at various times 
in European countries. Still, after all, in these 
lulls of reaction and apparent stagnation comes 
the quiet of reflection and thought—reflection 
over the mistakes and errors and “what might 
have been;” thought as to method and means, 
matters and men. 

What has stood in the way of labor's unity? 
Rivalry and personal vainglory of leaders, con- 
flicting interests of individuals, petty jealous- 
ies, insignificant grievances and trifling mis- 
understandings! Notthat alone. Were these 
all, we would soon see labor's forces compactly 
and invincibly united. The labor movement 
existed long before its present “leaders” were 
born, and from present indications, unless bet- 
ter judgment and greater activity prevail, 
it is not likely to be victorious until long after 
their children are dead. 

What elsé has stood inthe way? Well, for 
want of unity of thought in all essentials and 
charity of mind in all details, we have had 
radical differences among even honest labor 
men as to principles and methods of organi 
tion. We have had intolerance of each other's 
experiences, views and differences of opinion, 
and this condition is encouraged, magnified 
and distorted by a servile daily press, fanned 
into flaming rancor and destructive hostility 
by the emissaries of Pinkerton and the tools of 
corporation bosses, and made wider still by the 
sneaks, crooks and hagpies who hang on as a 
dragweight on every popuiar movement. 

But more that all we have been held back by 
the prejudices, fears and lack of nerve even 
among organized working people. We hate 
been held back | sectarian side issues, fanat- 
icism and intolerant bigotry, by the deviltry 
of party politics, its temptations and its entic- 
ing allurements of place and power, by a scors 
and a half of things which have again and 
again scattered and divided our forces. 

Now, in these days of industrial stringancy, 
whth the numWrs of unemployed increased by 
newer and constantly changing processes of 
labor; with the possibility of manly independ- 
ence forthe worker being almost entirely lost 
in the struggle for bread; with politicians more 
deceptive, corporations more arrogant and 
capitalists more exacting, there can be no other 
course than to “Rally, labor, rally,” and reor- 
ganize all the forces of the working people into 
one compact body, with a thorough under- 
standing of each other's rights and mutual 
duties. 

Let the trades unions work along the eco- 
nomic or trade lines suited for each distinctive 
craft, exercising the right of self government, 
manage theirown affairs and work out their 
destiny in their own way, without interference 
or leostility from other forms of organized la 
bor, but with the assistance and encourage- 


ment of all. : 
Let the trade union men, with their practical 


ways and broad sympathies, enter into mixed 
assemblies of the Knights of Labor or soms 
similar body and bring into line all unorgan- 


ized workers m the stiiallest towns and vil- 
lages, as well as the largest cities. There are 
hundreds of towns and villages where the pop- 
ulation is so small unions cannot be organized, 
or cannot exist if organized. There are thou- 
sands of good, well meaning men in thorough 
accord with the best impulses of the labor 
movement who are not mechanics or manual 
laborers. And ‘for all of these and forevery 
good trade unionist the Knights of Labor 
mixed assembly should be the field of endeavor. 
The Knights of Labor should cease to hold as- 
semblies of agy craft or trade where the same 
is organized under a trade union head. This 
would get rid of the cause of many bickerings 
and clashes of authority in trade affairs. Then 
bring the Knights of Labor and trades unions 
into line with all other forms of bona fide in- 
dustrial organization, blending all in one har- 
monious whole. Thus the organizations of 
labor could be “as many as the billows, yet 
one as the sea.” 

For these and many more reasons I am 
heartily with you in the movement to unite 
labor’s scattered forces. Yours,

John McBride, one of the wheel horses 
who has seen as much as any one the 
baneful results of conflicting organiza- 
tions, and who has long been one of the 
main braces in the United Mine Work- 
ers, writes as follows: 

Jos. R. Buchanan: 

Asa close observer of organized efforts to 
ameliorate labor’s condition, I fully recognize 
that the fruition of our hopes and the gratifi- 
cation of our desires canuot be realized so 
long as we are so divided that we fight by 
detail for the establishment of reform meas- 
ures which would be difficult of accomplish- 
mentif attempted by the concerted effort of 
a unified labor ferce. To carry out the pur- 
poses for which labor has org: zed, and to give 
greater promise and better results for the fu- 
ture than the present yields, demands, in my 
judgment, the closing upof the divided ranks 
of labor by the forming of an alliance that 
will guarantee concerted action in any move- 
ment contemplated along the line of political 
or economic thought. ‘To unify our forces we 
must crystallize the varied views of labor lead- 
ers and labor organizations and formulate 
them into a clean cut, comprehensive and tan- 
gible platform, embracing the principles of po- 
litical and economic questions upon which we 
are all agreed. 

It is generally conceded that no man or set 
of men are as well qualified to legislate upon 
trade matters as are the tradesmen them- 
selves, and by leaving to the trades unions this 
particular field of work their hearty and ear- 
nest co-operation will be assured any general 
organization of industrial forces which may 
be established for the purpose of securing the 
social, political and economic reforms which 
the present deplorable and unfortunate condi- 
tions of our people demand and their needs re- 
quire, 

The practical and most speedy way to bring 
about a unification of our forces will be to hold 
a convention made up of a limited number of 
delegates from all organized labor bodies in 
thecountry. Such aconference would detect 
and eliminate the defects of ow present sys- 
tem of organization, and the good judgment of 
assembled delegates would provide a sound, 
safe and comprehensive basis for a newer, 
grander and more serviceable labor organiza- 
tion than the world ever knew. 

JOHN McBRIpE. 

JohnW. Hayes, general secretary treas- 
nrer of the Knights of Labor, favors a 
conference of representatives of all in- 
dustrial organizations: 


Jos. R. Buchanan: 

I believe the time is rapidly approaching, in- 
deed is here, when workingmen of all classes 
must get together. The organization of which 
Iam an officer has taken the initiatory step in 
that direction. At the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly in Philadelphia resolutions were 
passed instructing its officers to take the proper 
step toward the general end aimed at in your 
article. Those resolutions met my hearty ap- 
proyal.” ~

the statem The Knights of Lat 
originally organized as a trades body—viz, 
commencing with the Garweat Cutters of 
Philadelphia, with ceitain features added to 
the usual trade union ideas then prevuieni. 
One of these features was to take in menibers 
of other crafts, who were known as “sojourn 
ers;” after a sufficient number of one cra 
had been admitted and qualilied as *sojoura 
ers” to form an assembiy of that particula 
trade, they were then organized into a trad 
assembly. So yousce that the Knights of La 
bor were originally a trade union organization 
The same system still continues. 

I hope before the Federation of Labor wii, 
have adjourned in Chicago they will have acieu 
on the invitation eXtended to them, aud wax 
will be forwarded to all otlrer nati 
organizations by the officers of the Knights e: 
Labor. Such a conference can but result in 
good forthe masses and do much to bring about 
unity of action on measures for the benetit © 
humanity.

Jos. R. Buchanan: 

You are entitled to the thanks of labor re- 
formers for mooting the “reorganization of the 
toilers’ at this opportune time. The concen- 
tration of capital and scientific improvements 
will compel us to investigate the laws and con- 
ditions governing the distribution of 
more carefully and thoroughly than le 
fore. This many trades unions cannot, for 
obvious reasons, do to the best advantage. 
At all events, when such matters are exploit- 
ed by those of one craft, the discussion will 
surely be carried on in the narrow channel 
of that particular craft's interests, while 
broadening of our point of view is desira- 
ble. The paramount 1d only safe function 
for a trade union is the regulation of wage 
scales, etc., but we all must learn that there 
is something nobler, grander and more radical 
in our movement than the establisliiment o: 
scales of prices, and for this reason we should 
—and must—have + »:ne medium for the devel- 
opment of the political phase. These two or- 
ganizations—one educational and the otherad- 
ministrative—cannot be other than mutually 
helpful. 

The shortest cut to the goal would seem to 
be the revivilication of the K. of L. on the 
original line of mixed assemblies, and I do not 
think present objectionable laws or off 
should be regarded as an insuperable barrier 
as these are matters that can be readily ad 
justed, if the workers will but make an earnest 

effort todoso. If on examination it is found 
these objectionable laws or officers (if any) 


cannot be removed, naught remains but to es- 
tablish a new organization. 

As to having all organizations under one su- 
preme head Iam not so hopeful, though will- 
ing to give my humble support to any scheme 
having the appearance of feasibility. 

Assuring you of any assistance I can give in 
your efforts to bring back to the labor world 
the light giving and hope fostering days of

A CRAZY MURDERER 


Escaped From Worces'er Asylum Six 
Months Ago. 


THE MATTER KEPT A SECRET. 


No Effort Made to Recapture 
Samuel! Alexander. 


SPRINGF ELD, Mass., Jan. 5.—A special 
to The Union from Worcester says: The 
escape from the Worcester insane asylum 
on July last of Samuel Alexander of 
Chicopee, wh®, on the morning of July 22, 
1891, killed James Nesbitt in Chicopee, is 
still unexplained. 

The fact that the escape was made came 
to light yesterday from a letter written by 
Alexander himself to Mayor Mellen of 
Chicopee, dated at Montreal, and from 
this source the police have received their 
first information that the man is at large. 
All the record at the asylum is the fol- 
lowing: 

“Worcester, Mass., July 6, 1893.—Today, 
in some manner, Samuel Alexander man- 
aged to escaps from the ward and could 
not be found.” 

A Physician's Explanation. 

The physician who was in charge of 
Alexander during his short stay was 
seen. He said that Alexander entered 
the asylum in June. Previous to his com- 
mittal he was confined in the Hampden 
county jail awaiting trial for the murder 
of James Nesbitt. At the time appointed 
for the trial he was declared insane, and 
in June he entered the Worcester lunatic 
asylum. On the morning of July 6the 
alarm was given that a prisoner had es- 
caped. A searching party was mustered 
up, but no trace of the escaped inmate 
was found. 

About 10 o’clock on that day, Alexander 
asked permission to go to the washroom 
from the room where he was confined. 
On account of his previous good behavior 
he was allowed this privilege. He en- 
tered the washroom, unattended and un- 
watched, and in some mysterious manner 
procured his liberty. 

May Have Picked Locks, 

It is the opinion of the hospital officials 
that he picked the locks and made his 
exitto the rear of the building. Once 
on the spacious grounds, it was not 
difficult to reach the city without attract- 
ing any attention. Another theory was 
that he obtained outside assistance, but 
in looking up the record book it was 
learned that he had not received any call- 
ers since his committal to the asylum. 

What appears to be exceedingly strange 
is that the lunatie authorities made no 
mention of the escape of the murderer to 
the police nor made any endeavor to re- 
capture a man charged with murder. 

Efforts are being made to secure Alex- 
ander’s extradition from Canada and to 
place him again in confinement. 

Sorry They Did It. 

New Beprorp, Mass., Jan. 5.—Fifty- 
three employes of the street railway in 
this city recently insured in an accident 
company on the strength of a claim made 
by an agent, which was false, that the 
road desired them to take such a step. 
Each of the employes signed a contract 
instructing the treasurer of the road to 
pay the agent $11.25as premium money. 
The men propose to withdraw from the 
insurance company, and if necessary take 
the matter into court. 


Soston Broker Wrecked the Road, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.—Spencer Ervin, 
Charlemagne Tower and Joseph F, Sin- 
nett, Philadelphia directors of the New 
York and New England railroad, have re- 
turned from New York. They stated that 
there was no danger of the stock being 
wiped out, and that the company had 
been forced into the hands of a receiver 
through the operations of a Boston 
broker.

NEWS FROM HAWAII 


Kept Secret by Officials of the State 
Department. 


POSSIBLE FIGHT AT HONOLULU. 


Activity Aboard Uncle Sam’s 
Boats Off California. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The state de 
partment last night received in cipher 
form dispatches forwarded from Minister 
Willis to the authorities in this city by 
the revenue cutter Corwin which arrived 
at San Francisco yesterday. The officials 
of the department refuse absolutely to 
make any statement regarding the con- 
tents of the advices received and are even 
reticent in acknowledging that they have 
yet secured any telegraphic news since 
the Corwin reached San Ftancisco. 

The dispatches reached this city about 
7 o'clock and were immediately trans- 
lated. Itis generally accepted that they 
fully confirmed the cable received from 
Auckland, N. Z.,a day ago. Since the 
receipt of this cablegram from Auckland, 
those who are best informed on the Ha- 
waiian situation have been carefully 
studying Minister Willis’ latest instruc- 
tions, and are now inclined more strongly 
to believe that the situation at Honolulu 
isexactly as reported in the news from 
Auckland. 

A theory which gains most support is 
based on the belief that the last instruo- 
tions sent to Minister Willis contemplated 
further action by the administration. It 
is thought that the queen, finally seeing 
that her cause would be lost unless she 
accepted the terms imposed by Minister 
Willis for her restoration, accepted them 
as contained in his published instructions, 
and notified him that she would grant 

pees to members of the provisional 
government if she again became queen. 
Dole Wouldn't Yield. 

Minister Willis thereupon carried out 
his instructions and notified President 
Dole that it was the desire of the United 
States government that the prov isional 
government should surrender in favor of 
Liliuokalani. President Dole promptly 
| ae to accede to this request 

advices sent from time to time by 
laste Thurston to President Dole no 
doubt strengthened the provisional gov- 
ernmentin its stand, and the arrival of 
} Mr. Thurston at Honolulu probably oc-

The reply having been com- 
pleted and forwarded to Mr. Willis the 
next day, the latter immediately dis- 
patched it to this country by the Corwin. 

Secretary Gresham said last night that 
he would receive Mr. Willis’ report by 
mail, and that it would probably reach 
here next Wednesday evening. It is be- 
lieved that this mail document is the re- 
ply of President Dole to Minister Willis. 

Willis’ Instructions. 

In connection with the Hawaiian news 
from Auckland the language of Secretary 
Gresham's instructions to Minister Willis 
by the Corwin may be recalled. These 
were dated Dec. 3, and contained the fol- 
lowing 

“Directed that should the queen refuse 
assent to the written agreement, he was 
toinform her that the president would 
cease interposition in her behalf, and 
further efforts at restoration would de- 
pend on her unqualified agreement that 
all obligations created by the provisional 
government shall be assumed and 
pledges that would prevent the adoption 
of any measure of prosecution or punish- 
ment for what has been done by the pro- 
visional government.” 

Minister Willis was also to inform the 
queen that the president could not use the 
force without the authority of congress. 
Should the queen accept the conditions 
and the provisional government refuse to 
surrender, he was to be governed by 
previous instructions. 

It will be seen from this that if the pro- 
visional government has refused to yield 
without force, Willis’ latest instructions 
prevent his going further. In the event 
that the queen should accept conditions, 
however, the instructions are to be ‘‘goyv- 
erned by previous instructions.” 

The previous instructions were to no- 
tify the provisional government, which 
had not yet been done, if the queen ac- 
ceded to the conditions. So faras the 
public is informed there is nothing in the 
instructions to preclude Minister Willis 
from having proceeded on these lines 
towards the provisional government. 

Excitement on the Pacific Coast. 

VALLEJO, Cal., Jan. 6.—Several mes- 
gages were received here from Washing- 
ton last night, each addressed to Com- 
mander C. BE. Clark, all prefixed with the 
adunionition,’ “Rush.” The dispatches 
were immediately sent overto the navy 
yard and delivered. 
| Halfan hour later Commander Clark’s 
l cutter was called away, and Lieutenant 
Waden, executive of the Mohican, was 
hurried ashore. Preparations are being 
j mene to load nearly 100 tons of coal on 
| the ship’s deck. It is thought that dis- 
patches are in response to those brought 
by the Corwin. 

The captain of the steamer Sunol, which 
arrived last night from San Francisco, re- 


ports the reveaue cutter Corwin anchorea 
off Ked Rock, opposite San Quentin. The 
officers at Mare island are in a great state 
of excitement. They firmly believe there 
has been trouble at Honolulu and look 
for interesting developments. 

Whatever dispatches have come the one 
significant fact remaius that the navy de 
partment apprehends trouble. At the ma- 
rine barracks excitement was at fever 
heat when it wassaid that the Corwin 
came for a detachment of marines. If 
required, 400 sailors and 150 marines could 
be sent within 24 hours. 


DUVAL CLUB’S ARENA. 


Rapid Progress In Building Indicates 
That a Fight Is Assured. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 6.—So certain 
are the members of the Duval Athletic 
club that the Corbett-Mitchell fight will 
be pulled off in this city that another 
gang of men were put to work on 
the arena, which is now over half com- 
pleted. On Monday the officials say they 
will issue a statement in which their 
plans will be disclosed. These plans are 
said to be so perfect that there will be nec 
way by which the fight can be prevented. 
The club people are now more positive 
than ever that the fight will take place. 

The betting here so far has not been of 
a very fast nature. Eyen money is being 
offered that Mitchell will not respond in 
the 2ist round. Some of this has been 
taken, but the general opinion is that the 
Englishman will make a longer fight. 


FIFTY-SIX-HOUR BILL 
Pending In Massachusetts Legislature 
Favored by the Toxtile Workers, 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Jan. 6.—The state 
textile convention held here was very 
largely attended, all the leading textile 
centers being represented. Factory in- 
spectors and their work were discussed at 
length. It was the sense of the conven- 
tion thatthey be given more power of 
office and that their testimony be made 
final and conclusive under oath against 
corporations found violating laws. 

Several drafts of particular bills were 
rendered for consideration. Shorter hours 
were discussed, and Secretary Ross said 
that Massachusetts could easily reduce 
hours of labor and successfully compete 
with Rhode Island. It was resolved that 
the delegates assembled declare in favor 
of the 56-hour bill now on the table of the 
Massachusetts legislature. 


Sensitive Amesbury Folks, 

AMESBURY, Mass., Jan. 6.—Sam _ T. 
Jacks’ aggregation of Creole beauties, 
now traveling over the New England cir- 
cuit, are not wanted here. This fact was 
made apparent yesterday, when the mayor, 
acting upon a petition, ordered the ad- 
vance lithographs covered with blank 
paper. The exposed charms were thus 
hidden, but no orders have yet been issued 
prohibiting the show, which is due here 
this evening.

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THE TARIFF CAUCUS 


Ended In a Manner Satisfactory to 
Chairman Wilson. 


SPEECH MADE BY HIM IN 1884 


| 
Brought Out to Aid General | 
Wheeler's Argument. | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The Democratic 
caucus metin the hall of the house of 
representatives last night to consider the 
Wilson tariff bill. Judge Holman was 
chairman and Mr. Alderson secretary. It 
was estimated that there were 147 Demo- 
crats in the house, and a cancus quorum 
is108. As soon as the roll had been called, 
on motion it was decided to limit the 
speeches to five minutes each. 

General Wheeler, who was one of the 
prime movers in the caucus project, took 
the floor and made a vigorous speech 
against the proposition to place coal and 
iron Ore on the free list. 

During General Wheeler's remarks he 
quoted from a speech made by Hon. Will- 
iam-L. Wilson on the Morrison bill on 
May 5, 1884. General Wheeler said the 
principles which should govern were il- 
lustrated by the speech which Mr. Wilson 
madethen. The quotation was as fol- 
lows: 


Wilson's Views In "84. 

“AsThave said, I favor a bill for the 
reduction of taxes. Where this bill de- 
parts from its general scheme of merely 
reducing taxes and seeks to enlarge the 
free list, it bears unevenly, and, as I be- 
lieve, unjustly, upon some of the inter- 
ests of my own state. To take any one 
great interest and transfer it suddenly to 
the free list isto hold it tributary to all 
the rest, while depriving it of any share 
in the common protection. 

“Whatever reduction is made should be 
made so gradually as not to wreck, to dis- 
turb or alarm any of our great industries, 
and this return to a peace tariff ought 
to be made by even progress andona 
scale of justice to all. This bill would 
permit reciprocai free coal with Canada, 
a provision I think little apt to be car- 
ried out, and free coal from England. 
Coal is not free, so far as the foreign and 
coastwise trade is concerned, having 
otherwise a duty of 72 cents per ton, which 
is less than 20 per cent ad valorem, under 
a tariff whose general average is over 40 
per cent. 

“Should we proceed to the considera- 
tion of this bill by sections? I shall pre- 
sent to the committee such facts and fig- 
ures as will bear fully upon this question, 
and I have every contidence—indeed, I 
may add, I have every assurance that can 
now be given—that this inequality and | 


discrimination will be corrected, and the 
interests of my own state share in the | 
general fortune of all.” 

Appeal. 

Speaker Crisp followed. He offered a 
resolution declaring that it was the duty 
of every Democrat to vote for the consid- 
eration of the turiff bill, and also that it 
was the duty of all Democrats to attend 
the sessions of the house and maintain a 
quorum until the tariff billis disposed of. 

In a ringing speech the speaker took oc- 
ecasion to sharply reprimand Democrats 
who had been responsible for the inaction 
of the house during the past three days. 
He said that the proper way to act for 
those who were dissatisfied would be to 
take the bill up and have it considered. 
They would be given an opportunity to 
offer their amendments, and these amend- 
ment, under the terms of the resolution 
of the committee on rules, could be voted 
upon. The majority could decide. No 
member would lose any of his rights, and 
it would be to the honor and credit of the 
party to go forward and legislate. 

The party had been given a commission 
from the people and it was his duty to 
carry itout. Thespectacle of the past 
three days had betn a disgrace to the 
large Democratic majority in the house, 
and he sincerely hoped that it was not to 
be repeated. 

The words of the speaker were 
cheered. 

General Sickles of New 
Sperry of Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania opposed Speak 
resolution, and it was 
Messrs. Outhwaite, Dewitt, 

Robertson of Kentucky, the latter creat- 
ing great surprise, because for two days he 
acted against the Democrats in the hense 
and is opposed to free sugar. 

Crisp’s Resolution Adopted. 

After further debate the Crisp resolu- 
tion was adopted without a division. It 
is as follows:

Another resoluticn was adopted that 
it is the sense of the caucus that, if 
& proposition was reported from the com- 
mittee, two days additional should be 
given for debate. 

Mr. Harter and Mr. Robertson intro- 
duced amendments providing for a duty 
on sugar, but before a vote was had Mr. 
Black moved an adjournment, which was 
carried with a rush. After adjournment 
Chairman Wilson said the caucus was en- 
tirely satisfactory to him.

CITY HALL NOTES. 


Prominent Officials Notified That Changes 
Will be Made, 

The terms of the department officials and 
boards does not expire until February 1, 
but it was understood that changes would 
be made, and some of the prominent 
Officials have already been notified to this 
effect by Mayor Hodges. The step was 
taken in justice to the gentlemen that they 
may not suddenly be thrown out of employ- 
ment. 

City Clerk Spear is one of those who 
must retire, although generally regarded as 
a model clerk. He has held the position 
ever since the city government was in- 


augurated, which was Jan. 1, 1889, and 
had a previous record in publicaffairs. He 
was on the Board of Selectmen in 1882, 
1883, 1884 and 1885, serving each year as 
secretary. In connection with the office of 
City Clerk he has given good service ex- 
Officio as a member of the Board of Regis- 
trars, and on the Board of Trustees of the 
Woodward Property and Fund. He has 
also been elected each year as clerk of the 
City Counei!, and was on Monday reelected 
to this position for 1894. If he retains this 
position it is probable he will be elected to 
the new office of Cierk of Committees. 
The salary of the two positions, however, 
is but $500. Mr. Spear is a graduate of 
our High school and at the time of his ap- 
pointment as City Clerk was in the gents’ 
furnishing business. At the time of the 
war be served in the infantry and navy.

Blue Hill Reservation Extends Well 
into Quincy. 


WILLARD STREET CITY LINE. 


Quite a Loss in Taxable Property—The 
New Line, 


Randolph is no longer an adjoining town 
of Quincy, and in fact it is quite a distance 
off—a mile or two. And the city no longer 
has jurisdiction over the old Randolph 
turnpike for which it has in years past been 
indicted. In fact it has lost a large slice 
of its territory and a great many acres of 
taxable ,property, and the city is not as 
broad from east to west as it was by some 
two or three miles. 

It is said that the Blue Hill reservation 
extends well into Quincy, including part of 
the ‘‘Quincy wood lot,’”’ most of “The 600 
acre lot,’’ Owens field, and Babel pasture, 
etc, 

It will cut off a very large acreage of 
Quincy, (some 800 acres it is reported) and a 
portion of Willard street is the gvestern 
boundary of the city. Starting from the 
Braintree line where Wood street enters 
Quincy, the new line follows Wood street 
to Willard, Willard to the junction of West 
street, aud thence in an irregular line in a 
westerly direction across Bunker Hill lane 
leaving most of the Quincy weod lot in 
Quincy.

Serious Accident Friday at South 


Braintree, 


NO LOSS OF LIFE REPORTED. 


But Several Were Injured—One Well 
Known in Quincy, 


The inward Brockton accommodation 
train due at Quincy at 2.55 Pp. m., locomo- 
tive 138, Clinton Baker, engineer, and 
locomotive 31, T. Mildram, engineer 
and George Williams, fireman, bringing 
out the accommodation train from Boston 
to South Braintree, due somewhere about 
1.52 P. M., came into a head-to-head col- 
lision ata point about forty rods to the 
south of the South Braintree station 
yesterday afternoon, making a fearful 
racket which was heard all over the village, 
creating quite an excitement, and damag- 
ing both locomotives to a frightful extent. 

Fortunately there were no lives lost, 
only five being injured and none seriously. 
Among them were Mildram, the engineer 
of locomotive 31, and his fireman George 
Williams, Miss M. E. C. Bannon, teacher 
of the Mayflower Park school, a passenger 
aboard the Brockton train, a Bostun lady 
whose name we did not learn aod another 
person. The rest of the passengers aboard 
the Brockton train received a sharp shak- 
ing up, and were greatly excited. Engineer 
Baker and his fireman did not receive a 
scratch and went about their business as if 
nothing had happened. 

Charles Albe of South Braintree, the 
brakeman on the train, was tbrown thirty 
feet, and when found was still holdinga 
portion of the brake in his hand. 

The baggage car on the inward bound 
train was damaged tothe extent of about 
$80. Engine 138, had a large hole stove in 
the boiler, the cowcatcher torn off and the 
cylinder bent. Engine 31, after being 
struck was carried about fifty feet, leaving 
the front trucks at the point of collision. 
The boileron this engine had the front 
left-hand portion completely torn away, 
the headlight and the cowcatcher were also 
knocked off. The loss on the engines is 
unknown, but probably will be heavy. 

Traffic was somewhat delayed for several 
hours, but by using a cut-out at Mayflower 
Park, trains were able to pass by the acci- 
dent. By 6.30 the wreckage was removed 
and traffic was again resumed. 

While the accident was severe yet it 
might have been worse. If the engine 31 
had been a few seconds later and the pas- 
senger train heavily loaded a terrible acci- 
dent would have occurred. 

How the collision happened was in this 
way, as far as we could learn. It appears 
that Engineer Mildram arriving at South 
Braintree and going no further, had gone 
around the “Y’’ and had backed the empty 
carriages on to a side track, this accom- 
plished he was in the act of coming out 
again with his locomotive, and had got so 
far when the Brockton train came along, 
and before he could move back and get out 
of the way, the two locomotives crashed 
into each other with fearfal violence and 
damaging results; derailing both locomc- 
tives and presenting a sad disheartening 
spectacle, 

Of course an investigation of the cause 
that led to the accident will be made, so as 
to place the blame where it belongs

THEY ALL SAY RALLY. 


Robert Pyne, editor or tne Marttord 
Examiner, believes the great strike 
should be at the polls, but while we are 
getting ready for that other things must 
be done: 


Jos. R. Buchanan: 

Thasten to add my humble indorsement of 
your suggestion as to reorganization of the 
forces of labor for the achievement of indus- 
trial emancipation, and I thank you for the 
honor and privilege of being permitted to offer 
my suggestion on a matter of such profound 
importance. 

I would, as you suggest, first advise all mem- 
bership of the Knights of Laber—or similar or- 
ganizations if existing—to seek fellowship in 
their respective trades unions where organized 
in their localities, leaving the aforesaid organ- 
ization to hold and to gather in those who 
had no trades unions to go to, Then there 
should be another organization for political 
work where all could fraternize—membership 
in the industrial orders implying allegiance to 
the political body. The reason for this is evi- 
dent. There can be no complete saivation for 
the industrialist save through intelligent action 


at the ballot box, forthe power that controls 
the politics of a nation controls the purse strings 
of its people—aye, their very lives and death. 
And in this nation at this time, and likely to 
continue for all time if permitted, our poli- 
ticians of both dominant parties are controlled 
by the powers directly interested in the ex- 
spoliation of the workers. Therefore, to real- 
ize the purpose for which trade organization 
is designed—to secure to the worker the full 
fruits of his labor—independent political action 
away from all monopolistic influences is essen- 
tial. Trades organizations, as now conducted, 
are serviceable only in part—they are as brakes 
to the wagon to keep it from running headlong 
down the hill, but can never pull it upward. 

In the meantime, pending preparation for 
the great strike and victory at the polls, the 
fraternization and co-operation of the different 
organizations—as a trinity in one—employing 
the silent weapon of the boycott where need 
was found to “enjoin an oppressor,” would 
have a marvelous potency on tho greed or ra- 
pacity of the despoiler, as a weapon defensive 
or offensive, if needs be. With the organiza- 
tions pulling in different directions, holding 
different sympathies and pursuing different 
policies, as at present, this bond of union and 
fraternity that would consider the “injury of 
one as the concern of all” can never be realized. 

Should nota conference of the several officers 
of the national organizations, together with 
others whom they might invite, be the first 
step in the programme? If so, I would suggest 
that the new G. M. W. of the K. of L. be the 
man tocallit. His freedom from the bicker- 
ings and animosities of the past ought to make 
him acceptable toall.

Jos. R. Buchanan: 

I am with you heart and soul with the gen- 
eral sentiment and purpose of your Ittter, al- 
though I must dissent from the thought you 
imply—that the trades unions will not be able 
to cope with the new conditions of industry 
which will present themselves with a revival 
of industry. I maintain that the trades unions 
possess the greatest qualities of elasticity. 
They are broad or narrow in the same degree 
with the intelligence, or otherwise, of the wage 
earners. We can make of them whatsoever 
we will—to right wrongs and acquire rights. 

I feel certain that the American Federation 
of Labor would favor a fair scheme for the co- 
operation of all labor and reform organiza- 
tions, but there must be no attempt to inter- 
fere with the right of the trades unions to regu- 
late their own affairs. The treaty of peace of- 
fered in 1886, and frequently repeated since, is 
still the basis for peace in the ranks of those 
who struggle to secure the realization of true 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness"—la- 
bor’s emancipation. SAMUEL GOMPERS,

Jos. R. Buchanan: 

In reply to your note of the 5th inst., I have 
to say thatI am in hearty accord with every 
movement contemplating harmonious relation’ 
between every branch of organized labor. More 
than a year ago [ suggested in an article pub- 
lished in The Locomotive Firemen’s Magazine 
the propriety of calling a congress of repre- 
sentatives of all labor organizations for the 
purpose of discussing ways and means for such 
unification as would make the labor army in- 
vincible. Lam still of the opinion that such a 
meeting of the representatives of labor would 
be of incalculmble value, and I further believo 
that the times areeminently auspicious for the 
assembling ofsuch a deliberative body. Yours, 
fraternally, EvGENE V. Dens. 


Joe Labadie sees difficulties ahead, but 
he has faced them before and is ready to 
tackle the job again. He writes from 
his Detroit home: 


Jos. R. Buchanan: 

I thoroughly sympathize with the effort to 
forma great movement for united action by 
the useful classes against the useless and me:- 
rauding classes. No existing organization can 
do that which is desired because of the woune ¢ 
torn open afresh by the thoughtless and nsaz- 
row. 

Delsarte gives us this as the fandamental 
principle of physical grace and elegance, 
“Control at the center, freedom of the extrem- 
ities... Why not adopt this as the guiding 
principle of the new organization? 

A difference in the two schools of social-in- 
dustrial reform will be met at the start—viz, 
government control versus antigovernment 
control. The difficulty will be to harmonize 
these elements. 

The objects of the new movement should be 
radical and should demand free acuess to the 
land, free trade, free money—i. e., a circulat- 
ing medium based upon the wealth and credit 
of those voluntarily co-operating--the aboli- 
tion of the patent right system so as to give 
the workers the benefit of inventions, liberty, 
equity and justice.

Frank K. Foster of the Boston Labor 
Leader has crowded as much experience 
in labor matters into the past 15 years 
as any man in the movement, but Frank 
may be wrong about the Knights of La- 
bor. That organization can be built up 
and made powerful for good, but of 
course changes of one kind or another 
must clear the way for progress. Fos- 
ter is clean cut in his trades unionism: 


Jos. R. Buchanan: 

One of the most eminent of Massachusetts 
jurists said tome not long since, “Your friend 
Buchanan writes with quite a fine old abo- 
litionist spirit.” 

That spirit was one of the most worthy ever 
shown among men, and is not out cf place 
when applied to the antislavery cause of today. 

I yet believe that you do underrate the scope 
and breadth of trade union possibilities. The 
trade union is the most scientific form of or- 
ganization for labor sellers. Its fitness to sur- 
vive has been demonstrated past the need of 
argument. There is no reason why all trades 
and callings of wage earners should not feder- 
ate under the A. F. of L. 

Your analysis of the influences which worked } 
the downfall of the Knights of Labor is in the 
main accurate. You should have added that 
the order was also structurally weak in its 
methods of handling labor difficulties. | 

I do not think that the Knights of Labor can 
be resuscitated. The men who were most 
largely responaible for the Kichmond policy , 
control the executive board today. 

I should be in favor of anew organization for} 
educational work, on lines broad and flexible 
enough to contain all social reform advocates. |

STILL IN THE DARK. 


The Busiiiess \Jorld Waiting For Ac- 
tion on the Tariff. 


A HEAVY DECREASE IN TRADE. 


But Little Change Inthe Indus- 
trial Situation. 


New Yors, Jan. 6.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says today: 
Whe cloud of uncertainty does not lift 
rs yet. Strong confidence is expressed in 
nearly all markets that trade must im- 
prove with the new year, but it is yet too 
early to expect important change, if it is 
really on the way. The proposal of an 
income tax is not calculated to inspire 
confidence, nor does it encourage hope 
that uncertainty about revenue laws will 
be speedily terminated. 

The whole market is 3-4 of a cent higher 
because of diminished western receipts, 
and cornis nnchanged. Western receipts 
of wheat for the week have been 1,954,545 
bushels, against 4,686,450 last year. The 
receipts of corn are extraordinary, 4,065,- 
978 bushels for the week, ugainst 3,277,178 
last year. Cotton receipts have lessened 
a little, and the price has suddenly ad- 
vanced 1-4, a movement probably on a 
par with others which have made this 
season a trying one to traders. 

It is questionable whether the working 
force in the great industries has increased 
as yet, though about the first of the 
year considerable increase is expected. 
The number of mills starting and stop- 
ping work is about the same. 

Wool, Cotton, Shoes and Metals, 

Sales of wool for the week amount to 
only 2,494,800 pounds, against 4,453,200 for 
the corresponding week last year, and 
since May 1 the decrease has been 49.6 
per cent. Prices are somewhat weaker, 
and few works report satisfactory orders. 
Prices of cotton are further re- 
duced to encourage purchases. Most of 
the shoeshops are moderately employed, 
and the decrease in shipments for the 
week is 17 per cent against 20 per cent for 
the last seven months of 1893. Still lower 
prices ure recorded in iron and steel, 
both at Pittsburg and Philadelphia, 
Without increase in volume of business. 
It is believed that the output of pig, 
though 40 per cent less than a year ago, 
exceeds the present consumption. 

The volume of business represented by 
exchanges outside New York is 18.2 per 
cent .ess than for the same week last 
year 

In various branches of business during 
the last half of 1893 actual sales have been 
reported by 1117 houses or companies ag- 
gregating $213.400,626 this year, against 
$304,460,103 in the same month: last year, 
a decrease of 29.7 per cent

In textile manufactures the decrease is 
41 per cent, over 47 per centinall woolens, 
43 per cent in silk and 37.1 per cent in cot- 
ton manufactures, 29.2 per cent in hosiery 
and 25.6 in mixed textiles. In dry goods 
Lae sales decreased only 19.2 per cent,stocks 
previously held having been much re- 
duced, and the reported decrease in sales 
of clothing is only 12.3 per cent. Iniron 
and steel manufactures the decrease is 
89.8 per cent, but in hardware only 18.5 
per cent. In boot and shoe manufacture 
the decrease is only 16.6 per cent, but in 
retail trade only 11.6 per cent. The de- 
crease in furniture is 27.2 per cent, in jew- 
elry 24.8 per cent and in sales of hats only 
18.6 per cent. 

It is an interesting and encouraging 
fact that sales of groceries are slightly 
larger than last year, though a little less 
at the east and west, but greater at the 
south. 

The final classified returns of failures 
for 1893 are not yet complete, but the re- 
ports received for the latter part of De- 
cember have swelled the aggregate of 
commercial liabilities to £338,493,461, of 
which $167,545,985 are of manufacturing 
failures, $123,716,960 of trading failures 
and $4 } of other concerns. 

For the past week the failures reported 
have been 511 inthe United States, against 
$23 last year, and 41 in Canada, against 17 
last year. 


No Irregularities. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The naval com- 
mitttee of the house heard the testimony 
yesterday on the inquiry proposed by Mr. 
Holman as to alleged irregularities in 
granting premiums to naval constructors 
for building warships. All of the wit- 
nesses agreed that the plans for warships 
were in the hands of so many different 
persons that it would be impossible to 
have collusion. 


Descendant of a Famous Woman. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 6.—Mrs. Mary A. 
Shoemaker, a granddaughter of the fa- 
mous Charlotte Est, who notified Gen- 
eral Washington of the projected attack 
on hisarmy by the British at German- 
town, died here last evening.

GREATER CONFIDENCE 


Amoug Sicilians on Account of Proclama- 
tion of a State of Siege. 

Nour, Jan. 6.—The decree proclaiming 
Sicily ina state of siege is prefaced by a re- 
port of *>he ministers to the king, which 
says thit the deplorable neglect and 
growing evils of recent years have led to 
n serious situation requiring exceptional 
treatment. The ignorant and deluded 
populisis, led by individuals addicted to 
every kind of crime, have fomented pil- 
lage, incendiarism, murder and rapine. 

It is evident that an organizing com- 
mittee exists which is responsible for the 
disorders which have occurred, and 
which is abusing the constitutional guar- 
antees. The committee, it is stated, meets 
at Palermo. 

A dispatch from Caltinestta says that 
there wasa demonstration there last even- 
ing under the auspices of the Fasci de 
Lavatori which wound up in a conflict 
between the troops and the peasants. One 
of the soldiers was wounded by a peasant, 
and when this was learned the troops 
fired a volley into the crowd of rioters 
and killed 10 and wounded several others. 

Private dispatches from all parts of 
Sicily say that the proclamation of a 
state of siege has produced a feeling of 
greater confidence among the people. 

General Morra di Lavrian has issued a 
decree forbidding the assemblage even of 
unarmed people under pain of arrest. 


Marlboro’s Shoe Troubles. 
MAnr.pboro, Mass., Jan. 6.—The situa- 
tion in this city relative to the proposed 
reduction of 10 per centin the shoe in- 
dustry tends to an amicable adjustment 
of the matter without a strike or lockout. 


An agreement has been made between 
the manufacturers and the executive 
; committee of the men for a series of 
conferences, when each branch of the 
trade will be discussed, and the 
prices now obtained will rule until the 
conference makes its decision. Should 


no decision be arrived at, the matter will 
be referred to arbitration. 


Uggla Wins His Case. 

Boston, Jan. 6.—The full bench of the 
supreme court handed down a decision in 
favor of Charles Uggla, a herdic driver, 
who was awarded a verdict of $6666 from 
the West End Street Railway company, 
for injuries received by being struck on 
the head with an “ear” from the trolley. 
The decision says in substance that no 
one but the company was responsible for 
the safety of its apparatus, which failed to 
support the strain which was made on it 
by the company.

HALL NOTES. 


Chief of Police Langley Also Notified of a 
Change, 

Mayor Hodges has also notified Chief 
Langley that it is his intention to make a 
change in the office of Chief of Police. 
Mr. Langley has been at the head of the 
police department for several years. A 
permanent police force was not established 
until Jan. 1, 1893, but previous to this Mr. 


Langley was ‘‘Deputy Manager of the 
Police Force,’’ the Mayor under the City 
Charter having the ‘‘appointment, control 
and direction of the police force.’’ Previ- 
ous to the inauguration of the city govern- 
ment Mr. Langley was for many years a 
constable and for two years chief of police. 
He has been connected with police matters 
in the town and city for 14 years. Mr. 
Langley was born in Durham, N. H., in 
1848, he learned the carpenter’s trade in 
Portsmouth and settled in Quincy in 1872, 
and 16 years ago established himself as a 
contractor and builder. 


CAMPAIGN EXPENSES. 


The Democrats Appear to Have Spent 
More Money Than Republicans. 

The Republican and Democratic com- 
mittees have filed their returns of receipts 
and expenditures of the municipal election, 
with the City Clerk as required by law. 

That of the Republicans shows the re- 
ceipts, including a balance of $327.24, to 
have been $465.73. 

The total amount of expenditures, which 
were for hall rent, carriage hire, printing, 
etc., were $443.55, leaving a balance on 
hand of $22.18. 

That of the Democrats shows the 
receipts, including a balance of 40 cents to 
have been $329.50, of which amount they 
have paid for printing, stationery, rent, 
carriages, $320.04. 

This return also shows the committee to 
have liabilities of $98.35 for printing, hall 
rent and stationery. 

The Ward One Democratic committee 
report having received $174.60 in various 
small sums and to have expended for 
printing, stationery, etc., $169.30 leaving a 
balance on hand of $5.20.

Wollaston People Object to Having Them 
Disfigured and Destroyed. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

The Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Co. has aroused the indignation of the resi- 
dents of Brook street, Wollaston, dy. the 
ruthless manner in which it has lopped off 
the branches of the shade trees which 
border and beautify that thoroughfare. 
Brook street, since Mr. Corthell 4nd a few 
other citizens have taken hold, has become 
one of the most beautiful residential sec- 
tions of the city, and now tu have the line- 
men of the Electric Light Co, step in and 
partially, if not wholly destroy this avenue 
of trees, on which the old Village Improve- 
ment society wisely expended so much 
money and time, deserves more than pass- 
ing censure. The Massachusetts Railroad 
Commissioners saved one of Cambridge's 
historic avenues from this species of van- 
dalism a few months since, but unfortu- 
nately it is imposible to invoke their aid 
in this instance. 

Mayor Fairbanks’ attention was called to 
the matter a short time ago but he claimed 
tbat nothing could be done except for 
the parties interested to request the Elec- 
tric Light Co. to desist. Mayor Rantoul 
of Salem, took a different view of the 
matter recently, and went so far, when a 
street railway company began cutting off 
the limbs of trees, to declare that he

would have their charter revoked. The 
company did not argue the case further 
and Salem’s majestic elm trees were saved. 

Quincy, is proud of its beautifal shade 
trees. Mr, Charles Francis Adams’ ear- 
nest efforts in this direction, are now, be- 
ginning to be realized. It is a pity to have 
this realization destroyed by corporations 
which care for nothing that is beautiful or 
anything that adds to the attractiveness of 
the city. 

The trimming of the trees on Brook 
street is only one of several cases and should 
be checked at once. Rather than to have 
these trees destroyed, there is but little 
doubt but what the abuttors on that 
thoroughfare would prefer to have the 
incandescent lights replaced by gas lights. 

Chapter 106 of the acts of 1890 should be 
rigidly enforced in this city. 

This act provides that ‘‘ The mayor and 
aldermen of the cities within the Common- 
wealth are hereby authorized to designate 
and preserve, as hereinafter provided in 
this act, trees within the limits of the 
highways for the purpose of ornament aud 
shade; and to so designate not less than 
one such tree in every thirty-three feet 
where such trees are growing and are of a 
diameter of one inch or more. 

“Said mayor and alderman shall be- 
tween the first dayof September and the 
thirty-first day of December in each year, 
designate such trees as are selected by them 
for the purposes set forth in this act by 
driving into the same, ata point not less 
than four nor more than six feet from 
the ground on the side toward the centre 
of the highway,‘ nail or spike with a head 
with the letter M plainly impressed upon 
it; said nails or spikes to be procured and 
furnished by the secretary of the state 
board of agriculture to said mayor and 
alderman as required by them for the pur- 
pose of this act, 

**Whoever wantonly injures, defaces or 
} destroys any tree thus designated, or any 
! of said nails or spikes affixed to such trees, 
shall forfeit not less than five nor more 
than one hundred dollars, to be recovered 
by complaint, one-half to the complainant 
and one-half to the use of the town wherein 
the offence was committed.”’ 

And further more the Public Statutes 
provide that whoever negligently or wil- 
fully breaks down, destroys or injures a 
tree standing for use or ornament on a 
highway, shall be subject to an ac’ion for 
damages at the suit of the owner or tenant 
of the land in front of which the tree 
stands. * 

The growing tendency on the part of 
street railway, electric light, telegraph and 
telephone corporations is to ignore public 
sentiment on the tree question and to cut 
and ‘trim ’’ the trees until they are brought 
up by the stern hand of law backed by pub- 
lic indignation. Let Mayor Hodges, 
backed by the Council the Park Com. 
missioners and influential citizens, take 
the initiative steps and abate this vanda- 
lism before any more of our shade trees 
are disfigured or destroyed. REFORM.

VIGOROUS LANGUAGE 


Employed by Mr. Fulton in His Denun- 
ciation of Catholicism. 

New York, Jan. 8. — “Financial De- 
pression: Rome Caused It; Will Americans 
Cure It?” was the title of Rev. Justin 
Fulton’s sermon yesterday afternoon at the 
Twenty-fifth street Free Baptist church. 
Dr. Fulton said the financial depression 
had been brought about by the con- 
spiracy of the Romanists to defeat Ben- 
jamin Harrison for the presidency and 
then stand on the division of the school 
funds.

Boston, Jan. 8.—Prince Galitzin of 
Russia, who has been traveling eastward 
from St. Petersburg since May, 1891, as a 
representative of the Imperial Geographi- 
cal society, arrived here last night. He 
was the first Russian to make the trip 
through the mountains from Chinese 
Turkestan to India, and he is the only 
man who has explored certain plateaus in 
northern Thibet. Atthe request of the 
ezar he made reports on the condition of 
Siberian exiles and prisoners. Regarding 
these he said last night: 

“There are two things to be described 
in the life of axile, one is the journey and 
and the other the prisons or mines. The 
journey of the convicts is terrible, being 
a walk of three years at least, and after 
this the prison is paradise. The food, 
light and arrangements are good, but the 
quarters are badly overcrowded. At 
Sackalin a prisoner usually has a home 
of his own after the first year. 

“On the other hand, the exiles sent to 
Yakutzk find themselves in a little vil- 
lage without money and without work to 
do to earn it. 

“Siberia is a very rich and fine country, 
and it is a bad thing to spoil it by sending 
convicts there that might be imprisoned 
in Russia. Work in the mines is not so 
terrible as you suppose. Of course it is 
dangerous, but the men work only from 6 
inthe morning until 1 in the afternoon.” 

In regard to his impressions of this 
country Prince Galitzin said: “If you 
mean by the United States, Emerson and 
Longfellow and the town-meeting and 
your beautiful constitution, which is the 
life of all this people, and the comfortable 
lives of your middle classes, Iam a great 
admirer of the United States. 

“I did not come here to study and criti 
cise the horse show and afternoon tea and 
terrapin, which a young Russian has 
recently been speaking about in Boston 
and New York.” 

About the European situation he said 
the times seemed good for peace, but it 
was no use to predict about the war. 

The prince will live for three years in 
Washington, doing literary work for 
Russian and American magazines.

A NAIL IN HER BRAIN. 


Kansas Furuishes What Is Said to Be the 
Most Remarkable Case on Record. 

For six weeks Mrs. Frank Roadson of 
Ahivne lived with a sixpenny nail in her 
skull. Remarkable as this story may 
seem, it is nevertheless true, and Mrs. 
Roadson, who is in her fifty-ninth year, 
will recover from this terrible ordeal. 

Abouteight weeks agoa physician was 
called to see her, she being apparently 
suffering from paralysis or some kindred 
trouble. One side seemed deadened, and 
no amount of will power on her part 
could cause normal action. Electric bat- 
teries were applied repeatedly, and ef- 
forts were made to induce the paralyzed 
nerves to act once more, but with little 
avail, until the physician, thinking per 
haps better results might be attained, or- 
dered her thick hair cut off. 

She objected, but it was done, and on 
examination a sore spot was discovered 
with the head of a nail imbedded there 
in ufon the very crown of her head. Av 
operation was performed, and to the 
surprise of the physicians present a six- 
penny nail 2 inches long was removed. 
It had penetrated straight into the brain 
its full length, and an abscess had 
formed upon the brain because of its 
presence there. Two days later another 
operation was performed, the abscess 
was removed, and the patient is getting 
along well, apparently about to regain 
full control of her muscles, 

The most remarkable part of this 
strange story was the discovery of the 
cause of its being there. At first she 
stoutly denied any knowledge of it being 
there, but at last admitted that she had 
herself driven the nail into her skull, 
pounding it down with a stone, for the 
express purpose of ending her life. Phy- 
sicians say this is the most remarkable 
case on record.—Topeka Special to St. 
Louis Republic.

John B, Lennon, nanional secretary of 
the Tailors’ union, treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor and an 
old Knight of Labor, gets right down to 
business and suggests a programme. He 
is for the main object, though, above 
everything: 

Jos. R. Buchanan: 

Your letter regarding consolidation and unity 
among the organized toilers of America at 
hand. I have ever regretted since 188 that al] 
labor organizations could not or would not act 
together for mutual protection and advance- 
ment. I have favored and do today more 
strongly than ever desire that some method 
shall be adopted whereby we can pull as one 
man for industrial liberty. My plan would be 
for the trades unions to have entire control of 
their proper sphere of activity, and all trades 
unions now organized under the jurisdiction of 
the K. of L., or any national or international 
union, shall affiliate with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, all mixed Federal Labor 
unions now affiliated with the A. F. of L. shall 
join the K. of L., and all trade unionists 
shall so far as possible form mixed assem- 
blies of the K. of L. and make of it what it 
should be, the great educator of the masses on 
economic questions, and not as in the past and 
at present fritter its power away on strikes 
and boycotts that can only be handled by the 
respective trades interested. With such acom- 
bination of labor's forces the emancipation of 
labor would #urely follow. I am for unity and 
harmony. If the above plan be not satisfac- 
tory, then on some other that is satisfactory. 
l am ready to acquiesce in the will of the ma- 
jority and will do all in my power to further 
the accomplishment of the ends your ‘etter 
has in view, and if any one in or out of labor's 
ranks stands in the way of success, he must 
be treated as an enemy of the workers. Wish- 
ing you success in your efforts, I am, fraternal- 
ly yours, Joun B, Lennon, 

Though at times feeling a tmnfle dis- 
couraged because Of past failures, Rob- 
ert Schilling of Milwaukee says we should 
keep on trying, and to try with Bob 
means to shake things up, even if suc- 
cess is not attained in full: 

Jos. R. Buchanan: 

From years of experience, I have come tothe 
conclusion that the unification of labor is a 
preseAt impossibility. And the rock in the 
pathway of this consummation devoutly to be 
wished is the giant Selfishness. In my annual 
address as president of the Industrial congress 
at Rochester in 1873, which at that time occu- 
pied the same position the American Federa- 
tion of Labor does now, I took the position that 
there was but one means of salvation for la- 
bor, and that was to have only one united or- 
ganization. For years the leading members of 
the Industrial congress had tried to accom- 
plish this object, but without success. The 
sum of my experience in that line was laid 
down by me in the address, in saying that the 
officers of the various national and internation- 
al unions prevented united action because 
they were afraid of losing their positions with 
the salary attached. And I fear this same ob- 
stacle will prevent union now. My remedy 
would be to keep on trying, but in the mean- 
time cultivate harmony between the various 
organizations looking toward united political 
action, as that must be the ultimate means of 
redemption. When, as chairman of the first 
committee on constitution of the Knights of 
Labor, I proposed the declaration of princi- 
ples that was adopted,I held there was but 
one way tocarry it into practical operation, 
and that was by political action. While Mr. 
Powderly held a different opinion for years, 
we agreed to disagree, and he never found 
tault with me for favoring such a plan even in 
the assemblies of the order.

Chris Evans, as secretary of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, has had ex- 
ceptional opportunities for observation, 
and he says we must close up the ranks: 


Jos. R. Buchanan: 

The mistakes made in the past should serve 
asa valuable guide in the future. The large 
army of unemployed at present, together with 
the large percentage of unorganized workers, 
presents a sad picture to look upon,and one 
that gives plenty of food for thought and re- 
flection. 

While organized workingmen have been ar- 
rayed against each other in the past through 
too many organizations, the employers of Ja- 
bor have profited by the mistakes made and 
asaresult are much better equipped for an 
emergency than their less fortunate employees, 
who have been made helpless through a divi- 
sion among themselves. The trade union 
principles as advocated by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor have been fully tested during 
the late depression in trade, and the present 
standing of the unjons affiliated is one of the 
best proofs that the platform is broad enough 
for all the skilled and unskilled workers of ey- 
ery trade tostaud upon. Trade matters to be 
made successful must be carried on by trades 
unions and on trade union lines. Labor can- 
not afford to antagonize itself by a division of 
its erganized forces. A movement to close up 
its ranks for future preservation is necessary, 
A solid federation of all trades will be the con- 
necting link for future success. The emanci- 
pation of wage slavery can only be brought 
about by unity of thought and action, and upon 
these lines we hope and trust that all wage 
earners will unite. Curis Evans.

I am fully in line with the sentiments cx- 
pressed in your late letter on reorganization.

There can 
be no harmony, no union of sentiment for 
good, no benefit derived where may exist any 
species of antagonisin. “Concert of action, 
conciliation, contidence!” “One for all, all for 
one! My whole life has been devoted to the 
consummation of such a realization. Will I 
live to see it? There will be no difficulty in its 
accomplishment if the individual wills it. The 
fates are not inauspicious, and let us hope that 
all our actions may be guided by such judg- 
ment and discretion as will demonstrate the 
sagacity and wisdom of the object in view.

Soa BE a 
EXHIBITS HIS HEART. 


This Is What the Subject of a Peculiar 
Surgical Operation Poes. 

Physicians of this city are receiving 
visits from an unfortunate citizen of Buf- 
falo who has had a peculiar experience. 
Recently he called on a professor in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, who 
explained toa reporter yesterday the con- 
dition of his visitor as follows: 

“The man had a disease of the chest 
some time ago and was operated upon by 
a physician in Buffalo, who found it nec- 
essary to remove a part of the chest on 
the left side, exposing the heart. The 
wound healed, but the opening remained, 
s0 that now there is a considerable hole 
in his chest. There is of course some 
covering of skin over the heart, otherwise 
the man could not have survived, but the 
action of the heart is observable, and one 
can put his hand through the opening in 
the chest and feel the heart at work.” 

The professor was unwilling to say 
much about the case, which he said was 
of special interest only to medical men. 
He said it was an extraordinary case 
and was worthy of being made the sub- 
ject of a medical treatise. He under- 
stood that the man was traveling about 
the country exhibiting himself to physi- 
cians for a small consideration. 

“He came to me,” he added, “and I 
examined him and gave him a small 
sum. He then went away, and I do not 
know where he is now.” 

Another physician said that the hole 
was about 3 inches square and that three 
ribs had heen cut in the operation. He 
said also that an opening similar to the 
one in the chest existed in the man’s 
back, under the heart.—New York Sun. 


A Chinese Exodus. 


Prominent Chinamen on the Pacific 
coast are predicting a big exodus of their 
countrymen from this continent and all 
other lands to the Celestial empire within 
&yearortwo. They will go to be pres- 
ent at the big fair which occurs there 
once in 60 years and at which every sub- 
ject of the great emperor tries to be pres- 
ent. ‘Hundreds of thousands, maybe 
millions, of Chinese from all parts of the 
empire and the world will be there,” says 
Interpreter Pon Se of San Francisco.

STATESMEN BECOMING EXCITED.

They Aro Eager to Obtain Defi- 
nite News From Hawaii. 


SAN Francisco, Jan. 8.—The attitude of 
Captain Munger of the rsvenue cutter 
Corwin toward the representatives of the 
press and public in general is without 
precedentin this port. From the moment 
the Corwin ariived the men on board 
have been as inaccessible as if they were 
in mid-ocean, save for the brief interview : ; Ted! 
that a reporter had with Captain Munger = = — — COO 
Saturday evening when the captain went 
ashore. The captain saw fit to go ashore 
with letters himself rather than to trust 
a messenger, whd might let some iota of 
news drop by accident or otherwise under 
reportorial pressure. 

It was, when on shore, that the Cor- 
win’s captain talked with a reporter and 
verified the correctness of the Auckland 
cablegram. He also stated that the Cor- 
win left Honolulu Dec. 24. The reporter 
guotes Captain Munger as follows: 

“I can tell you no more than came in 
that Auckland dispatch. It is no pleasure 
for me to hold news from the people, but 
then you must remember that I am 
powerle<s in the matter myself. Even if 
Iknew the contents of the secret dis- 
patches, as an officer and gentleman I 
could not reveal them without permis- 
sion. Here I am within 20 minutes of my 
home and cannot get away. Its no pleas- 
ure, Iassure you. But I will have to stay 
here for three or four days or may be a 
week.” 

When asked directly whether any 
revolution had occurred at Honolulu and 
whether the provincial government was 
still in power, Captain Munger would 
only reiterate his statement that he could 
tell no more than was contained in the 
Auckland dispatch. 

A Sailor’s Statement.

from this city. So far as getting any “3 


news from her is concerned, she might as 
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well be in Behring sea. Once the officers 
were caught unawares and a seaman 
started to talk. <A reporter asked him the 
latest news from Honolulu. ‘Hell is 
popping down there,”’ was the decidedly 
expressive reply of the sailor, but he was 
allowed to say no more, for an officer ap- 
peared and ordered him below. People 
here generally believe that there have 
been stirring times in Honolulu. San 
Francisco papers are bristling with severe 
criticism of the authorities responsible for 
the suppression of the news. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—There is a feeling 
of much expectancy on the Hawaiian 
question und congressmen familiar with 
the subject say they would not be sur- 
prised if President Cleveland sent an- 
other message to congress at once. Should 
the president adopt this course, congress 
and the public will receive official in- 
formation within a few hours ahead of 
the arrival of steamers at San Francisco 
and Vancouver, bringing full informa- 
tion of Minister Willis’ latest move. A 
steamer left Honolulu on Jan. 1 for Van- 
couver, and allowing eight days, the usual 
time for her voyage, she will be in on 
Tuesday. 

The City of Peking also left Honolulu 
on Jan. 2 for San Francisco, and although 
she sailed later her trip is shorter, and she 
will also be due tomorrow. These are the 
first two boats in nearly two weeks. The 
information brought by the revenue cut- 
ter Corwin cannot therefore be kept secret 
much longer, as the two steamers will 
bring all except the purely official infor- 
mation. Itis for this reason that mem- 
bers of congress are counting on another 
Hawaiian message, xs they say the presi- 
dent and Secretary Gresh im will probably 
prefer to advise congress und the public . 
as to the situation rather than have the Re 
news made public through the incoming t 
steamers.

AGAINST HORN BLOWER. 


Judiciary Committeemen higk He Lacks 
Necessary Qualifications, 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 9.—The senate ju- 
diciary committee decided, after a pro- 
tracted discussion, lasting nearly two 
\ hours, to make an adve>}e reportin Juege 
Hornblower’s case—four Democrats und 
two Republicans voting against and five 
for his confirmation.

DEFENDS HIS BILL. 


Wilson Formally Opens the Tariff 
Debate In the House. 


MAIN POINTS OF THE’ NEW BILL 


Discussed Before a Deeply 
Interested Audience. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Boutelle again 
resumed his obstructive tactics, and after 
a sharp colloquy with the spegker_ de- 
pounced” Bi {3 a tyrant The ‘speaker 
thereupon ordered Boutelle to take his 
seat. The house and gilleries applauded 
the speaker. 
fusion Mr. Reed arose to a parliamentary 
inquiry and precipitated a lively debate. 

Mr. Reed finally offered a motion to re- 
commit the pending order with instruc- 
tions to amend it so as to give four addi- 
tional days’ debate, and to permit the bill 
to beamended by paragraphs. The mo- 
tion was lost—0 to 1%4—and the vote then 
recurred on the adoption of the special 
order of the rules committee. It resulted 
—Yeas, 175; nays, 1. 

After the vote which adopted the rule, 
the speaker rapped sharply for order. 
“Tn accordance with the special order just 
adopted,” said he, “the house now 
resolves itself into the committee of the 
whole for the consideration of revenue 


During a great deal of con- 


legislation. The genilemen form Ten- 
nessee (Mr. Richardson) will take the 
cbair.”’ 


The speaker relinquished the gavel to 
the tall, slim Tennesseean. A deep hush 
fell upon the house. The members took 
their seats, the galleries leaned forward. 
All eyes were centered on Mr. Wilson, 
who sat calmly in his seat in the center of 
the Democratic side. He arose andin a 
low voice asked to dispense with the first 
reading of the bill. No objection was 
made. 

Mr. Reed asked that unanimous consent 
be granted to the gentleman from West 
Virginia to proceed without limit. Then 
Mr. Wilson arose, stepped back a few 
feet in the aisle, and began his speech 
witha alight apology for the informal 
manney in which he should deal with his 
subject. 

At fist his voice was low and tremu- 
lous, but as he proceeded he warmed up, 
and his voice grew high and resonant and 
his gestures grew easy and graceful. 
Standing in the aisle, looking down upon 
the sea of upturned faces, he made his 
arguinent for the bill which bears his 
name. 

Wilson's Speech. 

Mr. Wilson then began the discussion 
of the provisions of the Wilson bill by 
saying: ‘We have felt that we could not 
begin the reform of this system unless we 
begun earnestly and honestly to relieve of 
taxation the great fundamental materials 
of American industry, and so the bill 
proposes to put on the free list, among 
other materials, those great elementary 
materials of industry, wool, iron ore, coal, 
and lumber. 

“Ido not believe it will be necessary 
for me to take up these great articles and 
discuss them one by one. The subject of 
wool is at present of the greatest import- 
ance. I myself believe that if in the wis- 
dom of the house every other item of the 
tariff bill was stricken out, every other 
proposed change abandoned, a_ bill put- 
ting wool on the free list would take a 
great, beneficent and revolutionary step in 
tariff reform. Iwantto see this battle 
go on untilthe time will come when no 
taxpayer will pay a single dollar that 
does not go straight and undiminished 
into the taxpayer’s pocket. 

“He would be a hardy man who would 
rise in this house and say that the wool- 
grower has prospered, or that even the Mc- 
Kinley bill, with its increase of taxes on 
woolen goods, had been of any benefit 
whatever to the American wool-grower. 
Ido not believe that the tariff on wool 
raises the price of wool to the American 
grower of wool. You have no right to 
raise it at the expense of 70,000,000 who 
wear woolen clothes.” 

Wool Raising Has Gone Westward. 


Mr. Wilson then went on extensively 
into the history of wool and the prices un- 
der the various tariffs to prove that high 
prices was not coincident with high tariff. 
Sheep raisirg for wool, he contended, like 
the star of empire, had taken its way 
westward, and now on the great plains of 
the far weat wool could be produced as 
cheaply as anywhere on the face of the 
globe. The great woolen industry of this 
country, barred two-thirds of the 
woolen world, had limped and lagged far 
in the rear of oth American industries. 

The imperial, : less march of inven- 
tion should have carried it far beyond the 
reach of competion, and he believed that 
with wool on the free list and a moderate 
tax onthe finished product, the market 
for American woo! would be steadied and 
quickened, and the price of woolens to 
the consumer would be grcatly reduced. 

If there was any one industry in which he 
bad faith, that America could march for 
ward to conquer new worlds, it was the 
fron and steel industry. The consump- 
tion of iron and steel wasthetest of the 
civilization and advancement of any 
country, and no other country has kept 
the pace with us for the last few years. 
Continuing, he said:

“Our entire product has reached in 
recent years 10,000,000 tons. We have 
found deposits of iron ore so one | 
worked, so accessible, that we have 
reached the point where we can produce | 
fron ore in Minnesota, Michigan, | 
Wisconsin, Alabama and other points in 
the country cheaper than it can be pro- 
duced anywhere else in all the world. 
fo the tax upon iron is not needed to pro- 
tect us. 

“The cost of mining a ton of coal does 
not exceed 60 cents. Weare not only the 
greatest iron-producing country of the 
world, but we are the greatest coal-pro- 
ducing country of the world. There are in 
the United States 192,000 miles of terri- 
tory underlaid with coal, more than three 
times more than all the coal produced by 
all the rest of the world together. Upon 
no ground can you contir the tariff on 
coal unless vau want to continue paying

Editorial Comment, 


By ALL means, gentlemen of the Re- 
publican City committee, establish a strict 
party daily newspaper in Quincy. It will 
give you very valuable experience. There 
is nothing like it. Anybody can run a 
newspaper, and you can probably make 
enough money to pay all your other elec- 
tion expenses and have a little left for a 
banquet besides. 

In these hard times we are almost 
tempted to lease you the DAILy LEDGER 
for awhile for $1, and contribute some- 
thing to the support of it, did we not fear 
that the little business it has gathered 
would be completely ruined. We have had 
some experience, and it is our humble 
opinion that Quincy is not a rich field for a 
daily paper, much less for a paper that 
caters only to the Republican voters. 
There may be those who want only politi- 
cal news, but our experience tells us they 
are few, except possibly at election time. 
Probably not one-half of the Republican 
City committee would of their own accord 
become subscribers of a strict party daily. 
It is very probable also that a Republican 
daily would not bein accord with the voters 
of the party. It might attempt to dictate 
who the nominee for Mayor should be, 
and ‘‘the machine’’ would be overruled. 
Then there might be more serious splits 
than at present. 

{t is pleasing to note that the new com- 

mittee appreciate the value of printer's 
ink. If a Republican daily’ can elect a 
tepublican Mayor, it would be equally 
possible for a Democratic daily to elect a 
Democrat; aud, between the two, it is also 
possible that the Dairy LEDGER may 
elect a Citizens’ candidate. 

The time is coming when citizens’ nomi- 
nations will be successful in this city, and 
the stock in partisan papers may then be 
below par. There is already too much 
politics in the city government. 


THE STANDING committees of the 
Legislature have been appointed as will be 
seen by the news column. The business 
ability of Senator Merrill of this city is 
recognized and we find him at the head of 
the important joint committee on mercan- 
tile affairs. He is alsoa member of the 
joint committee on libraries, and of the 
Senate committee for bills in third reading. 
This is Senator Merrill's second term and 
he should make a good legislator. Repre- 
sentative Hammond of this district is still 
on the committee on manufacturers, and 
doubtless is disappointed at not becoming 
House chairman, which in the natural 
course of events would have fallen to him, 
He is, however, chairman of the House 
comrfittee on leave of absence. Repre- 
sentative Flint, of the Quincy-Weymouth 
district, is on the joint committee on street 
railways and on the House committee on 
probate and insolvency, for which he is 
ably qualified. Representative Wentworth 
also of this district will be found on the 
House committee on judiciary. Repre- 
sentative Kelley of Braintree is on the 


committee on labor and also that on 
library. 
Mayor HopGes is probably pleased 


with that feature of the city charter which 
allow him at pleasure to remove and ap- 
point department officials. Few mayors of 
Massasschusetts cities have this power. 
From Lawrence comes the news of a dead- 
ock over an appointment between the 
mayor and the city council, and in Chicopee 
the common council failed last evening to 
concur in any suggestions of the aldermen. 
Such reports are very common where the 
aldermen or city council has the confirm- 
ing power. Ina year like this where the 
Mayor of our city is of one political party, 
and a majority of the City Council of the 
opposite, it is not probable, if the council 
had the confirming power, that it would 
allow some of the present officials to be re- 
moved. 


WHILE OTHER places report many 
deaths and a high death rate, there have 
been no deaths reported in this city of 
20,000 people since last Thursday, Jan. 4 
It speaks well for Quincy.

Valuable Waste. 

‘*Refiners of nitrate of silver for the 
use of photographers,’’ said one of the 
profession, **have agents traveling con 
stantly about the country collecting the 
waste clippings of sensitized paper that 
accumulate in every photograph gal- 
lery. They buy all they can find and 
pay for it in new nitrate, allowing the 
photographer a good round price for his 
waste. The waste is shipped to the re- 
finers, where the nitrate in the paper is 
separated from it by chemical processes 
and prepared for market again. This 
re-refined nitrate is as good as it was 
originally and is sold for just as much. 
The refiners, of course, make a big 
profit out of the waste, and the pho- 
tographer is able to get a good supply of 
material for the scraps that would 
otherwise be of no use to him.

TWO INDICTMENTS

MANCHESTER, N. H., Jan. 9.—The Hills- 
boro county grand jury yesterday after- 
noon reported two indictments against J.

High Tariffs Lower Wages. 

“Tf protection makes wages, lam a pro- 
tectionist henceforth. But reason and 
experience disprove it. The supply of 
labor, the intelligence, the productiveness 
of labor, make its price. How is it possi- 
ble for a tariff which only touches 5 per 
cent of the labor of the United States to 
increase wages for the other 95 per cent? 
So far from increasing the wages of labor, 
the effect of these high tariffs has been 
to lower them.” 

At this point Mr. Wilson, who is in poor 
health, and who had been speaking an 
hour and a half, suggested to his col- 
league, Mr. McMillin, that he would like 
to finish his speech today, and upon the 
latter’s motion the committee rose. The 
Democrats and galleries applauded vigor- 
ously when Mr. Wilson took his seat. 

The report of the sergeant-at-arms on 
the warrants issued for 44 members was 
then read.

CONCERNING WAGES. 


They Are Lowered by Protection, 
Says Mr. Wilson. 


OPENING SPEECH 


IS ENDED 


Burrows, Black and Hopkins 
Have Their Say. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Mr. Wilson re 
sumed his speech when the house met 
yesterday. He began with an apology for 
occupying so much time, saying he did so 
at the request of his Democratic col- 
leagues. He reiterated his statement that 
he was willing to pitch the entire fight on 
the question of wages. Wages are simply 
mmiddle term to be transferred into the 
comforts of life. The name is immaterial. 

The thing that is vital is the purchasing 
power. High nominal wages and high 
prices really rob the wageearner of pur- 
chasing capacity by compelling him to 
spend in highly protected markets. The 
cotton spinner of England, with wages 
many times higher than his rival in India, 
produces his fabric at a lower cost than 
the latter, and the ironworker of England 
makes his product at a cost less than his 
Russian competitor, although the latter’s 
wages are scarcely a third of his. 

The wages of England average 80 per 
cent higher than the continent of Eu- 
rope, yet the high productiveness of Eng- 
land’s labor enables her to produce the | 
great staples of the world 30 per cent 
lower than the continent. So it will be 
seen that where the highest wages are 
paid, they are able to compete in all the 
markets cf the world. 

Protection and Wages. 

Mr. Doolittle interposed to ask if protec- 
tion was not responsible for the general 
prosperity of the laboring man. 

“If you will explain to me,’ replied 
Mr. Wilson, “‘how laboring men, in spite 
ofasystem that taxes production from 
raw materials through every step to the 
finished product, are able to produce 
those articles so cheap as to enter the 
market, then I point out to you how 
protection makes the laboring men pros- 
perous. 

Mr. Wilson carried 
with leather, lumber and other articles 
which we export, and then turned to the 
general subject of exportation. Our ex- 
ports of domestic merchandise for 1893, he 
said, had been $831,000,000, every dollar of 
which was produced by labor, and paid 
paid much larger wages than in the com- 
peting countries and larger than the 
wages paid in this country on the pro- 
tected industries. This fact demonstrated 
that the high production of the power of 
labor is able to compete and overcome 
the weak, ill-paid labor of other countries 
in the markets of the world. 

“We have, in this country today, as the 
statistics show,” said he, “the largest 
producers (the producers of our staple 
products, of our wheat, of our corn, of our 
cotton, of our metal productions), who 
must not only have the consumers inside 
this tariff wall, but must go outside of 
that wall. Every man knows that the 
farmers sell to both of these consumers, 
the man outside and the man inside of the 
wall, at exactly the same price. But the 
Pittsburg and Manchester purchasers 
give him exactly the same price for his 
products 

*Now I think fora plain man it 
be very hard to reason out what 
ference isso faras he is concerned be- 
tween the government coming to his cot- 
granary or to his cattle 
field, and taking from him one-third or 
one-half of his cotton, his wheat and

Figuring It Out, 

Mr. Wilson summarized the results 
aimed at by the bill. It reduced the 
duties on partially manufactured goods 
to the extent of $26,000,000. It gave $50,- 
000,000 of added free raw materials. 
These conditions, he claimed, lightened the 
burdens of labor to the amount of $76,- 
000,000. He said that the present bill was 
framed so as to do justice to the con- 
sumers as well as producers. It was the 
latter who received all the solicitude of 
the opposition. But he thought that the 
poor working girl was as much entitled 
to consideration as the opulent producer. 
The great wrong by which she was taxed 
$3 of her earnings for #1 of goods should 
be righted. @ 

“Tf,” said Mr. Wilson, ‘“‘ we had not 
been drunk for 30 years on protection, if 
our minds had not been warped and 
biased by 3) years of this system, no man 
would dare to come here and ask 60, 
70 and 80 per cent bounty to their indus- 
tries.”’ 

Mr. Wilson was followed by Mr. Bur- 
rows of Michigan. In the course of his 
speech he displayed a petition, which he 
said was 50 yards long, protesting against 
the passage of the Wilson bill and the 

lacing of wool on the free list. He said 
we also hid letters from 45 states protest- 
tng against it.

He doubted, averaging flush times with 
the idle times, whether the wages for the 
last 30 years of protection had exceeded 
those of the laborers abroad. Protection 
only had not kept wages up for the last 12 
months, 

Black’s Turn, 

Concluding, Mr. Black said: “When 
the Democratic party has established, as | 
it will, the righ’ ductrimes of commercial | 
taxation the mission will begin to be felt 
and prosperity will return. I don’t see 
why we should shrink from the name of 
free trade. In this great free country we 
have free thought, free speech, and, in the 
end, we will have commerce that is free 
from taxation.” 

Mr. Hopkins (Rep., Ills.) concluded the 
debate for the afternoon. At 5:30 he se- 
cured permission to make some compli- 
mentary remarks today. 

Haines’ Prediction, 

At the evening session the first speaker 
was Mr. Haines. a Democrat, representing 
the Troy (N. Y.) district, and he made a 
vigorous protest against the Wilson bill. 
In concluding his remarks, he said: ‘The 
manufacturers of the east are not in- 
creasing. The utmost they can do is to 
maintain the business they have already 
established. The disruption of all kinds 
of domestic and business relations by 
throwing out of employment such vast 
number of people as will result in the 
passage of this bill will cause a general 
unsettling of the condition of things in all 
walks of life in great manufacturing 
centers like the city of Troy, and the dis- 
contented elements of society will be in- 
creased by a large number of persons who 
have heretofore exercised the most health 
ful influence in favor of order and good 
government. I believe, if this bill is 
passed, I shall be the last Democratic 
representative who will appear in the 
house from the Nineteenth congressional 
district of New York.

HOLDEN WILL CASE, 


The Will Allowed But an Appeal Taken 
—The Evidence. 

The hearing in the contested will case of 
Mrs. Submit D. Holden late of this city, 
was continued this morning in the probate 
court, 

Rev. Edward Norton testified to being 
present the evening the will was signed 
and to witnessing the signature of Mrs. 
Holden but couid not remember any partic- 
ulars, 

Dr. J. T. Welch also testified to witness- 
ing the will. Mr. Howland asked him to 
sign it. Thought he was alone with Mrs. 
Holden in the front room when he signed 
it. 

Mr. E. P. Howland remembered distinct- 
ly all that took place thatevening. All were 
in one room when it was signed. 

Cross examined he said the will was 
drawn by Mr. Thompson. Some of the 
items that went to make up the will were 
written by Mrs. Holden and some by him 
by instruction. He read the paper after 
it came from Mr. Thompson. It came 
some three months before it was signed. 
He might have had some conversation 
with Mrs. Holden about it. Asto whom 
she should have for witnesses. Did not see 
the paper from tbe time it was received 
until it signed. She invited the 
witnesses to be present. Heard her invite 
Mr. Norton at a church meeting to be 
present at ber will party. This was some 
weeks before the execution. He heard her 
ask Mr. Comey at the same time but did 
not know how word was got to Dr. Welch. 
When tea was over she signed the paper 
and requested them to witness her signature. 
Do not think she said it was her last will. 
Dr. Welch was present in the room with 
the others, 

Witness did not sign it as he did not 
think it proper, as he was inside the family. 
Nothing was read to her. She told them 
substantially that she was about to execute 
her will. He madea memorandum in his 
diary so as to remember the date. 

Mr. Norton was recalled as was also Dr. 
Welch, and they said they did not re- 
member being invited to a will party. 

The argument of the contestants was 
that unless they could show the will was 
executed in the presence of Mrs. Holden, 
it was not properly executed. They did 
not think this had been shown and the will 
should not be allowed to probate. 

Judge Harriman said it was usually 
found that partées do not remember par- 
ticulars of executions except their signa- 
tures. It was not necessary that the will 
should be executed in the presence of all 
witnesses, but it must be oue act, and there 
was no evidence that this was not properly 
executed. He would therefore allow the 
will to probate. 

An appeal was taken and the contestants 
asked for a special administrator.

SUICIDE AT WOLLASTON. 


A-Prominent Citizen Shoots Himself in an 
Unoceupied House. 

Mr. John M. Call, one of Wollaston’s 
most esteemed citizens committed suicide 
by shooting himself through the head with 

22-calibre revolver. 

The deed was done at his old home at the 
corner of Warren and Winthrop avenues, 
probably some time Monday night. Of late, 
since the death of his wife, he has resided 
in Boston, having closed his Wollaston 
house, only visiting it at rare intervals. It 
is supposed that Mr. Call came out from 
Boston Monday evening and went to Quin- 
cy where he mailed three letters to immedi- 
ate friends notifying them that when they 
were read he should be dead. He then 
went directly to his home. 

One of the letters was sent to Mrs. A. J. 
Colgan, his adopted daughter. Dr. Colgan 
took the letter from the post office, and, 
after his arrival in Boston noticed that it 
was in Mr. Call’s handwriting and post 
marked Quincy. Fearing that something 
was wrong, he opened it and found that it 
was a brief note from Mr. Call stating that 
he intended to commit suicide on- Monday 
night. 

Dr. Colgan hurriedly left his B 


for Wollaston, and, hastening upto the} 


Call house, rushed in and upstairs in the 
front chamber found Mr. Call stretched 
out on the bed unconscious, with the re- 
volver laying beside him and a bullet hole 
ia his right temple. Dector Record, Gil- 
bert and Gordon were summoned and 
rendered what aid they coukl. He lingered 
through the day in an unconscious con- 
dition, and died in the night. 

Mr. Call was born in Charlestown in 1835. 
During the rebellion he enlisted and served 
nine months and was honorab!y discharged. 

In 1874 he moved to Wollaston living 
first on Prospect avenue and then building 
the residence which he has occupied until 
recently at the corner of Warren and Win- 
throp avenues. He was the first foreman 
of the old L. W. Lovell Chemical 
company. This is the 
he ever held in Quincy. He was also a 
member and an officer of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery company of Bos- 
ton. 

He was the senior partner of the produce 
tirm of Call & Stevens of Boston.

THE FIRES OF i893. 
And a Review of the Five Years Under 
Chief Engineer Ripley. 

From returns of fires reported by Chief 
Engineer Ripley the number of bell 
alarms of fire during the year 1893 was 51, 
of which number 37 had a fire loss. There 
were also 13 stillalarms during the year. 

Of the bell alarms 37 had a fire loss, as 
noted above, 3 were for assistance rendered 
other places and 3 were false alarms, 

The estimated value of property where 
fires occurred was $197,405; the amount of 
loss by fire $34,287.50; amount of insurance 
on the property at risk $99,850; 
insurance companies $21,412.50; 
owners $12,874.50. 

As it is more likely that Chief Engineer 
Ripley will soon be an ex-official, it might 

e well to give briefly the work of the 
department since he been Chief 
Engineer, which covers a period of five 
years. From consultation of the returns 
jled during the past five years, and from 
data kept in this the following 
figures have been compiled: 

Total number of bell alarms during 
the five years, 1$2 
Number of bell alarms with fire loss, 130 
Value of property at risk, $592,409.00 
Amount of loss on same, $154,6 
Insurance loss, $61,883 00 
Loss to owners, 

This shows the average loss during these 
years to have been a trifle over $12,554 
which is not a very bad showing by any 
means, especially when we consider that 
the Willard school fire is included in these 
years. 

It was noticed that where the greatest 
losses occurred was where there was a 
scarcity of water, 

How many cities of a like population can 
make a better showing ? 

These figures speak well for the efficiency 
of our fire department and of good manage- 
ment ov the part of the Chief Engineer. 
They should also furnish food for quiet 
reflection for some of the members of the 
Council Committee on Fire Department of

BOUTELLE’S RESOLUTION. 


Unanimous Vote In Its Favor 
House Naval Committee. 


by the 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—A surprise was 
furnished in the Hawaiian matter by the 
house committee on naval affairs, which 
voted unanimously to favorably report 
the Boutelle resolution to the house. 
This resolution is an ironclad one, calling 
upon thesecretary of the navyto inform 
the house by what authority instructions 
were issued placing the naval forces un- 
der the ordersof Minister Blount, and to 
furnish copies of all orders og suggestions 
issued by himself or any officer of the 
navy since March 4, 1893, concerning the 
use of naval forces at the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

An amendment was made changing the 
date to March 4, 1892, so that the opera- 
tions ofthe navy in Hawnii under the 
Harrison administration would be in- 
cluded. The secretary of the navy is di- 
rected to furnish the information and is 
given no option to withhold documents 
which he might consider secret or the 
publicity of which, at this time, might be 
regarded as contrary to public policy. 

Chairman Cummings of the naval com- 
mittee will report the Boutelle resolution 
to the house immediately, but says it 
cannot be considered until the debate on 
the Wilson bill has finished. Mr. Boutelle, 
on the other hand, thinks that the resolu- 
tion can be called up at once and be de- 
| bated for 15 minutes by each side, as pro- 
vided for in the rules.

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THE WOODS’ GHOST.

C., in the year 1724, and 
died on his plantation near that place 
on Dec. 8, 1792. His will, which he 
had requested them to open and read 
the next day after his death, was sup- 
plemented with the following: ‘*I sol- 
emnly enjoin it upon my son, as an in- 
dispensable duty, that, as soon as he 
conveniently can after my decease, he 
cause my body to be wrapped in 12 
yards of towcloth and burned until it 
be entirely consumed.’’ The request 
was carried cut to the letter and was 
the beginning of cremation in Amer- 
ica.—St. Louis Republic.

Leave For Rio. 


HILL IS AN ABLE COMMANDER. 


Seamen Understand What He 
Expects of Them. 


PERNAMBUCO, Jan. 10.—After more than 
a week’s delay the Nictheroy’s reship- 
ment difficulties seem to have been over- 
come, and she will probably leave for the 
south soon. She has about 160 of her 
oriMnal crew on board, and has also 
some 200 Brazilians. These include an 
admiral, a fleet captain, a flag lieutenant, 
five other lieutenants, fifeeen engineers’ 
Officers, some 30 seamen and between 100 
and 160 military cadets. The rest of her 
American crew, some 80 in all, have left 
the ship. ‘ 

The fighting officers of the ship receive 
$5000 in advance for three months’ serv- 
ice. An additional deposit of $100,000 is to 
be made in New York or London to serve 
‘as a pension fund for those injured. They 
also asked prize money for all ships or 
forts destroyed, but this was refused. 

The men receive $500 bounty and $100 a 
month for three months’ service. Petty 
and warrant officers receive proportionate 
sums. The Brazilians acceded to these 
heavy prices simply because they had no 
sailors to take the places of the Americans 
if they declined to serve. 

The British crew of the torpedo boat 
Aurora, which arrived some 10 days ago, 
refused to reship to a man, and all avail- 
able Brazilians now constitute her crew. 

Piexoto’s Supporters. 

The commandant of the Nictheroy is 
Alvaro Nunez Ribeiro Belfort, who be- 
fore the time of the revolt commanded 
the cruiser Republica. He will occupy 
about the same position as an admiral on 
a ship, really having little to say in re- 
gard to the actual management of the 
vessel and merely directing the larger 
movements. Captain Baker will com- 
mand the ship. 

Lieutenant Commander C. H. Hill, the 
executive officer, has proved himself one 
of the very best men in existence for such 
a position. The transformation wrought 
in the Nictheroy under his directicn was 
simply marvellous. He rules the crew 
With aniron hand, dealing out exceed- 
ingly severe punishments for all offenses, 
but his fairness has won the admiration 
ofall. Hill fights theship when in ac- 
tion. Frederick Taylor is the captain’s 
confidential secretary. His position on 
board wus kept secret as long as possible. 

Dynamite Gun Works Well 

The dynamite gun works splendidly, 
the only doubtful point about the whole 
thing being the fuse of the projectiles; 
grave doubts are felt of their efficiency 
when falling into the water. Only one 
loaded shell was fired on the way south, 
and that fell behind a screen of rock, and 
its effect could not be seen. Hardly any 
one believes that it exploded. Every one 
in Pernambuco is very anxious about the 
gun and crossexamine all ashore about it. 

After the Nictheroy’s arrival here and 
a consultation between Brazilian officials 
on shore and the Nictheroy’s officers, 
Lieutenant Hill addressed the crew, who 
assembled ina body, and asked them to 
decide what pay they wanted. He also 
said to them: 

“Remember this ship is going to fight. 
You sign to serve in this ship and no 
other. If the ship is sunk, you go back 
home—what are left of you. I don’t know 
where we are going, but I think our first 
work will be to bombard Fort Villegaig- 
non. In six months the whole thing will 
be finished. Mello is bottled up and the 
war will soon be over.” 

The Press Muzzled. 

The situation in Pernambuco is hard to 
define. There are so many conflicting 
stories that no one can reach the truth. 
One paper has been suppressed and the 
other three do not dare tosay much. The 
Journal De Recife never refers to the rey- 
olution at all. 

The Diario and The Commercio print 
dispatches from Rio every day. These 
arealways favorable to the government 
and sometimes palpably false. The Com- 
mercio, which isas much an opposition 
paper as it dares to be, makes fun of its 
own news. 

The Provincia, which was suppressed a 
month ago, had for editor Jose Mareio; 
he conspired with Barbosa Lima, governor 
of the state, to bring about a revolution in 
favor of Mello. An officer on the gov- 
ernor’s staff betrayed the plot, and the 
governor, to save his own skin, returned 
to his old allegiance and helped to dis- 
perse and capture would-be rebels. 

Captain Jose Mareio escaped, but many 
others were captured and two or three 
shot. On Thursday last a party of 50 sol- 
diers were sent to arrest Constantin Rogi- 
berto, a prominent man living at Augues 
Bellas, in the interior, who was known to 
be disaffected. He fortified his house, 
which is located on an almost inaccessi- 
ble hill, and defended himself furiously, 
vith the result that all the soldiers were 
billed or captured. Re-enforcements have 
been sent aud another fight is expected.

A Constitution Adopted—A Change in 
Officers—Cases Considered. 

A goodly number of the directors of the 
board of Associated Charities attended the 
first meeting since organization, which was 
held in the Y. M. @ A. parlors, Wednesday 
afternoon. 

President Field presided, and Miss Hard- 
wick was secretary. 

The latter however resigned both the 
offices of secretary and treasurer. The 
vacancies were filled by the election of Miss 
Flora S. Davis as secretary, and Miss Leila 
Miller as treasurer. 

The committee on constitution and by- 
laws reported and after one amendment 
were adopted. It was voted that the 
same be published in the Darty LEDGER 
and that 50 slips be printed. 

Several of the directors reported cases of 
need which had been brought to their 
attention, and the same were considered. 

The need of a central place for the 
storage of supplies was brought up, and re- 
ferred to the Ward One directors. 

Mrs. Edward Russell sent word that she 
had a barrel of clothing which would be 
forwarded to the association. 

It was voted that the board hold fort- 
nightly meetings on Wednesday afternoons 
at 3.30. 

The constitution adopted is printed in 
full below, and clearly shows the objects of 
the Associated Charities, and how they 
will work. 

I. Name. 

The name of this society shall be the 

* Associated Charities of Quincy.” 
II. Objects. 

It shall aim to secure and maintain the 
concordant co-operation of the charities of 
Quincy, and of all benevolent persons resi- 
debt in the city, in order 

1. Toinvestigate thoroughly the case of 
every person whose name is presented, or 
who applies for relief; and to place all in- 
formation obtained at the disposal of the 

Overseer of the Poor, of charitable organiza- 
tions, and of benevolent individuals. 

2. To help raise the needy above the need 
of relief by the friendly and sympathetic 
encouragement of thrift, industry and self- 
dependence. 

3. To consider methods and adopt meas- 
ures for the prevention of indiscriminate 
alms-giving and pauperism, and the lessen- 
ing of the delinquent classes. 

Ill. Members. 

Any resident of Quincy can become a 
member of this association by paying an- 
nually one dollar or more into its treasury. 
Also the Overseer of the Poor, the Superin- 
tendent of the Almshouse, ministers of 
churches in Quincy, and officers and man- 
aging boards of charitable societies aftili- 
ating with this association shall be members, 
ex officio. 

IV. Directors. 

The management of the association shal) 
be vested in a Board of Directors to consist 
of thirty members, five from each ward of 
ths city, who shall be elected at each annual 
meeting, and, ex officio, the Overseer of the 
Poor and a representative of each atftiliating 
charitable body. The directors from each 
ward shall choose from their own numbers 
a ward secretary, and shall fill vacancies in 
their own committee. 

Vv. Officers. 

The officers of the association shall be 
chosen annually by the Board of Directors. 
They shall be a president, vice-president,

ever is necessary to carry out the work of the 
association, and to present a written report 
thereon at the annual meeting. 

VII, Meetings. 


The annual meeting of the association 
shall be held in the month of November. 
The President may call a meeting whenever 
he shall deem it best, and special meetings 
shall be called by the President at the writ- 
ten request of five members. Notice of the 
annual meeting and of special meetings 
must be published at least one week before 
they are to be held. 

VIIL. Amendment. 

This constitution may be amended at any 
meeting of the association; provided, that 
notice of an intention to move an amend- 
ment be in the call for such meeting.

“A MATTER OF CAUTION.” 


British Commander Wanted to Land 
Forces at Honolulu. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Ithas been au- 
thoritatively learned by the members of 
the house committee on foreign affairs 
that British marines were not landed at 
Honolulu. It appears that the British 
naval commander requested permission to 
land a force of marines as a matter of 
caution, but the actual landing was not 
made. Members of the foreign affairs 
sommittee donot attach much signifl- 
cance tothis action by the British com- 
mander, but Chairman Cummings of the 
house naval committee does not entirely 
agree in this opinion. He says that if 
British forces have sought to make a 
landing it will add another serious com- 
plication tothe case. He refers to the 
manner in which Great Britain secured a 
foothold on the Gilbert islands, and then 
assumed control of them. 

Congressmen who have visited the 
White House and state department have 
received definite information that Presi- 
dent Cleveland will send another Ha- 
waiian message to congress covering the 
dispatches brought by the Corwin. 


NO REASON FOUND. 


Salisbury Beach Poisoning Cases Due to 
Paris Green. 

NEWBURYPORT, Mass., Jan. 11.—Justice 
Bartlett has filed a finding in the mys- 
terious Salisbury beach poisoning cases of 
the summer of ’92. He finds that in the 
fatal cases death was the result of paris 
green poisoning, and that the poison was 
placed in the food or drink of the victims 
on July 20th by some person or persons 
unknown. 

Of 21 persons employed about the hotel 
12, including the proprietor, were poi- 
soned, and Leroy C. Smith and Daniel Me- 
Carthy, employes, and Mrs. Wilson of 
Georgetown, Mrs. Mary C. Webster of 
Haverhill and Mrs. W. B. Sanborn of 
Haverhill, guests, died as a result of the 
poisoning. 

Justice Bartlett could not learn that all 
those poisoned partook of the same food 
or drink and the poison must have been 
mixed in different dishes. No reason for 
the deed can be found. 


Grangers on Taxes, 

HARTFORD, Jan. 11.—At the meeting of 
the Connecticut state grange the recom- 
mendations of the committee on taxes 
were unanimously adopted. The com- 
mittee recommended a new oath for prop- 
erty owners to subscribe to before asses- 
sors, and that false swearing as to prop- 
erty value be punished by forfeiture of 
the property; that towns should not be 
called upon to pay a tax for the support 
of the state government; that a graduated 
distribution tax be levied on estates of de- 
ceased persons in process of settlement, 
such tax to be paid before the settlement 
of the estate on an order of the judge of 
probate, one-half to the town and the re- 
mainder to the state. The graduation 
varies from a tax of 1-2of 1 percent on 
estates less than 35000 to 10 per cent on 
estates over $200,000. 


SHOT HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Pusi Followed Enunciato Basili From 
Providence to Brooklyn. 


BROQELYN, Jan. 11.—A handsome young 
Italian Woman approached Policeman 
Kennedy yesterday and told him thata 
man on the opposite side of the street had 
shot her husband last week in Providence. 
Kennedy arrested the man, who described 
himself as Enunciato§Basili, 26 years old, 
no home. The woman said she was Mrs. 
Rosini Pusi of 46 Pearl street, Providence, 
and repeated her story. 

She said Basili had made such violent 
love to her that her husband quarreled 
with him. Basili then shot him twice and 
ran away. She followed him to Brooklyn 
from Providence, she says. Basili was 
sent to jail and the Providence authori- 
ties have been notified. 


Senator Gorman’s Discovery. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Senator Gor- 
man states that the appropriations of the 
last three years have exceeded the reve- 
nue by $300,000,000. The statement has 
created much comment among the mem- 
bers of the appropriations committee 
of the house, where appropriations are 
originated. It was the first time thata 
public man had asserted that such an 
enormous disparity between income and 
expenses existed. 


Bay State Prohibitionists, 

Boston, Jan. 11.—The Massachusetts 
Prohibition state committee elected these 
officers: John Blackmar of Springfield, 
chairman; Charles Burnham, vice chair- 
man; I’. W. Clark, secretary; William H. 
Partridge, treasurer. Lieutenant Govy- 
ernor Wolcott, Hamlin of Boston, Profes- 
sor Samuel Dickey of Albany and other 
prominent speakers made addresses on 
the temperance question. 


Peter Bennett's Wealth. 

SKOWHEGAN, Me., Jan. 11.—There prom- 
ises to bea legal fight over the estate of 
Miser Peter Bennett of Newport, whom 
Whitney and Foster robbed of $30,000, and 
for which they were sentenced to state 
prison. Two wills are filed for probate, 
one by the son Franklin Bennett, the 
other by the daughters. There is a differ- 
ence of 31000 between the two wills. 


Famous Bell Foundry Burned, 

BALTIMORE, Jam 11.—Fire broke out in 
the bell foundry of the McShane Manu- 
facturing company last night and pat- 
terns valued at $200,000, together with 
$15,000 worth of machinery, were totally 
destroyed. The building was valued at 
$30,000, and was about half burned down. 


Burlington Train Held Up. 

St. JosePu, Mo., Jan. 11.—The “Bur- 
lington Eli” was held up by five men 
about three miles east of this city last 
night. The robbers secured mail pouches 
and all the contents of the safe in the ex- 


press car. The amount secured is un- 
known. 


Budd Doble Weds a Songstress. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Budd Doble, the 
horseman, was married today to Miss 
Hortense M. McDonald. Miss McDonald 
is better known as Hortense Paulsen, 
having filled singing engagements in va- 
rious parts of the country under that 
name. 


Governor Mitchell Is Silent. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 11.—Nothing 
has been heard’ as yet from Governor 
Mitchell in regard to the statement sent 
out by the Duval Athletic club. Conse- 
quently the feeling is general that the 
battle will not be interfered with.

| His Business Partner Talks of the Sui- 
cide and Finances. 

Mr. George M. Stevens, the partner of 
Mr. John Call, who committed suicide at 
Wollaston was seen at his office, No. 3 
Commercial street, on Wednesday.

PORTUGUESE IN NEW YORK CITY. 


: Of the 16,000 In the United States the Me- 
tropolis Has but 76. 

The other day John Gubbins, a Portu- 
guese, was held for trial by Justice 
Grady at the Yorkville police court un- 
der charge of stabbing a policeman. 
There is nothing strange or peculiar 
about the arrest of a man charged with 
stabbing or attempting to stab a police- 
|man, but the oddity connected with 
| Gubbins is the fact that he is a Portu 
guese. 

How many Portuguese do you think 
there are among the 2,000,000 inhabitants 
of New York city? Just 76. There are 76 
of them, and it is said in police circles to 
be a fact that Gubbins is the first Portu- 
guese ever under arrestinthis city. This 
would be a very creditable showing if 
there were more than 76 of them. Asitis, 
the only wonder is that there are so few. 
In the whole United States there are 16,000 
Portuguese. Nine thousand eight hun- 
| dred and fifty-nine of them are returned 
| by the last census as residents of Cali- 
| fornia, 3,051 as residents of Massachu- 
setts,833 as residents of Rhode Island 
and46 as residents of New York city. 
They are a maritime people, most nu- 
merous in such seaport cities as San 
Francisco, Boston, Providence, New Or- 
leans and New Bedford, but curiously 
enough almost unknown in New York, 
| the greatest center of commerce in the 
western hemisphere. 

Emigrants from the lands of Camoens 
| and the Braganzas are famous as sailors 
and navigators, and their descendants 
are scattered in many lands, notably in 
Hawaii, where the Portuguese popula- 
tion is considerable, and the East Indies, 
where the Portuguese colonies are nu- 
merous. New York is a cosmopolitan 
city. Men of every race and nationality 
are to be found here. The total immi- 
gration to the United States througi 
Ellis island from Jan. 1, 1893, to Dec. 15 
was 233,597, and toward this total Por- 
| tugal contributed thealmost infinitesimal 
' total of 79 persons. The Portuguese are, 
generally speaking, thrifty, hardy, in- 
dustrious and matter of fact. They have 

little of the sentiment of their Spanish 
| neighbors, They are law abiding and 

undemonstrative, and Gubbins appears 

to be a backslider, stimulated perhaps to 
| deeds of uriruly violence by New Jersey 
whisky or Medford rum, both poor sub- 
stitutes for the fine wines of the Oporto 
district shipped from Lisbon and famous 
| the world over.—New York Sun.

Vaillant’s Cry When the Death Sen- 
tence Was Pronounced. 


f TRIAL OF SHORT DURATION. 


Anarchist Shown to Be a Thief 
With a Record. 


Paris, Jan. 11.—The trial of Auguste 
Vaillant, the anarchist who on Dec. 9 
last threw a bomb which exploded in the 
chamber of deputies, was begun yester- 
day. The palace of justice, in which the 
trial took place, was surrounded by 
guards. The court was thronged with 
people when Vaillant was brought in, 
closely guarded by policemen. 

Vaillant was tried in the assizes court, 
presided over by Judge Caze. Public 
Prosecutor Bertrand asked Vaillant his 
name, and theprisoner, ina firm voice, 
replied: ‘Auguste Vaillant.” 

He said that he was 32 years of age. 
The prisoner answered the public prose- 
cutor’s questions in a cool and defiant 
manner. After he had admitted that he 
had been several times in prison for theft, 
he exclaimed fiercely: “The unjust con- 
ditions of society were responsible for 
what you are pleased to term robberies.” 

Tho Testimony. 

Replying to other questions Vaillant 
said that he conceived the idea of blow- 
ing up the chamber of deputies while he 
was living at Choisey-le-Roi, and ad- 
mitted that he obtained the money with 
which he purchased the material for mak- 
ing his bomb from the results of a theft. 
He also admitted reluctantly that he had 
received 20 francs from Mme. Paul Rec- 
tus. Vaillant, however, insisted that 
Mme. Rectus gave him the money as an 
act of charity, and not asa subscription 
to the cause of anarchy, or to in any way 
further its ends. 

“Did vou obtain an order of admittance 
to the gallery?” asked the public prose 
cutor. 

“I did,” replied the prisoner. 

“Was the order given to you by a dep- 
uty?” asked the public prosecutor. 

“Tt was,”’ said Vaillant, after a short 
pause. 

When questioned regarding the actual 
explosion of the bomb, Vaillant said that 
he regretted that the bomb did not have 
the effect he desired, and explained that 
this was owing to the fact that one of his 
neighbors in the gallery chamber of dep- 
uties accidentally knocked his arm while 
he was in the act of throwing the loaded 
missile: 

The prisoner, replying to further ques- 
tions, said that he filled his bomb with 
nails, as he only wished to severely injure 
some of the ministers and deputies, and 
asserted in proof of this that if he had 
wished to kill he would have fired his 
bomb witk cartridges. He said he would 
rather have seen 200 or 300 deputies killed 
than a single spectator injured, adding: 
“Tt would have been better*for the cause 
of anarchism.” 

The judge dwelt upon the deaths which 
might have resulted in the chamber of 
deputies from the explosion of Vaillant’s 
bomb. This feature of the trial seemed 
to enrage the anarchist to the highest de- 
gree, for he interrupted the judge, shout- 
ing at the full pitch of his voice andin 
the most furious manner: ‘Don’t cry 
about deaths, since none occurred.” 

Vaillant’s Defense. 

The prisoner was allowed to read a long 
statement. “I said to myself,’ he went 
on, “‘why work when wife and child are 
perishing of starvation? I asked myself 
this question many and many a time 
during the daytime, and as I lay awake 
at night, feverishly tossing about in my 
hard bed, without knowing where the 
next day’s food was to come from, and 
without hating any means of knowing 
where Iwas to get the next frane which 
was to put off for another day what 
seemed to be the inevitable end of 
our long struggle for existence—starv- 
ation, I resolved to manufacture 
that bomb and to throw it into the 
chamber of deputies in order that its 
explosion might echo around the world 
and possibly be the signal for others to 
take desperate means to attract atten- 
tion to the sufferings of the poor. 

“My act was born of the misery of the 
people, whole families of whom are dying 
of starvation. Woe betide those who 
leave their fellow-men to die for want of 
bread forthem; we shall see the bloody 
heads of the exploiters of the people 
carried aloft, on pikes.” 

The hearing of witnesses in the case 
commenced with thetestimony of Mme. 
Peyraud, Vaillant’s landlady, who gave 
various details as to his movements. 
Deputy Ferronais testified in regard to 
the explosion which wounded his friend, 
Count de Lanjuinais, deputy from 
Morbihan. M. Lacigier told how he 
saw Vaillant breaking one of the 
windows in the chamber of deputies 
in order to try and made his es- 
cape after the explosion. An infantry 
soldier testified that he was on duty out- 
side the window where Vaillant at- 
tempted to break through and escape, 
and that he (the soldier) threatened to 
drive his bayonet through Vaillant if he 
did not go back. 

Vaillant here interposed, declaring that 
the soldier was deliberately lying. 

Girard, an expert in explosives, then ex- 
plained the composition of the bomb, and 
said that its explosion in the air alone 
prevented many deaths. Several surgeons 
testified regarding the gravity of the 
wounds. 

Depu*y Furnished a Pass, 

The first testimony given for the pris- 
ouer was furnished by M. Benon, a mu- 
nicipal councillor, who said that he could 
not believe that Vaillant was capable of 
committing such an outrage. Other wit- 
nesses testified to the prisoner’s previous 
gogd character, and afterwards Prose- 
eutor Bertrand delivered his speech for 
the prosecution. 

The jury retired at 5:35 p. m., and were 
absent for 20 minutes. Upon their return 
itwas announced that they found the 
prisoner “Guilty, without extenuating 
circumstances.” 

Vaillant sprang to his feet and shouted: 
“Tt is death; I thank you for it.” 

The presiding judge announced the sen- 
tence of death, and Vaillant, upon hear- 
ing the words, shouted: “Vive l’An-

ple in the courtroom and passed his hand 
around his neck to signify that the guil- 
lotine would be hisdoom.

DANBuRY, Conn., Jan. 12.—Chances for 
ssettlement of the labor trouble are now 
decidedly slim. Communications from 
the manufacturers to the lea lers in the 
tradeand to Mayor Andrews saow their 
hand, which is strong for independent 
shops. A long communication was ad- 
dressed to the mayor by 17 manufacturers, 
in which they state that they are about to 
resume the manufacture of hats. They 
state that advantageous offers have been 
madeto them to remove elsewhere, but 
being closely identified with the city by so- 
ial and financial ties, they are reluctant 
to go away. They will make an attempt to 
conduct their business, provided they can 
be assured of protection in their un- 
doubted right to conduct their factories 
as seems to them proper.

The doctor was ar- 
rested and has been identified by the 
woman.

New HAVEN, Jan. 12.—First Vice Presi- 
dent Hallof the Consolidated road pro- 
nounces as unfounded the statement that 
the Consolidated is to acquire the New 
England shortly. He also emphatically 
denies that there has been any amicable 
arrangement entered into between the 
Consolidated and the New England.

CARTER STEPS OUT. 


Manley Is Chairman of Republican 
Executive Committee. 


PRESIDENTIAL TIMBER IN 1896. 


Harrison May Once More Lead 
Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Every member 
of the national executive Republican 
committee was present or represented 
by a proxy at the first session, which 
began at noon yesterday. 

Mr. Carter tendered his resignation of 
the chairmanship of the executive com- 
mittee, giving as reasons for his action his 
private business and the distance of 
his home from the center of political 
interest, which makes it impossible for 
him to attend the meetings of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Manley of Maine was elected tem- 
porary chairman of the meeting and after- 
ward elected chairman of the executive 
committee. 

A resolution of thanks to ex-Chairman 
Carter for his ‘‘superior and faithful ser- 
vive” was adopted. 

The report of Treasurer Bliss was recd 
ang a vote of thanks tendered him. 

Much of the afternoon session was de- 
voted to a discussion of the question of 
maintaining headquarters for the coming 
congressional campaign. Senator Quay 
of Pennsylvania took the stand that the 
committee should first raise the necessary 
funds to support its establishment before 
starting headquarters. 

William M. Hahn of Ohio was elected 
secretary of the executive committee, and 
it was decided that five members should 
constitute a quorum. 

Looking Over the Field. 


The purpose of the meeting is to look 
cver the political situation and to map 
outaline of operations for the congres- 
sional campaign of the coming summer 
and fall. The members of the executive 
committee report that the conditions 
never were more favorable for the Repub- 
lican party than at the present time. The 
Republican party, they claim, is united 
and harmonious, and proposes to take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity which will 
strengthen it with the business and in- 
dustrial interests of the country. With 
this idea in view, they propose to make a 
very thorough organization, and will es- 
tablish permanent quarters in this city. 

The members of the committee, al- 
luding to the presidential question, say 
that it is rather early to discuss that 
question, as nearly three years must 
elapse before the holding of a national 
convention. The statement of ex-Senator 
Palmer of Michigan, that ex-President 
Harrison was not a candidate in any sense 
of the term and would not accept a nom- 
ination in 1896, is not regarded here as 
speaking for the ex-president. 

General Harrison may have had a con- 
versation with ex-Senator Palmer, as the 
latter alleges, at Cape May last summer, 
on this subject, but those who have con- 
versed with him, then and later, concern- 
ing presidential candidates put a different 
construction on the language used by Gen- 
eral Harrison. Shortly before General 
Harrison left the seashore, in conversa- 
tion with two prominent gentlemen, the 
subject of candidates came up. ‘The re- 
mark was made that presidential timber 
of available character was very scarce. 

McKinley, Reed and Morton, 

The ex-president replied to this that 
there were several gentlemen whose 
names would occur in that connection. 
He mentioned first Governor McKinley. 
To this one of the gentlemen present re- 
plied that the Republican party was not 
yet ready to nominate a candidate whose 
sole strength was that he was the author 
of a high protective tariff bill. 

Then the ex-president said, ‘‘What is 
the matter with Reed?” It was answered 
that he was too much identified with the 
passage of the force bill in the house, ac- 
complished by methods which were much 
criticised and also upon which subject 
there was considerable division in his own 
party. 

The ex-president then proposed the 
name of ex-Vice President Morton, who 
had won much distinction in presiding 
over the senate, had made many friends 
and no enemies, and was a tower of 
strength in his own state, 

“All this is true,” said the gentleman, 
“but he is rather beyond the years of an 
active candidate; by 1896 he will be nearly 
70 years of age.” The ex-president said, 
“That is very true, but still he is very 
well preserved.” 

“You will observe,’’ remarked the 
gentleman, “‘all the available men have 
their points of objection, so that, as ob- 
served in the first instance, presidential 
timber is exceedingly scarce, and there 
appears but one or two names left.’”) The 
ex-president was left to draw his own in- 
ference. A significant smile passed over 
his countenance when he remarked: ‘‘The 
conditions may all be changed within the 
next three years, and no onecan tell what 
may be the issues in 1896.” 

The national executive committee in- 
tends to co-operate with the congressional 
committee and both will vote harmon- 
iously in getting the machinery in order 
for a vigorous and aggressive campaign 
The outlook in the judgment of all of the 
leaders was hever more auspicious than 
during the present year. 

A Long Session. 


The committee adjourned at midnight 
after 11 hours of nearly continuous session. 
The evening meeting was a joint affair. 

Plans of organization were outlined by 
the chairman. The congressional com- 
mittee, with headquarters at Washington, 
will furnish campaign documents; the 
league of clubs, with headquarters in 
Chicago, will be depended on to distribute 
documents, organize the voters, and with 
the congressional committee will supply 
speakers. 

Another meeting of the executive com- 
mittee will be held this afternoon, when 
the location of headquarters will be de- 
cided, although New York is practically 
agreed upon. Financial questions en- 
grossed much of the committee's time.

THE TRANSCRIPT says, Many towns in 
this State are awakening to the virtues of 
the law passed a couple of years ago by the 
Legislature relatiye to the preservation of 
ornamental and shade trees on the high- 
ways, as outlined by a Wollaston correspon- 
deni in the LEDGER a few days ago. Dur- 
ing 1893 fifty thousand of these nails were 
sent out to towns all over the State, and by 
that it appears that nearly an equal 
number of trees will be saved from wanton 
destruction. The first year only $48 was 
spent out of the appropriation of $100, but 
during the last year the demands have 
been so great that it has necessitated the 
expenditure of $25 more than the amount 
appropriated. If this branch of the de- 
partment work increases in the future at 
the same ratio it has during the past year, 
it may become necessary to establish a 
permanent Official whose duties will be to 
take charge of this work. 


MALDEN DON’T seem to believe in one- 
man power. The aldermen this week 
passed an order authorizing the mayor to 
appoint a commission to erect the proposed 
$100,000 high school building, to consist of 
five citizens, the mayor and president of 
the Common Council. Rather a large and 
irresponsible commission we should say. 
But then Malden is flush for at the same 
meeting it passed an order for the appoint- 
ment of a commission of three to revise the 
ordinances of the city, with a compensa- 
tion of $600 between them and $100 for 
clerical hire. 


WE bon’r know how much of the $125,- 
000 needed for the completion of the Ded- 
ham court house it is contemplated to raise 
by taxation this year, but taxpayers hope 
they will not be expected to pay large 
county taxes this year. The lean might 
well extend over a few years under the 
circumstances.

BICYCLE RAILROAD. 


Outline of the Scheme Proposed by E. 
Moody Boynton and His Confreres. 
In a few weeks, perhaps days, says the 

Lynn Item, the Massachusetts Legislature 
will be asked to grant a charter to E. 
Moody Boynton and others, for a fran- 
chise to build an over-head road, steam and 
electric power, to be operated on the Boyn- 
ton bicycle railroad system for the purpose 
of furnishing a solution of the rapid transit 
problem, of Boston, by an elevated, unob- 
structed roadbed in the city proper, over- 
head, descending to the surface outside the 
city limits. 

The plan proposed will be to use the 
roof of Quincy Market for a terminal sta- 
tion, or in other words, to build an addi- 
tional story on that building and use that 
for a central station, the trains to branch 
off over various routes through Charles- 
town, Somerville, Malden, Everett, Lynn, 
Salem to Beverly, Arlington, Lexington, 
Burlington, Bedford, Chelmsford and 
Lowell. The Providence route will be 
through Dedham, Walpole, Foxboro and 
Wrentham. 

A route to Brockton will leave Boston by 
the India street, Atlantic avenue and 
Federal street route, and there enter 
Dorchester avenue, thence to Adams street 
to Neponset, to Hancock street to Quincy, 
Franklin street to Independence avenue 
and Washington street to Braintree, thence 
through Franklin street to Holbrook and 
Brockton. 

The greatest advantage claimed for this 
system is the lighter weight in the com- 
position and make-up of the roiling stock 
of the road, being at least three-quarters 
lighter than that of the ordinary rolling 
stock, An ordinary Pullman palace car 
weighs in the neighborhood of 10 tons, 
while this style of car can be made not to 
exceed four or five tons. The ordinary car 
will be built similiar tothe English carriage 
with compartments seating two. The 
doors of the car will open automatically at 
the same time. There is also a double- 
decker used with the system, which has a 
@ passage through the centre with seats for 
one person on each side. It is the inten- 
tion of the parties who apply for a charter 
to put the road in operation as soon as 
practicable. 


Monuments Proposed. 


In the Legislature Thursday, a message 
from the Governor called attention to a re- 
port from Gen. William Cogswell, commis- 
sioner appointed under chap. 79, acts of 
1893, ‘‘ for the purpose of ascertaining 
and marking the position occupied in and 
about Chattanooga, by the two regiments of 
Massachusetts troops; engaged in the cam- 
paign of Chattanooga in the civil war.” 
The report recommends the appropriation 
of $1000 for a granite monument on a 
position on Orchard Knob.

The thirty-first annual report of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College has 
been issued. 

Owing to the requirements of the legis- 
lature this report ends with October 15, 
so that it includes only nine months, 
instead of the usual college year. The 
financial depression of the country has 
increased the number of students rather 
than diminished it. There are two hun- 
dred and fourteen enrolled, coming from 
one hundred and thirty-six different 
towns of the state. 

The dormitories and recitation rooms 
are full to overflowing, so that the prob- 
lem of providing new buildings, to con- 
tain the increasing numbers, now con- 
fronts the trustees, 

Five assistant professors have been 
appointed in the departments of chem- 
istry, agriculture, mathemztics, English 
and botany, and it is expected that an 
assistant will be added for the depart- 
ments of languages and natural history. 

A number of pages of the report is 
devoted to the condensed description of 
the equipment of the various depart- 
ments of the college for instruction and 
scientific investigation ; large additions 
having been made during the past year.

BOMBS AT GOTHAM. 


A Deliberate Attempt to Blow Up s 
Three-Story Tenement House. 

NEw YorE, Jan. 12.—An attempt to 
blow up with two bombs the tenement 
house at 54avenue D was made, and it is 
a miracle that a great catastrophe in- 
volving several deaths was aversed. 

Pincus Gans had a tailor shop on the 
first floor and lived with his family on | 
the third floor; on the second floor Henry | 
Davis and family lived. The tailor shop 
had been closed for overa month. At 10 | 
o'clock at night there was a terrific ex- 
plosion in the house and an alarm of fire 
was turned in by some one who saw 
flames bursting forth. The whole front 
of the house had been blown out by the 
explosion, which occurred on the fifst 
floor. All the glassin the building was 
shattered, and the shock aroused the 
whole neighborhood. 

Chief Ahearn of the fire department 
said: ‘We discovered that the gas 
meter had exploded, but the principal ex- 
plosion was due to some other cause. me 
went down cellar. On entering we 
once observed a trail of kerosene oil al | 
the way tothe door, There was a lot of 
kerosene soaked cotton batting all over 
the cellar floor, and we came upona long 
piece of lead pipe, which had a fuse com- 
posed of some gauze matter attached, | 
and the fuse was half burned, indicating 
that it had been lighted and gone out be 
fore reaching the bomb. 

“Tt was undoubtedly a bomb, the pipe 
being about 15 inches long, 2 1-2 inches in 
diameter, about three pounds of pow- 
der seen to be stuffed into it. The 
theory of the fire department is that the 
other bomb, which exploded upstairs, 
was placed on the little shelf behind the 
gas meter, evidently with the intent of 
disguising the real cause of the explo- 
sion.” 

The Gans family were at the theater 
when the explosion occurred and the 
other occupants of the house got out 
safely.

shores of the lake between hostile tribes | 


of aboriginal warriors during the cen- 
turies preceding the coming of the white 
man. 

“It was in Cayuga lake that the fiend- 
ish murderer Ruloff lowered the bodies 
of his wife and child, 30 years ago, after 
he had murdered them. The bodies were 
inclosed in a chest, as he confessed be- 
fore he was hanged at Binghamton for 
another murder. The weeks that were 
spent in dragging the lake for this chest 
were simply wasted, for it was sunk into 
the mouth of one of those bottomless 
openings, and, if it is not sinking yet, is 
still floating about in those mysterious 
depths. 

‘*Within half a century more than 100 
persons have been drowned in Cayuga 
lake, to recover the bodies of whom the 
grappling iron and drag were used in- 
dustriously, but in vain. If it were pos- 
sible for one to make the rounds of this 
lake’s craterlike bed, he would, without

Farmers Who Say That It Pays Them to 
Feed Wheat to Their Cows. 
Philadelphia milk consumers may 
probably be interested in an experiment 
of the farmers of the Schuylkill valley, 
whence that city receives large quantitie 8 
of its milk. Recently increased ship- 
Wheat, 


in round figures, sells at less than 65 


| cents, and owing to its low price many 


farmers are chopping theirs and feeding 
it to cattle. They say that bran is a 
cent a pound, corn nearly acent a pound, 
oats a cent a pound, and wheat a cent a} 
pound, and that, as wheat has at least | 
one-third more milk producing qualities, 
it is cheaper at present prices to feed it 
than corn or anything else. 

By actual test it was learned that 60 
pounds of wheat make more milk and of 
better quality than the same quantity of 
corn, or almost any other class of feed, 
and it is stated that since Schuylkill val- 
ley shippers are feeding wheat to their 
cows their milk is pronounced of a higher 
standard of excellence. Farmers say that 
they cannot afford to raise wheat for 
flourmaking purposes unless they get 90 
cents to $1 a bushel.—Reading Cor. Phil- 
adelphia Ledger.

A Stage Held Up and a Maid Carried Of 
by a Good Looking Bad Man. 

Aromantic case of kidnaping occurred 
the other day in the country back of 
Mazatlan. The stage between Rosario 
and Mazatlan, which left the former 
place, stopped at 1 a. m. the next day at 
Agua Caliente, where another passenger, 
& young and pretty girl, was taken on. 
She was Carlotta Newman, daughter of 
a poor blind woman living at Mazatlan. 
There were two other passengers, a man 
and a woman. 

The stage left Agua Caliente at 2a. m. 
and had gonegonly a couple of leagues 
when the driver suddenly reined up at a 
call from the roadside, where four men 
on horseback sat coolly pointing re- 
volvers at his head. There was no de- 
mand for coin, and from the quiet man- 
per of the highwaymen the driver could 
draw no idea of the nature of their de- 
mands. While one man held a gun 
pointed at the driver and another at- 
tended the horses the others dismounted 
stepped to the end of the coach and 
courteously requested the young lady to 
come out. The girl recognized thelarger 
man, a magnificent looking fellow, as 
Jose Valdez, her rejected lover, and di- 
vining the plot she begged the passengers 
tosave her. Valdez warned them to do 
nothing, and as they had no firearms 
they dared not protest against the ac- 
tions of the bold robbers. 

After urging Miss Newman to come 
out without avail, Valdez and his com- 
paniontaid hold of her and carried her 
to the horses, placing her upon one and 
tying her to the saddle. The girl's 
shrieks and tears had no effect either in 
hurrying the men or arousing their 
anger. When they were again mounted 
and ready to leave, Valdez turned to the 
driver and said calmly, ‘Go, friend, 
and excuse me for molesting you.” 

The driver lost no time in accepting 
the permission, and the agitated passen- 
gers inside did not breathe easily until 
they saw the party, with the girl in the 
center, gallop over a hill.

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A TOKEN OF ESTEEM. 


Bishop-Elect Hall Peceives a Preset 
From His Parishioners. 

Lonpon, Jan. 12.—At St. John’s vicar- 
agein Kensington, Canon Holland pre- 
sented $0 Father Hall, bishop-elect of 
Vermont, an illuminated address and a 
check for 150 pounds sterling, which had 
been subscribed in small amounts in the 
parishes throughout the country where 
Father Hall had conducted missions. 

In making the presentation Canon Hol- 
land made a speech in which he testified 
to the esteem with which Father Hall was 
regarded. In reply Father Hall asked to 
be allowed to accept the gift as a token of 
sympathy, affection and cordial sisterly 
feeling with the church to which he had 
been calledin America. He dwelt upon 
the value of the two years’ experience he 
had had here, and said that it would en- 
able him to interpret England to America 
and America to England. He thanked 
them with his whole heart and for the re 
minder that there were loving hearts in 
England praying for him and his work in 
America, 

He remarked that he had only been 
allowed to leave the hospital for this 
occasion and he must return there im- 
mediately. Onthe advice of the doctors 
he had postponed the date of his sailing 
for America frpm Jan. 10 to Jan. 17, and 
said he would let them know the date for 
his consecration in Vermont, so that they 
might pray for him especially. 


LOCATED IN CANADA, 


Samuel Thurston's Creditors Would Like 
to Hear From Him. 

PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 12. — Samuel 
Thurston, a man of 70 years, well-known 
in musical circles in this city, mys- 
teriously disappeared from his home last 
August. He was supposed to have been 
lost in the White .nountains or to have 
committed suicide. His relatives and 
friends caused search parties to be organ- 
ized, and for several weeks great excite- 
ment prevailed in this city by reason of 
his disappearance. Three weeks after he 
was last heard of, it was found that he 
owed nearly $20,000 to Boston and New 
York piano manufacturers. 

Nothing has been heard of him from 
that time until yesterday, when one of 
his friends gave out the information that 
Thurston was alive and living in Canada. 
His family deny this and state that they 
are sure he is dead. Heis supposed to be 
in the music business on the other side of 
the line and is reported to be doing well. 
Thurston had swindled many people in 
this state and the information of his busi- 
ness prosperity will be welcome news to 
them. 

Will Not Be Prosecuted. 

PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 12.—Charles Paine, 
the defaulting financial secretary of the 
Odd Fellows, returned to his home in 
this city last night. He left here a week 
ago and went to Montreal, where he 
stayed until his money was exhausted, 
and then determined to return and face 
the music. Although he is unable to ac- 
count for some $3000 intrusted to him by 
the Odd Fellows the society will not pros- 
ecute him, and he will not be arrested. 


At Least Four Drowned. 

LonpoN, Jan. 12.—The Norwegian 
steamer Edison and the Norwegian bark 
Ran came in collision in the channel dur- 
ing a fog. The Edison soon foundered. 
Her crew and the men from the Ran took 
to the boats. One of the boats was cap- 
sized and four of the occupants were 
drowned. The Ran was afterwards 
found abandoned and towed to Portland. 
The fate of the remainder of her crew is 
not knewn. 

Its Fate Already Settled. 

BERLIN, Jan. 12.—In the reichstag the 
provisional commercial arrangement with 
Spain received its second reading. Herr 
Fritzen, on behalf of the Centrists, con- 
tended that a requisite financial reform 
had already been rendered impossible by 
the collapse of the wine tax, Other mem- 
bers took part in the discussion. Herr 
Fritzen’s declaration has probably settled 
the fate of the bill. 

Iilonors to an Actor, 

Boston, Jan. 12.—Henry Irving, after 
the performance of ‘‘Henry VIII’ last 
night, in the Tremont theater, was the re- 
cipient of a reception and banquet at the 
Algonquin, one of the select clubs in this 
city. The reception lasted from 11 to 
midnight, after which an elaborate ban- 
quet was served. Speeches were made by 
Henry Irving, Joseph Jefferson and others. 


Cleveland Must Give the News. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs voted unani- 
mously in favor of reporting favorably on 
the Hitt resolution, calling on President 
Cleveland for the latest information on 
the Hawaiian situation. 

Many Houses Were Burned. 

ATHENS, Jan. 12.—A dispatch fyom Pa- 
tras says that a great fire raged there all 
night. The fire originated in the Hotel 
Olympha and soon spread to another 
hotel and to several houses, «11 of which 
were destroyed. 


To Fight Addicks. 

NEw YoRK, Jan. 12.—Officials of the 
various gaslight companies in Brooklyn 
and Williamsburg have decided to or- 
ganize to prevent J. Edward Addicks of 
Boston from getting control of their 
plants. 


Train Hands Scalded. 
MEADVILLE, Pa., Jan. 12.—A passenger

A TOWN TERRORIZED. 


Mysterious Bandit Believed to Be 
Chris Evans. 


SIX MEN ROBBED AT ONCE. 


A Bloody Shooting Affray In 
a Grocery. 


Fresno, Cal., Jan. 12.—Two men, be- 
lieved to be Chris Evans, the Visalia 
bandit, and his promising pupil, Ed Mor 
rell, raided the town of Fowler. Another 
tale of bloodshed and terror is the result. 
Fowler is a village of 300 inhabitants, 10 
miles southeast of Fresno. 

George Lech, the station agent, and 
three men employed as section hands, 
were in the depot at 7 o’clock, just after 
the Los Angeles express had passed. 
While the four men were talking a 
masked man with a revolver in each hand 
appeared at the open door and ordered 
them to throw up their hands. 

No one hesitated to obey. At this junc- 
ture Howard Harris and A. Vincent, a 
prominent business man of Fowler, 
stepped onthe platform and took in the 
situation. They were about to give the 
elarm when the robbers espied them. The 
masked men then stood the six along the 
wall and went through their pockets. 
They secured a little over $50. 

Tackled a Grocery. 

The daring freebooters then ordered the 
six passengers into the street, made them 
walk down town through the principal 
thoroughfare to Cuter & Goldstein’s 
grocery store. The chief rob»er followed 
his prisoners into the store, and it was evi- 
dently his intention, alone and single 
handed, to loot the grocery. However, 
just as he ordered the men previously in 
the store to throw up their hands, the 
proceeding was interrupted by Constables 
Ochs and Nelson. 

Then began a bloody shooting affray. 
Ochs, with hfs pistol down, rushed into 
the store. The bandit turned upon him 
and fired. Ochs fell and rolled out 
through the door, firing at the robber 
from the door. His aim was wild, how- 
ever, and the constable hit one citi- 
zen through the arm and another in the 
breast. The man hit in the breast was 
struck by a spent bullet, but not seriously 
hurt, though knocked down. During this 
great fusilade the robber escaped and dis- 
appeared in the darkness. 

Pal Helped Him Ont. 

Another robber had appeared upon the 
scene, however, during the battle in the 
grocery. A wagon dashed up tothe door 
and the driver began shooting at Consta- 
ble Ochs, thus ending in the escape of his 
pal. The man in the wagon then drove 
rapidly away. This man answers the de- 
scription of Chris Evans. In the other 
robber, who wore a bandana hankerchief 
over his face, the men attacked believe 
they recognized Ed Morrell. The robber 
told them that his name was Morrell. 

It is believed that the bandits, becoming 
pressed for food and money, came down 
from the mountains determined to make 
araid. A posse left this city to organize 
a pursuit from Fowler. Ochs, who is 
badly wounded in the right thigh and 
groin, was one of the jurors who con- 
victed Chris Evans of the murder of 
Deputy United States Marshal Wilson. 
Ochs declared that he wounded the 
younger of the two robbers. 


Death of Hon, Thomas Clark, 

New Lonpox, Conn.,- Jan. 12. —Hon, 
Thomas Clark died at North Stonington 
of bronchial consumption. He was born 
in Lisbon Dec. 26, 1830. He began his 
business career at North Stonington asa 
merchant. He was comptroller of the 
state in 1887 and 1888, and served in both 
houses of the general assembly. He was 
a delegate to the Republican convention 
in 1868, 
Another Flutter In the Coughlin Trial, 

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—At the Coughlin 
trial yesterday a report was circulated 
that a note, which the wife of one of the 
jurors tried to get to her husband, fell 
into the hands of a bailiff. The note said 
aman had called at the house of the 
juror and told the wife that it would go 
hard with her husband if he voted fora 
verdict against Coughlin. 


Jewelry Thieves’ Big Haul. 
MONTREAL, Jan. 12.—Mr. Cochrenthaler, 
a jeweler, was robbed of $5000 worth of 
jewelry, consisting mostly of diamonds 
which were exposed inoneof the front 
windows. The burglars got in through 
the rear of the store. 


Will Pass a Dividend. 

NEw York, Jan. 12.—The directors of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
company deem it forthe best interests of 
the company not to declare a dividend on 
the capital stock of the company at the 
present time. 


Holman Is For a Protectorate, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Holman res- 
olution for a protectorate over Hawaii 
has not yet been introduced. He says that 
he anticipates a general clearing up of 
the Hawaiian tangle before long. 


Crushed by Falling Slate. 
SoMERSET, Pa., Jan. 12.—Samuel Walker 
and Ezra Baer, farmers, were so badly 
crushed by falling slate in a limestone 
quarry that they died ina few hours. 
They were brothers-in-law. 


Kossuth Is Not Dead. 

TURIN, Jan. 12.—There is no foundation 
forthe report that Louis Kossuth, the 
aged Hungarian patriot, is dead. Kos- 
suth is enjoying the very best of health, 


Democrats Hold the Fort. 
TRENTON, Jan. 12.—The opinion of the 
atterney general on the legality of the 
Republican senate is not yet completed. 
The Democrats are again in possession of 
the senate chamber. 


To Help the Poor. 

ALBANY, Jan. 12.—The senate adopted a 
resolution in the form of an appeal to all 
officers of the state and municipalities to 
contribute 21-2 per cent of their salaries 
to the poor.

THE SPIRIT OF THE AGE. 


Upon It Rests the System of Commercial 
Individualism and Laissez Faire. 

At St. Paul’s church, Boston, recent- 
ly Rey. Charles Ferguson of Cohasset 
preached an interesting sermon upon 
“The Industrial Crisis—Work for the 
Workless.” He said: 

We are standing in the presence of a 
great absurdity—not amusing, but trag- 
ic—the spectacle of a million working- 
men compulsorily idle in a country ca- 
pable by nature of giving work and bread 
to ten times the earth’s population, a 
country wherein everybody admits-and 
asserts the common duty and the com- 
mon right to labor. 

The causes of this phenomena are not 
local and not transient. We are ap- 
proaching the climax of the nineteenth 
century in nearly even pace with all the 
great nations of the world. The root of 
the whole worldwide trouble is a pe- 
culiar and modern quality of our old 
primal selfishness permeating society 
from top to bottom—selfishness for the 
first time in the world’s history formu- 
lated into a creed and erected into a sys- 
tem—the system of commercial individ- 
ualism and laissez faire, out of which 
has sprung this infidel disbelief of man 
in man and the consequent failure of 
commercial credit. 

You cannot love and trust your neigh- 
bor if you find in him only an intelli- 
gent apparatus for the calculation of his 
own ‘enlightened self interest.” The 
nations are weary of this profane gospel 
of greed. God is about to change all 
that. The spirit of the age is more than 
the body of the age—it rises to do the 
work of the Holy Ghost. Men must 
soon be found who are willing to do 
business that does not pay. I think 
that is the precise specific. It is nota 
nostrum. There is no patent onit. It 
is the open secret of Christ. The busi- 
ness of Jesus did not pay, neither did 
the business of the prophets and apos- 
tles, and no genuine and noble work of 
painter, poet, soldier or craftsman, no 
true labor and pain of good worker or 
good fighter was ever done and suffered 
since the world began—for mere pay. 

There is no need to argue theimmoral- 
ity of this utter commercial selfishness. 
We have before our eyes the demonstra- 
tion of its entire folly and impracticabil- 
ity. Itis not merely desirable that men 
be found who are willing to do business 
that does not pay. It is absolutely neces- 
sary. Thirty years ago there were found 
men who offered their lives to their coun- 
try. Weshall find men now who will 
offer their dividends, though indeed this 
ag be somehow a more difficult sacri- 

ce. 

The plain way to find work for the 
workless is that they who have land and 
capital shall go on with useful enter- 
prises or embark in new ones straight- 
way, being principally careful that their 
enterprises shall be useful and helpful, 
and only secondarily careful that they 
shall yield rent, interest or profit. There 
is not the slightest danger of overproduc- 
tion of the common necessaries and de- 
cencies of life. There are not good houses 
enough; there are not warm coats enough; 
there is not bread and butter enough; 
there are not well cleared fields enough 
in Massachusetts. There are roads to be 
made, swamps to be drained, wells to be 
dug, dikes to be built—and every stroke 
of the work shall permanently enrich 
the commonwealth—and yet I suppose 
it will not pay. 

But America has a right to expect 
something from this quarter. If the 
heart is the seat of the passions of love 
and honor and self devotion, then Boston 
is the heart of America. Here, then, if 
anywhere in America, shall be formed 
that generous syndicate of capitalists to 
put down capitalism. Here, if anywhere, 
shall be found men brave enough to defy 
the law of the market in order to keep 
the law of God. 


Chicago’s Welcome to Labor. 

On behalf of the Chicago trades as- 
sembly W. C. Pomeroy delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome at the opening of the 
recent convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Among other things 
he said: 

We would wish to bid you welcome to a pros- 
perous city, but truth will not justify the as- 
sertion. Things are here as they are, but not 
as they should be. We bid you welcome inthe 
name of 100 monopolists and 50,000 tramps, here 
where Mammon holds high carnival in palaces, 
while mothers are heartbroken, children are 
starving and men are looking in vain for work. 

We bid you welcome in the name of a hun- 
dred thousand idle men, in the name of those 
edifices dedicated to the glory of God, but 
whose doors are closed tonight tothe stary- 
ing and poor; in the name of the ministers 
who fatten from the vineyards of God, forget- 
ting that God’s children are hungry and have 
no place to lay their heads; in the name of the 
pillarsof the sweating system, of the million- 
aires and deacons whose souls are endangered 
by their appetites for gold; in the name of the 
wageworkers who sweat blood which is coined 
into golden ducats; in the name of the insane 
asylums and poorhouses packed by people 
crazed by care in this land of plenty. 

We will show you exhibits of Chicago that 
were not shown at the fair grounds—of her 
greatness and her weakness. Tonight we will 
show you hundreds of men ‘ying on the rough 
stone in the corridors of this very building—no 
home, no food—men able and willing to work, 
but for whom there is none. 

It is a time for alarm—alarm for the contin- 
uation of a government whose sovereign states 
are delivered to railway magnates, coal parons 
and speculators. 

When the speaker conclu“ed, the ap- 
plause continued for several moments, 

Worse Than In Russia. 

W. T. Stead, editor of the English 
magazine The Review of Reviews, said 
to a Chicago reporter the other day: “I 
have seen prisoners in one of the worst 
prisons of St. Petersburg, but they were 
better housed than your unemployed in 
the Harrison street police station. The 
Russian criminals were at least provided 
with a plank bed on which to rest, and 
they were not driven together as your 
unemployed are, so that one could not 
turn without disturbing his neighbor. I 
have seen nothing like the scene at the 
Harrison street police station.”

Representative Everett of Massachusetts 
Favors the Measure—His Speech Weil 
Received—Congressman Payne Makes a 
Strong Appeal For Protection—Secre- 
tary Carlisle’s Flattering Offer. 


WASHINGTON,Jan. 13.—In the house this 
morning the senate amendments to the 
house joint resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a joint commission to examine 
into all questions relating to the person- 
nel of the navy were agreed to, and then 
McGreary presented from the foreign af- 
fairs com mittee the Hitt resolution, call- 
ing upon the president for all informa- 
tion relating to Hawaiian affairs received 
since the transmission of his recent mes- 
sage. McCreary asked unanimous con- 
sent for the consideration of the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Richardson (Dem., Tenn.) objected. 
As he did so, Mr. Boutelle, who had just 
entered the hall, caught the drift of 
things and interposed the remark that if 
Mr. Richardson had not objected he 
should have done so, since unanimous 
consent had been refused him for the con- 
sideration of the naval resolution. A 
house under three men might just as well 
be held up by one man, he remarked sar- 
castically. The tariff debate was then re- 
sumed. ; 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania completed 
his speech against the bill began yester- 
day. 

Mr. Everett of Massachusetts followed. 
He declared that it was his present inten- 
tion to support the Wilson bill. alttiough 
it did not go far enough in his opinion. 
He should offer amendments to meet his 
principal objections. What the country 
demanded, he said, 

Was Action, Not Talk. 

He felt it his duty to explain his position. 
lest it might be said that his former as- 
sociations with the Republican party 
would leave an implication that he still 
acquiesced in the theory of protection. It 
was not because he was ranked as a Dem- 
ocrat that he would vote for this measure. 
but because for years he had believed that 
broad patriotism has demanded a reform 
in the tariff in the interest of the people. 
He had voted for Mr. Cleveland in 1884 
and unlike some of the Mugwumps of 
these days had continued his support of 
him in 1888 and 1892. He inveighed against 
further delay of the tariff reform. The 
time to do a right thing, said he, was 
when those believe it is right have the 
power to do it. 

The whole business and mercantile 
world expects the Democratic party to act 
and if we now turn sullen from our work 
in response to the protests of selfish inter- 
ests we will prove ourselves the knaves 
and fool our enemies delight to believe us. 

He sketched the tariff history of the 
country, his remarks being replete with 
a humor that drew and held the attention 
of the house, and elicited frequent ap- 
plause and laughter. He commended the 
free list and madea glowing appeal for 
free books and sanitary earthenware. He 
declared for greater simplicity in the 
tariff schedulcs. In concluding, Mr. Ev- 
erett quoted the words of Sir H. Curry to 
Sir Robert Peel, when he was trying to 
reform the tariff in England in 1846, to 
look beyond the few fleeting years of that 
generation to the welfare of the future. 
Dr. Everett was accorded quite an ovation 
when he finished. 

Mr. Black (Dem.) in support of the bill. 
Had hethe power, he said, he would make 
commerce as free as the winds of heaven. 

Congressman Payne's Speech, 

Representative Sereno E. Payne, one of 
the Republican members of the ways and 
means committee, said: There are many 
gentlemen who sit on the other side who 
represent constituencies that believe in 
protection. You know that the remon- 
strances sent in by Democratic workmen 
the country over were not inspired by 
slavish fear of masters. These men never 
knew a master.

The unwelcome task of introducing a 
petition in favor of the passage of the 
Wilson bill fell to Senator Hoar, (Rep.

‘These gentle 
men,” said the senator, ‘‘are very much 
interested in the reduction of the hours of 
labor, and the passage of the Wilson bill 
will prevent any hours of labor at all.’ 


FLATTERING OFFER. 


Secretary Carlisle Wanted In Ohio at a 
Salary of $25,000 a Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Secretary John 
G. Carlisle has until the first of next 
month to decide whether he will continue 
to earn $8000 a year as secretary of the 
treasury. or make $25,000 a year as presi- 
dent and legal adviser of a big financial 
institution, which is now being organized 
by some of the leading capitalists of Ohio 
and the adjoining states. 

Secretary Carlisle has consulted with 
anumber of his friends, and nearly all 
of them have told him that he ought to 
accept the offer. 

Mr. Carlisle is not a millionaire, but he 
has never been very ambitious for wealth. 
Mrs. Carlisle is opposed to her husbahd’s 
leaving public life, having ambitions for 
him politically. She believes that he will 
yet reach the White House. 

Some of Mr. Carlisle’s friends say that 
he could continue as secretary of the treas- 
ury until the financial difficnlties and the 
tariff legislation are arranged, and then it 
would be a good time for him to retire 
temporarily from public life. He would 
retire at the height of his success, and the 
money he would earn in the meantime 
would be necessary should he become a 
dential candidate. 

A rumor is current here to the effect 
that Chief Justice Fuller contemplates re- 
signing, and that Secretary Carlisle is to 
succeed him on thesupreme bench. Judge 
Fuller declares that the story is absurd, 
and Secretary Carlisle says he knows 
nothing about it.

Editorial Comment, 


Ir HAS again been demonstrated that 
the property at Houghs Neck is not 
entirely at the mercy of fire, and there can 
no longer be a doubt of the wisdom of 
extending the fire alarm to that section. 
The alarm on Friday was quickly given 
and the response was very prompt. Al- 
though a high wind was blowing the flames 
were confined to the building in which they 
originated and the large farm barn saved. 
It was a bitter night to take the ride to 
this bleak section of the city, and it was a 
hard fight for the boys, but they are equal 
to all emergencies. 


Ir was hardly expected that the Su- 
preme court would compel the city to 
surrender all the Woodward fund and 
property which it has carefully guarded 
and invested forso many years, but after 
the doubt raised the favorabie decision is 
welcome news, and the city is now in a 
positionto go ahead. It is a matter of 
general regret that the clause ‘* Quincy 
born girls’? could not have been modified 
but it cannot be gainsaid that the language 
of the will was not plain on this point. 
The Board of Management is also puzzled 
to provide education for girls between 10 
20 years which shall equal that *‘ taught in 
any other similiar institute in the State.” 
To furnish a grammar, academical and 
collegiate course of institution to all the 
Quincy born girls on an income of about 
$15,000 per year will be difficult. The 
decision in full of the Supreme court in 
another column will be of interest. 


FIRE AT HOUGHS NECK, 


Department Able to Do Good Work in 
Saving Other Buildipga. 

If anyone has the idea that the life of a 
fireman in a country is fun, they should 
have been a member of the department 
Friday afternoon and taken the ran to the 
fire at Houghs Neck. 

It would have convinced the most scep- 
tical person that it is not all fun. 

It was shortly before five o’clock when 
the whistle and bells sounded box 14, which 
notified the department that their services 
were needed at Houghs Neck. 

A ride to Houghs Neck at any time 
during the winter is not pleasant and on 
Friday night, with the wind blowing sixty 
miles an hour and the fire horses making 
their best time, it was anything but de- 
sirable, 

The riding was not very bad until that 
long piece of open road between Mosquito 
bridge and Capt. Dixon’s was reached, and 
here it seemed at times as though the wind 
would lift the apparatus from the street. 

When the site of the old Willow house 
was reached it was seen that the old 
Littlefield homestead was a roaring mass 
of flames. 

When the department arrived the steamer 
wasrun down the hill at the left to the 
pond hole and a line of hose run to the 
building. The steamer did not have suction 
hose enough and it was some moments 
before they were able to get ahole through 
the ice and get the steamer near enough to 
it. 

The wind seemed to increasein velccity, 
and the sparks from the burning house 
were blown directly upon the large barn 
not far away, and it looked as though this 
building was also doomed. 

The snow on the roof of the barn pro- 
tected it for a time. Then the corner of 
the ridge pole took fire. Ladders were 
immediately placed on the barn and a line 
of Hose from Chemical No. 1 kept the 
sparks from setting fire to the roof. 

By tbis time two streams from the 
steamer was being thrown on the burning 
house, which wassoon subdued, although 
it was nearly 9 o’clock before the depart- 
ment left for home, and the recall was 
sounded. 

The ride down was bad enough, bat the 
ride home was much worse and everybody 
was glad when the Centre was reached, as 
the temperature was somewhat warmer. 

The building, which was owned by C., C. 
Hodgkinson, was valued from $800 to $1000 
and is a total loss.

THE FUND IS OURS. 


The Supreme Court Discovers No 
Breach by City of 


WILL OF LATE DR, WOODWARD. 


No Relief However for 
Out of Quincy. 


The instructions asked by the city rela- 
tive to the Woodward will and the decision

of Judge Holmes of the Supreme court, 
are given in full below: 


The Instructions Asked. 
1—Whether it (the city) can safely invest 
any part or the whole of the property of 
said fuaod in the purchase or construction 
of asuitable building for the use of said 
school. 

2—Is this complainant obliged at all 
hazards and in any event to guarantee said 
fund shall be so invested as to bear interest 
at the rate provided in said will, and in 
case said fund is not ‘‘ guaranteed”? with 
said interest under said devises or either of 
them, providing it exercises due care and 
diligence in the endeavor to invest the 
same so as to bear interest at that rate ? 

3—If the proviso as to guaranty of inter- 
est is binding on this complainant, does it 
require it to guarantee interest on such 
part of said fund as may be reasonably in- 
vested in land, buildings and appliances for 
the use of said school. 

4—Has this complainant authority to 
raise money by the taxation of its inhabi- 
tan's for the purpose of guaranteeing 
interest as provided in said will or for the 
support of said school ? 

5—Is the provision in said will restricting 
the use of said school to the education of 
females born in Quincy a valid restriction, 
and will it prevent the attendance at the 
same of females of the proper age, resi- 
dent in Quincy, but not born therein ? 

6—If the restriction referred to in the 
fifth prayer for instruction is valid, does it 
prevent the incidental use of said school by 
females of proper age, resident in Quincy, 
but not born therein, upon payment for 
tuition ? 

7—Under the provisions of said will are 
females of the proper aye born in Quincy 
but not resident therein, entitled to attend 
said school ? 

S8—Can girls of the proper age who do 
not reside in Quincy be permitted to attend 
said school by paying for their tuitions ? 

9—For such other and further instruc- 
tions in the premises as may to this 
honorable court seem meet. 

The Court Says. 


“This is a bill for instructions brought 
by the city of Quincy as trustee under the 
will of Ebenezer Woodward of property 
devised to it upon certain charitable 
trusts. The trustees of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, to whom the property is limited over 
in certain events, are made defendants, 
and, although no instructions are asked on 
that point, they set up a claim to the 
property on the ground that the plaintiff 
has broken the conditions imposed by the 
will. Perhaps undec tbe decisions in this 
state, instructions could be asked as to 
whether there bad been aforfeiture. Fair- 
banks y. Belknap, 135 Mass. 179, 184. 
When trustees are allowed to maintain a 
bill for instructions upon a question in 
which they are interested they are allowed 
to have their interests represented, bat by 
different counsel from those supporting 
the bill. Batchelder, petitioner, 147 Mass. 
465, 471. Butif that rule would apply to 


a case like the present, still as the 
question arises here, the counsel sign- 
ing the bill were the proper per- 


sons to argue it. The allegation of a 
forfeiture must be regarded as a plea in 
bar, which, if made out, would show rea- 
son for our refusing to give the instruc- 
tions asked. Whether the prayer in the 
answer that the plaintiff may be ordered to 
transfer the fund to the defendants could 
be sustained under St. 1887, c. 383, §3, it is 
unnecessary to consider, inasmuch as in 
our opinion the facts agreed do not amount 
to a forfeiture. 

The limitation over in the wil! is as fol- 
lows: ‘‘If the town of Quincy refuses to 
accept the above property on the terms 
herein specified, or fail to comply with the 
words and intent of this will, as determined 
by good judges, or should surrender the 
property or use it for any other purpose 
than contemplated in this will, then I 
bequeath the said property to the Trustees 
of Dartmouth College, to be used by them 
in the manner they may think best for the 
promotion of science and literature.”” The 
gift reads “I give and bequeath to the 
town of Quincy in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and County of Norfolk, in 
its corporate capacity, all my real estate 
in the Town of Quincy, and all the pews I 
may Own in the various meeting-houses or 
churches in and out of town, at my death, 
with the exception etc. * * * * ® as 
a Fund for purposes to be hereafter 
mentioned, to be disposed of or kept as the 
town may think proper; the sales, together 
with the rents and profits and income, 
from whatever source obtained, to be kept 
as a perpetual fund guaranteed by the 
town with six per cent. forever, for the 
purposes to be hereinafter mentioned, viz. 
And then follow eleven clauses of direc- 
tions including an independent devise to a 
third person, before the clause of forfeit- 
ure first above stated.

The fact chiefly relied on as a failure to 
comply with the will is the alleged failure 
of the plaintiff to give such a guarantee as 
is required by the words last quoted. They 
are taken to require an express contract 
with some one not specified, guaranteeing 6 
per cent. interest, as a condition precedent 
to the vesting of the gift, or, if the making 
of the contract is not such a condition, the 
capacity to make it, at least, is said to be 
so, on the principle of Bullard v. Shirley, 
153 Mass. 5 
be the consideration and inducement of the 
gift. 

If we adopted a ans of the will 
approacking this, we should have to con- 
sider whether, since the town accepted the 
devise without reserve and thereby became 
bound to do what it lawfully could do to 
observe the requirements of the testator, it 
did not contract with the executors as re- 
quired, (Cary Library, v. Bliss, 151 Mass. 
364,) so far as it had power to do so, and 
whether the will could be taken to require 
any contract beyond what it was within 
the power of towns under the constitution 
and statutes to make. If the condition 
were construed to go beyond the powers of 
the town, the further question would arise 
whether it was not void. Drury v. Natick, 
10 Allen, 169, 183. Giles y. Boston Father- 
less and Widows’ Society, 10 Allen, 355, 
357. Jones v. Habersham, 107, U.S. 174, 
183. MacDonough v. Murdoch, 15 Howard, 
367, 411, 412. Weare of opinion that the

In the first place the word ‘guaranteed’ 
qualifies the word ‘fund,’ and the fund 
which is to be guaranteed is not the fund 
first mentioned in the words of the gift, 
consisting of real estate and pews, some of 
which, by clause ten, of the same article, 
canuot be sold or let for some years. 


real estate is kept there is no need ofa 
guaranty of that, and none is required. 
The requirement, therefore, plainly is a 
condition subsequent, as the town could 
have no such fund until it had received 
and held the gift, for some time. More- 
over, the provision does not express the 
object of the gift, as was the case in 
Bullard y. Shirley, but merely a means of 
securing the fund, so that it may be forth- 
coming for application to the object. It 
does not set forth the consideration, but 
merely an administrative detail. 

Again what is to be guaranteed ? 
Grammatically and primarily, the fund, 
and in our opinion, by a true construction, 
nothing else. The words, ‘with 6 per 
cent.,’ might be taken, no doubt, to bring 
in interest also, but it seems to us more 
reasonable to regard these words as direct- 
ing that the returns expected from the 
guaranteed fund estimated at what at the 
date of the will was a conservative rate of 
interest, also were to be kept and applied 
as set forth. It is impossible that the tes- 
tator should have expected the town to 
guarantee interest on the whole of the 
fund, for the institute was to be built and 
furnished, and no source of money for 
these purposes was provided except the 
fund in question. 

The testator cannot have meant that the 
money used for the building and plant 
should be guaranteed to yield six per cent. 
interest. So again he recommends the 
clearing out of a creek and the building of 
wharves. He cannot have expected a 
constant return to be guaranteed from 
money used in this way. But further- 
more we are not to construe the will as 
imposing a condition which is contrary to 
law unless the language plainly has that 
meaning. We are not to assume with- 
out necessity that the testator cither 
was ignorant of petty obvious law or de- 
fined it in shaping the conditions of a 
scheme which he was anxious to have 
carried out. Grammatically, we construe 
‘with six per cent.’ as qualifying ‘ kept,’ 
and substantially as qualifying the appli- 
cation ordered, which may be expressed by 
adding to ‘kept’ the implied words ‘and 
applied.’ Limited as we have limited it, 
the word ‘ guaranteed’ does not require any 
contract of the plaintiff, but is used in a 
popular sense to indicate that the fund is 
to be kept good and applied as directed. 

It should be noticed that in clause 10,

|FREE SILVER BILL 


House Committee on Coinage 


Will Report One. 


BLAND’S SCHEME IS INDORSED. 


Secretary Shall Immediately Issue Silver 
Certificates and Bullion In the Treas- 
ury Shall Be Coined Into Dollars—Bill 
Will Be Keported to the House at Ear- 


Hest Possible Moment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The house com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and meas- 
ures has ordered a favorable report on the 
Bland bill, providing for the coinage of 
the silver bullion now held in the treas- 
ury. The vote was 9 to 8strictly silver 
and anti-silver. 

The bill provides that the secretary of 
the treasury shall immediately issue sil- 
ver certificates against the seigniorage 
silver, amounting to $55,156,681, which 
shall be immediately available for the 
payment of current government expenses, 
and that the seigniorage silver itself shall 
be coined as fast as possible into dollars, 
to be held in the treasury for the redemp- 
tion of the certificates. 

The second section provides that the re- 
mainder of the silver bullion purchased 
under the Sherman act shall be coined as 
fast as practicable, and the dollars shall 
be held for the redemption of treasury 
notes issued for its purchase. The certifi- 
cates are to be cancelled as fast as the sil- 
ver is coined for redemption and silver 
certificates 

May Be Issued on Such Notes. 


Mr. Bland will report the bill at the 
earliest possible moment, the committee 
is privileged in that respect. 

Mr. Oates (Dem., Ala.) who has a bill of 
similar import before the committee, ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at the action of 
the committee. “It is not exactly what 
my bill provides, but it will serve to meet 
the present exigency,” he said. 

It will provide the money to pay press- 
ing liabilities, and obviate the necessity of 
a bond issue. The bullion is in the treas- 
ury, and what else can you do with it? 
The outstanding certificates cannot be re- 
deemed with it: it must first be coined.”

TRADE WITH MEXICO. 


High Duty Is the Only Obstacle to Heavy 
Dealings In Flour. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—John F. Critten- 
den, consul general to Mexico, in reply to 
the wheat circular of the United Statesre 
ports: The standard of living in the valley 
of Mexico is from $30 to $60 a month for a 
family of six. There is no reason why the 
Mexican people should not be ready to eat 
American flour, Mexican flour being in- 
feriorly milled is consumed in this city to 
the extent of 22,200,000 annually. 

The facilities for shipping from the 
United States tothe City of Mexico are 
several, but the freight rates are not so 
favorable as from Europe. Steamship 
lines deliver European goods into Vera 
Cruz and Tampico from 10 to 25 per cent 
cheaper. The high duty on flour is at 
present the only obstacle in the way of an 
extensive trade in American flour. 

There are no prospects whatsoever under 
the present circumstances for doing any 
business in American flour in this section 
of the country. I think the present 
American should abolish all 
duties on all importations from Mexico, 
and sooner or later such liberality would 
secure a corresponding one from the 
Mexican government.

Of a Manchester 
From Felonious Assault. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Jan. 13.—Georgit 
Marcreau, a cgmely young woman em 
ployed at Vining’s hotel, was the victim 
of a felonious assault last night which 
has left herin an enfeebled and distress 
ing condition. She was proceeding to her 
home in East Manchester at the close of 
work last night, and in order to shorten 
the distance proceeded across the basebal)} 
grounds by a beaten path.

Before reaching this she revived and 
recommenced the struggle to release her 
self, She escaped, only to be felled to the 
ground again, and finally was forced in 
side the room. : 

There the fight was of the most terrific 
character as is evinced by the blood stains 
and shreds of clothing which Kelley tore 
from Miss Marcreau’s person. Before 
Kelley could succeed in his design she es- 
caped a second time and ran with all 
speed her strength would admit across 
the grounds. Kelley did not follow, and 
late at night he was arrested by Detec 
tives O'Dowd and Hildreth, by means of 
the excellent description furnished of him 
by Miss Marcreau. 


“GO AHEAD.” 


The Sheriff Complied and Murderer Wel- 
sor Was Promptly Executed. 


St. Lovts, Jan. 13.—Sam Welsor. the 
murderer of Clementine Manning, spent 
last night in eating oysters and drinking 
beer and talking with the two deputy 
sheriffs who formed the death watch: He 
was escorted to the scaffold at 8 o’clock. 
When asked if he had anything to say, 
he simply replied, without a tremor: “Go 
Ahead.” The drop fell at $:03. His neck 
was broken. In 12 minutes the body was 
cut down and prepared for burial. 

The crime for which Welsor was hanged 
was the murder of Clementine Manning 
at herroom, corner of Walnut and Tenth 
streets. He had lived with the woman 
for a number of years, but left her, going 
to St. Paul. Hearing through a news- 
paper item that she had won a prize of 
$1500 in a lottery he came back and de- 
munded that he be reinstated in her affec- 
tions. As an earnest of her regard for 
him he demanded that the major portion 
of her prize be used to start him in the 
saloon business. His propositions were 
refused. Sending her sister, who was in 
the room, for a pitcher of beer, Welsor, as 
soon as the sister was gone, shot Clemen- 
tine to death. 

On trial the defense of insanity was put 
up. The principal evidence of mental 
weakness was the fact that Welsor car. 
ried in his pocket the shrivelled and 
mummified finger of a dead negro with 
which it was his practice to stir the fre 
quent glasses of whisky which he drank.

In the Cellar Badly Injured. 


PorTLAND, Me., Jan. 13.—At 11 this 
morning clerks in Scanlan’s sporting 
goods store on Monument square were in 
the cellar fixing the fire when an explo- 
sion occurred, knocking the front of the 
store into the street and setting the place 
on fire.

JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 13.—Adjutant Gen 
eral Houston, commander of the Flerida 
militia, was in Jacksonville yesterday and 
held a consultation with the sheriff of 
Duval connty and the officers of the local 
military.

He said 
that he was sent by Governor Mitchell to 
consult with the local officials in regard 
to the feeling in this country concerning 
the fight. At the meeting, itis said, the 
local militia stated they would not turn 
out to stop the bi:tle should they be or- 
dered to do so by the governor. This can- 
not be verified, as the officials refuse to 
make a positive statement. General 
Houston was emphatic in saying that the 
fight would be stopped at all hazards, 
but he would say nothing in regard to the 
plan which would be carried out. 

The Duval Athletic club men say that 
the adjutant general’s presence in town 
means nothing more than that the gov- 
ernor wishes to keep up his pretensions of 
hostility to the contest and that it was 
intended for a “bluff” to the newspapers, 
hoping that such accounts of the affair 
would be sent out as would discourage 
patrons of the battle. : 

This is the general opinion in the city 
todey. Although the officers of the local 
mifitia will say nothing, others in the 
companies are not so reserved. They say 
that they will refuse to obey orders to 
turn ont and will stand court martial 
rather than do so. This feeling seems to 
prevail with all the members of the local 
militia. 

General Houston says that the sheriff 
will stand firm in his resolution to pre- 
vent the contest, but as that official has 
expressed no public intention of such 
nature the opinion is that he has been 
latterly convinced of what his duty is or 
else the general was “bluffing.” 


LEGAL COMPLICATION. 


Willis May Have Had No Right to Make 
Demand on Dole. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. —The legislational 
lawyers of the house have detected a legal 
complication in connection with the Ha- 
waiian situation, which may result in 
bringing in question the authority of Min- 
ister Willisto make a demand on Presi- 
dent Dole to retire. Up to Dec. 18 last 
Presidént Cleveland and the executive | 
branch of the government were directing 
the ccurse of Hawaiian affairs. But on 
that day Mr. Cleveland’s message was 
sent to congress stating that he would 
turn over the subject to the broader au- 
thority of congress and would thereafter | 
co-operate in any just solution which con- 
gress might propose. 

The president’s course in turning [that 
subject over to congress,was undoubtedly 
communicated to Minister Willis at once, 
but word could not have reached Hono- 
lulu until Dec. 26, at the earliest. The 
message of Dec. 18 had practically can- 
celled the instructions,and yet Mr. Willis, 
not knowing of the change, acted on the 
cancelled instructions. 

The date on which Minister Willis made 
the demand on President Dole to retire 
was Dec. 18—this was after Mr. Cleveland 
had given the subject to congress. Under 
these circumstances, these lawyers of con- 
gress are asking as to the authority of 
Willis te act. Judge Culbertson, chair- 
man of th» judiciary committee, said that 
Minister Willis was bound by early in- 
structions until he received notice that 
they were changed. Representative Ray- 
nor of Maryland, of the foreign affairs 
committee, is investigating this legal 
point. 


HARVARD BASEBALL. 


Balance on Right Side but Expenses Were 
Unusually Heavy. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 13.—The gradn- 
ate treasurer’s report of Harvard base- 
ball expenses for the year 1892-93 was sub- 
mitted to the athletic committee this 
morning. The report shows a handsome 
balance of $5346.56, which[places this sea- 
son’s management on a sound financial 

is. Total receipts for the year reached 
.76, while the total expenses were 
$18,477.20. 

This is the heaviest annual expenditure 
ever known in the history of Harvard base 
ball teams. In 189) the year’s expenses 
were $7823, and in 1801 $5586. This enor- 
mous increase is considered unwarranted, 
and the treasurer suggests that under 
careful management the expenses should 
not be over $10,000 at the outside. 


First Blow at the Saloons, 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Jan. 13.—The first 
blow toward the closing of the 400 saloons 
of the city has been struck. Imperative 
orders have been issued from the police 
department that every saloon, including 
hotels and eating houses, where wines 
and liquors are served, shall close their 
doors at 19 o'clock p. m., and refusal to 
comply with these instructions means 
that the proprietors will be turned out of 
business. Dining rooms where liquors 
are served will not be permitted to open 
on Sunday, and screens and partitions 
which obstruct the view of the interior of 
saloons from the street are to be at once 
removed.

friends that guarded her house every niglit, 
they were armed only with clubs, and that 
men shabbily dressed had been often seen 
prowling about the adjoining premises —a 
schoolhouse, with a large yard. 

I informed her that I was authorized by ths 
president to offer protection either on one of 
our warships or at the legation and desired 
her to accept the offer at once. She declined, 
saying she believed that it was best for her to 
remain at her own residence.

It is said that Minister Willis grew 
impatient at Dole’s delay in formulating 
his reply to Willis’ demand of abdication 
and urged greater haste, whereupon Dole 
called upon Willis and frankly admitted 
he did not propose to submit his reply 
until the arrival of a vessel on which it 
could be dispatched simultaneously with 
the departure of the Corwin; whereupon 
Willis agreed that the Corwin should 
carry the dispatches of the provisional 
government.

FIVE MINUTES BACH. 


Time Limit In Order on the Tariff 
Speeches. : 


THE HORNBLOWER NOMINATION 


May Crowd Out Other Busi- 
ness In the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The real work 
on the tariff bill commenced today when 
the bill begun to be read by sections and 
is open to amendment under the five min- 
ute rule. From the bill will be 
in constant danger of amendment, and 
the house Democratic leaders have urged 
upon all their colleagues the absolute 
necessity of their continual presence until 
the final vote is taken. 

The committee amendments necessary 
to correct imperfections in the bill will 
have the right of way. The amendments 
which the committee offers are considered 
pending and take precedence over amend- 
ments offered by individual members. The 
bill will first be read by sections under 
the special order and thereafter be open 
to amendment in any part. 

The decision of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee to report the in- 
come tax and other internal revenue fea- 
tures of the committee’s revenue plan as 
a separate measure removes one of the 
main dangers to the bill, as the opposi- 
tion to the inco tax feature was for- 
midable, especially in the east, and some 
of it was of such character that, had the 
propositien been placed in the bill, it 
would have arrayed many Democratic 
members against the whole measure.

Possible Change In Sugar. 

The fact that the proposition is not in- 
cluded in the_ bill will, it is thought, 
strengthen the attempt to remove the su- 
gar bounty and substitutein its stead a 
duty of one cent on sugar. Should this 
be done it would raise $35,000,000 of rev- 
enue and save $10,000,000 of sugar bounty, 
and remove the necessity for and proba- 
bly kill the income tax proposition, 
which itis now the purpose of the com- 
mittee to present later with the internal 
revenue bill. Itis not believed that the 
attempts to restore a portion of the duty 
on coal, iron ore, lumber and other raw 
materials placed on the free list in the 
bill will be successful. 

According toa careful canvass of the 
house made by the friends of the measure 
it would seem that this particular oppo 
sition lacks both cohesion and the numer- 
ical strength to carry the amendmeuts 
through. Little Democratic opposition to 
the bill has manifested itself duving the 
general debate, and the Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee express confidence 
that the bill will go through practically 
in an unamended form—with the possible 
exception of the sugar schedule 

On this proposition the committee is 
itself divided, those favoring an individ- 
ual income tax supporting the free sugar 
proposition, and the opponents of the in- 
come tax favoring the restoration of the 
sugar duty in order to do away with the 
necessity for anincome tax. 

The great difficulty in the way of the 
modification of the bill in this particular, 
however, even if it should develop great 
strength on the Democratic side, is that 
the Republicans will not vote to restore a 
duty on sugar, which was placed on the 
free list by the McKinley law. 

The most important committee work of 
the week will be that before the ways and 
means committee, where the internal rev- 
enue bill is still under consideration. It 
was practically settled that the measure 
should contain an income tax, an in- 
creased tax on whisky and on playing 
cards and cigarets. But by the unex- 
pected change of attitude of Representa- 
tive Bynum in moving a reconsideration 
of the internal revenue features, there is 
much doubt as to what the committee 
will ultimately do withNhe bill. 

The committee on foreign affairs have 
reported all the L-awaiian resolutions re- 
ferred to them.

The Street Railway Stock. 

President John R. Graham, of the 
Quincy & Boston street railway is confined 
to his home with the grip. 

A representative of the LepGrer found 
him ready to talk about the stock offered 
for sale by the street railwaycompany. We 
have already sold half of the $20,000 we 
want to raise, he said, to the citizens of 
Quincy and Wevmouth and it looks as 
though the balance would be sold before 
the first of February as it is possible that 
the directors at their next meeting will 
vote to add the interest from Oct. 1, to all 
stock bought after Feb. 1. The stock is 
actually worth $125 per share as it pays 6 
per cent, and as it is free from taxes it is 
paying equal to 7} per cent. As a safe in- 
vestment the Quincy & Boston has more 
advantages, than most stock, as there is 
no bonds or mortgages on our property and 
the real estate alone is worth $5,500. We 
are feeling the general business depression 
very slightly and our receipts average the 
same as last year, for what we are loosing 
on the West Quincy line is more than 
balanced by our extension to North Wey- 
mouth.

Schoolmaster Putnam. 


Few probably remember Mr. Granville B.

MISSIONARY PUDDEFOOT. 


He Does Not Appeal in Vain to Congre- 
gationalists of Quincy. 

Few missionaries can hold an audience 
and interest them to such an extent as did 
tev. W. G. Puddefoot at the Congrega- 
tional church, Sunday. His appeal for 
help for the home missions is one that 
could not go uvheeded. He said hard 
crimes were worse than hard times, and 
they were rapidly increasing. The record 
for the United States for 1893, was 7,000 
murders, 4,000 suicides, 1,000 burned, 700 
killed’ by explosions, and 500 to 600 in 
various other ways. This terrible slaugh- 
ter was largely due to criminal carelessness. 
The lynchings surpassed the executions. 
There is a cause for it; how clean it up. 
It was silly to lay it to the foreign element, 
for we have more crime than Italy, and 
more in localities occupied by native born 
than foreigners. It was a fact that more 
missionary werk was needed in Massachu- 
setts than any other State; more in the 
country towns than the cities. More was 
spent for the jails than the churches and 
jails don’t improve people. There was yet 
no rea] Christ}.n nation. 

At the evening he told his experiences as 
a missionary iu the same interesting style.

Boundary and Attractions of the New 
Park. 


BULK OF LAND IS IN QUINCY, 


The City Still to Care for the Randolph 
Turnpike, 


With the acquisition of the Blue Hills 
reservation to the parks of the city Quincy 
becomes the park city of Massachusetts, 
We wil] have more acres of parks. Here 
is a summary froma recent issue of the 
LEDGER compiled by the trustees of pub- 
lic reservations:

Quincy then had 112and about 3000 acres 
have been added. The following from the 
Herald relative to the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion will be of interest: 

“The Blue Hills reservation,’’ the 

Herald says, ‘‘forms the largest public 
pleasure ground possessed by any city in 
this country, and compares in extent and 
character with the magnificent public do- 
mains near London, Paris and other old 
world capitals, where their original reser- 
vation for hunting grounds for royalty has 
resulted in a splendid heritage for the peo- 
ple under the growing ascendancy of 
democracy. It comprises a territory of 
irregular shape, about five miles long and 
with a width of about 1 3-4 miles in its 
widest parts and a little less than a mile in 
its narrowest section. It lies in the towns 
of Milton and Canton, and in city of 
Quincy. Only a small portion, bowever, 
comes within the limits of Canton—the 
southwestern corner of the reservation, 
covered by the steep flank of the great Blue 
hill, whose summit is crossed by the line 
between Milton and Canton. 

“The reservation includes almost the 
entire range, except the outlying hills in 
Quincy, that are devoted to the granite 
quarries, which form the chief industry of 
that city, and the little Blue Hill on the 
west. The boundary lines are so drawn as 
to follow the topographical contour lines 
in a way that will enable the eventual 
laying out of good boundary roads where 
such ways do not at present exist. The 
westerly boundary begins in Milton, on 
Canton avenue, at its junction with the 
Brush Hill road, near the house of Hon. 
Roger Wolcott, and follows the avenue 
acrossthe Milton-Canton line toits junc- 
tion with Hillside street, the road that runs 
easterly close along the foot of the steep 
southerly face of the Big Blue and crosses 
the range back to the Milton side through 
the westerly pass. The boundary follows 
Hillside avenue to a point near the crossing 
of the road by Blue Hill brook, and then 
makes a detour to include the level land 
around Hoosicwhisick pond, and embraces 
that beautiful feature in the reservation. 

“The southerly boundary then follows 
the line of the stream known as Blue Hill 
river, which also forms the boundary be- 
tween Quincy and Randolph to a point 
near Norroway pond in Braintree, and 
then follows the Quincy-Braintree line to a 
point near Rattlesnake hill. Willard street 
in Quincy here forms the easterly boundary 
to a point near the long and narrow range 
to the northward of Rattlesnake hill, with 
a height of 200 feet on the easterly and 240 
feet ai the westerly end, a little more than 
a mile long. The northerly boundary, 
leaving Willard street, just includes this 
range and follows along the northerly side 
of the main range in a way to include all 
the wild land practicable, and leaves un- 
touched the country that is suitable to 
private occupancy. 

‘*The reservation includes 11 prominent 
summits. The chief of these is the Great 
Blue, with a height of 635 feet above sea 
level. Prominent shoulders of this grand 
hill have heights of 470 and 460 feet. To 
the eastward stands the Hancock group, 
with a height of 507 feet for Hancock bill, 
460 feet for West Hancock hill, and 428 
| feet for South Hancock, or Houghton’s bill. 
To the eastward of the pass traversed by 
| by Hillside street stands Bugbee hill, with 
|a height of 439 feet. This {s the first hill 
lin Quincey. Next come Boyce hill, 400 feet; 
Bear hill, 495 feet, and then, to the east- 
ward of the pass traversed by Randolph 
}avenue, Glover's hill, 430 feet, and just to 
the northward Chickatawbut hill, the 
second eminence in the range, with a 
height of 51S feet. Nextis Fenno’s bill, 
483 feet, and several unnamed summits of 
400, 380, 375, 310 and 357 feet successively. 
Finally comes Rattlesnake hill with a 
height of 314 feet. There are several 
lesser heights to the eastward, outside the 
reservation, President’s hill, which is not 
\far from the main railway station in 
Quincy, being the terminus of the range. 
| ‘For the present, all efforts at improve- 
|/ment in the Blue Hills reservacion will 
| probably be confined to make the woods 
secure as possible against the recurrence 
lof such disastrous fires as that of last 
| spring. The wild woodland character of 
| the reservation is such as to make unie- 


sirable all elaborate improvements like 
those that are necessary for the proper use 
of pleasure grounds of a more strictly park- 
like character. Nothing will probably ever 
be called for here, other than to encourage 
a reversion to the most natural condition 
of a wild woodland mountain-like country 
and to give the public the most convenient 
access to its various parts by means of 
drives, rides aud walks to the most im- 
portant summits and open up the best 
points of view in the most attractive way, 
together with opportunities for shelter and 
refreshments at convenient points. These 
facilities can gradually be provided as the 
demand arises.”’ 


Death of Freeman G. Crosby. 

On Friday morning, about eight o'clock, 
Freeman G. Crosby, a prominent citizen 
for a good many years and successful busi- 
ness man in Braintree, died at the family 
residence on Hancock street, South Brain- 
tree. 

Mr. Crosby had not been in robust 
health for over a year, but had always been 
able in a measure to attend to business 
until a few months ago, when he grew 
worse and was obliged to take to his bed 
and remain there with lucid intervals 
fostering the hope of recovery, to the day 
of his death. 

Mr. Crosby was born in Orleans, Mass. 
He was a wheelwright and coming to Brain- 
tree about 1845 was employed at his trade 
by Warren Mansfield, carriage and wagon 
builder then in the zenith of his business 
prosperity. 

Being aa exceilent workman and of 
steady and trustworthy habits, Mr. Crosby 
was promoted to the position of foreman 
to Mr. Mansfield and soon became his 
right hand man. Mr. Mansfield was con- 
siderable of a man in those days and held 
large contracts from the United States 
government for the building of gun car- 
riages, wagons, etc. 

But this prosperous condition of ,busi- 
ness was not destined long to continue; re- 
verses set in, as they will, and Mr. Mans- 
field lived to see his once extensive and 
prosperous business dwindle 
nothing, and see his foreman engage in 
business himself, not as a carriage 
builder, but as a contractor for the build- 
ing of wagons and other vehicles, suitable 
for the Cuban planters in housing and 
moving their sugar cane.

GOVERNMENT IS GAINING GROUND. 
Artillery Duels Between Op- 

posing Forces Occur Daily. 


RAYAGES OF FEVER 


Said to Be Thinning the Ranks of 


RIo DE JANEIRO, Jan. 15.—News was 
received in this city yesterday from the 
south of a character most encouraging to 
the Brazilian government and dishearten- 
ing te the insurgent admiral. It is to the 
effect that the long expected and much 
relied upon re-enforcements from Santa 
Catharina are unlikely to give anything 
like prompt assistance to their fellow in- 
surgents now in Rio harbor. In fact, it 
looks asif the revolutionary leaders at 
Santa Catharina would be unable to lend 
any aid to Admiral da Gama. 

The serious illness of Admiral de Mello 
on board the Republica has had an ap- 
parently disastrous effect upon the in- 
surgent forces in the southern part of the 
republic. ° 

In Rio Grande do Sul the insurgents 
have raised the siege of Bage and have 
left that city in triumphant possession of 
the government garrison. In a number 
of other engagements in the south the 
revolutionists have suffered defeat and 
many of Mello’s men have been wounded 
or killed. 

Insurgents Are Discontented, 

Unless Mello rapidly recovers from his 
illness and is able by his presence to re- 
animate his men the outlook for the in- 
surgents is very dark indeed, Discontent 
prevails toa large extent in their ranks, 
and desertions are numerous. Fever is 
also thinning the insurgent army. Unless 
something be quickly done Mello will lose 
fully one-half of his entire force in the 
south. 

This news will likely lead to greater ac- 
tivity than ever on the part of Peixoto, 
and a battle between his troops and the 
insurgent squadron and forts of a decisive 
character will probably be fought within 
a very short time. The inhabitants of 
Rio are heartily tired of the war, and the 
epidemics now :aging make the desire 
for restoration of peace the stronger. 

Fortifying Rio. 

The government is using every effort to 
make the insurgents’ position in Rio har- 
bor untenable. Every point around the 
bay is being made use of for military pur- 
poses. Guns are now mounted on all the 
commanding positions in and about the 
city and on the shore front between Rio 
and Fort Sao Jose, and from Santa Cruz 
to Nictheroy. Other guns have been 
recently mounted on Armacao point and 
Mucangue island. 

There is atotal of some 400 pieces of 
artillery in position. Many of them are 
old-fashioned and of little use. Some 
Whiteworths, a few Armstrongs and a 
number of Krupps make quite a respect- 
able showing. 

Daily there is an artillery duel between 
the forts, and the amount of ammunition 
used so far has been enormous. Still the 
firing continues just as though the sup-

DISAPPOINTED SUITOR 


Fatally Shoots His Successfal Rival When 
About to Be Married. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 15.—There was murder 
attempted ata wedding last evening at 
81 Main street, when Andreao Santano, 29 
years old, the bridegroom, was shot and 
probably fatally wounded by Domingo 
Figaro, 22 years old. a disappointed suitor 
for the hand of Marie Desante, who was 
the bride of the evening. All the parties 
are Spaniards. 

Santano and Figaro lived at the house 
where Miss Desante was boarding mis- 
tress. Both men were very attentive to 
her and when she favored Santano 
Figaro was furiously jealous and threat- 
ened to kill his rival. Rev. Mr. Mozer of 
the Johnson Street Methodist church 
came to marry Desante andSantano. The 
marriage took place in a room opposite to 
that occupied by Figaro. As the bride 
and groom came into the hall Figaro ap- 
peared on the scene, and, pulling a re- 
volver, fired three shots. 

Two of them struck Santano in the 
head. Santano fell, while the wedding 
guests rushed at the would-be-murderer 
and disarmed him. Great excitement 
prevailed. F.garo was hurried to jail and 
the wounded man was taken to the city 
hospital where, it is said, there is little 
hope of his recovery. The bride was ren- 
dered unconscious by the shock. 


HORROR. 


A CHINESE 


Fire In a Temple Causes Nearly Three 
Hundred Persons to Perish. 

San Francisco, Jan. 15.—The Pacific 
mail steamship City of Peking brought 
details from Nangapo, China, of one of 
the most terrible fires on record, which 
occurred in the big temple in that city 
Dec. 8 and caused the death of nearly 300 
women and children. The annual the- 
atrical performance in honor of the gods 
was being given in the temple. A boy 
threw a lighted cigaret into a heap of 
straw, which blazed up, and the burning 
staircase prevented the people from get- 
ting out. 

There was a general rush to escape. 
Some were trampled to death, others 
jumped out of the windows, and were 
either killed or so badly injured that they 
were unable to escape the flames, and so 
perished. Others passively awaited their 
fate, which was not long in overtaking 
them, and they were roasted alive or suf- 
focated by the smoke. 


HOLDING THE FORT. 


Pedagogue With a Brace of Revolvers 
Defies Town Authorities. 

SCRANTON, Pa., Jan. 15.—Martin Joyce, 
who for the past several years has been 
employed as principal of the public school 
at Lackawanna township, has turned the 
school into a fort, which he defends with 
the aid of two large revolvers. Principal 


Joyce had frequent complaints made 
against him to the school directors. It is 


alleged that he gave grave offense to the 
female portion of his school. Last week 
this school board notified him that he 
would not be employed after Thursday. 
Joyce took possession of the school build- 
ing andis holding it with the aid of his 
revolvers, with which he has thus far 
created enough fear to prevent ejection. 
It is customary to hold Sunday school in 
the building, but no services were held 
yesterday, as Joyce refused to grant ad- 
mission to any one.

THE PENALTY OF BAD ROADS. 
but No Profit 


Higher Prices For Consumers, 
For Producers. 


Western soil is especially adapted to 
raising farm products. For this reason 
good roads must be the work of art 
rather than of nature. And the greater 
the crops the more necessity there is for 
easy transportation from the farm to the 
elevators. 

It has been estimated that good roads 
would inerease the value of two-thirds of 
the good farms in the Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys $10 an acre. In addi- 
tion to the difference in the cost of haul- 
ing should be considered the great 
amount of vegetables, garden and dairy 
products which are shipped by rail from 
long distances. 

Under our present system of dirtroads 
it is not profitable to make a garden very 
far from the city market. Farmers liv- 
ing 8 or 10 miles from the city find it diffi- 
cult to supply customers regularly. As a 
result they raise only enough to supply 
their own wants and trust tothe general 
market for the disposal of butter and 
eggs when they come to town. 

But conditions are such that a great 
many reach market at the same time, 
and after a few days of scarcity in fresh 
goods carry an abundance which breaks 
the market. With gravel or macadam 
roads farmers would find gardens profit- 
able, and they could make daily or tri- 
weekly .trips with a regularity whick 
would benefit themselves and their cus- 
tomers alike. 

In large cities the trade has been forced 
to keep a good supply of fresh articles 
constantly on hand, and having learned 
that the home gardeners are not reliably 
regular they have arranged for receipts 
from other sections, frequently from 
other states, at an extraordinary expense. 
Thus the farmer not only loses a near 
market, but consumers pay for trans- 
portation, packing and losses, besides 
getting staler food. 

When local conditions are favorable, 
the city dealer dares not transfer his 
trade to the market gardens near home, 
but must continue to trade abroad at 
greater cost because his correspondents 
will not submit to irregularity. It is 
plain that both town and country suffer 
for lack of reliable roads.—Kansas City 
Times. 


Petition For a Good Roads Department. 

That the right of petition has lost none 
of its popularity was evidenced recently 
when four pages rolled into the senate 
chamber a request signed by 150,000 citi- 
zens for a department of good roads. It 
was presented by Senator Hoar and had 
among the signers the governors of-17

An interesting chapter on the topic of 
public roads is afforded in the results 
noted by the Shanghai branch of the 
Asiatic society of some recent extensive 
investigations made by its agents as to 
the condition and maintenance of roads 
in China. It is not, however, a chapter 
on good roads. Indeed it is much like 
the famous chapter on the snakes in Ice- 
land, for there seem to be no roads in 
China worthy the name. Instead of the 
farmers being interested in the making 
nance of good roads, as is the

A TALK ON LABOR AND CAPITAL 


Serves to Greativ Enliven the 
Day’s Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The reading of 
the tariff bill sn. the 
hours and 15 minutes. As soon as it 
concluded Mr. Wilson took the floor and 
suggested that before the committee pro- 
ceeded to consider the bill under the five 
minute rule it wads advisable that an 
agreement should be reached by which 
the schedules should be taken up in the 
order in which they occur for three days, 
to determine whether the time limit 
would permit the committee to go through 
all of them in this manner. 

Mr. Reed said he was glad to recog- 
nize that at the outset the chairman of 
the ways and means committee admitted 
the utter impropriety of the present pro- 
cedure. But this suggestion did not pro- 
pose to remedy that.

Wilson Starts In, 

At this point Mr. Bynum called for the 
regular order and the chair recognized 
Mr. Wilson. Mr. Wilson then offered the 
first committee amendment to strike out 
in the tobacco schedule the words ‘‘com- 
mercially known” in the description of 
wrapper tobacco. He explained that the 
amendment was desirable to prevent in- 
correct interpretation at the custom house. 
This precipitated a very fierce discus- 
sion.

The discussion proceeded on the effect 
of the trouble at Homestead, Mr. Payne 
gaying it was more profitable to the em- 
ployes at Homestead to pay hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to put down the 
strike than to yield to the demands of the 
strikers. Mr. Cockran said that the 
wages were broken down under the salu- 
tary power of capital, and present con- 
ditions were the result of unfair methods 
of distribution, rendering thousands 
homeless and hopeless. 

Reed Steps In. 

Mr. Reed here joined in. By adopting 
a similar process of reasoning to that fol- 
lowed by Mr. Cockran, he suid he might 
charge the present condition of affairs to 
the unfaithfulness of the Democratic 
party. Prosperity had been arrested by 
the threat of another system, not by the 
continuance of the present one. 

“The gentleman says wages depend on 
the law of supply and demand,” con- 
tinued Mr. Reed. “That theory is long 
since exploded. They depend on the con- 
dition of the market. We do not want to 
give up our home market and go tothe 
ends of the earth and enter intoa struggle 
with the cheap labor of the world. We 
want to retain our own market and ele- 
vate the condition of our own labor. 

“In this tremendous struggle all the in- 
ventive power of this country is at work, 
and now, by bringing us into competition 
with a lower civilization, you propose to 
make it impossible to further sustain the 
condition of labor in this country. The 
success, good fortune and prosperity of 
American labor,’ he concluded, “does 
not depend on those who rend the heavens 
with its praises, but are due to God 
omnipotent.” 

Cockran’s Reply. 

Replying, Mr. Cockran said he could 
not make the distinction between con- 
sumable and unconsumable wealth. AU 
wealth he theught was consumable. 
“The basis of wealth was the capacity to 
produce,” he said. “You cannot save un- 
less you make; you cannot divide unless 
you create. When you make production 
expensive you limit its pewer. As weare 
able to produce cheapest, the providence 
of God declared that this country should 
complete the economic conquest of the 
world. Ifthe contention of the other side 
that wages were not dependent on the 
law of supply and demand were true, 
then they were right; if untrue, then we 
are right.” 

At 5:30 the last amendment of Mr. Wil- 
son was agreed to, and a recess was taken 
until o'clock. 

At the night session Mr. Powers (Rep., 
Vt.) opposed the bill, and Mr. Boen (Pop., 
Neb.) and Mr. Hudson (Pop., Kan.) sup- 
ported the bill. Mr. Boen proposed as a 
substitute a bill permitting the free en- 
try of manufactured articles when sent in 
exchange for agricultural products.

A TRAIN TELESCOPED 


Eleven Persons Killed In an Accident 
In New Jersey. 


ABOUT FIFTY SERIOUSLY INJURED 


May Have Been the Result of 
an Engineer’s Carelessness. 


HOBOKEN, N. J., Jan. 16.—About two 
miles from Hoboken and a few hundred 
feet from the drawbridge across the Hack- 
ensack river, at 8:15 yesterday morning, 
the Orange accommodation crashed into 
the rear of the Dover express on the Mor- 
ris and Essex branch of the Delaware and 
Lackawanna. The scene of the accident 
was onthe Long Meadows, which form 
the bed of the Hackensack river and 
away from the possibilities of any quick 
assistance. Eleven lives paid the penalty 
of perhaps some one’s carelessness, and 
the list of known injured is 50, some of 
whom will probably die. 

So far as can be learned, the cause of the 
accident isdue to the heavy fox, and 
many claim to the carelessness of the en- 
gineer of the Orange accommodation. As 
usual at ths time of the morning, both 
trains were well filled, and it seems 
a miracle that the death list was not in- 
creased many fold. 

The Dover express had slowed up to 
make sure that the drawbridge was all 
right and that they could go ahead. The 
engineer of the Orange express, who 
should have done likewise, failed to take 
this precaution and crashed into the rear 
of the preceding train. The last car on 
the express was a combination baggage 
and smoker, and into this plunged the 
huge engine, cutting through the wood- 
work and sending splinters in all direct- 
fons. The coach ahead of the smoker 
was telescoped, the roof torn out and the 
seats torn and twisted as though they 
were madeof paper. Theroof was thrown 
ahead an2 partly telescoped the third car. 

A Terrible Sight, 

Fora moment the passengers did not 
realize the awful situation, but the 
shrieks of the wounded and dying and 
roise of escaping steam soon told them 
that an awful calamity had occurred. 
Those who were not injured were quickly 
at work rescuing their less fortunate 
fellow passengers. Along the tracks the 
dead and dying and wounded lay, some 
ofthem having rolled to the bottom of 
the 15-foot embankment ou which the 
accident occurred. A short distance from 
the scene was a railroad telegraph office, 
and to this there was a rush and a call 
sent for assistance. 

Relief trains were immediately started 
from Hoboken, and almost before those 
on the train had realized the situation a 
crowd had commenced to gather from the 
city. Ambulances and physicians were 
sent by the pelice from both Jersey City 
and Hoboken. Thetrain hands and men 
fromthe neighborhaod of the accident 
grabbed crowbars and axes and helped to 
pry out thedead and remove the dying 
and injured. 

Six dead bodies were recovered within 
half anhour. All of them were men. The 
engine of the Orange local, which Was 
known as No. 33, was hard and fast in the 
debris of the rear car and had pinned 
down several victims amongst the iron 
and broken wood. These were the first to 
be rescued. Jn the smoker every seat was 
taken, and it was estimated that at least 
40 persons were in the car, not one of 
whom escaped injury. 

Story of an Eye Witness, 

A most graphic description of the acci- 
dent was given by the baggage master of 
the Dover express, who was at the rear end 
of the last car a moment before it occurred. 
Happening to glance through the window, 
he saw, hardly 25 feet away, a big engine 
coming toward him at a high rate of 
speed. Quickly jumping to the side door, 
he opened it and leaped out just as the 
crash came. In speaking of the wreck, he 
said: 

“T think the accident was due in part to 
the recklessness of the engineer on the 
South Orange accommodation. Our train 
was moving at the rate of about 0 miles 
an hour, and was pushed 300 feet before it 
cametoastop. Theengine of the accom 
modation, the W. H. Lewis, crashed into 
the rear car of the Dover express about 20 
feet. This last car, the combination bag- 
gage and smoker, telescoped into the sec- 
ond cur from the rear and split the end of 
that completely from the sides and ends. 
Four men were playing cards at the last 
table in the smoker and three of these 
were among the killed. 

“T saw several men rushing through the 
aisle of the car. I just looked up when 
the crash came. The side of the car bent 
atanangle of about45 degrees, andthe 
men who were forward on the left caught 
the worst of it, the side of the car plowing 
right through them.” 

The Work of Rescue, 

After a few minutes something like 
order was created in the work of rescue, 
and the victims were rapidly taken out 
from amongst the twisted and splintered 
timbers. The dead were so covered with 
dust and blood that it was almost impos- 
sible to identify them. The cries and 
moans of the injured were terrible, and it 
geemed as if no one had escaped. 

As soon as the wrecking trains arrived, 
puch heavy parts as could be easily moved 
were lifted from the track and the work 
ef rescue was soon completed. The 
wounded and dead were placed on the 
train and taken to Jersey City, where 
many of them were met by friends and 
relatives who had already heard of the 
accident. Those of the wounded who 
could stand it were taken to the hospital. 

The dead were taken to the different 
morgues, there to await identification. 
There seems to be some dispute in regard 
tothe number of those killed, but the 
most authentic account shows but eleven, 
while the injured number 50.

The Finances and Works of Hospital—

The annual meeting of the corporators 
of the Quincy City hospital was held Mon- 
day evening at the residence of Dr. J. A. 
Gordon. 

Hon. William B. Rice presided and the 
first business was the reports of the trustees 
and treasurer. 

Mr. Rice in opening the meeting made 
a brief report, in which he said the number 
of patients this year were considerably 
larger than last year. If weare to con- 
tinue to meet the wants of the people we 
shall have to build the other wing, pro- 
vided for in the original plans. There was 
also urgent need of a contagious ward, and 
he hoped that the endowment fund would 
soon reach a sum where these additions 
could be built. He also spoke of the 
finances of the hospital. 

Treasurer Henry M. Faxon reported that 
the total receipts of the year had been 
$8,711.77, and the expenditures $9,826.10, 
which left a deficit of $1,11433. The re- 
ceipts included the collections of the recent 
“hospital week ’’ which were as follows:

Dr. J. A. Gordon said that the past 
year had been a very successful one as far 
as the work of the Hospital was concerned. 
During the three and one half years that 
the Hospital bad been establshed 605 
patients had been cared for. All of the 
surgical cases had turned out well during 
the past year. There is 22 beds in the 
Hospital and there has been an average of 
18 patients all thetime. Attimes it was 
necessary to put cots up and if we are to 
continue our work we must have more ac- 
commodations, which he would like to see 
added very soon. 

There was also need of a ward for con- 
tagious cases. If a case of this kind 
happens in a boarding house one or two 
things must happen. Either the patient 
must be removed or the boarding house 
will be empty of its boarders. There would 
be no danger from having such a ward 
located near the Hospital. 

The accommodations for the nurses are 
not now large enough and we can not 
take any more student nurses at present. 
We can get money enough from nurses to 
pay for keeping them there. 

The help expenses at the Hospital have 
not been very large considering the num- 
ber there. 

A new arrangement for the disposal of | 
sewerage is working very nicely. | 

We have had given us during the yeara 
library of 300 volumes, for which a book 
case had to be provided. 

The schoo! for nurses is doing well and 
two have been graduated this year. 

He also spoke of the advantage of these 
nurses to the citizens, as the charge for 
them was less than half what they could be | 
obtained from Boston.

ACTIVE POLITICS 


Preferred to a Government Position by 
John E. Russell. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—When John E. 
Russell, who ran for governor of Massz- 
chusetts at the last election, was here as 
the guest of the president, he had frequent 
talks with Mr. Cleveland concerning 
political matters generally and politics in 
Massachusetts in particular. 

He told the president he had no idea of 
being elected when he was nominated. 
But asthe party leaders wished him to 
make the canvass he felt it his duty to ac- 
cept the honor conferred upon him by his 
party friends, in order to keep the organ- 
ization intact. 

President Cleveland was disappointed 
when Mr. Russell declined to accept a 
cabinet portfolio, He offered him one of 
the best foreign missions at his disposal. 
He then offered him the collectorship of 
Boston. Mr. Russell explained to the 
president the reasons which actuated him 
in declining to accept any public office. A 
gentleman nowadays, he said, holding 
any federal position of importance must 
eliminate himself from politics. He was 
not permitted to participate or interfere in 
any manner in party management; if he 
did he laid himself open to criticism, and 
was often bitterly assailed by the party 
press. 

As he did not intend to abandon poli- 
tics, and proposed hereafter to take a 
hand in party management, he desired to 
be entirely free that he might do as he 
pleased and aid and perpetuate the prin- 
ciples of the Democratic party. For these 
reasons, and these reasons alone, he as- 
sured the president, he had declined all 
the proffers made to him. 


NEW BEDFORD’S ROW. 


Contest Between the Mayor and Chief 
Douglass Waxes Warmer. 


New BEDForRD, Mass., Jan. 16.—The 
charges upon which Mayor Brownell pro- 
poses to remove Chief of Police Douglass 
were filed by the mayor yesterday, and 
are much stronger than was anticipated 
by Chief Douglass and_ his friends. In 
substance they are as follows: ‘That re- 
peated complaints against certain places 
where liquor was illegally sold were dis-

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UNCLE SAM’S WINE CELLAR. 


He Doesn't Drink, but He Has Lots of Rare 
Wines on Hand. 

A ghostly silence pervades the place, 
It is like the silence of the tomb. The 
outside world seems already centuries 
away. The air is cool and soothing, 
and three flaring gas jets cast an intri- 
cate combination of shadows upon the 
massive masonry of the arches, says & 
writer in the Boston Herald, in describ- 
ing the wine vaults under the Boston 
custom house. 

After hundreds of years, when Bos- 
ton is only a holein the ground like the 
ancient cities in the Mediterranean, 
some archeologist will dig down 
through the accumulated dust of cen- 
turies and fiud those hewn arches stand- 
ing as they stand now. 

And yet the whole substantial strac- 
ture is like the foolish man’s house, 
founded upon the sand and mud of Bos- 
ton harbor. Three thousand tall pine 
trees, strippel of their limbs, were 
driven down close together in the black 
ooze to form a foundation for the build- 
ing. These piles would last but a few 
short years in the outer air, but sunk 
in the harbor mud they are believed to 
be as indestructible as the earth itself. 

When it was built, the custom house 
was upon the waeer front, and even now 
the cellar is below high water mark, 
yet there is no drier cellar on Beacon 
hill. The buildersseemed to have been 
the builders of pyramids and Cata- 
combs reincarnate, and the work was 
done to stand after the builders them- 
selves were long forgotten. Upon the 
heads of the piles, in the form ofa 
Maltese cross, was laid a capping of 
granite in hydraulic cement. Around 
it were built the massive walls of solid 
granite 6 feet thick, which were to be 
a protection against heat and cold, fire 
and water and all the elements. With- 
in these walls rose the puzzling scheme 
of sturdy pillars and arches which made 
the cellar a maze of low roofed cham- 
bers, niches, crypts and passages. 

When the visitor enters the basement 
and storehouse, which is on the street 
level, he feels instinctively conscious of 
the huge pile of granite over his head. 
This floor, within the surrounding row 
of offices, is used for the storage of 
champagne and bottled wines. The 
cases, which hold two dozen bottles, are 
piled in regular tiers as high as the ceil- 
ing, and under the main entrance they 
are packed in solidly, There are usually 
between 8,000 and 4,000 cases, or over 
40,000 bottles, which if popped all at 
onco would make the granite dome 
tremble and- might drown the attend- 
ants in a foaming flood. 

When a consignment of rum, which 
means anything from champagne to 
brandy, is landed from a foreign vessel, 
the government orders it to be sent to 
the custom house cellar. If no owner 
appears to claim it, itis kept fora year 
and then is sold at auction to pay the 
duties and warehousing charges. 

If the owner appears, he can pay the 
duties and withdraw his liquor for im- 
mediate consumption, or he can give 
bonds for the duties and keep his stock 
stored in the government vaults until 
he wishes to withdraw it. The govern- 
ment charges him storages according to 
the capacity of packages and allows 
him to take it away by degrees as he 
needs it, paying duty only on the 
amount withdrawn. 

Very often an importation of wine 
and spirits may change hands several 
times while it lies in,bond deep under 
the granite dome. In such cases it is 
sold in bond, and the owner, instead of 
the importer, pays the duties and makes 
the final entry of the merchandise, 


An Explanation From Disraeli. 

Mr, Justin McCarthy, discoursing on 
the house of commons, related a capital 
story of Disraeli. It was during the 
Russo-Turkish war, and while relations 
were very strained between England 
and the czar a member was indiscreet 
enough to put a question to Disraeli, 
who was then prime minister, as to the 
policy of the government in the event of 
the emperor of Russia doing a certain 
act. 

Members shuddered as Disraeli, with 
a most funereal face, slowly advanced to 
the table. The question, he declared, 
in aslow, measured yoice, was one of 
such perilous inoment that the honor- 
able member acted most unwisely in 
putting it on the paper, yet it wasa 
question of such importance that the 
only course now open to the government 
was to accept the inevitable and bold- 
ly answer. ‘‘If,’’ declared Disraeli, 
“the emperor takes this step, all I can 
say is-—and I am speaking after a pro- 
longed consultation with my colleagues 
—the government will then give the 
policy they are to pursue their very best 
consideration.’’— Westminster Gazette,

2,495 acres of land from this city valued 
at about $74,850 for the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion. 

The total area of the city of Quincy, 
according to the assessors books, is 9,017 
acres. It willthas be seen that Quincy, 
from being one cf the largest cities in area 
in che State, suddenly becomes, through no 
acts of its own, one of the smallest, losing 
nearly one-quarter of its area and a large 
amount of taxable property. 

The town of Milton also loses a large 
slice of property amounting in all to 1,439 
acres, making a total of 3,934 acres in the 
Blue Hill reservation. 

The land taken in Quincy is worth from 
$10 to $40 anacre, certain sections on 
which quarries are located being quoted 
as high as $500 per acre. 

The largest owners of this waste land are 
Mr. John A. Tucker of Milton, who is 
credited with holding upwards of 300 acres, 
and the Adams Real Estate trust who bave 
250 acres. It is said that years ago, Mr. 
Tucker, who isa remarkably far sighted 
map, began to buy up this waste land as 
it came into the market, thinking as he did 
so that the time would come when the 
adjacent towns or Lhe state would appre- 
ciate its natural beauties and would make 
ita public reservation. He has lived to 
see his expectations realized. His hold- 
ings include nearly all of the principal 
hills of the range, exclusive of Big and 
Little Blue hills. 

Messrs. H. T. Whitman and Charles E. 
C. Breck, the engineers to whom the Park 
commissioners entrusted the surveying 
of this range, have a herculauean task 
in finding the ‘owners of the various 
sections. Their researches of the deeds 
extending as far back as 1812.

The present stagnation in busi- 
ness, whatever the cause of that stagna- 
tion may be, has resulted in the discharge 
of thousands from enrployment, and for 
the most part those who are employed 
are victims of the cramped exigencies re- 
sultant from the receipt of insignificant 
wages. Underpaid by manufacturers or 
merchants, or starving for want of em- 
ployment and of means, it is too often 
the case that the women breadwinners 
of this city mayntain the union of body 
and soul by dedicating themselves to im- 
moral purposes. Herein is a prime fac- 
tor of the moral degradation prevailing 
in this city.—Charlotte Smith.

Riotous Italian Quarrymen Have a 
Batile With Troops. 


EIGHT ANARCHISTS ARE KILLED. 


Dynamite May Be Used to 
Carry On the Fight. 


RomeE, Jan. 17.—A thousand workmen 
employed in the marble quarries at 
Massa struck work and threatened to in- 
vade the town. As it was known that 
anarchist agitators had been at work for 
some time past among the quarrymen, 
who are a desperate class of men, fa- 
miliar with the use of explosives, the 
strike caused the greatest alarm at Massa, 
and there is no doubt that serious disorder 
would have resulted had it not been for 
the presence of the troops, who fixed 
bayonets and charged upon the disorderly 
portions of the mob, forcing them to re- 
treat to the woods. 

This display of force, however, did not 
prevent other mobs from stoning the 
barracks of the troops, hooting the sol- 
diers and hurling rotten fruit at them. 

Finally the soldiers became enraged and 
officers gave orders that7volleys should be 
fired in the air. This had the desired 
effect, for at the first volley the riotous 
quarrymen and their friends vanished 
and the troops started in pursuit of the 
armed bands who had been previously 
driven out of the city. 

Threatened With Dynamite. 

This pursuit was rendered all the more 
necessary as the quarrymen had repeat- 
edly threatened to return with a supply of 
dynamite with which to blow up the bar- 
racks, municipal buildings and residences 
of those who supported the government 
and local authorities. 

At Massa, as well as at Carrara, was a 
period of terror. All the inhabitants who 
had valuables secreted them and a num- 
ber of them managed to obtain convey- 
ances and fled from the disturbed district 
with all their portable belongings. 

Eight of the anarchists were killed and 
40 or 50 were wounded. These, 1t should 
be stated, are the figures given out by the 
government authorities. The people of 
Massa assert that at least 50 of the 
quarrymen were shot. During the fight- 
ing the garrison barred the highways in 
order to prevent the entry of the anar- 
chists into the town. 

It is now known that an armed band of 
anarchists gathered early Monday morn- 
ing at Torana and awoke the inhabitants 
by sounding the tocsin. When the al- 
armed inhabitants rushed from their 
houses, fearing a terrible conflagration or 
something of that description, the anar- 
chists overran the village and compelled 
the people to deliver up all their arms and 
ammunition. The anarchists then secured 
all the wine and spirits procurable and 
prepared to march upon Carrara.

Editorial Comment, 


It is very probable that Massachusetts 
has saddled upon this city a mortgage 
which will not be relished by our taxpayers. 
It was not sufficient to take 2500 acres of 
the city’s territory of a taxable value of 
$50,000 to $100,000 but now we find our- 
selves liable to a large annual assessment. 
Boston must pay one half of the cost of the 
land taken for the Blue Hills reservation, 
and supreme court commissioners will 
assess the other half upon cities and towns 
in the metropolitan district. These include 
Quincy, Braintree, Milton, Cambridge, 
Chelsea, Everett, Lynn, Malden, Medford, 
Newton, Somerville, Waltham, Woburn, 
Arlington, Belmont, Brookline, Canton, 
Dedham, Dover, Hingham, Hull, Hyde 
Park, Melrose, Nahant, Needham, Revere, 
Sangus, Stoneham, Swampscott, Wakefield, 
Watertown, Wellesley, Weymouth, Win- 
chester, and Winthrop. 

Not only will the above cities and towns 
have to pay the first cost, but they are 
liable for an additional assessment annual- 
ly for perservation and care. These are 
the sections bearing on the assessments: 

SEcTion 10, The supreme judicial court 
sitting in equity shall, on the application 
of said board and after notice to each of 
the cities and towns hereinbefore named, 
appoint three commissioners, who shall not 
be residents of such cities or towns, who 
shall, after due notice and hearing, and in 
such manner as they shall deem just and 
equitable, determine the proportion in 
which each of such cities and towns shall 
annually pay money into the treasury of the 
Commonwealth, for the term of five years 
next following the year of the first issue of 
said scrip or certificates, to meet the inter- 
est and sinking fund requirements for each 
of said years, as estimated by the treasurer 
of the Commonwealth, and to meet the 
expenses of preservation and necessary 
care of said public reservations as estimated 
by said board and certified to said treasurer, 
and any deficiency in the amount previous- 
ly paid in asfound by said treasurer, and 
shall return their award into said court; 
and when said award shall have been 
accepted by said court the same shall be a 
final and conclusive adjudication of all 
matters herein referred to said com- 
missioners and shall be binding on all 
parties. Said commissioners shall fix and 
return the proportion to be paid by the 
city of Boston for the first period of five 
years, at fifty per cent. of the whole. Be- 
fore the expiration of said term of five 
years, and every five years thereafter, three 
commissioners, who shall not be residents 
of any of the cities or towns constituting 
the metropolitan parks district, shall again 
be appointed as aforesaid, who shall in 
such manner as they deem just and equit- 
able determine the proportion in which 
each of said cities and towns shal] annually 
pay money into the treasury of the Com- 
monwealth aforesaid, for the next succeed- 
ing term of five years, together with any 
deficiency in the amount previously paid in, 
as found by said treasurer, and shall return 
their award into said court; and when 
said award shall have been accepted by 
said court the same shall be a final and 
conclusive adjudication of all matters 
herein referred to said commissioners, and 
shall be binding on all parties; provided, 
that no assessment shall be levied for the 
purposes of this act in any one year upon 
any city or town in excess of a sum equal 
to one-half mill on the dollar of the valua- 
tion thereof, 

Section 11, The metropolitan park 
commission shall annually estimate the 
expenses of preservation and necessary 
care of said public reservations for the 
ensuing year, and certify the same to the 
treasurer, who shal! apportion said expenses 
in the manner provided in the following 
section: provided, however, that such 
expenses shall not exceed the sum of ten 
thousand dollars during the first year, nor 
exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars 
during any succeeding year. 

SEcTION 12, The amountof money 
required each year from each city and 
town of the metropolitan park district to 
meet the interest, sinking fund require- 
ment and expenses aforesaid for each year, 
and deficiency, if any, shall be estimated 
by the treasurer of the Commonwealth in 
accordance with the proportion determined 
as aforesaid, and shall be included in and 
made a part of thesum charged to such 
city or town, and be assessed upon it in 
the apportionment and assessment of its 
anoual state tax; and said treasurer shall 
in each year notify each city and town of 
theamount of such assessment, and the 
same shall be paid by the city or town into 
the treasury of the Commonwealth at the 
time required for the payment and as a 
part of its state tax. 


—An act for the establishment of em- 
ployment office in each city, under the 
direction and care of the chief of the 
bureau of statistics of labor was introduced 
in the Legislature on Wednesday.

IN THE RESERVATION. 


Foxes, Raccoons and Rattlesnakes at Blue 
Hills—Gunning to be Prohibited 
Wild animals are more abundant in the 
Blue Hills than elsewhere around Boston, 
but there has long been nothing larger 
than foxes and raccoons. As gunning is 
hereafter to be strictly prohibited on the 
reservation, it is likely that the range will 
become a good breeding ground for game. 
Naturalists will therefore find these hills a 
most favorable place ,for studying the 
habits of wild animals, for, being free from 
molestation, they will naturally be less shy 
here than elsewhere. And sportsmen will 
find ample compensation for the prohi- 
bition of gunning here in the fact that the 
overflow of this and the other reservations 
of the metropolitan park district will be 
likely to stock the grounds where they are 
permitted to range. 
There is one feature of the fauna of these 
hills which causes timid persons considera- 
ble apprehension. ‘The rattlesnake is com- 
monly regarded hereabouts a3 something 
as foreign and remote as the lion, the tiger, 
or thealligator. But nearly three centuries 
of civilization has not yet succeeded in 
eradicating it from the Blue Hills. The 
danger from rattlesnakes here, however, is 
more potential then actual. he habits of 
the species native to this megon are such 
that there is said to be little danger of an 
attack from it. ‘There are few recorded in- 
stances of bites, and no fatalities for the 
past eighty years. It is said that in the 
warm weather the snakes leave the hills for 
the lower lands. Old and constant fre- 
quenters of the hills, say that they have 
never seen a rattlesnake on Big Blue: Hill. 
—Herald.

It also 
points out distinctly where the weak and 
evil spots in Boston are, which would be a 
great help if there was any force at work 
adequate to remedythem. Along with this 
is a volume of similar size entitled, ‘‘ Sta- 
tistics of Manufactures, 1892.”

80 feet into a small branch of Bellman’s 
creek, dragging a fourth car down with 
them. There was a gang of about 50 
Italian laborers on the train and most of 
them went down with the wreck. One 
man was killed outright, while another 
died while hé was being removed to the 
hospital. Twenty-two others were more 
or less seriously injured, and it is thought 
that some of them may die. 

Between 30 and 40 men were buried in 
the mass of sand and gravel and the 
wrecked timbers of the rotten structure. 
About 250 feet of the trestle work beyond 
the end of the embankment were also 
dragged down, as well as a number of 
men who were laying tracks. The noise 
of the crash was followed by the shrieks 
of the wounded men. 

Those who escaped seized their picks and 
shovels and went to the assistance of 
their comrades. Within ashort time the 
wreckage was cleared away and two score 
of Italians were dragged out from be- 
neath the gravel and timbers. They all 
were seriously injured, broken ay ns and 
legs being plentiful, while some: rere in- 
ternally injured.

RoME, Jan. 18.—The decree declaring 
Massa and Carrara in a state of siege pre- 
veded the ministerial report tothe king, 
which reviewed the violence of the armed 
bands of anarchists up to Tuesday’s fight 
near Carrara, when the report says: 

“The rebels tried to enter the townin 
order to foment revolution; but they were 
repulsed, leaving a number of dead and 
wounded.” 

The report adds: “The movement is 
not political, but anti-social and aiming 
at national disunity and the destruetion 
of property. The acts and objects of these 
enemies force the conviction that they 
are allied with the agitators in Sicily, and 
the government must destroy the germs 
of these barbarous attempts with prompt 
and certain measures.” 

Anarchists Still at Work. 

Additional re-euforcements of troopers 
arrived at Carrara yesterday evening. A 
proclamation issued by the municipal 
authorities calle¢ upon the inhabitants te 
remain calm and to respect the Jaw, and 
calling attention to the fact that the 
stoppage of work was injuring the de- 
pendent trades. 

The body of another dead anarchist, 
killed in Tuesday’s encounter with the 
troops, has been found inthe hills, and 
numbers of wounded rioters have been 
arrested. 

During the day a band of 80 anarchists 
forced an entry toa house at the entrance 
of the town, but the house was sur- 
rounded by troops and all the anarchists

FEDERATION NOTES. 


Intergsting Information Extracted From 
the Reports of A. F. of L. Officials. 

President Gompers in his report said 
that besides the department of labor >t 
Washington we have bureaus of labor 
statistics in 32 states and factory inspect- 
ors in 19 states, and Labor day has been 
made a legal holiday in nearly all the 
states of the Union. 

Six national trades unions affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labcr 
in the past year, and we have reason to 
hope and believe that the International 
Machinists’ association will soon remove 
the useless obstacle which stands in the 
way and join the great family of trades 
unions under the potential and fraternal 
banner of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

An invitation tothe trades unions f 
the United States has been received and 
will be placed before you from the or- 
ganized workers of Milan, to attend an 
international exposition and congress to 
be held in that city in 1894. 

The congress at Zurich decided to hold 
its next session in London in 1896, and 
the recent British trades unions’ congress 
held at Belfast has directed its regular 
standing officers to take the matter in 
charge and make preparations therefor. 

From every country comes the cheer- 
ing news of the growth and extension of 
trades unions and trade union sentiment. 
The conviction is fast gaining ground 
that political liberty with economic 
slavery is delusive and for all practical 
purposes valueless. 

The treasurer's report showed the total 
income for the year ending Oct. 31 to be 
$28,530.80, of which $7,043.66 was for 
the special Homestead defense fund. 
Total expenses for the same period were 
$17,818.40, and $3,364.96 of the defense 
fund was expended. 

The secretary's report shows that for 
the year ending Oct. 31, 202 charters have 
been granted to state federations, cen- 
tral bodies, local and federal labor un- 
ions in 28 states, as follows: 


A Robber Breaks a Store Window and 
Secures $2000 Worth of Goods, 


Boston, Jan. 18.—One of the most dar- 
ing robberies known in this city for years 
was committed last night on one of the 
principal thoroughfares when hundreds 
of pedestrians were passing the store. At 
5.50 the clerks in the jewelry store of Har- 
r.ngton & Freeman, 59 Court street, were 
startled by hearing a crash of glass ana 
seeing a man’s hand clutching a case of 
diamond ‘olituires and clusters, the cost 
price of which is estimated at $2000. 

Two of the clerks made a break for the 
door, and on reaching the sidewalk the 
thief was jostling the crowd, and in order 
to clear the way drew a revolver and fired 
onthe ground. This created a diversion, 
andin the turmoil the thief, chased by 
the clerks for some distance, made his 
escape, and all trace of him has been lost. 

The missile used to break the window 
wasa brick wrapped up in paper. It is 
not known whether the thief had any 
confederate or not, but it is certain that 
the robber had made a careful examina- 
tion of the stock on exhibition, and made 
the break and secured the most valuable 
case of ringsin the window. The police 
have only aslight description of the thief. 


Still a Mystery to Inhabitants of Rio, 
Rebels Lost Heavily at Bage. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Jan. 18.—There is 
little change in the situation. The usual 
skirmishing continues. Although the 
rebels occupy Mocangue island, it is said 
that the five government guns at Armacao 
render the opposition useless. 

Admiral de Mello is not yet known to 
have arrived here, nnd the usual uncer- 
tainty prevails us to his whereabouts. 
Report has it that he is expected here to- 
night, and that he has with him the nec- 
essary re-enforcements to makea land- 
ing at a point within easy march of Rio 
de Janeiro, 

There now seems no longer any doubt 
that the rebels, after raising the siege of 
Bage, lost nearly 500 men, and that they 
committed many atrocities during their 
retreat. 

Volunteers have been enrolled to the 
support of President Peixoto. The insur- 
gent warships keep up an intermittent 
firing on the city and government forts. 
The insurgent warship Aquidaban is pre- 
paring to return to the south for the pur- 
pose of procuring re-enforcements. 

The British sloop-of-war Beagle is con- 
stantly cruising to and fro outside of the 
harbor. The object of her movements is 
not known.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


An Important Bill Concerning Employ- 
ment Offices—The Gothenburg System. 
Bostow, Jan. 18.—A bill was introduced 

into the house which contemplates a 
complete overturn in the intelligence 
office business. The bill provides for the 
establishment and maintenance of free 
employment offices in such cities of the 
commonwealth as shall accept the act, 
under the direction of the chief of the 
bureau of statistics and labor. 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
asuperintendent to have charge of each 
office, who shall make weekly reports to 
the chief of the bureau, and that no fees, 
direct or indirect, shall in any case be 
taken from those seeking the benefit of 
the offices, which shall be confined to resi- 
dents of the state. The bill further pro- 
vides for rooms and furniture for each 
officer, atthe expense of the common- 
wealth, to be refunded in the form of 
taxes by the cities which take advantage 
of the act. 

There are undoubtedly intelligence 
offices whose manner of doing business 
imposes a hardship upon their clients, but 
there would seem to be no especial reason, 
therefore, for the commouwealth to go 
into the employment office business—un- 
less, indeed, itis in the interest of the 
people for the state to enter into every 
department of industry; in that case this 
bill is admittedly in the right direction. 

There isa distinct sentiment against 
the Gothenburg system of dealing with 
the liquor traflic. The argument is ad- 
vanced that it is neither expedient nor in 
the line of good morals for the common- 
wealth to go into the rum business, and 
that, if it were, it is extremely doubtful 


that reputable men could be induced to | 


embark in the undertaking. 

But it will be observed 
objections which are brought against the 
Gothenburg plan are equally applicable 
to the high license system now in vogue 
in Massachusetts; but at the same time 
high license has probably done as much 
as a prohibitory law could have accom- 
plished, if not a great deal more, and al- 
though the Gothenburg system may not 
be an ideal plan, if it will restrict liquor

The order introduced in the senate call- 


ing for information from the railroad 
commissioners relative tothe number of 
trains discontinued on the Old Colony 
system of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford, etc., came up for adoption. 
Senator Midton offered an amendment to 
the effect that “the board of railroad com- 
missioners be requested to furnish the 
legislature with such information as it 
may possess or be able to obtain relative 
to all changes in the running of trains by 
discontinuance or otherwise, and the rea- 
sons therefor, on the Old Colony system 
since the lease of the Old Colony railroad 
to the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford,” etc. In its amended form the order 
passed. 

Among petitions presented in the house 
were these: For the repeal of so much of 
chapter 276 of the acts of 1886 as prohibits 
the taking of eggs of undomesticated 
birds for food purposes within the limit 
of Nantucket county; Theodore E. Davis, 
for $13,822.15 compensation for services 
rendered inthe prosecution of the com- 
monwealth for a refund of the direct tax 
paid to the United States; relative to co- 
operative production and distribution 
under the direction of the chief of the 
bureau of the statistics of labor; for more 
equal representation ia the election of 
senators and representatives in the gen- 
eral court. 


A Crooked Politician. 

WHEELING, Jan. 18.—Benjamin Earn- 
shaw, one of the most prominent Demo- 
cratic politicians in the state and for 10 
years a memberof the Wetzel county 
court, was arrested here while attempting 
to neyotiate forged county orders.

Will Be Levied Upon Incomes of Over 
Four Thousand Dollars. 


INTERNAL REVENUE BILL 


THE 


fias Many Features of an In- 
teresting Nature. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The full text of 
the internal revenue bill, including the 
important income tax, has been agreed 
upon by the Democratic members of the 
ways and means committee. A complete 
summary of the essential features of the 
tax as it will be submitted follows: 

The bill provides that the income tax is 
to go into effect Jan. 1, 1895, and that the 
first collection on incomes is to be made 
July 1, 1895. All classes of incomes are 
included in the measure, and the uniform 
rate of 2per cent tax on incomes over 
$4000 is fixed. 

The most important detail of the bill is 
the method provided for the levying and 
collection of taxes. It is made obligatory 
on all persons receiving individual in- 
comes of over $3500 to inake areturn to 
the local collector of internal revenue. No 
tax is levied on those making a return un- 
der $4000. In case a person having an in- 
come of over $3500 fails to make areturn, 
it becomes the duty of the revenue as- 
sessor to make inquiry astothe amount 
of the person’s income. 

If this explanation discloses that the in- 
come is above $4000, the income is sub- 
jected to twice the ordinary tax under the 
law, and the party failing to make his re- 
turn is deemed guilty of a criminal 
offense and is made subject to fine and 
imprisonment. 

Information Kept Secret, 

It is estimated that not more than 85,000 
persons will be subject to this tax. Pro- 
visions are also made by which no infor- 
mation can be made public as to the de- 
tails of the incomes represented by 
customs. If such details become public 
it might injure the credit of a firm or in- 
dividual, and any person who divulges 
any part of this information concerning 
incomes is made subject to criminal prose- 
cution, with heavy fine and penalty.

Subjects Introduced In the House. 

Boston, Jan. 19. — Attorney General 
Knowlton has reappointed George C. 
Train as his first assistant, and his second 
assistant, Charles N. Harris, will also re- 
main for the present. 

A bill was introduced in the senate to 
authorize appeals from the rulings of 
moderators in town meetings, which was 
referred to the committee on towns; also 
relating to official stenographers of the 
superior court. 

Representative Myers introduced a_ bil! 
to enable cities and towns to construct 
maintain and lease conduits and the con 
nected structures for electrical wires, 
cables and conductors. The bill provides 
that any city or town in which electrical 
wires, cables, etc., are in use over, along 
or across any public way, may accept the 
provisions of the act, and thereupon pro- 
ceed to construct, operate and maintain 


; conduits, manholes and the necessary dis- 


tributing boxes and service pipes con- 
nected therewith, and may compel any 
and all corporations, firms and _ indi- 


viduals using the wires, etc., to place the 
same in such conduits and manholes and 
compel owners of wires within 
after the service of notice to remove the 
same from over or across public ways; if 
the wires are not removed within 90 days, 
the city or town may remove them at the 
cost of the owner; a city or town may de- 
fray the cost of such conduit by issues of 
bonds to be called ‘Conduit loan bonds,” 
to run not over 30 years, and bear interest 
at the rate of not more than 5 per cent; a 
rental not exceeding $500 per mile an- 
nually for each three-inch duct in the con- 
duit may becharged for the use of the 
conduit. Nothing in the act is to be con- 
strued as referring to trolley wires of 
street railway companies or supporting 
wires for the sume. In case there is an 
existing conduit ir acity or town it may 
be taken upon terms agreed upon by the 
parties, or ata price, in case of disagree- 
ment, fixed by a method provided for by 
the bill. No public highway is to be in- 
terfered with without consent of the 
public highway commission.

A TALE OF THE DEEP 


Awful Experience of the Crew of the 
Maggie E. Wells. 


MASTS FAIRLY UNDER WATER. 


Fourteen Lives Finally Saved 
by a Gloucester Boat. 


HALIFAX, Jan. 19.—The report made at 
New York by the Dutch steamer Amster- 
dam on Wednesday, narrating the loss of 
Chief Officer Mayer and five of the crew 
of the steamer while attempting a rescue 


at sea, seemed to indicate that the crew 
of the fishing schooner Maggie E. Wells, 
numbering 14, had all perished. 

Good news came to Llalifax yesterday. 
The Gloucester (Mass.) schooner Magnolia, 
Captain Day, arrived with the Maggie E. 
Wells’ crew. They were taken Monday 
from their vessel, which was then set on 
fire 160 miles ast of Sable 


east by southe 


island. 
The Maggie E. Wells sailed from 
Gloucester, Mass., Dec. 28, on a halibut ex- 


pedition. She proceeded to Quero banks, 
off Sable isiand, and fished there without 


interruption of storm or accident until 
Friday last. Ten thousand pounds of 
halibut had been captured by that time 


and the voyage promised to bea profitable 
one for all concerned. 

Early Friday morning the wind came in 
puffs from the south and the sky dark- 
ened; the sea rolied rapidly and the wind

uh. 
In a Hurricane. 

About 9a. m. the cable parted and a fu- 
tile attempt was made to let go the other 
anchor. The schooner was tossing about 
so badly that the attention of the crew 
was directed to keeping her into the wind 
and securing movable articles about the 
deck. 

At 10:30 o’clock the wind was blowing a 
perfect hurricane, and huge black clouds 
swept across the heavens. Wave after 
wave rolled around the little schooner, 
causing her to leak. Suddenly, just after 
11 o’clock, an immense column of water 
struck the Maggie Wells on her quarter, 
tearing away her after house and opening 
a hole in her deck, which filled with 
water. 

The cabin and holds were

water. The wind blew the foresail and 
other sails to ribbons, and threw the 
schooner so far down on her beam ends 


that the mastheads were buried in 
the ocean. Captain Davidson, R. K. 
Peach and J. A. Williams were washed

In designing homes we must follow the 
laws of common sense and not sacrifice in- 
terior comfort for the satisfaction of dis- 
playing an outside show which is offensive 
to the cultivated eye. But let us have 
bomes wherein nothing is conceded to & 
false luxury, and where harmony says that, 
though here is a small and tHerea large 
opening to suit the interior requirements, 
they are so grouped and blended together 
that they produce a pleasing and pictur-

esque exterior, and which, when finished, 
will cost us no more, as we have nothing 
concealed, nothing artificial, nothing use- 
less. This sort of construction is the only 
satisfactory one to people of sense and 
taste, there being a good reason for it. 
The most convenient houses are those 
which are planned with a special reference 
to the needs of its occupants and so as to 
avoid all useless expenditures, and, we 
might add, those are the most pleasing in 
point of aspect for the simple reason that 
they clearly show the purpose for which 
they are built. 

I show herewith perspective view and 
floor plans of a cottage of eight main rooms, 
very conveniently and economically ar- 
ranged, with an exterior conceived in a pic- 
turesque but chaste style of design, free 
from current extravagances, The effect ob- 
tained is hardly rendered by the illustra- 
tions on account of their small scale, but it 
is very prominent in the actual building 
and very readily felt as the eye is passed 
around the neighboring houses of the usual 
type. The rooms are well shaped and pro- 
portioned to each other, and a general air 
of light and cheerfulness pervades the 
house. 

The building is set well above the grade 
and entered from the front by a porch,

To the rear of the sitting room is a cham- | 
ber 12 by 12 feet, furnished with rear outlet 
and connected with the kitchen and dining 
room through a lobby. In the lobby is a 
dumb waiter, furnishing convenient con- 
nection with the cellar, which we reach by 
stairs from the lobby. ‘The pantry is well 
furnished with all the modern conveniences. 
The kitchen has a sink and brick set 
range, with water back and boiler, and 
communicates with the dining room 
through the lobby and china closet. A cel- 
lar is provided under the dining room8 feet 
deep, under the chamber7 feet and under 
the remainder of the house 6 feet deep. 

Going up stairs, we land in a small hall, 
from which are accessible the three cham- 
bers and bathroom and the stairs to the at- 
tic. The interior of the first floor is 
trimmed in natural finished cypress. The 
second floor is finished in white pine. 

Constructionally, the house is of the very 
best, using good materials and workman- 
ship. The cellar walls are of stone to one

Many roads are laid out badly, and for 
a score of reasons that may be given 
why they are so situated perhaps not 
one will have the merit of general con- 
venience, 

; As to the effect of grade, it has been 
estimated that on a slope of 1 foot in 44 
feet, or 120 feet to the mile, a horse

By reason of defects of surfaces of 
level roads, the farmer, at scarcely any 
season of the year, is able toderive more 
than 50 per cent of the value of a day’s 
work from his horses or cattle while 
| making use of the means of commmunica- 
tion existing in his neighborhood.—New

1 am a member of the Congregational 
church, but I have attended the Episcopal 
church a great deal and love it equally with 
my own. I felt that the chapel should be 
Episcopal and the people all agreed with 
me. 

Then I asked for subscriptions, and in a 
few weeks had nearly eleven hundred 
dollars pledged by fands in Randolph, Hol- 


j; brook, and Braintree, people of all de- 


nominations gladly united in helping the 
good work. 

Rev. William J. Harris, D. D., then at 
St. Paul's church, Boston, took charge of | 
the work. Le designed and drew the plans 
for the chapel. He also conducted services 
for several months after the chapel was 
built. 

A great many people gave labor some a 
day’s carpentering, some a day's work on 
the cellar, ete. 

I, myself, hired the laborers, bought the 
bricks, the lumber, etc., and was able to 
get very generous discounts, so that our 
chapel has been built for a very small sum 
in comparison to its actual value. 

Rev. Dr. Harris secured nearly $200 
from kind friends in Boston, for the work, 


} and Taunton friends subscribed about $50 


more. We have had no other outside help 
save $25, from Rev. David H. Greer of 
New York; $25 from a Pittsburg, Pa. 
lady, and $25 from Col. Babbitt of New 
York, 

Tbe deed was made out to the Trustees 
of Donations to the Episcopal church, but 
they receive no property which is not clear 
from debt and so they deeded it back 
again to the original owners until such a 
time as it can be made free from debt. 

Dr. David Thayer of Boston and myself, 
gave the land and so the property came 
back to us. 

Dr. Thayer {has recently died, and it is 
especially desirable now, that we go on 
with our work with renewed vigor and try 
to clear the church from debt as soon as 
wecan. Since September we have raised 
nearly one hundred dollars by holding 
concerts at the chapel. We have painted 


| the edifice and the people are taking hold 


of church work with earnestness. Al- 
together everything looks very bright for 
us, 

In November the committee suggested 
an entertainment to be be given in Brain- 
tree town hall, and I thought I would 
write a dialogue which might take half an 
hour, perhaps, to perform.

| BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


State Highways—School Superintendenw 
in Small Towns—The Ocean Gem. 


Boston, Jan. 20.—The special committee 
| on caucus reform, appointed by the legis- 
lature of 1893, has unanimously agreed 
upon a report. Among the recommenda- 
tions is the election of all the delegates 
to a state convention on thesame day 
throughout this state, in order that each 
city and town may act independent of 
outside influence. This is made obliga- 
tory in the bill which the committee has 
drafted, and which contains many provi- 
sions applicable to cities and towns of 
more than 10,000 inhabitants. 

A bill was introduced in the senate rela- 
tive to the construction and maintenance 
of state highways. The bill provides 
“that the Massachusetts highway com- 
missioners are hereby authorized to des- 
ignate such main traveled roads in the 
commonwealth as state highways as it may 
deem best when recommended by a ma- 
jority of the towns through which such 
roads pass. These roads shal! be under 
care and control of said commission, and 
the reconstruction shall be undertaken 
and carried forward with such expedition 
as said commission deem for the best in- 
terests of the commonwealth. All sums 
received by the treasurer in the year 1893 
and thereafter under the provisions of 
chapter 425 of the acts of the year 1891 
shall be set apart for the purposes of this 
act, subject to draft only by the said 
Massachusetts highway commission.” 

A bill was introduced in the house to 
amend an act relating to superintendents 
of public schools for small towns, sothat 
the amendment shall read in section 4: 
“There shall be annually appropriated by 
‘the legislature a sum necessary to carry 
out the provisions of chapter 131, acts of 
1888, entitled ‘An act to aid small towns 
in providing themselves with superin- 
tendents.’ ” 

A bill was introduced prescribing the 
fee for sixth-cligis licenses by proving that 
such license fee shall ‘‘not be less than 
$50 nor more than $500,” instead of 31, as 
at present. 

The matter of passing an order appro- 
priating $3500 for repairs on the steamer 
Ocean Gem created somewhat of a breeze. 
It was explained that the steamer is 
owned by the commonwealth and is used 
to protect the fishing industries of the 
state. Mr. Allen, whose motion to table 
the resolve had stirred up the discussion, 
said that he knew the boat needed re- 
pairs, but he understood the steamer had 
been used as a pleasure boat.

THE GAIN IS SLOW. 


Business Experiences a Restoration 
of Confidence. 


UNCERTAINTY AS TO THE FUTURE 


Prevents Rapid Progress In the 
Industrial World. 


New Yong, Jan. 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says today: . 

The event of the week is the offer of 
£59,090,000 United States 5 per cent 10-year 
bonds. The decision of the secretary gives 
much satisfaction to all who care for 
sound currency, because the necessities of 
the treasury were dangerously strengthen- 
ing those who urged the issue of $50,000,- 
000 more silver certificates against silver 
“seigniorage” to be coined. 

The gold note, represented by certifi- 
cates, has fallen below $70,000,000. The 
revenue continues to fall behind that of last 
year about $5,000,000 a month, and agtion 
in congress on various financial measures 
isliable at any time to excite doubts 
whether gold payments can be main 
tained. Hence replenishment of the gold 
reserve was necessary toa restoration of 
confidence and a revival of business. 

While industrial improvement con- 
tinues, the gain is slow, and increase in 
the purchasing power of the people by en- 
largement of the force at work is,in a 
measure, counterbalanced by the loss to the 
purchasing power of the people through 
reduction in wages paid. 

Decrease In Clearings. 

The volume of business has increased 
in leading branches, but not largely; 
clearings fall below those of last year, for 
thesame week, 22.6 per cent, and un 
certainty regarding the future as yet pre- 
vents the ventures essential to prosperous 
activity. 

Textile works resuming are mostiy cnr- 
pet and knit goods concerns, with some 
worsted works. ‘Though mor-; mills are 
at work, and there is more speculative 
buying, prices, nevertheless, decline, so 
that sales at Boston are abvut 1 cent be- 
low prices asked two weeks ago. 

The demand for woolen goods increases, 
but is very small and is largely confined 
to goods of low cost but known repute for 
quality, and trade in dress goods is de- 
creasing. 

Cotton goods are weaker. : 

In silk manufacture the depression is 
indicated by imports of raw silk for six 
months not a third as large as those of a 
year ago. 

Most shoe manufacturers are doing lit- 
tle more than half the usual business, 
though some are well employed, an: the 
shipments from Boston this year thus far 
have been 20 per cent less than last year 
to date. 

There is reported more business in iron 
and steel products, but at lower prices. 

Speculative markets have been weaker. 

A Drop In Cotton, 

Cotton has fallen 14 cents, as receipts 
continue much larger thana year ago, 
and the demand for consumption is nar- 
row. 

Gain in retail distribution of products 
is still small. 

Imports at New York show for January, 
thus far, a decrease of more than 30 per 
cent, while in exports a gain of 32,390,000, 
or nearly 20 per cent, appears. 

Failures fcr the week have been 407 in 
the United States, against 29 last year, 
and 46 in Canada, against 42 last year. 
For the first 11 daysin January the re- 
ported liabilities of firms failing were 
$9,041,225, of which 33,069,053 were in man- 
ufacturing and $5,316,372 in ‘trading con- 
cerns. But the number of faiiures about 
the first of the year does not necessarily 
indicate a bad state of business. 


Protecting Lobsters. 

PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 20.—Fish Warden 
Peabody of Rockland and Warden Cush- 
ing of this city are making war against 
violators of the short lobster law. 
Lobsterers are ugly and threaten to fight 
if interfered with. Cushing means to 
arrest ringleaders among lobsterers or 
shoot them. Many short lobsters are be- 
ing eaught.

A FAMILY DEBAUCH 


Has Its End In the Mysterious Death of 
the Mother. 


Boston, Jan. 20.—A suspicious case of 
death and what may probably turn out to 
be a case of matricide occurred at West 
Roxbury last night. On Thursday morn- 
ing Police Officer Moulton was called into 
a house occupied by John Welch, to stop 
a disturbance between Mrs. Bridget 
Welch and her son John J. Welch. 

It seems that allthe family had been 
engaged in adebauch, with the exception 
of the father, an old man of 70 years, who 
was lying ill with pneumonia. The 
mother told the poice officers that her 
son had struck her and blackened her 
eye and also bruised her nose. 

Matters were apparently straightened 
out and no more disturbance was heard. 
Inthe evening Mrs. Welch, who is 7 
years old, was seen around the house. lt 
is stated that sheretired for the night 
about 8 o’clocs, and a short time after- 
wards was found to be unconscious, and 
she remained in that condition until her 
death, which occurred at 5 o'clock last 
night. 

About 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
family began to get alarmed and called in 
Dr. Stevens, who remained with the 
woman until her death. He then called 
in the services of Dr. Gerry, and a con- 
sultation was held, which resulted in Dr. 
Stevens refusing to give a certificate of 
death and the police were notified. 

Captain Brown and Officer Moulton 
went to the house, and after investiga- 
tion they arrested the son, and will hold 
him until the medical examiner has held 
an autopsy. 

It is stated that the son has been ar- 
rested several times for drunkenness, and 
that he has no occupation. At the house 
last night a wake was in full blast, and 
the rooms were crowded with the friends 
of the deceased. 


KILLED HER BABY. 


Damaging Evidence Against Eliza New- 
comb, a Girl of Eighteen. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., Jan. 20.—Eliza New- 
comb, an 18-year-old girl of Brookfield, is 
charged with the murder of her infant 
child, to which she gave birth at the 
Knowles maternity ward of the city hos- 
pital. A short time ago, when sufficiently 
recovered, she was discharged, after being 
given some under clothing and the child 
clothed with garments bearing the let- 
ter K. 

She returned to Brookfield without the 
child, and when questioned regarding it 
said she had left it with parties in Worces- 
ter. Tuesday the dead body of an infant 
was found in the woods near East Brook- 
field, and close by was a bundle of baby 
clothes marked K. 

When confronted with this evidence 
the girl said her child was a girl and 
stoutly maintained that she had left it in 
Worcester. The clothing was brought to 
Worcester and identified by the hospital 
authorities as that given the Newcomb 
girl. She was arrested yesterday and 
brought to the county jail t6 await trial 
for infanticide.

COAL AND IRON COME NEXT. 


Bond Question Will Receive 
Attention In the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—This week will 
see the conclusion of the tariff debate in 
the house. According tothe special order 
the voting will begin a week from today 
at noon. 

During the past week no amendments 
of substantial importance have been voted 
on with any cuance of adoption except 
that fixing the date upon which free wool 
would go into effect, which was carried 
by the radical Democrats, with the aid of 
some Republicans, over the protest of the 
Democratic members of the ways and 
means committee. 

This week, however, will witness the 
fight overthe big amendments to be of- 
fered from the Democratic side. The full 
measure of the Democratic opposition to 
the bill will then develop. and consider- 
able bad blood will be manifested. ‘The 
first fight will come on the sugarschedule. 
Three hours have been set apart for the 
consideration of the propositions to be 
offered by the sugar men. Four amend- 
ments will be offered to the paragraph ! 
placing sugar on the free list if the present 
plan is adhered to. 

The first will be that of Mr. McRae to 
abolish the provision relating to the sugar 
bounty in the Wilson bill, which contem- 
plates its gradual reduction of 1-4 ofa 
cent a year for eight years until it is wiped 
out. To this Mr. Price will offer an 
amendment to substitute,in place ofa 
bounty, a duty of 1 centa pound on sugar. 
Asubstitute for this to retain the Mc- 
Kinley bounty of 2 cents will be offered 
by Mr. Meyer, and Mr. Boatner will offer 
an amendment to the substitute to place 
a 11-2 cent duty on sugars. 

This will exhaust the amendments that 
can be pending. The votes will be taken 
in the reverse order. The sugar men will 
makeastrong fight on the ground that 
sugar isarevenue article, and in accord-

rO LEAVE THE TABERNACLE. 


Talnage Surprises His Flock by Announce: 
ing His Resignation. 

New York, Jan. 22.—Rev. T. De Witt 
Talmage, at the close of his sermon at 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle last night, an- 
nounced that he intended to resign, the 
resignation to take effect on the 25th an- 
niversary of his taking charge of the Tab 
ernacle. 

No intimation of this had been given 
by Dr. Talmage, and the announcement 
was asurprise to the congregation. Dr. 
Talmage said at the close of his sermon: 

“I have an announcement to make 
which may be of interest to this congre- 
gation. The coming spring I shall have 
been pastor of this church 25 years. A 
quarter ofa century is enough for any 
minister to preach in one place. At that 
anniversary I will resign the pulpit. 

“Though the work has been arduous 
because of the necessity of building three 
great churches, two of these destroyed by 
fire, the field has been delightful and 
blest of God. My plans after resignation 
have not been developed, but I shall 
preach both by voice and through the 
newspaper press es long as my life and 
health are continued by the grace of God. 

“IT have no vocabulary intense enough 
to express ny gratitude to the newspaper 
press for the generous manner in which 
they have treated me and augmented my 
work for this quarter of acentury. After 
such a long pastorate it is a fearful thing 
to break the ties of affection, but I hope 
our friendship will be renewed in 


| heaven.”

AT A RIPE OLD AGE. 


Death of General Mellinet, Father of the 
French Army. 

PARIs, Jan. 22.—General Emile Mellinet, 
the father of the French army, is dead. 
He was born at Nantes, June 11, 1798, and 
was the son of a general of the empire. 

He took part in the Spanish war in 1822, 
and was present at the siege of San Sebas- 
tian. In 1840 he was promoted to the grade 
of chief of battalion and sent to Algiers, 
where he distinguished himself in 1842. 
He was recalled to France and promoted 
to the rank of general of brigade on Dec. 
2.1850. In April, 1855, he served with the 
army of the east at Sebastopol. His 
bravery at the attack of the Malakaoff on 
June ls, the same y led to his being | 
made general of division four days after- 
ward.

Perhaps this item 
alone is worth all that the Blue Hill reser- 
vation will cost the city in assessments; as 
the watershed will not be built upon or 
polluted.

MOB AT BRIDGEPORT 


Making Things Unpleasant For Trac- 
tion Company Officials. 


NEW MEN ROUGHLY HANDLED. 


A Street Car Overturned and 
Set on Fire. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 22.—The out- 
come of the conference between Mayor 
Bostwick and the board of police com- 
missioners on one side and the commit- 
tee representing the strikers on the other 
side does not indicate that the trouble be- 
tween the Traction company and their 
employees are any nearer settlement. 

Conductor Thompson, chairman of the 
strikers’ committee, announced that the 
strikers had organized as the Bridgeport 
Surface Railway association, and that 
they would not now treat with the Trac- 
tion company as individuals, but as a 
union. The wor’: of organizing was con- 
ducted by representatives of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

The committee refused to accept the 
Traction company’s proposition to re-em- 
ploy all but the nine ringleaders, stating 
that every one of the 117 strikers must be 
re-employed. This ultimatum will be 
given to the railway officials. It is not 
believed that the Traction company will 
agree to this basis of settlement. 

Mob Was Ugly. 

There was another exciting scene at the 
depot between 5 and 6 o’clock last even- 
ing. Thirty men arrived from New York 
to take the places of the strikers. The 
mob of nearly 2000 people, who were ex- 
pecting them, surrounded the newcomers, 
who, realizing their danger, attempted to 
escape unnoticed though the crowd. 

Some of them escaped with nothing 
worse than a few cuffs upon the head, but 
others had their clothing torn and were 
seriously injured through kicks. Only 
four of them succeeded in reaching the 
Traction company’s depot. Nine of the 
others at 10 o’clock last night were fur- 
nished by the strikers with money to pay 
their fares back to New York. The rest 
are too badly scared to put in an appear- 
ance.

AN IRONCLAD BILI 


Proposing a Tax of Two Per Cent on All 
Incomes Above $4000. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.— The interna! 
revenue bill, as submitted tothe full com- 
mittee by the ways and means committee, 
calls foratax of 2 percent upon all in- 
comes of citizens of the United States, 
either at home or abroad, from any kind 
of property rents, interest divisions or 
salaries, on all amounts overand above 
$4000. The bill goes into effect Jan. 1, 1895. 

In addition to the £4000 exemption, all 
National, state and county taxes paid 
within the year shall be deducted from 
the profits of the person who has actually

Injunction Proceedings to Restrain 
Sheriff From Interfering. 


FINAL ARRANGEMENTS ARE MADE 


Yo Have the Battle Pulled Off 
In a Circus Tent. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 23. — The 
Duval Athletic club has made a new 
move. Entirely new legab counsel were 


brought into the situation, and yesterday 
morning there was aconference witha 
recess for lunch. In the afternoon there 
were more legal conferences, with a re- 
cess for supper. 

A determination, however, had been 
meantime reached. The law firm of 
A. W. Cockerell & Son had been called 
into the caseas allies of the club, and 
late in the afternoon a bill was filed by 
the club’s counsel in the fourth circuit 
court of thestate of Florida praying for 
an injunction restraining the sheriff or 
any of his representatives or agents from 
interfering in any way with the proposed 
exhibition, and from preventing any per- 
son frem entering the grounds, etc. 

The bill sets forth the declarations 
made by the sheriff of a purpose to take 
possession of the property of the club, 
arena, etc. It further sets forth that the 
continued reiteration by the sheriff of 
this intention has already seriously inter- 
fered with the sale of tickets and the pros- 
pective success of a business enterprise 
engaged in by the club. Notice was 
served upon Sheriff Broward of the action, 
and a hearing will be had before Judge 
Call. 

“Jacksonville’s Duty.” 

Mayor Fletcher declared last night that 
the city had passed an ordinance per- 
mitting such contests as that proposed be- 
tween Mitchell and Corbett and had 
accepted from their representatives the 
mouey for a license. 

Under these circumstances he believed 
itto be the duty of the city of Jackson- 
ville to protect the club and the fighters 
as far as it can, though he did not feel 
justified in swearing in special policemen 
for the purpose. The chief of police 
would be at the ringside if the fight came 
off and see that the gloves weighed not 
less than five ounces, when the men could 
proceed. Ifthe county or state author- 
ities stepped in to stop the tight it was no 
affair of the city’s. 

“The city council,” said Mayor Fletcher, 
“cannot by passing an ordinance render 
voidthe common law, which I under- 
stand Governor Mitchell declares will be 
violated. Whether or not the law is being 
violated is a matter for the courts.”

Editorial Comment, 


WE HAVE previously noted the novel 
signal] adopted by the police department of 
Dedham, but the idea seems such a 
practical one that a fuller description will 
be of interest: 

The Dedham Electric Light Company is 
engaged in putting in an electric police 
signal between Dedham Centre and East 
Dedham, Set high upon a post in Memo- 
rial square, Dedham Centre, at the extreme 
point of a wooden arm, is a small glass 
globe, bright red in color, and set upona 
post in Boyden square, East Dedham, isa 
similar device. When the night police of 
either section desire the aid of the police of 
the other section, all that is needed is to 
turn a button, which turns the light on in 
the globe and attracts the attention of the 
policemen in another part of the town and 
lets them know they are wanted. The idea 
of originating this signal code is credited to 
Chief of Police Drugan. 

In towns and small cities where night 
patrolmen are necessarily few, some such 
method would seem very desirable. 
Quincy covers a wide territory and seven 
patrolmen who do not see each other dur- 
ing the night, are expected to protect our 
lives and property. If a murder, or rob- 
bery, or other crime was committed in 
either ward, ten to one the other wards 
would not know it for some hours. One 
patrolman would be powerless to capture a 
gang of burglars or run down a murderer, 
but if he could summon help, or give 
notice of the direction the cffenaers had 
taken, it would improve the service and it 
could be done at small cost. What does 
Chief-elect Hayden say to the idea ? 

NEwWs FROM the Legislature informs our 
taxpayers that the Committee on County 
Estimates has reported a bill authorizing 
the expenditure of another $125,000 on the 
court house at Dedham. This is quite an 
item in Norfolk county expenditures, and 
some of our citizens would have likeda 
hearing as to the feasibility of making the 
outlay at this time and keeping the county 
tax high. A large sum has been spent 
within two or three years in enlarging the 
court house, and the cost was paid so quick- 
ly that the county tax jumped up consider- 
ably. A reduction was looked for this year, 
but it now seems improbable. If a hearing 
was given, it should have been advertised 
in one of the Quincy papers, as we are the 
only city, publish the only daily newspaper 
and pay a large proportion of the tax. 


MUCH INDIGNATION is rightly felt over 


‘the course of a certain smal! storekeeper 


in selling cigarettes to primary school 
children and supplying them with matches 
to be used as ‘‘lights.’? Not only is there 
a severe legal penalty, but it is a matter of 
wonder that any person should consider it 
necessary, in order to make a living, to 
supply mere infants who are too small to 
understand the evil of the transaction, 
with such things. The attention of the 
authorities has been called to the facts, 
and no doubt swift and sure action will be 
taken.

The Principal: Eminently Fitted by Quali 
fications and Experience, 


The Board of Management of the Wood- 
ward Institute, composed of the clergymen 
of the city, met Monday to decide upon a 
principal for theschool. The special com- 
mittee consisting of Rev. H. A. Philbrook, 
Rev. A. F. Rocke and Rev. J. H. Yeoman, 
who were appointed to select a principal, 
presented two names, Mr. Charles H.

Miss Small was born at Nashua, N. H., 
and was educated in the public schools of 
that place, being a medal scholar and prize 
graduate of the Nashua High school. 
She then went to Canada where she studied 
the French language, and has since travelled 
extensively in this country and abroad. 

Returning from Canada she entered 
Wellesley college and completed the course 
there. Upon graduating she was appointed 
assistant principal of the Nashua, N. H., 
High school. Afterward she accepted a 
similar position at the Plymouth High 
school. 

Abcut eight years ago she was appointed 
principal of the Plymouth high school, 
which position she now holds, beipg the 
first woman to be elected in Massachusetts 
as principal of a high school. 

In her governing methods she is quiet 
but effective, having a mora! influence over 
her students. Nothing more commenda- 
tory of her teachings can be said than of 
the many sbe has fitted for Harvard, 
Wellesley and the Institute of Tecknology, 
all have been admitted without conditions.

A Bill Intended to Prohibit ihe Tontin- 
ing of Insurance Dividends. 
Bostoy, Jan. 23.—A_ bill was submitted 
at the hearing before the insurance com- 
mittee today, the purpose of which is to 
prohibit the issuance of life insurance 
policies having for their object the con- 
fiscation of dividends in the event of the 
insured lapsing or dying before the end 
of the distribution period, which is gener- 
ally 20 years. The bill further provides 
that the first dividend period shall ter- 
minate at the expiration of two years from 
the date of issue,and that every year 
thereafter shall constitute a dividend 
period until the policy is terminated by 
death or maturity, and thatif the in- 


sured should surrender his or her policy 

at the expiration of two years from date

of issue, a paic-up policy participating in 
the surplus dividends shal! be issued. 

In a word, it is the prohibition of the 
tontining of dividends, a practice not 
only not permitted, but actually forbid- 
den, to domestic companies by existing 
laws, although foreign companies doing 
business in this state are allowed to do it. 
It is not customary to place special re- 
strictions on foreign companies, as it 
would tend to destroy the mutuality ex- 
isting between the states. 

A bill is to be introduced to supply a 
serious omission inthe law relative to 
the intimidation of voters, the purpose of 
the intended legislation being to prevent 
the punishment of voters for their action 
er non-action at an election past by dis- 
charge or reduction of wages.

MILTON’S NEW CHURCH, 


A Description of the Baptist Church 


Dedicated Today at East Milton. 


The new church edifice of the East 
Milton Baptist society is completed and 


was dedicated this afternoon. It is situ- 
ated on Edge Hill road about 300 feet = 
the East Milton station of the N. Y. X. 

& H.R. R, 


It is of a Gothic style of architecture 
75 feet high, built outside of

the main building, under which is the 
vestibule opening into the main auditorium 
and vestry, which will seat 240. The andi- 


torium is connected with the vestry by six 
large folding doors, making a room 70 feet 
feet wide with a seating 


long and 35 
capacity of 400. 

On the left of the vestry there is a wing 
which contains the infant class or com- 
mittee rooms which is connected with the 
vestry by sliding doors. The platform and 
baptistry are in an alcove in the rear of the 
building. 

The foundation, steps and buttresses are 
of Quincy granite and the building is of 
wood. The interior is finished in white 
wood and plaster, the plaster being tinted 
in eld rose color, on the walls with a frieze 
of maroon color. George E. Thomas of 
Wollaston was the builder and the original 
plans were by L. B. Valk of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. Owing to the bids largely over-run- 
ning the estimate the plans were recon- 
structed by Frederic Schluns, of Hagenew, 
Germany, who resides at present in East 
Milton. 

The new edifice cost $8,000 and it will 
take $2,000 more to finish it, 

The completion of this edifice marks a 
new era in this village, as it was just fifty 
years ago that the Congregational church 
was erected. 

The East Milton Baptist church had its 
begining in a mission established in Sep- 
tember, 1886. Meetings were commenced 
in Washington hall under the direction of 
Rey. Nathan Hunt, the pastor of the 
church at Milton Lower Mills. A Sunday 
School of 33 
spring of 1887 
of Mr. Murdock McDonald. 
summer of 1888 an effort was made to- 
ward the erection of a house of worship. 
This effort resulted in the purchase of a 
building formerly used for a private school 
standing on the estate of Malcolm Forbes 
on Milton Hill which was moved to East 
Milton and placed on land purchased for 
the purpose on Bryant avenue. This was 
done at a cost of $800. Meanwhile there 
had been numerous conversions, those con- 
verted being baptised into the fellowship 
of the Lower Mills church. 

In February, 1890, Mr. Hunt became 
pastor of this church, also of the Calvary 
Baptist church at South Quincy. The 
East Milton church was organized that 
year with 22 members, 17 of whom had 
been dismissed from the Lower Mills 
church. The present membersbip is 60. 
The Sunday School is under the superin- 
tendency of Mr. D. J. Brown, who came 
to this church from the Warren avenue 
church of Boston in 1891, and numbers 
about 115. 

In 1892 a new lot of land was purchased 
of Edward Cunningham, being a part of 
the old Blue Bell property. Building oper- 
ation were commenced during the summer 
and the new house of worship with the 
exception of the audience room is now 
completed. 

The dedication of the church com- 
menced today at three o'clock when the 
first service was held in the vestry, at 
which there were addresses. Among the 
speakers were Rey. Dr. W. H. Eaton, of 
the Massachusetts Baptist convention, and 
Rey. C. H. Spaulding, of the Baptist Pub- 
lication society.

The widows of public men, of 
army and navy officers, of private citi- 
tens in all ranks of life, gravitate to 
the Capital City as the pleasantest place 
they know of to pass the autumn of life. 

The diplomatic corps comprises sever- 
al hundred more or less idle and fashion- 
able men and women, @iterary and 
scientific men, especially those enjoying 
incomes and independence from inherit- 
ed or other sources, are numerous in 
Washington, Always the city contains 
thousands of visitors attracted by the 
peculiar interest which attaches to the 
seat of government. 

Is it any wonder that we have here an 
ease loving and an ease enjoying popu- 
lation? Are you surprised that Wash- 
ington laziness has become proverbial 
throughout the country? Do you mar- 
vel that our streets and avenues are rial- 
toes in which comfortableness, fashion, 
superficiality, even insincerity, are com- 
stantly displayed? 

The street life of Washington is al- 
ways interesting. The good dressing 
gives an air of elegance to the thorough- 
fares, which, with their famous shade 
trees and pavements smooth and clean as 
a floor, are themselves elegant. The 
number of noted men and beautiful 
women to be seen in any given walk or 
drive adds to the charm. of the scene. 
The bicycles, numbered literally by thou- 
sands, add the spice of rapidity and 
whirl to a picture that. might otherwise 
lack somewhat of action.—Washington 
Letter.

STRIKERS ARE COOLING DOWN. 


Unsuccessful Effort to Have 
Militia Called Out. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 23.—It is com- 
paratively quiet inthe city and there is 
but little excitement. The Traction com- 
pany bas not attempted to move any 
cars and the strikers ‘have caused but 
little trouble. Police still guard the 
company’s property and the new men 
brought here from New York are not to 
be found. 

Last evening one of the “scabs” was 
found near the Washington street stables 
and attacked by the crowd. He was res- 
cued by the police and received but a few 
bruises. Mayor Bostwick attempted to 
address the strikers from the city hall 
steps yesterday afternoon, but was hooted 
by the crowd. The Salvation Army is 
here from Ansonia trying to quiet the 
strikers. Several men who are said to be 
Pinkerton detectives arrived from New 
York, and they are now being closely 
watched by the strikers and their friends. 

Governor Wouldn't Interfere, 

Police Commissioners Seeley and At- 
water went to New Haven last evening 
and called on Governor Morris to induce 
him to call out the militia, but they re- 
turned without receiving any satisfaction, 
and the governor refuses to state what he 
will do just now. 

Most of the labor unions in the city 
voted not to patronize the road unless 
the management conceded the demands 
of the strikers. Theiron moulders voted 
to give the proceeds of their ball Thurs- 
day night to the strikers. 

An independent bus line is being run to 
accommodate the public and is well 
patronized. The managers of the com- 
pany still assert that they will not give in 
to the men, and will be able to run the 
cars. It isunderstood that an attempt 
will at once be made to start the cars. 


Insurgents Routed by Federals, 

City oF MEXIco, Jan. 23.—Colonel Sus- 
ano Ortis of the Federal army telegraphed 
from Chihuahua yesterday as follows: “I 
overtook at 4 o’clock a. m. a band and de- 
feated it after some fighting. All their 
horses, saddles and ammunition are in my 
possession. They lost 26 killed, and 
among them Lujan, the leader. The 
Federal troops and the armed citizens 
accompanying us are pursuing the flying 
enemy. 


Gave Too Big a Handicap. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Jan. 23.—George H. 
Hosmer, the Boston pedestrian and oars- 
man, was defeated in a 10-mile walking 
match with William F. Ryan last night. 
Hosmer gave Ryan a half-mile start, but 
the handicap was too much for the Bos- 
ton man and he quit in the tenth lap of 
the eighth mile after cutting down Ryan’s 
lead by only two laps. The race was for 
$300 and the gate receipts. 


Found With His Throat Cut, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 23.—An unknown 
man was found in a brickyard here with 
his throat cut from ear to ear. On his 
person was found a letter signed by Klara 
Johanssen, Providence, asking the chief 
of police of Pueblo, Colo., to arrest Oscar 
Halin. She said she enclosed Halin’s pict- 
ure, adding that the man betrayed her 
under a promise of marriage. 


Naval Reserve Advocated. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Representative 
Cummings has introduced a bill for a 
naval reserve.

The Hawaiian Patriotic League Makes 9 
Plea For Monarchy. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The president 
transmitted an additional installment of 
Hawaiian papers received from Mr. Willis. 
The retirement of Vice President Hatch 
and the election of W. C. Wi'der to suc- 
ceed him is announced. The executive 
council has been increased from four to 
five persons, a minister of foreign affairs 
being added. The president has hereto- 
fore discharged the duties of that office. 
A petition and memoria! addressed to 
President Cleveland from the ‘Hawaiian 
Patriotic league,” claiming to represent 
8000 legal voters, is enclosed by Minister 
Willis. 

The memorial says that the request of 
the American government to the pro- 
visional government ‘“‘to relinquish its 
power to our legitimate sovereign” has 
created feelings of admiration and re- 
spect among the Hawaiian people who 
have suffered in deprivation of their lib- 
erties and sometimes in their livelihood 
more than even the queen. 

Tz isemphatically denied that the pro- 
visional government represents the Ha- 
waiian nation. A trial at the ballot boxes 
would show that the native Hawaiians 
and the half whites are virtually a unit 
against the provisional government. It is 
declared that the government was estab- 
lished by a conspiracy with Minister 
Stevens, and continues to exist by the use 
ofalien bayonets, on which the public 
funds have been outrageously squandered. 

All the natives and foreign royalists 
have been disarmed, while arms have been 
distributed whelesale to all aliens pro- 
fessing sympathy with the provisional 
government, and especially tothe ignor- 
ant and vicious Portuguese. Attention is 
called to the organizations of clubs and 
leagues of foreigners who have socialistic 
tendencies, and have threatened murder 
and violence against all those not in sym- 
pathy with the present state of things. 

Itis asserted that the population would 
be under a hopeless reign of terror but for 
the foreign men-of-war, and that the pro- 
visional government has never been a le- 
gally constituted administration. 

PORTER WAS INSANE 
According to the Testimony Given by 
Two Experts on the Subject. 

STAMFORD, Conn., Jan. 23.—The insan- 
ity proceedings against Millionaire Tim- 
othy H. Porter were resumed yesterday 
afternoon. Porter’sson Blatchley related 
several incidents of his father’s recent 
eccentricities, and told about his father 
shutting himself up in a room in the 
house and preparing a document appoint- 
ing three men to distribute the sons’ 
shares of the estate. Louis, the eldest 
son, was cut off entirely from receiving 
any part of the estate. 

Blatchley then told about Miss Clark’s 
visit to the house at the time that the en 
gagement with his father was broken off 
with Miss Clark. At that time Porter 
wasin a mad fit. Miss Clark was so 
angry that she left the house without 
speaking to Porter. Letters written toa 
woman in Boston, whose name was with- 
held, were produced in court. 

Blatchley said that Miss Earle was two 
days as governess when he saw his 
father embracing her. Dr. Hamilton, the 
insane expert, of New York, testified that 
he had examined Porter and he had no 
doubt that Porter wasinsane. Dr. Giber, 
also an insanity expert, said that Porter 
was undoubtedly insane.

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IMPECUNIOUS LOVERS 


THEY BUY ENGAGEMENT AND WED- 
DING RINGS ON CREDIT. 


Contract to Pay on the Installment Plan, 
and the Fair Sweethearts Never Know 
About It—An Interesting Talk With a 
Confidential Clerk. 


An engagement ring contracted for 
on the installment plan is now as com- 
mon a business transaction as the fit- 
ting up of a boarding house on the same 
easy payment plan. There are several 
New York jewelry firms which do a 
prosperous business among prospective 
bridegrooms on the credit system. 

One of these is located on a promi- 
nent down town stret. Engagement 
rings and wedding rings are here sold 
on credit, the weekly payment being 50 
cents. At this store the other day a 
bashful young man asked the chief 
clerk to show him some rings suitable 
to present to a young lady. 

“Engagement ring, eh?’’ said the 
clerk in a confidential undertone. 
‘‘Here you are, sir, the very latest. 
Forty-five dollars—exquisite stone— 
payment in 10 months. This shell ring 
isourown design. Any girl would have 
fits over it. See that dainty spiral 
thread of gold about the setting? That 
emphasizes the gem and makes it ap- 
pear worth more than itis, You can t 
better yourself, sir. Pay cash and 
you'll get a discount of $5.”’ 

The young man seemed much im- 
pressed. He gave the measurement of 
the little finger of his fair charmer and 
left his name and references. 

In his pocket as he went out he car- 
ried astupendous contract printed in 
red ink, which stipulated that ‘‘in case 
of nonpayment according to the terms 
of contract, etc., the ring must be for- 

“feited.”’ 

“That’s a fair sample,’’ said the 
clerk in answer toa question. ‘That 
fellow represents a certain element of 
middle class society. Most of the hard- 
working young men buy rings for their 
sweethearts that way. The girls would 
never get any engagement ring at all if 
the money had to be paid outright.”’ 

Another shy young man was ushered 
in, and the clerk motioned him to a pri- 
vate room adjoining the main office. 
There they were closeted for several 
minutes, and then the clerk emerged to 
seal a contract with the new customer, 
The necessity of the private audience 
room, it seems, is because financial em- 
barrassment, coupled with native modes- 
ty, prevents lovers in the first stage from 
divulging the terms upon which they 
wish to pay for aring. They prefer to 
state their case unheard by any one ex- 
cept the head clerk, who, in the course 
of his business, has cultivated a pro- 
found sympathy for the entire race of 
sweethearts. 

*-Oh, they tell some pathetic stories, ’ 
said the clerk. ‘'They let me into all 
their secrets gratuitously. One very 
devoted young lover told me the other 
day that he earned $4 a week, but 
couldn’t get married until he had been 
raised to $5. When advanced to this 
position of opulence, he thought he could 
afford to buy a diamond ring on install- 
ments of 50 cents a week. 

‘But it is in the case of lapses that I 
hear the most pathetic tales. As a rule 
our customers are straightforward and 
honest. As long as a young man has 
work we have no difficulty in getting 
his money. When he loses his position, 
he usually lets us know, and then if 
the fellow is honest we ease up on him 
just a little.”’ 

‘**But what if the girl and the ring dis- 
appear simultaneously?’’ he was asked. 

**Oh, the young man always pays up, 
and if the girl has thrown him over 
you can bet he never tells any one 
about it. 

“There are lots of well to do young 
men who spend $30 or $40 in a night 
for pleasure and who do business with 
us because they prefer to regard jewel- 
ry as a luxury ard pay for it on time. 

“Here, for instance, is a ring made 
to order for a broker down town,” and 
the clerk held up a diamond ring val- 
ued at $250, which had been made to 
fit the finger of some metropolitan belle 
who may never know the ‘‘terms of the 
contract.”’ 

**T don’t know of a single instance 
where a girl has had to forfeit her ring. 
In case she had a dishonest man ora 
sneak for a Jover the case would be 
rather embarrassing. But as a rule the 
blushing bride elect knows nothing 
about the installments, for our custom- 
ers come promptly to the office and pay 
up every Saturday. 

**There are some cases where we have 
to unbend a trifle, as, for instance, 


where there has beena death in the 
family. When asad faced young fel- 


low steps into my private office and 
tells me confidentially that he has lost 
his father and must help pay the fu- 
neral expenses, or that he has spent all 
his available capital in celebrating 
Thanksgiving or Fourth of July the day 
before, then he can usually count upon 
the sympathy of the firm. 

“Of course we run great risks, but 
we never sell to anybody without look- 
ing up their references.”’ 

The investigation blank, which, when 
filled, establishes the purchaser’s in- 
tegrity of character, should contain the 
date of contract, name of applicant, 
house address, business occupation, 
business address, references, time em- 
ployed in present position, description 
of engagement or wedding ring and a 
host of other details. 

The form of contract is suitably ver. 
bose, and the red tape involved is suffi- 
cient to make a young lover feel the 
responsibility and importance of having 
creditors.—New York World.

SOLDIERS ON HAND. 


Their Reception at Jacksonville Was 
Anything but Cordial. 


MORE ABOUT THE BIG CHECK. 


Both Pugilists Fully Prepared 
For Battle. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 24.—The troops 

came totown last evening. There were | 
in all 135 young fellows, who felt the dig- | 
nity of the errand and the responsibility | 
of their positions. They had spectators 
enough to make the occasion all im- 
portant to them. 
1: The pomp and pageantry of military 
display had been discounted somewhat by 
their long-threatened coming. At 5:30 a 
train pulled into the depot of the Florida 
Central and Peninsular railroad. Four 
cars of the train were devoted to the use 
of the trodps 

The men of each company had brought 
along private impedimenta to make them- 
selves comfortable while soldiering, and 
this baggage was loaded upona light 
truck, one being provided for each com- 
pany. A detail of eight men was as- 
signed to each truck of baggage, and the 
wagons, thus guarded, proceeded up 
though Bay street. There had been no 
outpouring of the population to welcome 
the soldier boys. There was no widespread 
excitement in the town, but among the 
many who were on the streets there was a 
great deal of curious interest in the specta- 
cle. 

There were sporadic cheers and there 
were many jibes and much laughter over 
the comments of both white and black 
spectators upon the personnel of some 
particular soldier of exceedingly long, 
short, lean or full stature. 

Passing beyond the thickest business 
locality the spectators were confined to 
people upon the sidewalks, and the 
troops were soon housed and partaking of 
supper. 


Hissed by a Crowd. 

Something of a sensational nature oc- 
curred when the soldiers were passing in 
front of the Globe saloon. All the way 
yells and hisses, occasional taunung re 
marks being sandwiched in. Crowds 
thronged the streets, the galleries and the 
windows, and a great commotion was 


created. 

In front of the Globe saloon there was 
an unusually large crowd, which gave 
vent to its displeasure by such a volley of 
hisses that it must have made the ears of 


the soldiers tingle. The hisses increased

HOW TO WASH TASLE LINEN, 


Care Should Be Used In Washing White, 
Colored, Embroidered and Damask. 

Se sure that your linen goes into no 

; Vessel that is not clean and freshly rins- 
ed. See that it is put to boil inside n 

bag of clean cheese cloth. If stained, 

wet the spots with alcohol, and wasb 

out in clear cold water before allowing 

suds to touch it. Stains of milk or soft 

eggs must be soaked in clear cold wa- 

ter for 10 minutes, then washed ont. 

Use a mild white soap, or the Brown 

Windsor that comes in long bars. Make 
a strong lather, only letting the soap 
touch the fabric at some obstinate 
grease spot. Tea cloths or others with 
delicate colors wash brighter if a hand- 
ful of salt is added to the first suds, 
which should be barely Inkewarm. The 
second may be hotter. Wash quickly 
threngh both. Fold smoothly for the 


to boilin cold water for 10 minntes, 
Rinse first in hot, then in lukewarm 
water. Have your bluing water cold 
and free from specks of color. Dip 
your linen in very thin starch contain- 
ing a suspicion of bluing, and hang, if 
possible, inthe sun. See that the line 
is clean. Take pains to hang each 
piece square, asif dried awry it will 
be very hard to make it even again. 

Let everything dry thoroughly and 
do not dampen or fold until a little be- 
fore ironing time. After a cloth is prop- 
erly wet pull the diagonal corners as 
hard as possible and fold with a length- 
wise crefse through the middle. Roll 
smooth and tight and let it lie for 20 
minutes. For rich damask or embroid- 
ered cloths put an extra blanket on the 
ironing table under its muslin cover. 
Lay the embroidered part smoothly 
over it, right side down and press with 
a heavy iron just below scorching heat. 
When almost dry and very smooth, turn 
and iron on the right side, using very 
light irons on the embroidery and heavy 
ones on the plain round. Stretch the 
fabric well with the hands before press- 
ing embroidery, 

When the right side is properly done, 
fold it lengthwise along the middle, 
then begin at one end and lay about six 
inches lightly over; do not fold it down 


but roll until al] the length is coiled. 
Go over the cloth twice or thrice with 
a hot iron, changing irons frequently. 
fron till the pattern shows plain ona 
glossy white surface. If not thoroughly 
dry when ironed, hang upon the horse 
for an hour or two, then fold or roll ta 
such compass as required for the closet. 


How to Wring Out Hot Wet Flannels. 

Put them inside a towel and hold the 
ends in the hand while wringing. A 
square vag with a stick run through 
each end and an opening in the middle 
of one side is better. Drop the dripping 
cloth into the bag, then use the stick to 
turn it by. 


How to Care For a Refrigerator, 

Place your refrigerator in a cool spot, 
but one having light and air. Oncea 
week remove everything from it, and 
j take out all shelves or movable parts. 
Wash these well in hot soapsuds, rinse 
freely in boiling water. Put them in 
the sun or before the range to dry. 
Wash in the same way the rack on which 
the ice sets, but use greater care, as this 
is generally corrugated or grooved, and 
secretions of dirt may be overlooked. 
Wash the inside of the entire refrigera- 
tor with suds and boiling water, being 


careful to wipe all perfectly dry. Use 


a flexible wire for running down the 
tube where the refuse water runs off. 
Dissolve two tablespoonfuls of washing 
séda in a quart of boiling water on the | 
stove. After it boils pour it into the 
ice compartment, follow it quickly with 
a kettle full ot boiling water and wipe 
dry. Leave the refrigerator open for 
an hour and then put back your ice and 
food. The best day in the week for this 
work is when the iceman is expected. 
Attend toitimmediately after breakfast. 
Never put warm food in a refrigerator, 
it will absorb the flavors of other 
food, and also heat the refrigerator~.

FELT HER BROTHER’S DEATH, 


A Curious Circumstance Which Indicated 
Mental Telepathy. 

Acurious circumstance that may be 
looked upon as a confirmation of the 
doctrine of mental telepathy took place 
here recently in a family of importance 
in the history of the state. This family 
numbers among its members a lady and 
her twin brother, a young man who for 
the past few years has been in business 
in New Zealand, but who has been ex- 
pected home on a visit to his sister. 

One evening lately the lady was sit- 
ing surrounded by friends when all at 
once she gave a piercing cry, and plac- 
ing her hand to her side fell fainting to 
the floor. On reviving she declared that 
she had been suddenly stabbed just 
above the heart and under the left arm, 
indicating the spots. She was assured 
that she was laboring under the purest 
imagination, but was hard to convince 
that this was the case, so plainly had she 
felt the knife enter the body. 

That night a little daughter was born 
to her, and the child was found to be 
marked on the places indicated by the 
mother as the wounds she had imagined. 
The marks on the child looked as if they 
might be the cicatrix of old knife 
wounds. The next day a cablegram 
was received from friends of the twin 
brother in New Zealand, informing his 
sister that he had been stabbed to death 
by a native in a quarrel, and the date 
given of the young man’s death was that 
of the night when his sister had felt the 
pang of a knife entering her own body, 

She prevailed on her husband to in- 
quire by cable where her brother’s mur- 
derer had struck him, and to complete 
the coincidence learned that he had been 
stabbed twice, once above the heart and 
again under the left arm. She is con- 
vinced that through her affinity with her 
brother she felt his death even as he re- 
ceived it.—New Orleans Letter.

House Has at Last Disposed of the 
Sugar Schedule. 


THE COAL QUESTION IS NOW UP. 


The Hawalian Matter Again 
Before the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—After the trans- 
ection of some routine business the house 
tvent into committee of the whole to con- 
sider the tariff bill. 

After two hours’ labor the house voted 
that Mr. Warner’s proposition looking to 
free refined sugar. adopted Monday after- 
noon, shall be treated as a substitute and 
notasan amendment. This releases the 
house from the tangle in which it ad- 
journed. The paragraph, as amended, 
was then adopted by a rising vote of yeas 
161, nays 38. 

The effect of this vote is to put all 
sugars, raw and refined, on the free list. 
The bounty was abolished by a vote yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The coal schedule was taken up, and 
Mr. Oates offered an amendment striking 
coal from the free list and putting a duty 
of 40 cents a ton upon it and 20 cents a ton 
on slack. 

Mr. Wise offered an amendment to this 
amendment placing the duty at 50 cents a 
ton. 5 

Mr. McKaig submitted a substitute pro- 
viding for the retention of the present 
law—75 cents a ton on coal and 30 cents a 
ton on slack. 

Mr. Hitt offered the following amend- 
ment to the substitute: Insert at the end 
of paragraph 439; ‘‘Provided, that if any 
article is imported, the product of any 
country which imposes a duty on said ar- 
ticle exported from the United States, 
then there shall be levied, collected and 
paid upon said imported article the rate 
of duty prior to the passage of this act.” 

Mr. Wilson made the point of order 
against the amendment that it was not 
germane to the subject under discussion, 
and also that it wasin the nature of re- 
taliation. 

Mr. Hitt spoke briefly against the point 
of order, but it was sustained. Mr. Hitt 
then altered his amendment by specifying 
that any article “on the free list” is im- 
ported, but Mr. Burrows made the point 
of order against it that it was not fser- 
mane, and the chairman sustainea the 
point of order. 

Morse’s Aguiment, 

With all these texts discussion pro- 
gressed in one way or another, chiefly by 
western or southern members, until Mr. 
Walker of Massachusetts said there was no 
man in the house who did not know there 
was no section of the country which 
would be so benefited by free coal, free 
iron and free woolas New England, and 
especially Massachusetts. But New Eng- 
land had not asked for these things, be- 
lieving that the interest of the country 
was of more importance than the interest 
of Massachusetts. Massachusetts would 
gladly vote fora tariff of 75 cents a ton. 
She had noiron mines, no coal mines and 
no natural gas; but she had cold facts, 
which had never been controverted by the 
Democratic side. 

Mr. Simpson presented a letter from the 
Central Labor unicn of Worcester, Mass., 
regarding a petition from them which 
Mr. Walker had refused to present on the 
ground that it did not represent the senti- 
ment of the majority of the union. The 
letter was drafted by a committee of the 
union, and denied in toto the assertions of 
Mr. Walker. 

Seme Voting. 

Mr. Turpin offered an amendment to 
Mr. McKaig’s substitute, providing that 
the tax of 75 cents aton should be de- 
creased 12 1-2 cents a year, and cease al- 
together after the sixth year. 

A vote was then taken onthe amend 
ment offered by, Mr. Wise raising the 
tariff to 50 cents, and it was defeated by 
a Viva voce vote. 

‘The vote was then taken on the amend- 
ment offcred by Mr. Turpin, and it was 
lost—ayes, 2; nays, 172. 

The substitute offered by Mr. McKaig 
to insert the provisions of the McKinley 
law in place of the clause in the Wilson 
bill, was defeated—yeas, 91; nays, 146. 

The amendment of Mr. Oates, putting a 
tax of 40 cents a ton, was then defeated— 
yeas, 81; nays, 131 

The house thentook up the iron ore 
schedule. Mr. Oates offered an amend- 
ment to take iron ore (including man- 
ganiferous iron ore; also the dross or res- 
iduum from burnt pyrites and sulphur cre, 
as pyrites or sulplruret of iron in its 
natural state) off the free list, and put a 
tariff tax of 4) cents upon it. 

Discussion upon this went on 
cess was taken. 

At the evening session the house listened 
to more speeches, but adjourned without 
taking any action. 

In the Senate. 

Mr. Turpie reported to the senate from 

the committee on foreign relations the 
following resolution: 
Puat from the facts and pa- 
pers laid before the senate, it is unwise and 
incexpedient, under existing conditions, to 
consider at this time any project of aunexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian territory to the 
United States; that the provisional gov 
ernment therein having been duly recog- 
nized, the highest international interests re- 
quire that it shall pursue its own line of pol- 
icy: foreign intersention in the political af- 
fairs of the islands will be regarded as an 
act unfriendly to the government of the 
United States. 

After discussion the resolution went over. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Peffer de- 
claring that in the opinion of the senate 
the secretary of the treasury has no law- 
ful authority for issuing and selling bonds 
as proposed in his recent notice went to 
the comtmittee on finance. 

The senate then resumed consideration 
of the house bill to repeal the federal 
tlections laws, and after a discussion it 
was laid aside informally. 

Mr. Cullom then addressed the senate 
on the resolution offered by Mr. Frye de- 
claring that, pending the investigation by 
the committee on foreign relations, there 
should be no interference on the part of 
the United States government, by moral 
influence or physical force, for the resto- 
ration of the queen orthe maintenance 
of the provisional government in the 
Hawaiian Islands. \,r. Cullom’s address 
was mainly an arraignment of the gov- 
ernment for its course in the matter. 

The bill forthe repeal of the elections 
laws was again taken up, and Mr. Chand- 
ler addressed the senate in opposition tothe 
bill, but, without concluding, he yielded 
to a motion to proceed to executive busi- 
ness, and that accomplished, the senate 
adjourned.

THE BRIDGEPORT STRIKE. 


Mayor Will Call Out Militia if Police 
Can't Handle Strikers. 


BripcErort, Conn., Jan. 24. — The 
strikers are active and meetings were 
held last night at which the situation 
was talked over. Trouble is feared, for 
the Traction company have declared their 
intention of running the cars, and they 
have enlisted the services of the police 
commissioners and other city officials to 
aid them to keep the cars running. 

The cars will be in charge of men who 
have been brought here from outside 
places. All the supernumeraries and 
specials available in the city have been 
summoned by the commissioners to re- 
port at headquarters prepared for duty. 
These men will be stationed all along the 
line ready for any outbreak among the 
strikers, Sheriff Clarkson swore in a 
number of deputies, and the entire re-in- 
forcements to the police will number 
about 100. 

The mayor has given the Traction com- 
pany the order to start the cars, and the 
police will be ready all along the line 
two hours in advance to guard the cars 
should an attempt be made todo any 
damage on the part of the strikers. The 
strikers were all paid off yesterday. Ap- 
plications have been received from men 
in New Haven, Springfield and Worces- 
ter, Mass., and Pittsburg for the strikers’ 
Places. 

The road is now inthe hands of the 
city, which is instructing the company to 
run the cars, If the police are unable to 
cop2 with the crowd, the mayor will call 
out the militia. 


NOW FOR A 


President Peixoto Orders His New Ships 
to Attack Insurgents. 


RIo DE JANEIRO, Jan. 24.—After a long 
delay, puzzling alike to the people who 
continue loyal tothe government and to 
the insurgent leaders, Peixoto has given 
orders to his new warships, purchased in 
Great Britain and the United States, to 
sail southward and begin the long ex- 
pected naval contest which in all proba- 
bility will decide the struggle for suprem- 
acy between Brazil’s chief magistrate and 
those who are seeking to overthrow him. 

The Nictheroy, America, Aurora and 
Paranahyba reached Bahia yesterday, on 
their way from Pernambuco to Rio. They 
are fully manned and ina better condi- 
tion for fighting than it was supposed 
their officers would be able to get them, 
considering the fact that their crews are 
made up of mixed nationalities. The 
dynamite gun aboard the Nictheroy has 
been subjected to further tests, and is 
now said to be working satisfactorily. 

A great deal of cemment has been ex- 
cited by the visit of vne insurgent Admiral 
Da Gama to Admiral Benham. It con- 
firms the rumors current here for some 
time that Da Gama has made proposals 
to Admiral Benham to act as mediator 
between the insurgents and the Brazilian 
government. 

The information that the government’s 
war vessels had sailed from Pernambuco, 
it is believed, was conveyed to Da Gama 
by some of his adherents in the north, 
and his visit to Admiral Benham was the 
result of this news. 


FIGHT! 


Saved From State Prison, 

Boston, Jan. 24.—At aspecial meeting 
ofthe Life Underwriters’ association the 
resignation of W. G. Williams was ac- 
ceyted. Williams resigned from the as- 
sociation because he was found guilty of 
rebating premiums, and paid a fine of $100 
therefor. Rebating is a state prison 
offense inthis state, but this, being the 
first case that has come up since the law 
passed, was lightly dealt with by the 
court. 

Hartz Found at Last, 

CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—Jacob Hartz, who 
was inthe employ of Liveryman Dinan 
onthe night of the Cronin murder, and 
who so long eluded the detectives, was 
arrested yesterday at West Hammond, 
Ind. Hartz isthe man by whom the 
prosecution will endeavor to identify Dan 
Coughlin as one of Dr. Cronin’s assassins, 


New Jersey’s Deadlock. 

TRENTON, Jan. 24.— Governor Wert 
proposes securing a decision on the senate 
deadlock by quo warranto proceedings in 
thesupreme court. The plan is not ap- 
proved by the Republican senators. They 
say if the governor wants to get the mat- 
ter before the courts let him proceed upon 
some of the bills which they may pass. 


Satisfies Fitchburg Aldermen. 

FITcHBuRG, Mass., Jan. 24.—Ex-Chief 
of Police Douglass of New Bedford, dis- 
missed from that place by Mayor Brown- 
ell on specific charges, was confirmed as 
chief of policein the board of aldermen, 
in executive session last night, by a vote 
of 4tol. 

An Incendiary’s Work. 

St. JOHNSBURY, Vt.. Jan. 24.—Fire last 
night destroyed M. J. Caldbeck’s carpen- 
ter shops. Loss about $10,000. It is 
thought to be incendiary, as Caldbeck 
had enemies and his buildings have been 
fired several times before.

fhe Frenchman Allowing His Dislike of 
England to Annoy Americans. 

French hostility to England has been 
unusually violent for some months past, 
and the English in Paris complain that 
they are made aware of it in ways that 
offend them or even render their stay 
there unpleasant. This is something in 
which we are not concerned. For an- 
other reason, however, it is our duty to 
give the Parisians a warning. Life in 
Paris has been made disagreeable to some 
Americans of late because the anti-Eng- 
lish Frenchmen have failed to draw the 
line between Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans, and as Americans speak the Eng- 
lish language have assumed that they 
were English and have acted according- 
ly. This will not do, 

We tell these shoulder shrugging and 
mustache twisting Parisians that they 
had better look out when they are in the 
presence of Americans. Americans widl 
not tolerate their blague. They can't 
treat young Brother Jonathan as if he 
were old John Bull, They must be re- 
spectful toward Americans in France if 
they want to get the money of American 
tourists. Americans are a self asserting 
people, not destitute of patriotic pride, 
not so patient as Job, not at all arrogant 
or ill tempered, yet conscious of their 
inviolable Americanism. They have 
grown beyond dueling, but it is not safe 
to act toward them as if they were of a 
timid disposition. True, they speak the 
English language, but they can’t help 
that, and we may say that they like it. 

There were 8,599 Americans living 
permanently in Paris three months ago, 
when the census of foreign residents was 
taken, and hundreds of American tour- 
ists visit the city every week of the year. 
These Americans spend lots of money in 
Paris. It is possible that they spend 
20,000,000 francs there every year, and 
this sum is but asmall part of the ag- 
gregate amount which Parisians draw 
from Americans annually. Let the 
shoulder shruggers think of this when 
they see an American dressed in French 
clothes and shelling out his dollars for 
their enrichment. 

The Americans like France well, and 
they give proof of their liking for her. 
They appreciate the good qualities of the 
French and give them full credit for all 
their merits. It is to be regretted that 
there are some coxcombs among the 
French, mostly in Paris. 

The craziest thing that M. Crapaud 
can do is to confound Brother Jonathan 
with John Bull.—New York Sun. 


VALUABLE MAPS CHEAP. 


Completion of the United States Geological 
Survey In Three New England States. 
The complete topographical map of 

the state of Connecticut has been com- 

pleted by the United States geological 
survey, and the sheets having been com- 
bined ina single large map it is now 
ready for distribution. The original sheets 
are on a scale of an inch to the mile, 
with 20 foot contours, but the reduction 
is on a two inch scale, with 100 foot con- 
tours. The cost of the entire work was 
about $50,000, of which the geological 
survey bore half, and the state of Con- 
necticut the other half. The mapping 
of the entire states of Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island has now 
been finished, and work during the past 
year was pushed forward on the state of 

New York, which is now under Herbert 

M. Wilson and well under way. 

These maps, which are the only ac- 
curate. and comprehensive topographie 
work done in the United States, are in 
steady demand.

popular institution with the people. The 
maps are given freeof charge, but many 
who want them and do not know this 
offer good round prices for them, as 
much as $100 having been offered for a 
single sectional sheet, the bidder proba- 
bly being agreeably surprised on receiy- 
ing the map and his money back as 
well.— Washington Post. 


Great Hop Yards of the Northwest. 

The palm for possessing the largest 
single hop ranch in the world, which has 
for a long time been the proud boast of 
King county, will soon pass to the east 
side of the Cascade mountains. Yakima 
county has laid claim to the distinction, 
and by next summer will have every 
right to it, for there will be growing at 
that time upon her rich valley lands 600 
acres of hops in one body. 

The big Snoqualmie hop ranch in this 
county contains 340 acres in one body 
planted to hops, and the Lilienthals of 
San Francisco own a yard at Pleasanton, 
Alameda county, Cal., of 350 acres, to 
which they are adding 400 acres more, 
which when fully planted will be larger 
than the Yakima yard.—Seattle Tele- 
graph.

WILL FIGHT TODAY. 


All Obstacles to the Corbett-Mitchell 
Battle Removed. 


JUDGE GRANTS AN INJUNCTION 


And Martial Law Is Not De- 
clared In Jacksonville. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 25.—Sharply 
at3 o'clock yesterday afternoon Judge 
Call ascended the bench of the circuit 
court to render his decision upon the in- 
junction case presented during the morn- 
ing. The courtroom was completely 
packed. 

The judge recited that the ground 
taken by the counsel forthe state was 
that the projected contest should be goy- 
erned by the state law against duelling. 
The voice of the court was opposed to the 
contention. 

A contest without dangerous weapons 
could not be construed to be a duel. As 
this proposed contest was not only without 
even bare hands, but with padded gloves, 
he could not view the affair otherwise 
thana glove contest to determine the 
scientific superiority of the two men en- 
gaged. Hence he ruled that the tem- 
porary injunction restraining interfer- 
ence should not be vacated, as the state 
desired, but that it should be continued, 
as the Duval club had contested. 

Pleased the Crowd. 

The instant the drift of the court’s 
opinion became known to the crowd, 
there began to spread a hum of approval, 
and when the judge closed there burst 
forth a prolonged cheer, with the south- 
ern yell attachment, that might have 
startled the Seminole chiefs in their 
graves. The fu:ious rapping for order 
did no good, and threats of arrest did not 
deter the crowd which was surging out 
into the streets. They yelled all the time, 
and the neighborhood was awake with 
the clatter and the entire town soon 
caught it up. 

In 10 minutes the news was known in 
every hotel and sporting resort. Crowds 
surrounded the telegraph office and the sa- 
loons where sporting men congregate, and 
the sidewalk for a block in either direc- 
tion from the entrance to the Duval Ath- 

The club held a long conference after 
the action of the court became known 
and stated that the fight would surely be 
pulled off. 

Fired With New Zeal. 

The sympathizers with the contest pro- 
moters had the town yesterday afternoon. 
The feeling akin to chagrin that possessed 
them Tuesday night when uniformed and 
armed soldiers marched gaily down the 
street was remembered only in its humor- 
ous light yesterday after the decision of 
Judge Call. The news of the decision 
spread faster than does a rumor of a 
plague. 

When the words maintaining the fin- 
junction fell from the lips of the judge 
there was a mad rush for the telegraph 
office and the news went over the wire 
like wildfire. The situation was changed 
from suspense to certainty, and the club 
members, lately listless, were suddenly 
fired with a new zeal. Plans half ful- 
filled, schemes not materialized for lack 
of confidence, were renewed. 

Atthe rooms of the Duval Athletic 
club the crowd was so great that it took 
half a dozen men to keep a pathway open 
for pedestrians. The demand for tickets 
was such that nothing but system pre- 
yented wild confusion andacrush.  Fi- 
nally ascheme was arranged by which 
the men went iu one at a time, finding an 
egress at another door, and the stream of 
ticket buyers was continuous for hours. 

As the wagon advertising the fight 
rolled through the streets it was greeted 
with rousing cheers, and in front of the 
principal hotels and saloons it was given 
an ovation. In the residence portion of 
the city hundreds of people crowded out 
to see it, and clapped their hands for joy. 
Every one felt the enthusiasm asjan infec 
tion, and the town went wild. Even those 
opposed to the fight could not but smile 
at the spirit and joyousness displayed. 

Fight Is Certain, 

Governor Mitchell has gone upon rec- 
ord, through Attorney General Lamar, 
who says that now, the matter having 
been settled by the courts, he will not de- 
clare martial law in Jacksonville. The 
militia which has been brought here to 
suppress the fight will probably attend 
it, asa special safeguard. They are very 
grateful to the governor. 

In spite of the statement that the First 
battalion was ordered out yesterday it did 
not put in an appearance, even the Jack- 
sonville company not being called to duty 
further than to assemble atthe armory 
for a few minutes, and then the men re- 
turned to their respective places of Lusi- 
ness. Itis understood that some of the 
outside companies of the battalion were 
under arms, but the order to move was 
not given. 

Adjutant General Houston received or- 
ders late last night from Governor Miteh 
ell instructing him to order the troops of 
the Second battalion to their homes. They 
were dismissed this morning, but many 

will remain and witness the fight. 

All obstacles to the fight have been re- 
moved, and there seems at the present 
moment to be absolutely nothing which 
can prevent its coming off. Hundreds of 
sporting men are thronging the streets 
and packing the hotels to overflowing.

A KNOCKOUT FOR HATTERS. 


Decision of Manufacturers Makes Matters 
Bad For the Workmen. 

Danbury, Conn., Jan. 25.—The state- 
ment made by 12 out of 18 manufacturers 
that under no conditions would they 
operate factories other than independent 
of trade unions produced a pronounced 
tensation among labor leaders and locked- 
out hatters. The 12 factories are the 
largest in the manufacturers’ association, 
and employ over 3000 people. 

It stops all further efforts on the part of 
leaders to win them over. leaders 
have been sanguine of winning six of the 
12 shops heretofore. Every leader said 
that it means a loss of the struggle and 
eventual victory for the mnanufacturers, 
who are certain of desertion from the 
workmen’s ranks, and, if obliged to, will 
import help. The statement 3 
to the faint-hearted members 
who are sure of protection if they 20 to 
work. 

Friction between President lien Foote 
of the Trimmers’ union and the labor 
leaders has disgusted many batters and 
endangered the Trimmers’ union, and 
this gives manufacturers an additional 
advantage. This ninth week of the lock- 
out shows many cases of extreme poverty 
among the hatters. A soup kitchen was 
opened Monday for the relief of distressed 
working people, and it is crowded daily. 

Six other hat firms in the lockout an- 
nounce that they will open their factories 
under trade rules whenever they can 
secure consent from their association and 
when unions grant certain liberties 
recently asked for. They will not open 
their factories till others do. These fac- 
tories are the smallest in the association, 
employing 600 persons.

THE TAX ON INCOMES | 


The Most Important Feature of the 
Internal Revenue Bill. . 


COMMITTEE SEES NO HARDSHIP 


in Placing a Tax Upon Those 
Who Are Wealthy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Representative 
McMillin has presented the majority re- 
port from the committee on ways and 
means on the internal revenue bill, the 
most important feature of which is the 
Income tax. 

The committee recommends an increase 
of the tax on distilled spirits from 90 
cents a gallon to$l a gallon, and an in- 
crease in the tax on cigarets from 50 
cents a thousand to $1 a thousand; the im- 
position ofa tax of 2 cents a pack on all 
playing cards offered for sale in the 
United States, anda tax of 2 per cent on 
all net incomes of corporations and on in- 
comes of individuals in excess of $4000 

The committee discusses the income 
tax question at length, saying they be 
lieve in life and liberty. But in addition 
to this those who have been blessed with 
large fortunes are also interested in hav- 
ing them protected against the rapacity 
of the lawless. ‘The wealth of this coun- 
try amounts to more than $65,000,000,000, 
and the question arises whether it is not 
just and fair that a portion of this money 
should be raised by a tax onit. Itis emi 
nently just and proper that the amount 
proposed by this bill skould be collected 
from a tax on incomes, instead of placing 
all of iton the necessaries of life, which 
are consumed by all but are not used in 
proportion totheir ability to pay taxes, 
but according to the necessities of ex- 
istence.”’ 

Not Inquisitorial. 

The committee sces no hardship in re- 
quiring those who have incomes of more 
than $1000 a year to pay 2 per cent of all 
in excess of that amount to carry on the 
government under which it has been ac- 
cumulated and by which it is: protected. 
They have provided by the bill for the 
simplest machinery consistent with ef- 

tiency. One of the complaints made 
nstanincome tax is that it is in- 
quisitorial in its nature, oppressive in its 
administration. 

The committee thinks that this has been 
guarded against asamply as can be in any 
tax, and that an inspection of it will prove 
it to possess as little that is inquisitorial 
as any state, county, municipal or gov- 
ernment tax in existence. The report 
states that the tax can be coilected 
cheaply and with few new officials, and 
that, taking the estimate of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, it should yield 
215 (We eOYhintevct-sifps" by wuAKINg Our 
tariff laws what they should be, and im- 
posing an income tax to raise a portion of 
the revenue, it will be possible to raise or 
lower this tax to meet the requirements 
of the treasury and avoid the necessity of 
changing the rates that affect our in- 
dustries so frequently. Stability will 
help our manufacturers most. The taxes 
ought to be so placed that it wil! not be 
necessary to either issue bonds or change 
tariff rates with every fluctuation of the 
revenue.”’

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Insolvent Copartuerships—The Old Colony 
Lease Again—Tariff Resolations. 

Bostoy, Jan. 25.—The bill to give courts 
of insolvency additional jurisdiction in 
cases of insolvent copartnerships was con- 
sidered by the committee on probate and 
insolvency. At present a petition in in- 
solvency in case of a copartnership can 
only be considered in the county where 
the copartnership has its usual place of 
business. The bill proposed gives the 
court inthe county where either partner 
resides concurrent jurisdiction over peti- 
tions. 

_The Massachusetts Society for Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals presented peti- 
tions to prohibit the leading or driving of 
bears or other wild animals through the 
public streets; the exhibition of vivisec- 
tion in the public schools; and for the 
protection of horses mutilated by docking. 

The order offered in the senate relating 
to the legality of the lease of the Old 
Colony railroad came up for adoption. 
After discussion it was referred to the 
joint committee on railroads. 

The resolutions relative to the tariff on 
cotton manufactures were adopted, by a 
strict party vote; those relative to Suma- 
tra tobacco were also adopted. The reso- 
lutions as to the tariff on carpets and rela- 
tive to the Wilson bill were laid over un- 
til Monday. 

The house committee on rules reported 
an amendment to the rules requiring all 
committees to report on or before the sec 
ond Wednesday of March, instead of the 
fourth Wednesday; also an amendment 
allowing members of the governor's coun- 
cil tocome upon the floor of the house 
without permission being first obtained 
from the speaker. Both amendinents 
went over till today. 

The committee on military affairs re- 
ported a resolve appropriating $30,000 for 
the Soldiers’ home; by the committee on 
towns, a bill authorizing the appointment 
of superintendent of streets by boards of 
selectmen in towns which not elect 
road commissioners or surveyors of high- 
ways. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
allowing the city of Chelsea to refund its 


debt.

Boston, Jan. 25.—It is stated on the au- 
thority of an intimate friend of Attorney 
General Olney that his much-talked-ot 
resignation will a fact very 
shortly. It is claimed that Mr. Olney was 
reluctant in accepting the law portfolio, 
but accepted on the condition that he 
should be allowed to resign when the ad- 
ministration fairly settled down to busi- 
ness. To friends here he has recently ex- 
pressed his dislike forthe duties of the 
office and the criticisms of his official acts. 

Itissaid that Josiah Quincy’s present 
visit to Washington is at the request of 
the president, and that he will either ac- 
cept the postmaster generalship, which 
will be vacated by Bissell’s promotion to 
Olney’s position, or urge Hon. John E. 
Russell to accept the place. It is under- 
stood that the Boston and Maine railroad 
requires Mr. Olney’s services in important 
cases to up soon, andthat it is 
partly for this that he will resign at once.

During five or six years Marcel had | 
worked at that famous painting which 
he affirmed should represent the cross- 
ing of the Red sea, and for five or six 
years this masterpiece of color had been | 
obstinately refused by the jury at the 
annual salon. |

soming so often from the studio to the | 
musee and from the musee to the |

Marcel, who had ten times repainted | 
and rearranged this canvas frofn top to 
bottom, attributed to a personal hostil- | 
ity of the members of the jury against | 
himself the ostracism which rejected | 
it annually from the Square salon, 
and in his idle moments he had com- 
posed in honor of the Cerberuses of the | 
institute a little dictionary of curses | 
with some illustrations of a savage fe- 
rocity. This collection, which had be- 
come celebrated, had obtained in the } 
studios and at the School cf the Fine | 
Arts the popular success which is at- 
tached to the immortal complaint of 
Jean Belin, painter in ordinary to the | 
grand sultan of Turkey. All the daub- } 
ers of Paris had a copy of it in their | 
memory. 

For a long time Marcel was not dis- 
couraged by the determined rejections | 
which he received at each annual ex- 
hibition. He was comfortably settled 
in the opinion that his picture was, in | 
its least proportions, the long sought 
for pendant to the ** Marriage Feast at | 
Cana,’’ that gigantic masterpiece whose 
brilliant splendor the dust of three cen- 
turies has not been ableto tarnish. So, 
every year at the epoch of the salon, 
Marcel sent his picture to be examined 
by the jury. Only—in order to throw 
the examiners off the scant and to try | 
to baffle them in their preconceived de- | 
termination to exclude it, which preju- 
dice they seemed to have against the 
“Crossing of the Red Sea’’—without 
changing anything in the general com- 
position of the painting, he modified | 
certain details and changed the title of | 
his picture. Thus, one year it came} 
before the jury under the name of ** The 
Crossing of the Rubicon.’’ But Pha- 
raoh, badly disguised under Czesar’s 
mantle, was instantly recognized and re- | 
jected with all the honors due him. 

The following year Marcel threw 
upou the foreground of his cunvas a lay- 
er of white paint to represent snow, 
planted a tree in one corner, and dress- 
ing up an Egyptian in the uniform of 
the imperial guard of France he bap- 
tized his picture ‘The Crossing of the 
Beresina.’’ The jury, which had rub- 
bed up its spectacles that day upon the 
tails of its palmed coats—on 
official occasions the members of the 
institute wear dress coats having green 
palms embroidered on the lapels and 
collars—was not duped by this new 
ruse. It recognized perfectly the obsti- 
nate canvas, especially by a big devil 
of a xmany colored horse that pranced 
about on top of a wave of the Red sea. 
The dressing of this horse served Mar- 
cel for all his experiments in coloring, 
and in his everyday speech he called it 
‘‘a synoptical tableau of fine tones, ’’ be- 
cause it reproduced all the most varied 
combinations of color with their plays 
of light and shade. But once more, 
unmoved by this fine detail, the jury 
had not black balls enough to fully ex- 
press their feelings in rejecting *‘The 
Crossing of the Beresina.”’ 

‘Very well,’’ said Marcel, **I’1l wait! 
Next year I shall send 1t again under 
the title of the ‘Passage des Panora- 
mas.’ ”’ 

A few days later, and when Macrel 
had already forgotten terrible threats 
of vengeance he had uttered against his 
persecutors, he received a visit from 
Father Medicis.

NO MERCY. 


England’s Champion Hammered by. 
the American Gladiator. 


MITCHELL SIMPLY WASN'T IN IT. 


Was Completely Knocked Out 
In the Third Round. 


Those In the Ring Had All They Could 
Do to Restrain Corbett From Punish- 
ing His Antagonist While Lying Down. 
Formality of Shaking Hands Dispensed 
With Upon Entering the Ring, but the 
Chasm Between Them Is Bridged Af- 
ter the Battle—Kecords of the Con- 


queror and the Defeated. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 26.—All things 
considered, the battle between James J. 
Corbett and Charles Mitchell was the 
most important event in the annals of the 


pee ring. It marked aturning point in 
tic athletics. 


Corbett belongs to the new school of 
scientific boxers, representing perhaps the 
most advanced ideas in that line of 
pugilists. Mitchell, while not strictly 
identified with the old line, received his 
earliest impressions and much of his 
earlier training from the old _bare- 
knuckle boxers, and was reared in that 
pugilistic atmosphere which was largely 
responsible for the longevity of the rules 
of the London prize ring, and for the 
tardiness with which those of the Marquis 
of Queensbury crept into public favor on } 
either side of the Atlantic. 

There has been no great event in the 
prize ring since the defeat of John L. 
Sullivan by Corbett in September, 1892, 
and the class and records, as well as the 
standing and the titles of the two men, 
gave the contest from the very day that 
it was first suggested an unusual degree | 
of international interest and of inter- | 
national importance in sporting circles.

records of the two men. They both are 
young, but they had both been fighting 
as an occupation almost since they were 
boys. Mitchell is five years older than 
Corbett, but he fought his first pitched 
battle when he was only 16 years of age, 
while Corbett was 18, and had, perhaps, a 
longer training than the Englishman prior 
to ‘coming ont” as a fighter. 
Story of the Fight. 

It was a short, sharp and decisive fight. 
It was a foregone conclusion from the 
moment the men stepped to the center of 


the ring, and Corbett refused to shake 
hands with the man who had so infor- 
mally abused and insulted him. There 


was all but murder in Corbett’s eyes. 

They faced each other, and the intense 
feeling of hatred almost gave Corbett the 
fight as he cornered the Englishman, and 
as his long arms shot out with the force 
of a catapult there was vengeance in the 
wind. 

Mitchell showed wonderful cleverness 
inthe beginning in feeling outof the 
close quarters into which the superior size, 
reach and weight of his opponent bore 
him, but there was no faltering in Cor- 
bett’s plan of campaign, and he slowly 
surrounded the Briton, raining in upon 
his head and sides a shower of savage 
punches. There was despair in Mitchell’s 
face as he tried vainly to elude his agile 
pursuer, and finally, when Corbett closed 
with his opponent in an off corner, Mitch- 
ell realized that it was no longer possible 
for him to escape the battery of the 
American. 

He pluckily tried to spar, and failing, 
sought to clinch, but Corbett finally beat 
him off and with a sharp blow on the 
side of the jaw brought the Englishman 
on all fours. With the cheers of his 
friends ringing in his ears, and with the 
memories of the past crowding fast upon 
him, Corbett lost his head, and with the 
agility of a tiger and the terrible anger of 
a lion sprang toward the pitiable English- 
man onthe rough rosined platform and 
describing a semi-circle with his right 
tried to land a knockout blow. 

Twice he tried this, but Mitchell’s weak 
and wobbling body saved the American 
from foolishly sacrificing the honor and 
the glory that have come to him from his 
decisive battle with the Englishman. 
There were cries of foul, though the senti- 
ment of the vast throng was then plainly 
with the American. Corbett’s seconds, 
with presence of mind, shoved through 
the ropes. John Kellyran tothe side of 
the downfallen pugilist and Corbett was 
dragged away. 

Mitchell was conscious and he knew 
that Corbett was standing over him ready 
to deal without mercy the blow that 
should end the fight. When the English- 
man finally struggled to his feet, Corbett, 
without a tithe of pity, pounded his big 
gloves into the face of his foe until the 
latter staggered and fell against the rones

A FEW AMENDMENTS 


To the Wilson Tariff Bill Accepted 
In the House. 


M’KINLEY RECIPROCITY CLAUSE 


Specifically Repealed by an 
Amendment of Wilson’s. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—As soon as the 
journal was read in the house Mr. Cock- 
ran took the first filibustering step 
against the income tax bill by suggesting 
the absence of a quorum. The rollcall 
showed the presence of 202 members—13 
more than a quorum. 

At 11:30 the house went into committee 
ofthe whole to consider the tariff bill, 
and Mr. Richardson took the chair. 

When the house took a recess Wednes- 
day there were pending four amendments 
to the agricultural implement schedule. 
The first was one offered by Mr. Robbins 
putting cotton machinery on the free list. 
To this Mr. Payne proposed a substitute 
striking out the above amendment and 
providing for reciprocity. 

The last amendment was one offered by 
Mr. Hare to the substitute of Mr. Payne, 
and provided for a tariff of 35 per cent on 
agricultural implements, with provisions 
for reciprocity. 

Even after the house went into commit- 
tee of the whole, Mr. Cockran continusd 
to fight against the income tax bill and 
tried to block every move made by the 
majority. 


Five Minutes Each. 

The rule limiting debate to five minutes 
was strictly enforced, and brief speeches 
were made by Messrs. Marsh, Wheeler, 
Dingley and Springer. 

Mr. Cockran continued his fight, and 
one by one all the pending amendments 
were lost. The standing vote on the 
original amendment offered by Mr. Rob- 
bins was—yeas, 63; nays, 130. and the 
amendment was lost. 

Mr. Wilson, after other amendments 
had been offered and defeated, offered 
several amendments which were agreed 
to without debate. One was to take 
crude opium from the free list, and im- 
poseataxof$l per pound. The clause 
regarding binding twine was amended so 
astoinclude that made from New Zea- 
land hemp. A tariff of 15 per cent ad va- 
lorem (instead of 20 per cent) was also im- 
posed on cod liver oil. 

Onan amendment making a change in 
the phraseology of the button schedule, 
Mr. Tracey began to filibuster, and made 
the point of no quorum. ‘Tellers were ap- 
pointed and the amendment was agreed 
to when a quorum was procured. Mr. 
Breckinridge offered an amendment 
changing the phraseology of the section 
referring to colors and dyes, and as it met 
with the approval of Mr. Wilson, the 
amendment was adopted. 

Anamendment was also adopted add- 
ing to the medals of gold, silver or copper 
entitled to free admission, and other 
metallic articles manufactured as trophies 
or prizes and actually received as trophies 
of honor or distinction. 

Reciprocity. 

Mr. Wilson offered an amendment spe- 
cifically repealing the reciprocity clause 
of the McKinley law. 

This precipitated a discussion of some 
length. Toward the close Mr. Cockran 
spoke in support of the uction taken by 
the committee on ways and means. After 
Mr. Wilson had spokenthe amendment 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Wilson then proposed an amend- 
ment fixing the duty on chocolate worth 
not exceeding 35 cents a pound at 2 
cents a pound; chocolate confectionery, 
25 per cent ad valorem. Mr. Morse spoke 
against the amendment and suggested a 

» tariff of 4cents a pound. Mr. Wilson’s 
amendment was agreed to. 

An amendment was then offered to the 
oil schedule, striking out the reciprocity 
feature. This was carried. 

Just before the last vote was taken, Mr. 
Sickles delivered an earnest plea against 
the proposed income tax. 

Mr. Wilson offered another amendment, 
which provided that the schedule relating 
to dolls’ heads, bisque figures, etc., should 
go into effect on Oct. 1, 1894. 

The house then took a recess. 

Atthe night session Mr. Hicks took 
strong ground against the Wilson bill 
and denounced it as an act to abolish 
revenue and to destroy American indus- 
tries. The otherspeakers were Hutchison, 
Cobb, Goodnight and Hines. 

In the Senate. 

In the senate a proposition of the Na- 
tional Reform association to amend the 
preamble to the constitution soas to make 
it recognize the divinity of Jesus Christ 
was presented by Mr. Frye and referred to 
the judiciary committee. 

The UWawaiian resolutions were laid 
aside without action, and Mr. Allen ad- 
dressed the senate in advocacy of the 
resolution declaring the proposed issue of 
5 per cent bonds illegal. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen’s speech 
his resolution went over without action, 
and the house bill to repeal the federal 
elections lay was taken up, and Mr. 
Chandler concluded the speech he began 
afew daysago. Mr. Call and Mr. Frye 
took some part in the debate, and then 
the bill went over without action. 

Business ‘as suspeided to pay tribute 
tothe memory of the late Representative 
Chipman of Michigan. Eulogies were de- 
livered by several senators, resolutions 
were adopted. and then the senate, asa 
further token of respect, adjourned. 


Against Prawda,. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Jan. 26.—The Prawda 
murder case was resumed yesterday. 
The first witness was Dr. Hanson of Yar- 
mouth. He said that he was called at 
7:50 o’clock, Noy. 28, to attend Mrs, 
Meyer; he tound her badly wounded in 
the face and with her jaw shattered; this 
wound was the direct cause of her death. 
The bulk of the testimony was against 
Prawda.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Regulation of Bicycles—The Old Colony 
and the Consolidated. 

Bostox, Jan. 26.—Mr. Durant intro 
duced a billin the senate to regulate the 

| passage and rate of speed of bicycles in 
| the streets and public ways of cities and 
| towns. The bill provides that in cities 
and towns of 1000 inhabitants the rate of 
| speed shall not exceed eight miles an 
hour, and that there shall be attached to 
the bicycle a bell, whistle or other me- 
| chanical device, which shall be sounded 
at least six times when the bicycle is 
within 20 feet of a vehicle, horse or foot 
passenger, also at all street crossings. No 
vehicle shall be ridden at a greater speed 
than three miles an hour in that portion 
of astreet occupied by a funeral proces- 
sion. Bicycles shall not be ridden on side- 
walks, and towns are required to post no- 
tices every 500 feet. Bicycles shall be 

kept under control when descending a 
| grade. The act does not prevent children 
| under 12 years of age using the sidewalks 
for velocipedes and tricycles. Penalties 
are aflixed to the bill of not exceeding $20 
| fine in addition to damages. 

A bill was introduced authorizing 
surance companies to reinsure risks, but 
| limiting a single hazard to one-tenth of a 
| company’s assets. A mutual boiler in 
surance company is allowed to insure not 
exceeding one-fourth of its net assets. 

Senator Fitzgerald wanted to recon- 
sider the action whereby His order touch- 
| ing the legality of the Old Colony lease 
was sent to the joint committee on rail- 
roats, The senator moved that the order 
be brought back from the house for re- 
consideration. The motion passed. The 
other branch, however, had adjourned. 
Senator Fitzgerald insisted that circum- 
stances had robbed him of his rights. He 
gave notice that he would offer a similar 
order in the near future. 

Anorder was offered, which was laid 
over, for an amendment of the rules so 
that the roll may be called on the request 
of one-eighth instead of one-fifth of the 
members. The object is to give the seven 
Democratic members power to demand a 
rolleall. 

The house received the senate order 
calling upon the attorney general to in- 
form the legislature as to the legality of 
the lease of the Old Cc'ony Railroad 
to the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad company, and_the house 
concurred with the upper branch in send- 
ing the matter tothe committee on rail- 
roads.

Some Figures of Interest to the Taxpayers— 
Large Surplus Raised, 

The movement of the County Com- 
missioners to obtain authority to make a 
special loan of $125,000 for improvements, 
has led to an investigation of county ex- 
penditures and county taxes. For the ten 
years prior to 1892, the county tax was as 
follows:

1882, $62,000 
1883, 65,000 
1884, 55,000 
1885, 60,000 
1886, 60,000 
1887, 60,000 
1888, 68,000 
1889, 80,000 
1890, 85,000 
1891, 105,000 
$700,000 


Average for 10 years, $70,000. 

During the above period there were 
several items of extra work such as: 

Repairing Aqueduct about $3,000. 

Repairing and Heating about $6,000. 

Truant School about $13,000. 

New drainage about $7,000. 

While expenses have increased to some 
extent, the amount to be raisd by taxation 
need not exceed $85,000 a year for current 
expenses, 

Contracts for Court house work, amount 
to about $155,000, for which amount the 
sum of $83,000 has already been paid, leav- 
ing a balance of $72,000, to be provided 
for. 

There was a balance in the treasury Jan. 
1, 1894, of $47,433.85. Deduct this amount 
from $72,000 leaves a balance of about 
$24,567 to be provided for. 

For the Jast two years the county tax 
has been $140,000 a year, and as the 
ordinary expenses do not exceed $85,000, 
if the same amount, $140,000, is raised the 
present year it will furnish enough money 


to pay the ordinary expenses of the County, | 


and furnish a surplus of $55,000 to be 
applied to finishing the work on the 
Court house. Is there any. need of a 
special loan ?

Gipsy Moth. 


The annual report of the work that is 


| being done toward exterminating the 
gipsy moth has been submitted to the

SOCIAL ASPECT OF GOOD ROADs. 


fdvantages Improved Highways Would 
Bring to the Farmer's Family. 

The social effect of good roads upon 
country life cannot be overestimated. 
The improvement of our highways would 
lo away with much of the difficulty of 
visiting in our rural districts. Bad roads 
often render social intercourse almost 
impossible. The evening is dark, there 
are no side paths or lampposts along the 
way, the roads are almost impassable 
with mud or drifted snow, and as the 
family look out toward the light in the 
window of their neighbor's house the

gush of social life that a moment before 
was moving in full tide is now checked 
by these many difficulties. Life in the 
country, otherwise full of happiness, now 
sinks into a tame existence, all for the 
want of a pleasant highway connecting 
the homes of adjoining neighbors. 

There can be no doubt that poor roads 
have much to do with the small attend- 
ance at our public schools. The coun- 
try boy and girl obtain the greater part 
of their education in early life. After 
the age of 15 the children are busily en- 
gaged in the care of the farm or the dai- 
ry. During the late fall and winter 
when work upon the farm is at a stand- 
still, there is an opportunity given for 
school attendance. But this is at the 
time when our public highways are at 
their worst, and the two or three miles 
between the farm and schoolhouse are 
traveled with the greatest difficulty. 
Were our highways in a proper condi- 
tion the number of days of school at- 
tendance by these children would be 
more than doubled, and the preliminary 
education of the farmers’ sons and daugh- 
ters would be made to equal that of their 
city cousins, and a good common school 
education might be obtained where now 
even an ordinary intelligence is lacking. 

Church attendance would also be great- 
ly increased if our roads were uniformly 
good. During half the year the pleasure 
of church attendance is denied because 
of almost impassable highways. The 
Sabbath in the country becomes, there- 
fore, a day of languor devoid of religious 
thought, with no care for religious teach- 
ing, instead of a day devoted to moral 
development and Christian attainments. 

Our vital statistics show that a larger 
percentage of farmers, and especially of 
farmers’ wives, become insane than any 
other class, and that the ratio of this in- 
sanity is increased in proportion as the 
parties are isolated from society. This 
ought not to be. The occupation of a 
farmer is not adisagreeable one; itis 
full of interest. Nature has a thousand 
charms for him that no other occupation 
would provide. But this condition re- 
sults from his self imposed isolation, 
caused in many instances by neglected 
and impassable highways. In the old 
dungeons of a more barbarous age pris- 
oners after a few years nearly all be- 
came demented. A complete separation 
from human sympathy and social inter- 
course was the cause of this insanity. 
This condition of things was only a little 
worse, however, than that often pro- 
duced upon the farmer by impassable 
highways. 

Open up the avenues of intercourse 
with schools, churches and society by 
improved roads and increased facilities 
for contact with our fellow men, and 
country life, otherwise beautiful and at- 
tractive, would become indeed what it 
should be—an approach to our origiral 
Eden.—N. G. Spalding in Good Roads. 

Good Roads In Massachusetts. 

Movements for state roads are in prog- 
ress in nearly every part of Massachu- 
setts. The commissioners say that there 
are some 20,000 miles of highway in the 
state, and that itis likely that about 10 
per cent, or 2,000 miles, will sooner o1 
later come under the provisions of the 
new law. The cost to the state in round 
numbers of this vast improvement is set 
at $10,000,000. 


Itis the plan of the commissioners to | 


distribute the benefits among the differ- 
ent counties as equally as is practicable, 
considering their population and wealth. 
Figuring roughly, if each county should 
have from 10 to 15 miles of state road 
built in it each year, it would take from 
10 to 15 years to complete the work for 
the 14 counties in the state. It is hoped 
that the state will be willing to carry on 


this large internal improvement at the} 
rate of an appropriation of $500,000 every | 


year. 
A collection of roadbuilding material 


is being made at the office of the state! 


commission This collection includes 
rocks, gravels, sands and clays, and the 
idea is that eventually every part of the 
state will be represented, so that by turn- 
ing to their cabinets the commissioners 
can tell at once what sort of material is 
at hand for building a road in any par- 
ticular town, how far it must be hauled 
and how abundant it is.—Boston Herald.

HOW TO SLEEP. 


fhe Matter of Position Is of Very Great 
Importance. 

In sleeping, much depends on secur- 
tng acomfortable position. Lying on 
the back would seem to give the most 
ease, but general experience and prac- 
tice prove that it does not. and itis lia- 
ble to some definite objections. Ina 
weakly state of the heart and blood ves- 
sels, and in certain morbid conditions 
of the brain, the blood seems to gravi- 
tate to the back of the head and to pro- 
duce troublesome dreams. Persons who 
have contracted chests, and who have 
had pleurisy and retain adhesions of 
the lungs do not sleep well on the back. 
Nearly all who are inclined to snore do 
so in that position. 

For these and other reasons it is there- 
fore better to lie on the side, and in 
lung disease to lie on the weak side, so 
as to leave the healthy lung free to ex- 
pand. It is well to choose the right 
side, because, when the body is thus 
placed, the food gravitates more easily 
out of the stomach into the intestines. 

Sleeping with the arm thrown over 
the head isto be deprecated, but this 
position is often assumed during sleep, 
because circulation is then free in the 
extremities and the head and neck, and 
the muscles in the chest are drawn up 
and fixed by the shoulders, and thus ex- 
pansion of the thorax iseasy. The chief 
objections to this position are that it 
creates a tendency tocramp and cold in 
the arms, and sometimes seems to cause 
headaches and dreams. 

The best sleep is obtained when the 
shutters are closed so as to make the 
room dark and the windows are ad- 
justed so as to admit plenty of fresh air.

How to Make Oyster Soup. 

Two quarts of oysters,a quart of milk, 
2 tablespoonfuls of butter, a teacupful 
of hot water, pepper, salt. Strain all 
the liquor from the oysters, add the wa- 
ter and heat. When near the boil, add 
the seasoning; then the oysters. Cook 
about five minutes from the time they 
begin to simmer until they ‘‘ruffle.’’ 
Stir in the butter, cook one minute and 
pour into the tureen. Stir in the boil- 
ing milk and send to table. 


How Smoked Glasses Show Spots on the 
Sun. 

It may be pretty generally known 
that the spots on the sun can be quite 
easily seen with an opera glass. The 
spots on the sun observe, with consider- 
able regularity, a period. At the mini- 
mum the spots are small and very few 
in number, so that a telescope of some 
power is needed, but at the maximum 
they are numerous and of large size. 
This period is about 11 years, and it is 
now nearly at its maximum. 

To appreciate this properly it is well 
to remember the magnitude of the ob- 
ject we are observing, and from that 
one can easily judge the size of the 
spots, The diameter of the sun is about 
880,000 miles, and in comparison to the 
earth is us a large carriage wheel toa 
marble. If, therefore, the spots observ- 
ed appear to be about one-twentieth the 
diameter of the disk, they occupy space 
about 44,000 miles in diameter. 

To view the sun, take a hazy morn- 
ing or evening, when the intervening 
mist gives it the appearance of a dull red 
ball, or get a couple of pieces of glass 
large enough to cover the eye pieces of 
the opera glass and smoke one of them 
until you can look at the sun through 
it easily. Put twostrips of card be- 
tween the ends with the smoked surface 
inside and attach to the instrument 
with a similar rubber band. 

It will be best to get your opera 
glasses accurately focused on some dis- 
tant object before adjusting the dark- 
ened glasses to them. 


How to Make Toilet Cushions. 

Buy or make an oblong cushion, 
about 4 by 5inehes. Take a half yard 
of pink china silk, draw the threads 
and hemstitch the four sides, making 
ahem about an inch deep. Trim the 
edge of the hem with apple green silk 
cord and sew tassels of the same color 
oneach corner. Place the cushion in 
the center of the silk and tie this over 
the cushion in Grecian knot. 


liow to Make Angel Apples. 

Peel them and carefully remove the 
cores, so that the apples remain whele. 
| Put them into an enameled pan just 
large enough to hold them, and cover 
them with sirup made of sugar and wa- 
ter boiled together with a few cloves, 
and colored pink with cochineal. Put 
the pan into a moderate oven, and let 
the apples stew very gently till they be- 
come soft and clear without breaking. 
| Remove them from the pan very care- 
fully, and boil up the sirup in which 
they were stewed till it thickens suffi- 
ciently, adding a little more sugar if 
necessary. When the apples are quite 
cold, arrange them on a dish, fill them 
with apricot jam und put on the top of 
| each a teaspoonful of cream or the same 
| quantity of whipped cream; then pour 
the sirup around the apples.

How to Renew Wall Paper. 

Wall paper that has become bruised 
or torn off in small patches and cannot 
be matched may be repaired with ordi- 
nary children’s paints. Mix the col- 
trs till you get as nearly ag possible 
the desired shade, and lightly touch up 
the broken places and at the distance 
of a foot or two the disfigurement will 
be quite unnoticed. 


How Tattoo Marks May Be Taken Off. 

Wash a bunch of six or eight cambric 
| needles bound together with silk thread. 
|dip them in glycerole of papoid and 
| drive them with a sharp blow into the 
| tattooed part. This is repeated over the 
}entire stain and must be thorough to 
be effective. The method is said to cause 
no inflammatory reaction. The digest- 
ive principle of the papoid is dissemi- 
nated about the deposit of pigment, thus 
liberating it, a portion is absorbed in a 
finely divided state by the lymphatics, 
anther part probably finds its way into 
the upper layers of the epidermis and 
close to the surface. In this manner 
the pigm¢nt disappears.

To Sleep! Mitchell was slow in coming up, Corbett 


going straight for him. Mitchell led his 
left in an attempt to keep Corbett at arm’s 
length. It was the last lead Mitchell 
made. Getting inside of the lead the men 
clinched, Corbett brushing the alleged 
strong man off as if he werea boy. As 
he pushed him away, swift as a flash 
crashed in the deadly right of the Ameri- 
can clear tothe jaw. Mitchell went down 
under the force of the blow. 

In the fall he swung across the lower 
rope, poised there an instant and then 
slipped off tothe rosined floor. Corbett 
turned about after delivering the blow 
and nonchalantly walked to his corner. 
He sat down and watched the writhing 
form of his adversary as Kelly called off 
the fateful seconds. Mitchell had not 
fallen nor did he remain down to escape 
punishment this time. The powerful 
right of the American, had it landed 
right, might have felled an ox asif witha 
mallet. 

Mitchell writhed about under the ropes, 
and finally labored to an upright position. 
Corbett thought that the fight had al- 
ready been won. The referee stood be- 
tween the recumbent form of Mitchell 
and Corbett, and when the former strug- 
gied dizzily to his feet, Kelly stepped 
aside so as not to obstruct the champion’s 
view, calling his attention to the fact that 
the Englishman was in a fighting atti- 
tude. 

Corbett leaped from his seat and with a 
bound flew at Mitchell. The latter was 
15 feet away, dizzily leaning up against 
the ropes. Corbett came at him as if out 
ofacatapult. It wasaright hand swing 
which next was brought into play, and it 
was delivered while at full speed and 
landed squarely on the point of the jaw. 

Knocked Out. 

Mitchell’s head fell forward on his 
breast, his lower jaw dropped, his left 
hand felllimply to his side, the right fall 
ing under his body in the descent. His 
body reached the floor face downward, 
and he lay there as lifelessas one dead.

SUFFERING OFF THE MAINE COAST. 


Hucdreds of Fishermen on Outlying Islands 
on the Verge of Starvation. 

Hundreds of fishermen are on the 
verge of starvation and suffering for the 
want of proper clothing within 50 miles 
of Portland. There are hundreds of 
islands in Casco bay and scattered along 
the coast between Portland and the 
Kennebec river. These are for the 
most part inhabited by fishermen who 
depend entirely upon their nets and 
seines for food. During the past few 
weeks these people have not been able to 
set any nets on account of the frequent 
and severe storms which have swept the 
coast. The fishermen live out of the 
line of coasters and are visited only at 
infrequent intervals :by fishing smacks 
and summer visitors. 

Malaga island, where most of the suf- 
fering is found, is situated about a mile 
and a half from the mainland and is 
perhaps three miles in circumference. 
Upon this island are three huts built of 
logs and mud, and these huts are crowd- 
ed with 35 to 40 people. They were vis- 
ited by the crew of a fishing smack 
which was obliged to seek shelter from 
the storm behind the island. The story 
as told by one of the crew here shows 
that unless help arrives to these people 
soon they will starve to death. When 
the smack was seen nearing the islands, 
the half starved people rushed down to 
the beach and set up a how] of joy. They 
were barefooted for the most part and 
poorly clothed at the best. Some of the 
women were almost nude, and several 
children have died from exposure and 
want of proper food. The huts are said 
to be in a filthy condition and afford but 
scant shelter from the bitter cold. 

The smack had but little food on 
board, having made a poor haul of fish. 
The crew gave the islanders such food as 
they could spare and almost robbed 
themselves of clothing to assist the ill 
clothed beings. The men on the island 
say that they were not able to obtain 
enongh fish this fall to provide them- 
selves with supplies for the winter, and 
when the storms prevented their setting 
their nets they were left withont food. 

The coast at this point is thinly set- 
tled with fishermen, who are reported to 
bein almost as bad a condition as the 
islanders. Yarmouth, Bear and Basket 
islanders are said to be as badly off us 
the Malaga islanders.—Portlund Cor. 
Boston Herald.

Corbett’s Record. 

James John Corbett was born in San 
Francisco Sept. 1, 1866, of Irish parents, 
and received a good education in the pub- 
lic schools of that city and at the College 
of the Sacred Heart. When a boy in his 
teens he wasemployedin a bank, and 
later held a clerkship in the same insti- 
tution. 

His first instruction in boxing was re 
ceived from Professor Watkins of the 
Olympic Athletic club. In 1884 he made 
his first appearance in a professional way, 
his opponent being Dave Eiseman, whom 
the Californian disposed of very easily in 
tworounds. He then defeated Duncan 
McDonald of Butte, Mon., in four rounds, 
Corbett afterward defeated Choynski in 
one round, and later, in a hard fought 
battle of 27 rounds, he knocked him out a 
second time, breaking his own hand in 
the encounter. This latter victory by 
Corbett had been preceded with the 
knocking out of Mike Brennan, the “Port 
Costa Giant,” and with an eight-round 
bout with Jack Burke, which was de- 
clared a draw. 

A Series of Triumphs. 

Corbett was then only 19 years old, but 
he went on from triumph to triumph, de- 
feating, in rapid succession, Jim Daly in 
two rounds; Frank Smith in three; George 
Atkinson in two,and Frank Glover io 
two. After his barge battle with 
Choynski there was a four-round meet for 
points between Corbett and Joe Me 
Auliffe,in which the former easily got 
the decision. Professor John Donaldson, 
who has been one of Corbett’s trainers for 
this contest with Mitchell, was easily de- 
feated by the Californian, while the lat- 
ter was stillan instructor in boxing at 
the Olympic club, and not long after this 
Professor William Miller, the famous 
Greco-Roman wrestler, went down be- 
fore him in four rounds. The only other 
victory of any importance prior to Cor- 
bett’s battle with Jake Kilrain was that 
over Dave Campbell of Portland, Ore. 

Seeking Higher Honors. 

On Feb. 17, 1890, Corbett met Jake 
Kilrain of Baltimore in a six-round glove 
contest before the Southern Athletic club 
of New Orleans for a purse of $3500, and 
was declared the winner. On April 14. 
1890, at the Casino in Brooklyn, he de- 


feated Dominick McCaffrey in a sharp 


and hotly contested battle during the 
fourth round. 


In the summer of 1890 Corbett issued a 
zhallenge to fight any manin the world 
‘or $5000 a side, and onthe night of May 
21-22, 1891, Peter Jackson, the negro pugi- 
list, met him in San Francisco for a purse 
of $10,000 offered by the California Athletic 
club. At the close of the 6lst round both 
men were physically unable to continue 
the battle, but the referee decided that it 
was a draw. It had lasted four hours and 
three minutes, and was one of the most 
stubborn fights in the history of the prize 
ring. 

On the night of Sept. 7, 1892, Corbett de- 
feated John L. Sullivan of Boston before 
the Olympic club of New Orleans for a 
stake of $20,000 and a purse of $25,000, 
thereby secu.ing the title of American 
champion. The battle was finished in the 
2ist round, Sullivan being completely 
knocked out. 

Mitchell’s Record. 

Charles Mitchell was born of Irish pa- 
rents in Birmingham. Eng., Noy. 24, 1861. 
His first fight was with Bob Cunningham 
on Jan. 11, 1878, for five pounds sterling a 
side. He defeated his antagonist in 50 
minutes. Next he worsted C. Smithers, 
on Nov. 22, 1879, then fought to a draw 
with Bill Kennedy, and finally defeated 
Billy Grey, “the black’”—who weighed 
176 pounds, Mitchell weighing 132—in one 
round of 11 minutes, 

These mills were followed by one with 
Caryadon, the Belgian giant, in Ant- 
werp, for 1000 francs, the young Britisher 
beating his opponent in four rounds, and 
16 minutes. His next victory was over 
Tom Tully, and on June 16, 1881, he fought 
Jack Burke toa draw, darkness ending 
the fight. In December, 1882, Mitchell 
won the championship of England in 
Billy Madden’s London competition. 

His Fights In America, 

Soon after Mitchell’s arrival in this 
country in 1883 he defeated Mike Clexry, 
and at Madison Square Garden, on May 
22, he boxed with John L. Sullivan, and 
succeeded in knocking the American 
champion down, but the police stopped 
the fight in the third round. A 
“meeting” between William Sheriff, the 
Prussian, and Mitchell on Long Island 
was decided to be a draw, and on March 
26, 1884, Mitchell defeated Joe Denning 
in four rounds; his next battle, being with 
Jake Kilrain, in Boston, was a draw. 

In May, 1884, Mitchell defeated Billy 
Edwards in a notable battle in New York, 
and in the following October fought four 
rounds with Dominick McCaffrey at the 
same place, the referee declaring the fight 
a draw. 

The next match made by Mitchell was 
with Jack Burke of England at Chi- 
cago,and atthe end of the 10th round 
Mitchell was declared the winner. <A 
“meet’? with Patsy Cardiff at Minne- 
apolis endedin a draw, and in the sum- 
mer of 1886 Mitchell returned to England. 
After his return to America in 1887 he 
defeated Steve Gallagher at Cleveland. 

On March 10, 1888, Mitchell fought his 
memorable battle with John L. Sullivan 
at Chantilly, France, for 500 pounds ster- 
ling a side, the contest lasting three hours 
and eleven minutes, and endingin a draw 
in the 39th round. Since that time 
Mitchell has given many exhibitions, both 
in America and Europe, besides pl-ying 
several theatrical engagements, but Le 
has not been matched with a PUgilist of 
his class in any notable battle. 

Are Now Friends, 

Corbett and Mitchell after the fight 
shook hands and bridgeg@the chasm be- 
tween them. The /feconciliation was 
brought about by thé officials of the club 
when the two figaters stood as com- 
panions before the/par of justice charged 
with breach of the peace. While wait 
ing for the proteedings to begin, Jo« 
Vendig said: “Jim,I want you to go 
with me and shake hands with Mitchell.” 

Corbett first declined, but when pressed 
consented. HeAvalked over to Mitchell, 
who got up and warmly took the hand

The purse 
was paid over amid a storm of applause, 
which the champion recognized with a 
bow and then retired.

Mrs. Mitchell 
wept bitterly when the announcement 
of her husband’s defeat came in. 


DEVOTION OF A HUSBAND. 


Untimely End of Dr. Dokitsch, President 
of King Alexander's Ministry. 

Deep and widespread is the regret in 

Servia at the untimely death of Dr. Do- 


kitsch, the young president of the min- | 


istry under King Alexander after his 
recent assumption of full power. It was 
a heroic death, however, for Dr. Do- 
kitsch, whom many of his countryman 
zonsidered the most promising man of 
his time, met his end through his devo- 
tion to his wife. The romance of his 
life had already endeared him to his 
people. ; 

When a student afew years ago in 
Belgrade, Dokitsch, one of the most bril- 
liant men at the university, saw a girl 
pass the house in which he lived. Sho 
was poorly clad, and her appearance 
proved that she had come from a pover- 
ty stricken home. But the beauty of 
her face and her kind eyes impressed the 
young man. He learned her name later 
and found that she was a seamstress, 
the mein support of her family. De- 
spite their difference in rank, he fell 
deeply in love with the girl and asked 
her to be his wife. Soon after his grad- 
nation he became professor of law at the 
university and prominent in politics, 
and then led her to the altar. 

But the young wife was already af- 
flicted with consumption, and the disease 
soon maderapid progress. Naturally of 
a melancholy disposition, she became 
despondent. Then came the hope in- 
spiring message from Berlin that Profess- 
or Rohkert Koch had discovered a cure for 
tuberculosis. Dr. Dokitsch endeavored 
to induce his wife to go to the German 
capital, but the young woman was con- 
vinced that her case was hopeless and 
declined to carry out his wishes. He 
tried to raise her spirits and prove that 
her condition was not dangerous. He 
gave up his work, spent almost every 
moment of his time with her, drank 
from her glass and tried in other ways 
to convince her that he had no fear of 
her life or the disease. The **Koch cure” 
was tried, but in vain, and Mme. Do- 
kitsch died. 

The coup d’etat-came and the professor 
was summoned to the highest office un- 
der the young King Alexander. But he 
had contracted consumption by his de- 
votion to his wife, and his constitution 
was undermined. A few months ago he 
had become so weak that he was com- 
pelled to resign, much to the regret of 
his king. He soughtrelief in vain, anda 
few days ago the people of Belgrade heard 
with sorrow that he was dead. The 
cause of his untimely end was known, 
and hundreds of people who never knew 
him in life followed him to the grave.— 
New York Tribune. 


AROUSED PUBLIC SPIRIT. 


Lives of Human Beings May Be Sacrificed, 
but Not Dividends. 

The wild speed of the Brooklyn trolley 
traction system is beginning to pinch 
where it hurts—in the pockets of capi- 
talists. It is cutting down the profits 
and even draining the surplus of the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railway company. 

At the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of that elevated railway compa- 
ny its president, Mr. Adolph Ladenburg, 
told a heartrending tale as to the ruth- 
lessness of the aggressions of the trolley 
upon the innocent and long suffering 
capitalist. The elevated road, with three 
more miles in operation, has carried 
1,250,000 fewer passengers in 1893 than in 
1892. Its surplus has diminished from 
$195,295 to $178,180. 

“Why,” exclaims President Laden- 
burg, “should a carriage coming faster 
than six miles an hour be stopped and a 
street car be allowed to run at 10 miles 
an hour legally and 15 miles per hour ac- 
tually?” 

Why, to be sure? 

This is a question which the public 
may now reiterate. 

The Brooklyn public has too patiently 
seen its first citizens, its firstborn babes, 
its gentle old ladies and its children with 
dolls or other toys in their grasp felled 
and crushed out of life by the reckless 
speed of the surface trolley cars.

Have Something to Say About the 
Laws of Massachusetts. 


MANY AMENDMENTS BY WILSON 


Are Agreed to by the House 
Without Debate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—During the tariff 
debate in committee of the whole in the 
house Mr. Outhwaite offered the follow- 
| ing amendment to the tin plate schedule: 
On page 18, in lines 13 and 14, strike out 
the words, “and 1-5 centsa pound,” and 
insert the following: “Cent a pound.” 
And hereafter no rebate or drawback 
shall be allowed on any tin plate; but the 
whole duty on such tin plate shall be re- 
tained for the use of the government. 
The objectof this amendment is to re- 
duce the tariff from 1 1-5 cents a pound to 
1 cent. 

Mr. Breckinridge offered a substitute, 
putting tin plate on the free list. 

A number of speeches were made, both 
for and against these amendments. 

Mr. McEttrick contrasted the policy of 
the Democratic party and the the Repub- 
lican to the children and workingmen of 
Massachusetts.

Exemption of Cemetery Lots From At- 
tachment—Liquor and Expressmen.

It provides that tombs 
and lots in cemeteries shall be exempt 
from attachment, levy on execution, as

MITCHELL IS SATISFIED 


That Corbett Is a Better Man Than Him- 
self—Duval Club Disbands. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 27.—Charley 
Mitchell handed the following dispatch 
tothe staff correspondent of the New 
York World, with the request that it be 
telegraphed to New York: 

“I would have complied with the re- 
quest made by your representative to 
write a letter explaining what I at- 
tributed my defeat to, but cgnsidered it 
better to wait until I could do so after a 
a night’s rest and calm reflection.

I have no ill feeling 
against the victor, and am certain that he 
is well able to represent America pugi- 
listically, and do so creditably and honor- 
ably. 

“P.S. I would like to doas requested 
and describe the sensation that a man 
feels when he is knocked out, but do not 
consider it within the range of human 
possibility to do so.” 

J.E.T. Bowden says that the Duval 
club took in $31,000in admissions to the 
fight, and out of this the $20,000 purse and 


$5000 training expenses of the principals,

Shown Throughout the Whole Ger- 
man Empire. 


THE EMPEROR'S GRACIOUS ACTS 


Have Done Much Toward En- 
dearing Him to His People. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Yesterday was a great 
day for Emperor William, Bismarck and 
the fatherland. 

The German empire, through its length 
and breadth, has been filled with an en- | 
thusiasm almost indescribable over the | 
apparently complete reconciliation be- 
tween its two most illustrious sons. The 
capital has abandoned itself to a delirium 
of joy at the affecting sight of the high 
spirited young emperor and the grizzled | 
patriot statesman clasping hands with 
the utmost cordiality of manner and em- 
bracing each other witha heartiness and 
warmth whose sincerity it seemed im- 
possible to doubt. 

From Friederichsruhe to Berlin there 
was 2 series of ovations to Bismarck at 
every station passed with his train as it 
bore him to the city where the greatest 
triumphs of his great career had been 
achieved. 

Beginning with the episode of the pres- 
entation of flowers by the young women | 
of thetown where Bismarck resides, con- 
tinuing with the large and excitedly 
cheering assemblages along the entire | 
route to Berlin, and culminating in the 
grand reception by the immense multi 
tude in the capital, the day was one 
that gratified the ex-chancellor to his | 
heart’s content, and fully convinced him 
of his unshaken hold upon the affections 
of his beloved countrymen. 

Name and Fame Revered, 


It was a fitting climax’ in his declining 
days to the long number of wonderful 
popular demonstrations which have been | 
held during his illustrious career in his | 
especial honor. In spite of all that has | 
been said and done within the past few 
years, it showed the aged public servant 
that his name and fame were dear to the | 
hearts of his fellow-citizens, and that in 
Berlin, which owes so much of her great- | 
ness to him, there was none who could | 
out-rival him in the estimation of its in- 
habitants nor rob him ot their unbounded | 
love. 

The emperor, by the graciousness of his | 
receptions to Bismarck, aroused = un- | 
bounded enthusiasm, and after their meet- 
ing everywhere William appeared the) 
shouts of approval and goodwill were 
Jeafening. he widespread effect of the | 
reconciliation cannot be doubted. Its | 
full effect cannot at the present time be 
‘Appreciated. It certainly has done a vast | 
deal toward the unity and strength of the | 
empire. 

Bismarck’s age precludes the likelihood 
of any further participation by him in 


German politics, and perhaps the 
most reasonable explanation that has | 
yet been given for the emperor's | 
initiative in restoring the friendliest 
relations between himself and the cx- 
chancellor is that Germany’s  vuler 


recognizes the fact that Bismarck’s| 
days are numbered, and he has canceled 
the past, with all its bitter feeling, before 
it is too late. 

Those who have been most loudly clam- 
oring for his downfall are disconcerted, 
and whet is left of the opposition to Cap- 
rivi seems so inconsiderable as hardly to 
merit serious consideration. 

Everybody Was Happy. | 

Prince Bismarck’s arrival at the castle 
yesterday was followed by an enthusiastic 
succession of demonstrations upon the 
part of the people. Thousands upon 
thousands of people packed the square in 
front of the castle, singing the national 
anthem, “Wacht am Rhine,” and 
“Deutsch Uenber Alles.’ The emperor 
and empress, the young princess and 
Prince Bismarck repeatedly appeared at a 
window, bowing. 

While out riding, after leaving Prince 
Bismarck at the palace, Emperor William 
was wildly cheered by the throngs. On 
all sides were to be seen in the shop win- 
dows busts and photographs of Prince 
Bismarck, surrounded by palms. 

Men and women held their children up 
in their arms to catch a glimpse of the 
iron chancellor, and had it not been for 
the lines of police and escort of cavalry 
there is no doubt the people would have 
taken the horses from the prince’s carri- 
age and dragged him in triumph to the 
castle. 

After luncheon the imperial princes vis- 
ited Prince Bismarck, and about 4 o'clock 
Prince Bismarck drove from the castle 
and visited the ex-empress of Germany.

a dinner, at w hich 10 distinguished guests, 
including the emperor, empress and King 

of Saxony, were present. 
Back to His Castle, 


The train taking Prince Bismarck back 
to Friederichsruhe left this city shortly 
after 7:30 p. m. Emperor William ac- 
companied the ex-chancellor to the rail- 
road station, and they were escorted from 
the palace to thedepot by a strong de- 
tachment of Cuirassiers, and by all the 
members of the general staff, as well as 
by a number of generals. 

The same scenes of enthusiasm that oc- 
curredon the way to the palace were 
repeated during the passage back to the 
station. Upon parting with the prince, 
Emperor William repeatedly kissed the | 
veteran upon both cheeks, and after the lat- | 
ter had entered the railroad carriage, the 
emperor turned to Count Herbert von Biss 
marck and eddressed a few words to him, 
the first in a very long while. |

ichsruhe. A dozen of large bouquets of 
flowers were placed in the prince’s car- 
riage before it drew out of the depot.

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THE TARIFF’S RIDER. 


Belief That Internal Revenue Bill Will 
Surely Pass. 


FIGHT ON INCOME TAX PROMISED. 


Senate Will Talk on Hawali and 
Federal Elections. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The great tariff 
debate will close in the house next Thurs- 
day at 3 o'clock, when, according to the 
smended special order under which the 
house is operating, the vote will be taken 
on the pending amendments and the final 
passage of the bill. The debate during 
the week will relate entirely to the inter- 
nal revenue bill, which the Democratic 
caucus decided to place upon the tariff 
bill as a rider. 

Today and Tuesday will be devoted to 
general debate, and Wednesday to debate 
under the five minute rule, when the 
internal revenue features will be open to 
amendment. Of course the principal op- 
position will be directed against the in- 
come tax, which is being bitterly opposed 
by the eastern Democrats. The Republi- 
cans, however, will not vote with the 
Democratic opponents of the income tax, 
but will either refrain from voting, or else, 
if necessary to make a quorum, vote for 
itin order to incorporate it in the bill. 
The attempt to defeat it will therefore be 
hopeless. 

When the billis reported to the house 
on Thursday, three hours will be allowed 
for closing the debate, one and a half 
hours on aside. Mr. Reed will close for 
the Republicans and Mr. Wilson and 
Speaker Crisp for the Democrats. The 
indications are that when the Dill is 
placed upon its final passage tt will have a 
margin to carry it. 

How Republicans Stand. 

During the past week the movement to 
recommit the bill looked formidable, as 
at least 50 Democrats (counting the anti- 
income taxers), including all those dissatis- 
fied with any portion of the measure, were 
counted upon to take this indirect method 
of compelling changes in their interest. 
With the Republican support, this plan 
might have succeeded. 

But on Saturday some of the Repub- 
lican leaders talked the situation over 
and came to the conclusion that it would 
not be policy to join a faction of the 
Democratic ranks in order to give the bill 
a setback which might not result in its 
ultimate defeat. They have informally 
decided, therefore, either to refrain from 
voting, or else to vote against the motion 
torecommit, but they will vote with the 
opposition against the passage of the bill, 
or for a motion to strike out the enacting 
clause, a motion which will place the 
opponents of the bill fairly and squarely 
on record against the entire measure. 

This decision, if it is adhered toin the 
opening of the Democratic leaders, re- 
moves all doubt as to the final passuge 
of the bill, as they believe that not more 


than 30 Democrats at the outside will 
carry their opposition to the extent of 


voting directly against the bill. 

If the Republicans should poll their 
whole strength (124) this would only raise 
the vote aguinst the bill to 1M, as, with 
the income tax included, it is believed 
that the bill will command the entire 
Popoulist vote of nin Ihe full vote for 
the bill therefore could be 200, a majority 
of 46. 


Senate Forecast. 


The present indications are that the 
federal elections bill and the Hawaiian 
question will in a large measure divide 


the attention of the senate this week. If 
the tariff bill should pass the house ac- 
cording to the program, Thursday, and 
be sent immediately to the senate, nothing 
more would be done with it than to refer it 
to the finance committee, where it will rest 
for at least a few weeks, so that there is lit- 
tle or no prospect of this subject interfering 
in any way for the present with the con- 
sideration of the bills and resolutions al- 
ready on the calendar.

OFFICIOUS MR. SMITH ei 


Has Incurred the Displeasure of the Na- 
tives of the Island of Hayti. 


NEw York, Jan. 29.—The Dutch 
steamer Prins Wilhelm I, from Port au 
Prince, reports that everything was quiet 
at the time the steamer left. There had 
been no talk ofa disturbance and Presi- 
dent Hippolyte holds everything well in 
hand. 

There was much excitement in Port au 
Prince, caused by a letter written by the 
American minister, Smyth, to President 
Hippolyte, in which he gave his ideas as 
to how the country could and should be 
governed, and setting forth how it had 
been ruled in the past, urging reforms, 
ete. Mr Smyth, before sending his letter 
tothe president, wanted the other resi- 
dent foreign ministers to sign the letter, 
but they declined, and he sent it with 
only his own signature. 

Hippolyte, on receipt of the document, 
invited Mr. Smyth to dine with him and 
talk over the contents of the letter, but he 
declined. It is reported that the minis- 
ter’s stay in the Hawaiian capital will be 
a brief one. His two predecessors were 
colored men. The Haytiens did not ex- 
pect such a severe criticism at the hands 
of the newly appointed minister. 


PRIEST VS. BISHOP. 


Father Corbett. Prefers Charges Against 
Bishop Bonacum. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 29.—The city has 
been in fever of excitement, especially 
among the Catholic population. 

This was caused by the arrest of the 
ordinary of this Catholic#ee, Rev. Thomas 
Bonacum, on a charge of criminal libel, 
preferred against the prelate by one of 
his priests, Father Corbett of Palmyra. 
The latter,with other priests, sent charges 
against the bishop some time ago to Mgr. 
Satolli. 

Father Corbett said that he had got 
tired of the slowness of the ecclesiastical 
judicial proceedings. The particular 
charge on which the arrest was made 
was based on a letter sent to the parish- 
ioners of Father Corbett at Palmyra by 
Bishop Bonacum while the priest was in 
St. Louis. 

This letter, it is said, was a notification 
to the parishioners of Father Corbett that 
the ecclesiastic was under the ban, sus- 
pended, and warning them not to hold 
spiritual communion with him in any 
Way nor totake part in any religious ex- 
ercises or celebration that the priest might 
hold or conduct. 


CRASHED INTO A POLE. 


Electric Car Crowded With Passengers 
Meets With an Accident. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29.—There was a 
wreck in the outskirts of this city on the 
San Francisco and San Mateo electric 
line. Asa result of the accident, six in- 
jured passengers are in the City and 
County hospital, seven in St. Luke’s hos- 
pital and three in the city receiving care. 
It is believed three of the victims will not 
recover. 

The wreck occurred ona curve at the 
foot of asteep grade. The motorman lost 
control of the trolley car on a down grade 
So great was the momentum when the 
carswung around the sharp curve that the 
coach was overturned, the car being torn 
from the trucks, which remained on the 
tracks. Over 50 people were in the coach 
which crashed into a trolley pole and was 
broken in two. 

Nearly all the passengers were buried 
under the wreck. The screams of men, 
women and children were terrible. Sev- 
eral who were more or less injured went 
direct to their homes. 


DIED WITHOUT PAIN. 


Miss Woolson Fell Through an Open 


Window While Delirious, 

CLEVELAND, Jan. 29.—The statement 
that Miss Constance Fenimore Woolson’s 
death at Venice last Wednesday night 
was due to suicide was unwarranted. Her 
nephew, Samuel Mather, of this city, on 
receipt of the news, sent a cable dispatch 
asking for particulars, and received a re- 
ply from his cousin, Miss Grace Carter, in 
substance as follows: 
&‘“‘Aunt Constance had severe influenze 
(grip) which had resulted, as it often does, 
in high fever. The night nurse left her 
fora moment for something which was 
needed. During her short absence, ina 
sudden access of delirium, she arose from 
her bed, and, while apparently wandering 
about the room, fell through the open 
window to the street below. She was 
picked up immediately and lived a short 
time, but never regained consciousness. 
She had no apparent pain, and her face 
looked very peaceful.’

A PAPAL ALLOCUTION 


Dealing With the Recent Disturbances 
in Italy. 


STATESMEN SHOULD TURN ABOUT 


And Recognize the «Authority 
of the Pope. 


Rome, Jan. 20.—Pope Leo XIII gave a 
reception yesterday in St. Peter’s to the 
clergy and Catholic laity of this city. 
After saying mass in the Basilica at 9 
o’clock the pope listened to the address of 
the senior parish priest of Rome. The 
pope then spoke a few words, after which 
the papal allocution was read by Mgr. Vol- 
pini. It was as follows: 

“We are especially gratified by this tes- 
timony of thedevotion of the people of 
Rome, for they stand first in our affec- 
tions. You thus comprehend our grief 
when we consider the present afflicted 
condition of Rome, indirectly aggravated, 
as itis, by the general situation through- 
out the peninsula. We earnestly desire 
that man should be found to end the 
present misery and to re-establish order in 
disturbed places. 


LEO XIII. 


“In the meanwhile, however, Rome 
suffers. Formerly Rome was assured of 
reasonable prosperity. Today it is evi- 
dently otherwise. It is to be hoped that 
the people at least will profit by their 
bitter experience, see the first origin of 
evil and adopt the most efficacious rem- 
edy. 

Should Look to the Pope, 

“It is useless to dissimulate. The ruin 
of religion, designedly accomplished, has 
opened the way for moral and material 
ruin. Not only justice, but political com- 
mon sense, demands that those responsi- 
ble for this condition of affairs turn and 
retrace their steps and restore religion to 
where it was held by our ancestors. They 
should approach confidently and without 
suspicion him who holds from God his 
supreme religious magistracy for the 
world’s eternal life, whereof the pope is 
the dispenser. They should also have the 
virtue of rendering ever prosperous our 
mortal existence.” 

Twelve thousand persons were present 
and greeted the pope with prolonged 
cheering. 

Leo XIII looked well, except that he 
was a trifle paler than usual. He did not 
appear fatigued, although the ceremony 
lasted for two hours and a half. 

Excited Over the Fight. 

Lonpon, Jan. 29.—When the 
arrived off Queenstown all of her passen- 
gers were assembled on deck. As the 
tender neared the steamship the passen- 
gers shouted, “Who won the fight?” 
When informed that Corbett was the 
winner a great many cheered.

“Thirty More Marriages in 1893 
Than in 1892, 


JUNE WAS THE BANNER MONTH 


The Popular Age for the Grooms, 27; 
Brides, 21 and 23- 


Notwithstanding the hard times last 
year, the number of people that sought 
happiness in marriage was considerably 
more than previous years. Evidently many 
who had nothing else to do, got married, 
for the record of the matrimonial ventures 
of 219, was an increase of 30 over the pre- 
vious year. May the new life which they 
have entered be one of unalloyed happiness. 

The largest number to be united on any 
one day was five’which occurred on Jan. 1, 
June 7, and 14, and Oct. 28, while the 
longest imterval between marriages was 10 
days. The most popular month chosen by 
the misses to give their hearts in the keep- 
ing of their lovers was June, when 32 
couples vowed to love and cherish each 
other as long as they lived.

Of this number, 192 of the grooms and 
162 of the brides were residents of this 
city, while 27 grooms and 57 brides came 
from other places. Of the marriages, 149 
were solemnized in Quincy, 41 in Boston, 
3 in Weymouth, 3 in Brookline, 3 in Brain- 
tree, 2 each in Waltham and Milton and 
1 each at Chelsea, Orleans, Cambridge, 
Newton, Medford, Plymouth, Lynn, Ran- 
dolph, Boxford, Hingham, Hyde Park, 
Wakefield, Abington, Manchester, Me., 
and Quidnick, R: L. 

Quincey the home of two Presidents, 
however, proved attractive to 8 out of 
town couples who came here to have the 
cuptial knot tied. Of these 8 couples, 
one came from Brockton to be united ina 
second venture, one from Cambridge, a 
groom from Boston and a maiden young 
and fair of 20 summers from Berwick, 
a groom from Barrington Centre, R. L, 
and a bride of the city of witches, a Brain- 
tree citizen and a 19 year old miss from 
Nova Scotia, a couple from Boston and 
one from Weymouth, and last but not

second helpmate a widow of 33 who was 
also a nurse, a granite cutter of 52 also got 
a widowed nurse of 47, a quarryman of 45 
got for his second bride a nurse of 37, 
while a blacksmith of 34 got a blushing 
bride of 19 summers, a carpenter of 50 
got a charming widow of 26, a granite 
cutter of 38 gota maid of 21 who vowed 
she would love him just as much as though 
there was plenty of work and the hungry 
were notcrying for bread; another of 37 
put his hand into the matrimonial grab 
bag and fished out a dressmaker who 
owned up that she had been a loving wife 
once before, and so on through the whole 
list. 

“Young man beware of the wiley 
widows,”’ is an old saying and while it may 
be true that they set their nets for the 
young men there are those who prefer 
widows and the records of last year tell us

A New Industry for Quincy. 

That the citizens of Quincy intend to 
accelerate the growth of the granite industry 
has been manifested by the interest they 
have taken in the organization of the 
Lyons Granite Company. 

The company is to be incorporated under 
the laws of Massachusetts with a cash capi- 
tal of forty thousand dollars divided into 
four handred shares of one hundred dollars 
each. They intend to carry on a general 
granite business but make a specialty of 
cutting and polishing circular work, Here- 
tofore nearly all work of this kind has been 
done in Barre and Concord, thus depriving 
Quincy of a large amount of business that 
ought to be done here. 

The growth of this class of work for 
monumental and building purposes has in- 
creased very fast during the past year, and 
the granite dealers of Quincy are deter- 
mined to advance their own interests by 
catering for this work in connection with 
their regular trade. 

For this purpose the company will 
build the most complete plant in New 
England situated in West Quincy on the 
line of railroad in progress of construction 
by the Quincy Quarry Co. The cutting 
and polishing sheds will be fitted with 
modern and improved machinery, together 
with the ordinary machines for bed work, 
there will be three turning lathes capable 
of cutting and polishing a column or any 
form of circular work from two inches to 
six feet in diameter. 

This will give Quincy a lathe able to 
turn a larger stone than can be handled 
now anywhere in New England. The 
company will also quarry rough stone for 
bridge and building work, being located so 
as to load on cars direct from quarry thus 
saving a large amount in transportation. 

The industry will do much to promote 
Quincy granite, thus giving our city an 
advantage over all others in the granite 
business.

Maine’s Thriving City Suffers to the Ex- 
tent of Half a Million Dollars, 
Batu, Me., Jan. 29.—Fire yesterday 
forenoon destroyed the north side of 
Center street to and including the Saga- 
dahoc House. Four blocks on the west 
side of Front street were also burned. On 
the east side the burned district extends 
from a point opposite the Sagadahoc 
House northward to about the same 
limit. Several other blocks on Front and 
Center street were damaged, as were also 
buildings in the rear as far as the northern 
division of the Bath iron works. The fire 
caught in a defective chimney of the 
Sagadahoc House. The water works 
failed, and assistance was summoned from 
Lewiston, Brunswick and Portland. Two 
banks fell. The loss is estimated at 

@500,000. 

The heaviest losses are those of D. T. 
Percy & Sons, $100,000; Sagadahoc House, 
$75,000; Granite block, $40,000; Sagada- 
hoc Real Estate association, outside of 
the Sagadahoc House, $75,000; John O. 
Shaw, $25,000. The Hyde Light Guards 
are on duty patrolling the burned district 
and several streams are being played on 
the ruins. Definite statements of the 
losses are hardly possible. 


JONES, SINCLAIR AND MW’LEOD 


Said to Be Quietly Working Up a Little 
Railroad Scheme. 

Bosto;t, Jan. 29.—It is stated on the 
authority of men holding high official 
positions on New Engand raiiroads that 
a big deal is soon to take place involving 
a total change inthe policy of the Boston 
and Maine. Frank Jones and Henry Sin- 
clair are quietly at work endeavoring to 
secure control against the Pullman-Law- 
rence-American express faction, now in 
control. 

The plan is to restore Jones on the Bos- 
ton and Maine and Sewall on the Maine 
Central and to revoke the present affilia- 
tions with the Consolidated road, with 
which President Tuttle strongly sympa- 
thizes. The recent cut from 8 to 6 per 
cent in Boston and Maine dividends has 
hastened matters. The plan is to com- 
bine with the New England and Pennsyl- 
vania against the New Haven. Jones and 
McLeod have made peace, so as to fight 
the common foe. 

The New Haven is having difficulty in 
securing sufficient business to pay for four 
tracking. Every effort has been made to 
keep the Jones-Sinclair-McLeod project a 
strict secret. 


AN EARTHQUAKE HORROR.

San FRANcIsco, Jan. 29.—Advices from 
China announce the complete annihila- 
tion of the town of Kuchan, Persia.

AN OLD STONECUTTER. 


David Dustin Keniston, Who Worked at 
the Trade Before 1824. 

The Globe today has an interesting 
sketch and portrait of David Dustin Ken- 
iston of Rumney, N. H., a veteran of 93 
years, one of Quincy’s veteran stonecutters, 
It is not uncommon venerable 
man out among the townspeople, looking 
after his own business interests and chat- 
ting about affairs in general. He is re- 
gard with great reverence among his many 
friends and acquaintances. 

Mr. Keniston was born in Sanbornton, 
now the town of Tilton, on the farm owned 
by his parents. 
iston was a well-to-do farmer and a

His parents reared a family of 12 chi!- 
dren—seven boys and five girls—and 
David was the seventh in age. All the 
children lived to grow up, and nearly all of 
them had families, so that the descendants 
of these children are many. 

Mr. Keniston came to Quincy, Mass., 
learned the stonecutting trade, and re- 
mained in that occupation till 1824. 

When John Quincy Adams was elected to 
the presidency he would have voted for 
him, had he not jast previous to that event 
gone to South Carolina, where he tngaged 
in building lecks and canals. 

After remaining in South Carolina a 
number of years, he returned to Quincy 
and followed his trade there. 

At the laying of the corner-stone to 
the Bunker Hill monument he and a com- 
panion hired a man to drive them to 
Boston to hear Daniel Webster deliver the 
oration.

His children are scattered all over 


PALMER’S BIG FIRE 
Destroys the Opera House and Five Large 
Susiness Kstablishments. 


PALMER, Mass., Jan. 29.—A blaze whose 
damage amounted to $60,000 cleared away 
the opera house in this town last night 
and with it destroyed all the machinery 
and stocks in trade of five of the town’s 
most prosperous business firms. The fire 


house, and when discovered at 10:30 was 
burning the partition between the drug 
store of O. P. Allen and the shoe store of 
E. J. Henry. 

An alarm was rung, but as the block 
Was one of wood the fire gained great 
headway before the department arrived. 
The efforts of the firemen were directed 
to saving the adjoining buildings. They 
were aided in their work by the conditions 
of a very light wind and the fact that the 
roofs were protected by a covering of 
snow. The Masonic block and the build- 
ings on the Feeney estate were, however, 
insuch danger that aid was summoned 
from Springfield and Monson. 

The opera house proper occupied only 
the upper story of the main building, and 
its contents, consisting of scenery and fur- 
nishings, were totally destroyed, entailing 
& loss of about $32,000. 

B. P. Morse & Co., printers and publish- 
ers, occupied the next story, and saved 
only the books and papers in the office.

THE DANBURY TROUBLE 


Appears to Still Be in a Rather Unsatis- 
factory State. 

DANBURY, Coun., Jan. 20.—Ata meeting 
of Danbury hat manufacturers Saturday 
evening proprietors of six factories asked 
and received permission to open their 
shops today to the trade as concessions of 
trade unions were satisfactory to them. 
Later the six manufacturers met execu- 
tive committees of four trade unions and 
yesterday morning agreements were ar- 
rived at whereby old shops crews in each 
of the factories would return to work to- 
day. 

Negotiations nearly fell through, the 
leaders insisting on the return of all em- 
ployes, which was granted reluctantly by 
the manufacturers. Concessions on the 
part of trimmers (girls) were given un- 
willingly. They were rejected three 
times. The men threatened them with 
desertion and the breaking of their union, 
and the fourth time concessions were 
granted by the opposition refusing to 
vote. Six factories employ 800 hands. 
The other 12 factories will attempt opera- 
tions independent of trade unions. 

One of them, C. H. Merritt & Son, has 
filled the factory with deserters from 
unions. It is said the other 11 have ap- 
plications from old employes enough to 
man their factories. This trade leaders 
emphatically deny, and will continue the 
fightagainstthem. It is said that per- 
mission to six manufacturers was condi- 
tional, and the old hands may be dis- 
charged in a few days.

A List of the Eminent Dead of the Year 
Just Closed. 


Among the men who have died during 


the past year and whose numes will fig- | 
ure in history are James G. Blaine, late | 


secretary of state; Alexander of Batten- 
berg, once the prince of Bulgaria; ex- 
President Hayes, General Benjamin F. 
Butler, Justices Lamar and Blatch- 
ford, Hamilton Fish; Beauregard and 
Smith, Confederate generals; the Earl of 
Derby; Miribel, chief of the French gen- 
eral staff; MacMahon, ex-president of 
France; Jules Ferry; Senator Stanford, 
the founder of Leland Stanford universi- 
ty; Sir A. T. Galt; Sir John Abbot, ex- 
premier of Canada; Uncle Jerry Rusk; 
Tirard, a former premier of France; Ad- 
miral Tryon of the Victoria, first of Eng- 
lish naval officers of the day, and Ferdi- 
nand de Lesseps. 

The church, in its various members, 
has lost Phillips Brooks, who is claimed 
by the church universal; Dr. A. P. Pea- 
body, Dr. Philip Schaff; Frederick Evans, 
the Shaker; Bishops Kip and Bissell and 
Brother Azarias.

Few men have died in 1893 whose loss 
has been more severely felt and whose 
names have been more widely honored 
than General Armstrong, founder of the 
Hampton institute and friend of the ne- 
gro and the Indian.

MRS. ’GUSTE. 
A couple of years ago my husband 


and I chanced to be spending a winter 
in Vicksburg. The house we rented 


| Was near a nice old fashioned market, 


where I went as much for an occasional 
chat with the proprietor as for the very 
good things she sold me. She was a 
stout, brisk old French woman, a wid- 
ow, Mme. Auguste Dieulouard by name, 
rather German in appearance, but very 
French in her manners as she talked 
from behind her bars or bustled about 
her shop, directing and sometimes scold- 
ing her underlings. She was delighted, 
the first day I went to market, to have 
me speak French to her, and soon we 
were quite intimate. Before the win- 
ter was over and I had returned to New 


| York she had told me, bit by bit, a 


great deal of the story of her life. 
Translated from her queer half German 
patois and pieced together, it ran some- 
what as follows: 

“*I was born in 1880, in Lure, near 
Alsace, in the old Franche Comte. Aft- 
er my mother died I lived with my 
grandmother. When my grandmother 
died, | could not go back to my father, 
for he had married again, had a large 
family and was very poor. Some of 
our neighbors were coming to America, 
and I came with them. We took asail- 


ing vessel to New Orleans, and the voy- | 


age lasted 44 days. Two years after 
reaching New Orleans I married a 
young Frenchman who had a nice little 
sum of money. Then my troubles be- 
gan, for he would not have a settled 
home, as { wished, but wanted to trav- 
el all the time. I kept him in New 
Orleans most of the time for two years, 
but then he got too restless, and we be- 
gan to gad about thecountry. We went 
up the river to Memphis and St. Louis, 
then we traveled through Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Later we went to Califor- 
nia. When the war broke out, we were 
back in Kentucky. My husband en- 
listed in the southern army, leaving me 
in Columbus with very little money. 
I lived there until my money was near- 
ly gone and then took a boat to Vicks- 
burg. Il reached Vicksburg just before 
travel wasstopped. Thesiege lasted 48 
days. I helped nurse in the hospitals, 
and one day, when I was sent out for 
drugs, was struck by a Yankee shell 
and wounded in the forehead. At the 
end of the siege Yankee doctors and 
nurses took charge of the hospitals, and 
I had no work and no money. Some of 
my neighbors were without money and 
food and came in to see me and said: 
*Madame, what shall we do? We are 
starving.’ I said, *Go home and I will 
think what todo.’ Then I was offered 
rations. ‘Rations for what?’ 1 asked. 
‘lam no Yankee soldier. Why should 
1 take rations cf you?’ Then I said to 


the neighbors: *We will make beer. 
Get me two barrels of water, some 
yeast, hops, molasses and corn. When 


the Yankee’s whisky is gone, he will be 
glad to drink my beer and will have to 
pay for it.” Sometimes he did not pay, 
but mostly he did, and we lived a year 
by making beer. 

“There was military law in Vicks- 
burg. General D. was in command for 
along time. There was a very strong 


feeling agzinst him. I| think he was 
the meanest man that ever lived. | 
knew everybody hated him. One day | 


said, ‘1 apa going to General D. to get a 
permit toopenastore.’ Every one said, 
‘Heis too mean to give youone.’ | 
said, ‘1 will try.’ I went to him and 
said very politely, “General D., 1 want 
& permit toopen astore.’ He asked 
me, ‘Why should I give you a permit?’ 
I said, ‘Because 1 must make some mon- 
ey te live.’ Hesaid, ‘Are you Irish?’ 
‘No.’ ‘Are you Dutch? ‘No.’ ‘Are 
you German?’ ‘No.’ *Areyou French?’ 
‘Yes.’ *Then go to Napoleon fora per- 
mit.’ 

“After awhile Genera D. left Vicks- 
burg, and General S. was in command. 
One morning | went tosee him. He 
was lying on accuch. I asked him for 
apermit. Hesaid:*My good woman, 
you shall have one if you will get me 
pen and paper from the next room. 1 
have been at a ball all night and could 
not get up for the president.’ General 
6. was not so bad fora Yankee. But 
General Grant was the nicest Yankee 1 
tver saw. His headquarters were on 
the river, Dut we often saw him in 
Vicksburg, and he used to walk about 
pnd talk to the people. He was very 
kind, and every one liked him. One 
day he came into my store with a 
friend. He said: *What kind of stuff 
is that in your window? Iam hungry, 
and it looks very gor d.* ‘Washington 
pie,’ l answered. ‘Why do you call it 
that?’ said he. ‘That pie is named aft- 
er the great Washington whose memory 
all good Americans adore,’ I replied. 
‘That is good,’ said he; ‘how much is 
a slice of /ashington pie?’ I said, 
‘Some slices are 10 cents, but some | 
cut are 5 cents.’ Hesaid to the officer: 
‘lam so hungry I believe I could eat a 
10 cent slice, could not you? Ma- 
dame, please cut me two 10 cent slices, 
and 1 will trouble you to wrap them 
up forme.” So I did, and he would 
not let the dandy young officer carry 
my Washiugton pie, but when he had 
paid me tck the bundle himself out in-

to the street. Then the neighbors came 
in and said, “What did General Grant 
have in his paper?’ I replied, ‘ Wash- 
ington pie—a 10 cent slice for himself 
and one for that young officer.’ 

‘The war was over, and I had never 
heard from my husband and thought he 
must be dead. I was doing well in my 
store. -I bought all my things in great 
quantities and sold them well. I had 
many friends and was much respected. 
I remember very well that one day a 
nigger came into my store and said, 
‘fave you got any cheap cigars?’ 1 
gave him one and said, ‘This is 5 cents.’ 
He bit it and then threw it into my 
face, crying, ‘Have you nothing better 
for me than that?’ ‘Yes, I have some- 
thing better for you,’ I said, and I hit 
him over the mouth and nose with a 
poker, and he rushed howling and 
bleeding into the street. In half an 
hour a corporal and two soldiers came 
in and arrested me. I laughed and said: 
‘You must allow me time to put on my 
bonnet and lock up my store. Then l 
will go with you with pleasure.’ When 
we got to the provost, he said, ‘Why, 
Mrs. ’Guste, I am surprised to see you. 
What possible complaint can there be 
against you?’ When he had heard my 
story as well as the nigger’s, he told me 
to go back to my store and said very 
severely to the nigger: ‘Is this the use 
you make of your liberty? Go home 
and behave like a white manif you can.’ 

‘‘Four years more went by, and I was 
sure my husband was dead. I was well 
off, had a large market where I em- 
ployed six men and was fast growing 
rich. I had many offers to change my 
name, but I always gave the same an- 
swer to all, ‘Thank you, sir, for the 
compliment, but I prefer to support 
only myself and donot care for the Iux- 
ury of a husband.’ : 

“One day a Mr. Paxton, whose wife 
I knew, came in and said, ‘Come up to 
our house.’ ‘I have no time,’ I said. 
‘What is the matter? Is your wife 
sick?’ He said, ‘No, she is not sick, 
but there is 4 man there who wants to 
see you.’ I said, ‘Well, then, let him 
come and seeme.’ Mr. Paxton begged 
so hard and I got so curious that I put 
on my bonnet—my old bonnet, for I 
would not dress up for any man who 
would not take the trouble to come and 
see me—and went home with him to 
bis house. 1 grew cold and felt faint, 
for there, talking to Mrs. Paxton, was 
Auguste—my husband—looking just 
the same as when he left me eight years 
before. My heart beat like a hammer, 
but I just said: ‘Well, so you are alive 
and have turned up at last, have you? 
Where have you been for eight years? 
Have you hada good time and been 
traveling all over the world?’ ‘Oh, Jo- 
sephine,’ he said and began to cry. 

‘*Poor fellow, he had been wounded 
and taken prisoner and very ill. When 
the war was over and he was well again, 
he began to hunt for me. Not finding 
me in Columbus, he went to every place 
where he had ever been before, which 
meant a gocd many journeys for a man 
who had always traveled all the time. 
No doubt he enjoyed himself very much. 
He had been in Vicksburg the year be- 
fore. Now he was on his way down the 
river from St. Louis to New Orleans. 


The boat was delayed for a few hours 


at Vicksburg, and Auguste was taking 
a walk when he met Mr. Paxton and 
began talking tohim. Heasked if there 
were many French people in Vicksburg. 
‘A good many,’ said Mr. Paxton. Then 
Auguste asked about the women, and 
when he heard there was a Mrs. ’Guste 
who had a market, and whose name 
was such a hard one that everybody 
called her Mrs. ’Guste for short, he said 
he wanted to see her, and asked how to 
goto her store. When he started, he 
éaid his knees felt very queer, and he 
wondered 1f he could walk there, and if 
it was really his Mrs. ’Guste, and if 1] 
would be glad to see him. 

**He reached, as he thought, the store 
to which Mr. Paxton had directed him, 
and there he found a man—a dreadful 
looking man, he said—weighing sugar.

ANARCHISM RAMPANT 


Said to Have Caused the Pennsyl- 
vania Mining Troubles. 


SOLDIERS ARE MADE D_PUTIES. 


Preparations for Meeting Fur- 
ther Trouble at Mansfield. 


Pirrspure, Jan. 29.—A quiet Sunday 
prevailed throughout the Mansfield coal 
region, the scene of Saturday’s rioting. 
But few strikers were seen out of their 
houses, and the deputy sheriffs on guard 
at the various minesin the district had 
little to occupy their attention. By many, 
however, the calm was regarded as pre- 
ceding the storm. 

There are well-grounded fears of an- 
other outbreak and the law-abiding citi- 
zens are preparing to meet it. Trusted 
foreigners, who were supposed to bein 
sympathy with the rioters, were sent out 
yesterday by the coal operators. They 
circulated freely with the strikers, and 
last evening returned with the informa- 
tion that preparations were being made 
to attack the works at Bridgeville, Rose- 
vale and Beadling. 

The feeling among the rioters is very 
bitter againsc the Beadling brothers for 
the killing of Frank Stepitz, and they 
assert that they will have revenge. If 
another attack is made on the Beadling 
works the foreigners will meet with a still 
warmer reception than that accorded 
them Saturday. There are 12 men in the 
Beadling family and every one is as deter- 
mined and brave as the three who put to 
flight a mob of several hundred. 

Thomas Beadling says he and his two 
brothers fired at least 100 shots Saturday, 
and he is satisfied thatifa search of the 
strikers’ houses was made, at least a score 
of wounded men would be found. Frank 
Stepitz, who wasshot through the body, 
died yesterday. He wasa member of the 
Sons of St. George, and his family will re- 
ceive a death benefit of $1500. 

Sunday afternoon Squire C. P. Mayer, 
whose general store was attacked by the 
mob, made information against 16 men 
whom he recognized among the rioters. 
Posses will go after them. At present 
there are over 100 armed deputies on guard 
throughout the region, and this number 
will be doubled if possible. 

Anarchists May Have Started It. 

Tiere are strong reasons for believing 
that the anarchists hereabouts are respon- 
sible for the disorder. It is known that 
the bulk of the insurgents came from 
Bower Hill, and upon the authority of 
Rey. Father Jucob Wertz, pastor of St. 
Joseph’s German Catholic church at 
Mansfield, there are at least 100 families 
eon Bower Hill who openly avow anar- 
chism. 

Their bible is a radically anarchist 
sheet printed in Wisconsin, and appropri- 
ately named ‘“‘Lucifer,’’ and the confes- 
sion offaith is set forthin the specious 
sophistry of its publication. This sheet is 
written by an unfrocked priest named 
Michael Biron,a man of good education, 
who fellaway from the church when in 
Maygnce, Germany. 

He is now pubiishing this sheet in Mad- 
ison, Wis., and it has a considerable num- 
ber of subscribers in this section and in 
the coke regions. In conversation yester- 
day Father Wertz said: “I have been un- 
willing to speak on this subject, but now 
feel that I should no longer remain silent. 
is my firm conviction that the move- 
ment yesterday was of anarchistic con- 
ception and design. 

“Not less than 100 families in this re- 
gion avow teaching of anarchy and do not 
seek to disguise it. Ihad hoped to bring 
back these people into the church, but it 
now seems a hopeless task. There is 
really no religion amongthem. To re- 
form them is almost impossible. They 
have no regard for law, as they are too 
ignorant to understand its meaning and 
are ripe seed for the agitator and leader 
who has his own ends to gain. 

“I took the Wisconsin publication fora 
year, for the purpose and object of trying 
to influence these people against its teach- 
ings, but I was unsuccessful.” 

Father Wertz said further that they 
had a secret organization opposed to 
American law, but none but members 
could se.ure admittance or learn any- 
thing of the proceedings. 

Looks Like More Trouble. 

A dispatch from Mansfield says there is 
considerable excitement there and prep- 
arations are being made for trouble. 
Twenty members of company K, sta- 
tioned at Mansfield, were sworn in yester- 
day afternoon as deputies, and fully as 
Many more citizens qualified as such. 
Sheriff Richards of Allegheny county is 
in command and re-enforcements are be- 
ing dispatched to the threatened points 
as fast as possible. The sheriff has his 
forces well in hand, and it is thought 
will be able to cope with any disturbances 
that may occur. 

A meeting of strikers is said to have 
been held somewhere in Mansfield yes- 
terday, but where, or what was done, 
could not be learned. After midnight a 
number of Italians and Frenchmen, with 
a sprinkling of Hungarians and Slavs, 
appeared on the hill above the burnt 
Tipple mine of the Pan-Handle Goal com- 
pany and made threats of burning the 
company’s houses. The deputies on guard 
fired several shots in the air and fright- 
ened them off. They returned several 
times between chat and daybreak, but did 
not carry their threats into execution. 


Did $35,000 Damage. 

LYNN, Mass., Jan. 20.—Fire broke out 
yesterday in the five-story brick building 
44 and 46 Central avenue here, for which a 
general fire alarm was rung in. The fire 
started on the third floor and extended to 
the upper stories. The fire was confined 


to the building. The damage is about

NOT ONE ESCAPED. 


Twenty-Six Men. Perish in Brandon 
Bay, Off freland. 


BBITISH BARK WENT ASHORE. 


Crew Exhausted Before Over- 
come by Death. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 30.—Twenty-six lives have 
been lost by the wrecking of the British 
bark Port Yarrock, Captain Forbes, from 


Banta Rosalia, July 4, for Antwerp, 
which some days ago put into Brandon 
f county Kerry, in a disabled con- 

n, and which, during agale, dragged 
her anchors ashore. A very heavy sea 


was running in the bay, and when the 
bark struck the surf made a clean breach 
over her. 
The bark struck almost broadside on, 
and the surf pounded her with terrific 
violence. As the tide rose the surf became 
stronger, and soon the sea was sweeping 
over the decks of the bark. Her hatches 
were evidently battened down and the 
companionways closed, for there were no 
sigus of her filling. It was impossible, 
owing to the position of the stranded ves- 
sel, for any assistance to reach her, and in 
a short time she began to break up. 
First her three masts went by the board, 
and the wreckage floated alongside, caus- 
ing the hull to heel over ata sharp angle, 
thus affording a better mark for the sea 
Soon the butts and seams on the weather 
side began to open, and in a short time 
the vessel began to break up. Some of 
those on board the bark attempted to 
reach shore by means of planks or spars, 
but they were swept off -and disappeared 
almost as soon as they left the vessel. Not 
& person on the bark was saved. 

Death Ended Much Suffering. 
The loss of the Port Yarrock was one of 
the most distressing shipwrecks recorded 
for some time. The crew must have 
suffered terribly from want of food and 
exposure before death finally ended their 
sufferings inthe waves. The Port Yar- 
rock had been short of provisions fora 
long time, a 


nd the crew were greatly ex- 
hausted by exposure and privations. 


For 22 days the doomed ship had been 
beating off the coast of Ireland, and two 
watches were required to work the vessel. 
After a long, desperate and 
struggle the ship, with most 

vas blown away, her running

almost useless condition, and her stand- 
ing rigging so strained as to require a 
thorough setiing up before she could be 


pronounced in a workable condition, man- 
aged to make Tralee bay. 

But the vessel was so dismantled and 
her crew so exhausted that she was un 
able to come to anchor, until a number of 
local fishermen had boarded herand atug 
had been sent for with the intention of 
towing her to Antwerp, her port of des- 
tination, as soon as the gale moderated. 
Destruction Inevitable. 

On Saturday evening the gale renewed 
its fury and the vessel dragged her an- 
chors, while the tug already mentioned 
was forced to seek shelter in the nearest 
place of refuge. All the ship’s boats were 
y ihe seas which swept over her, 
and washed away almost every- 
thing movable from her upper deck, fore- 
castle und poop. In spite of the fact that 
Captain Forbes seems to have displayed 
seamanship and to have run out 
kedges and sea anchors in order to stop 
the drifting, nothing, in the exhausted 
condition of her crew, seems to have been 
able to save her from destruction. 

When she finally went ashore in Bran- 
don bay, some of the seamen were so 
weak that they were unable even to make 
an attempt to climb into the fore rigging 
and were drowned like rats in the fore- 
castle, where they had been heipless for 
many days. 

The lifeboat from Tralee, it now ap- 
pears, put out to the assistance of the en- 
dangered vessel, but the sea was so heavy 
that she was obliged to put back, and 
narrowly escaped swamping. 

According to the latest dispatches the 
remains of the wrecked ship are otill 
visible in the surf.

The maximum limit 
is about $197,000. This is $37,000 more 
than was found necessary in 1892 or 1893, 
If the city tax is not increased the levy 
would be practically as follows:

The reduction in State tax will more than 
offset the increase in debt maturing, and 
the tax levy of 1894 may be less than in 
1893. This being the case, the tax rate of 
this year may be a trifle less on the same 
valuation. If the valuation is increased 
the rate will be still less, but with the busi- 
ness depression, taxable land taken for 
playgrounds and the Blue Hills reservation, 
and loss of personal estate, an increase can- 
not be counted upon. If there is no in- 
crease in valuation, any material increase 
in the tax for city purposes would increase 
the tax rate over 1893.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


Hotel at West Lynn 


Shoe Factory and 
Totally Destroyed. 

LYNN, Mass., Jan. 30.—Shortly after 
midnight fire was discovered in the shoe 
factory of Wellman Osborne, West Lynn. 
The factory was a four-story brick build- 
ing, having a one-story frame extension, 
and was completely gutted. The fire 
started in a blind cellar, and is supposed 
to be of incendiary origin. The loss on 
the factory is estimated at 330,009. 

The fire again got beyond control at 1 
a.m., andthe West Lynn hotel was to- 
tally destroyed. This hotel was built in 
1670 and was one of the landmarks in this 
section of the country.

CHICAGO'S GIRLS’ 


Distinetien of the C. G. M. B.C, 
forts of the .. tne Club. 

TheC s’ Mutual Benefit club 
rejoices in the unique distinction of hay- 
ing a clubhouse all its own. The orig- 
inal conception of the club was only a 
thought that took root in the hearts and 
minds of some half dozen Chicago girls 
gathered together to discuss how agirls’ 
club could be organized among the wage 
earners of the city. After some discus- 
sion the few formed themselves into a 
band of King’s Daughters, and to gain 
funds for their scheme gave a concert, 
with the proceeds of which they renteda 

cottage and formed classes for the study 
of practical topics, like sewing, milli- 
nery, typewriting, embroidery and the 
rest. 

These classes are taught by some two- 
score volunteers and one pé aid teacher. 
The club members pay dues of 5 cents 
per week, except the teachers, who pay 
20 cents per week, to defray partially 
the expense of a carriage, as the street 

car lines do not run near the cottage. 
All this of coursehas been written over 
many times in the history of girls’ clubs, 
but the distinctive and interesting thing 
about this organization is that w he n the 
small clubhouse became overcrowded 
the plucky girls determined to build a 
clubhouse of their own. By various en- 
tertainments and subscriptions they 
managed to raise enough money to se- 
curealot. <A friend then came to their 
aid and made a generous offer to build 
the clubhouse, charging them 6 per cent 
on the investment,to be paid as rent, 
and giving them the privilege of paying 
the princ ipal : any time within five years. 

The club took possession of the new 
house in May, 1892, and already nearly 
one-half the debt is paid. Even in New 
York, where the working girls’ club 
movement began and is supported by 
wealthy patrons, none of the clubs has 
as yet attained the dignity of a club- 
house of its own. The Thirty-eighth 
Street club, of which Miss Dodge is pres- 
icent, has an entire house rented and 
sublets portions of it, but most of the 
societies meet inrented rooms. Sorosis, 
the great pioneer club, with its large 
membership, has no permanent home of 
its own ar nd no headquarters for the 
keeping of its archives. 

The Jane club,a protegee of Hull House 
and named in honor of Miss Jane Ad- 
dams, another interesting organiza- 
tion of 50 members, living together in 
communities in the club fashion estab- 
lished by men. It occupies a large flat, 
well lighted and he: ated, with hot and 
cold water and bathrooms on every floor. 
The parlors are prettily furnished, the 
libraries well stocked with books, the 
three dining tables well supplied with 
appetizing food prepared by the club 
steward, who is hired in the regular 
way by the committee. There is a gen- 
eral meeting of the members every two 
weeks to attend to the business affairs 
of the club and to regulate matters gen- 
eri ally.

MUSKET SHOTS FIRED 


May Lead Admiral Da Gama to Surren- 
der to Admiral Benham. 


FIRMNESS OF AMERICAN ADMIRAL 


Brings Congratulations From 
Foreign Commanders. 


RIo DE JANEIRO, Jan. 31.—The follow- 
Ing statement has been made by Admi- 
tal Benham, commander of the United 
States fleet in this harbor: 

“The insurgent forceson Cobrasisland, 
last Friday, fired upon a ship flying the 
United States flag. I protested to Ad- 
miral Da Gama against this action, and 
his response was that he had warned the 
commander of the ship when it was at 
the barat Rio Janeiro as to the where- 
abouts of the danger line. I ordered Ad- 
miral Da Gama to cease the firing. 

“Both the guns on the island of Cobras 
and the guns of the insurgent warship 
Trajano opened fire Saturday upon the 
bark Agate, a vessel hailing from New 
York. I warned Admiral Da Gama at once 
that if the fire was repeated J would fire 
back. I also warned him tha®if he touched 
an American ship or American goods, I 
would consider him a pirate. I told him 
that I would protect American property 
absolutely from the force of his guns, and 
that Ishould retaliate upon him for any 
damage done, unless it was entirely ap- 
parent that the damage was due to chance 
shots.” 

Da Gama Didn't Reply. 

Admiral Benham says that he notified 
Admiral Da Gama unofficially that firing 
by the insurgents upon the wharves for 
the purpose merely of creating terror and 
to prolong a blockade would not be per- 
mitted so far as Americans and American 
vessels were concerned. To this com 
munication the insurgent admiral mado 
no answer. 

The captains of three American vessels 
intimated that they wanted to goto the 
wharves, and the American admiral no- 
tified Admiral Da Gama that it was his 
intention to convey them at sunrise on 
Monday. Fearing trouble, Admiral Ben- 
ham ordered that the vessels in his fleet 
be cleared for action. 

The three ships referred to were the 
Amy, the Good News and the Julia Rol- 
lins. The captains of two of the ships 
weakened and failed to come into the har- 
bor. The Amy was the only one that ven- 
tured in, and she was escorted by the 
United States cruiser Detroit. 

Ready For Business. 

As a precaution against any possible ag- 
gressive action on the part of the insur- 
gents, the cruisers New York, Charleston, 
and Newark were assigned to watch the 
actions of Da Gama’s ships, the Aquidaban 
and Tamandare, while the Detroit and 
San Francisco were signaled to take posi- 
tions near the Trajano and the Guana- 
bara. These precautions certainly proved 
e@ective and the insurgents made but the 
fec'blest attempt to hinder the Amy’s pas- 
sage to her wharf. 

The insurgent protest consisted of this: 
Asthe Amy got abreast of the Guana- 
bara, a marine on the last named vessel 
aimed a musket at her and fired. Two 
musket shots were fired atthe Guanabara 
and the Trajano from the Amy’s escort, 
the Detroit, in return. This was all the 
firing done during the Amy’s trip, and it 
was enough. All opposition ceased at 
once and the use of heavy guns was not 
considered necessary at any time. 

Insurgents In a Bad Fix. 
At a later hour Admiral Da Gama con- 


| ferred with his officers upon the advisa- 


bility: of surrendering to the Detroit in 
consequence of the musket shots fired. 
He was dissuaded from doing so, but it is 
thought possible that he may yet decide 
to surrender tothe American commander. 

There is no doubt that Admiral Da 
Gama isin a bad way, and it seems to be 
only a matter of time when he will have 
to give up thestruggle. The complica- 
tions of the insurgent situation are in- 
creased by the absence of Admiral De 
Mello. The failure of the latter admiral 
to arrive here to the assistance of the in- 
surgent fleet has given rise to the report 
that he is dead. ; 

The commanders of 16 warships here, 
{ncluding five American and four Eng-

The question as to what the United 
States government would do with Admiral 
Da Gama and his forces if he has surren- 
dered to Admiral Benham is exciting con- 
siderable interest in official circles here. 
It is supposed that if he surrendered, he 
did so with some assurances or promises 
from the American admiral, Officials are 
wondering what promises may have been 
made and whether or not Admiral Ben- 
ham may have promised too much. Ad- 
miral Da Gama, it is stated, has violated 
none of the laws of the United States aad 
he could not be turned over to the Frazii 
ian government by this gcverument. 


UNION VS. NON-UNION. 


Cutdown in Wages Leads to 
Trouble at Sharpsburg, Pa. 
PITTSBURG, Jan. 31.—A riot occurred 
shortly after midnight at the Vesuvius 
iron works of Morehead Bros. & Co., 
Sharpsburg, near here, between the strik- 
ersand non-union men. One man was 
probably fatally shot and a number were 
bojured. 
Some time ago the company reduced 
wages 15 per cent, and the employes re- 
fused it. The plant was shut down, and 
a few days ago the finishing department 
resumed, with non-union men. Last 
night the strikers held a meeting and re- 
solved to stand firm. 
After their adjournment about 50 men

men out. The men tore down the fence 
and made a rush for the finishing depart- 
ment. About a dozen men were at work. 
The men carried revolvers, clubs and 
stones. They fired several volleys, and at 
the first one a workman, whose name is 
not known, fell to the floor, shot throngh 
the back. He will probably die. 

The workmen were then surrounded, 
and being cutnumbered four to one fled 
precipitately from the mill. They were 
driven some dirtance and then escaped. 
Several were injured, but how seriously is 
not known. The plant was shut down and 
the furnaces banked. 


THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Relating to Poisons, Prescriptions, Phy- 
sicians and Practice. 


BROoKLYN, Jan. 31.—The Brooklyn Pub- 
lic Health society has completed a joint 
committee representing also the Nattsnal 
Constitutional Liberty league, Borton, 
and the New York Public Health and Con- 
stitutional Liberty league, and declared 
in favor of legislation requiring: 1. Phy- 
sicians to write prescriptions legibly and 
when possible in English (and Latin if 
theychoose). 2. That medicines dispensed 
by physicians and others containing poi- 
sonous ingredients shall be by them legi- 
bly labeled ‘Caution. Take only as di- 
rected.’”? 3. Restoring to every citizen the 
right to freely -/ntract for the services of 
avhomsoever he considers competent to 
treat or heal him or his family without 
rendering the person thusemployed liable 
to prosecution, except for malpractice. 

The joint committee calls upon all in 
sympathy with such legislation to address 
it at Room 18, 331 Madison avenue, New 
York city.

SAME OLD SUBJECT. 


House Hears More Argument on the 
Income Tax. 


SENATORS TALK ABOUT BONDS 


And Further Discuss Federal 
Elections Repeal Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Without wast- 
ing any time the house went into com- 
mittee of the whole, und Mr. Covert re- 
sumed and finished his speech against the 
tariff bill. 

Mr. Cox defended the income tax. W. 
A. Stone opposed the bill. Mr. Bartlett 
denounced the income tax. Mr. Pence 
spoke in favor of an income tax. Mr. 
Piggott, Mr. Williams, Mr. Dunn also 
spoke, and then Mr. Walker of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. Walker said that the men who 
would be reached by the income tax were 
only such men as those who controlled 
the manufacturing and transportation in- 
dustries, and who did the most toward 
developing the resources and wealth of 
the country. They were the men who 
were making the country worth living in; 
and in doing sothey had benefited the 
poor man more than themselves, for no 
man could accumulate a fortune who did 
not serve his fellow-men a thousand times 
more than he served himself. 

But he maintained that even under ex- 
isting circumstances the taxes were paid 
by the rich, and not by the poor. He said 
that large fortunes were taxed by natural 
means; but by attempting to tax the rich 
and exempt the poor, the poor were struck 
every time. The administration of taxes 
was like hitting a long bar of steel, with 
the poor man at the end—you hit the bar, 
but the poor man receives the blow. In 
warning the majority against the passage 
of the Wilson bill, he cautioned them that 
they were sowing the wind to reap the 
whirlwind. 

“Tell the people the truth,’ he ex- 
claimed, ‘‘and give up demagogy.”’ He 
said the bill gave the tax collector power 
which no judge in the country possessed. 

Mr. Breckinridge defended the income 
tax. 

More Argument, 

Mr. Johnson said he would vote for the 
income tax, but he should do it under 
protest and as the lesser of two evils. 

Mr. Simpson declared himself in favor 
of an income tax. 

Mr. Cockran said that while he and 
those who agreed with him on this ques- 
tion were willing to vote fora bili for 
revenue only, they had been asked to add 
to the revenue bill an income tax—a special 
tax levied at 85,000 people out of 65,900,- 
000. It was proposed to deliberately create 
ataxclass. Hehad always believed that 
the duty of this people is to support its 
government by atariff levied for revenue 
only. 

Mr. Bryan argued in favor of an income 
tax, and then the house took a recess. 

The Night Session. 

At the night session almost the entire 
evening was devoted to discussion of the 
income tax, Messrs. Coombs and Hendrix 
opposed it, while Messrs. Dearnod, Tuck- 
er, Maddox, Wheeler and Davis endorsed 
it. Mr. Lucas opposed the entire tariff 
measure, including the income tax feat- 
ure. 

In the Senate. 

In the senate yesterday Mr. Aldrich pre- 
sented a petition from the representatives 
of 600 woolen goods manufactories in 26 
states and one territory, opposing the pas- 
sage of the Wilson tariff bill. 

Mr. Stewart's resolution declaring that 
the proposed issue of bonds is without au- 
thority of law was laid before the Senate 
and Mr. Stewart spoke in support of it. 

Mr. Sherman then made a speech in 
support of the secretary’s power and duty 
to issue and sell bonds. He expressed re- 
gret that anybody should be found now 
to question that authority. He felt like 
standing up for the honor of the country 
and for the power proposed to be exer- 
cised by the secretary. That power, he 
contended, was given by the law inthe 
strongest, clearest and most direct lan- 
guage. 

Mr. Quay offered an amendment to the 
resolution, limiting the use of the money 
to be received from the bonds to the re- 
demption of the legal treasury notes pre- 
sented at the New York sub-treasury. 

Mr. Dubois offered as a substitute the 
resolution reported in the house. 

Mr. Teller made a speech, taking much 
the same position as Mr. Sherman—that 
the secretary of the treasury had power to 
issue bon:is to provide for the redemption 
of greenbacks, and for no other purpose. 

The bill to repeal the federal elections 
law was then taken up. It was agreed 
that general debate on the bill should 
cease at 4 p. m. Tuesday next 

Mr. Chandler offered two amendments 
to the bill, the first providing that the flag 
of the United States and the words ‘‘for 
representative in congress’ should be 
stamped on every box for ¢ongressional 
ballotsin the elections in the siates, and 
providing that 2 penalty of 3100 fine or 30 
gays’ imprisonment, or both, shall be im- 
posed for any violation of this provision. 

The second amendment requires elec- 
tion judges to ma eup and publicly de- 
clare the result ofth- congressional elec- 
tion in the precinct immediately after the 
close of the poll. * 

Mr. Turpie then made a speech in favor 
of the bill, and after an cxecutive session 
the senate adjourned.

STONE BUSINESS. 


A Comparison of the Year 
the Year 1891.

From the statistics of manufactures just 
issued by Chief Wadlin of the Bureau of 
Statistics of Labor for Masssachusetts, the 
LEDGER learns that more capital was in- 
vested in the stone business in 1892 than in 
1891 by the 193 firms reporting. The 
increase being $283,000, or 7.96 per cent. 
The aggregate value of stock used was less, 
and also the aggregate value of goods 
made, 

The average number of persons employed 
was 702 less in 1892 than in 1891. The 
total amount paid in wages by the 193 
firms reporting in 1891 was $2,588,455; or 
average yearly earnings of $560.39. In 
1892 the same firms paid $2,169,257 an 
average of $553 S81. A decrease of $419,- 
185 or 16.19 per cent in amount, and $6.58 
in average or 1.17 per cent.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Inspection of Steam Bollers—Cotton Mill 
Asks For More Capital. 

Bostox, Jan. 3!1.—The report of Chief 
Wade of the district police was before the 
committee on mercantile affairs, particu- 
larly the part relating to inspection of 
boilers. A bill was before the committee, 
which was presented by the chief, pro- 
viding that every corporation, firm or in- 
dividual owning or using a steam boiler 
shall cause an annual inspection of the 
boiler to be made. An exception is made 
in case of boilers which are insured by a 
boiler insurance company. Certificates 
are to be granted to owners whose boilers 
have been inspected. A fee of % is to be 
paid for the first inspection and $3 for 
every subsequent inspection. Every en- 
gineer who applies for a license must pay 
afeeof $2at first and 50 cents fora re- 
newal. 

The mercantile committee heard the 
petition of the Dwight Manufacturing 
company of Chicopee for increase of its 
capital stock from $1,200,000 to $1,800,000. 
B. Fernald was counsel. He said that the | 
par value of the stock was $500 and the 
market value $800. They are running 130,- 
000 spindles. They want to build mills in 
the south for the manufacture of coarse 
cotton goods, using the present machinery 
for the manufacture of fine goods. Last} 
year the legislature raised the capital of 
the Lowell mills from $1,800,000 to $3,000,- 
000 for the same purpose as the advance is |

largely sold for export. The Dwight mill 
has been driven out of home consump- 
tion by the mills of the south. The mill 
now exports to Turkey, South America, 
Africa and China—the last country tak- 
ing a large amount. The agitation for 
shorter hours is a serious injury to manu- 
facturing in this state. The present tariff 
isall right for the cotton manufacture.

AT WORK IN EARNEST. 


Blue Hili Reservation Will be Opened 
up Early in Spring. 

The Globe today publishes a map of the 
Blue Hills reservation, showing the bound- 
ary, town boundaries, and existing paths 
within the reservation. Two-thirds, if not 
three-fourths, of the entire grounds are 
within the city of Quincy. 

Prior to yesterday’s fall of snow says the 
Globe the commissioners had more than 100 
men at work clearing off the underbrush in 
the woods to prevent forest fires. The 
paths and the roads through the woods are 
also being cleared up. This work is being 
done under the direction of overseer Wil- 
fred Rakeman, who is a competent gar- 
dener. 

The working force of the commission is 
its secretary, Mr. Herbert S, Carruth, well 
known in municipal affairs as a member of 
the Boston board of aldermen from the 
Dorchester district. 

The title of the commission, the Metro- 
politan park commission, is a misnomer in 
the general sense of the word ‘' park,” as 
it is used and understood by most people. 

Secretary Carruth says that it never 
ought to have been thus styled. In his 
opinion it should have been called the Met- 
ropolitan reservation commission. 

‘These tracts of land,” said he, yester- 
day, ‘are to be kept as natural as we find 
them, and aside from the foot paths and 
carriage ways which we propose to build, 
they will remain in their natural condition. 

“There will be no attempt made to 
beautify them. We shall not even own a 
lawn mower. 

“Of course it will be some time yet be- 
fore we get around to the construction of 
roadways, but the paths on the Blue hiils 
will be open to pedestrians and horseback 
riders, next spring 

“The idea of these public reservations is 
to permit a free and natural growth of the 
forest trees indigenous to New England.” 

The Blue Hills reservation is now open 
to the public. Its limits are indicated by 
large signs, lettered with the following in- 
scription: 

‘Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Me- 
tropolitan park commission, Blue hills res- 
ervation.”’ 

These are distributed all over the prop- 
erty and generally erected by the roadside 
in plaiu view of passersby. 

Rules have been formulated governing 
the grounds and will soon be posted. They 
prohibit the use of firearms, the lighting of 
fires, the breaking or carrying off of wood. 

The commissioners bave not got so far as 
to erect any buildings yet, but are consid- 
ering plans for some out on the Blue Hills 
reservation. Sketches for a tool house and 
other buildings have been made. They 
will be built of stone, plenty of which can 
be had on the premises. 

The annual report of the commissioners 
is now in the printer’s hands, and will be 
sent to the legislature within a week, says 
Secretary Carruth. 

He also says that he has experienced no 
difficulty in settling with owners of proper- 
ty taken, and has so far settled with owners 
of about 1500 acres of the Blue Hills reser 
vation. He does not expect to have a law- 
suit on his hands, and will do almost any- 
thing in fairness to avoid one. 

Hon. Henry L. Pierce of Milton and 
Mrs, Augustus Hemenway of Canton, two 
large owners of the Blue Hills property, 
have aided the commissioners in various 
ways from the start, and very generously 
gave their land to the board outright in 
consideration of $1 to make the deeds 
valid. 

While it is not definitely known just 
what the Blue Hills reservation is going to 
cost, good judges place the figures at 
$265,090. 

In a short time the commissioners will 
acquire the Muddy pond woods and the 
Middlesex fells property. 

The former tract is located in West Rox- 
bury and Hyde Park, aud comprises about 
600 acres. The Middlesex fells property is 
located in the cities of Malden and Med- 
ford and the towns of Melrose, Stoneham 
and Wyowing, and contains about 3000 
acres, 

The commissioners have already acquired 
the Beaver brook property in Belmont 
and Arlington, containing 58 acres. 

Before the commission ceases its opera- 
tions in acquiring these reservations, under 
the bill which created the body, it will 
bave acquired more than 9700 acres of 
land as public reservations.

Itis an interesting fact that it is the 
younger women instructors in the col- 
leges that are taking up these practical 
questions instead of the abstruse theories 
or dead and forgotten languages. Pro- 
fessor Lucy Salmon of Vassar is devot- 
ing much study to the subject of domes- 
tic service, and Miss Marion Talbot of 
Boston for several years made sanitary 
science in practical form her special sub- 
ject of study, acquiring such a reputa- 
tion for her investigations that when 
Chicago university made up its faculty 
she was called to be a professor of sani- 
tary science, with both women and men 
in her department.—New York Letter. 


Young Women Composers. 

Two charming and talented young 
Women composers who are making their 
mark are Helen Hood and Margaret 
Ruthven Lang. Both of them have for 
some years been known as writers of 
songs of far aboveaverage musical qual- 
ity—songs which the Apollo club, whose 
stamp gives the hall mark, have delight- 
ed to sing, and songs which the best 
known musicians have hastened to praise. 

Margaret Ruthven Lang, the daughter 
of the well known organist and com- 
poser, may be said to have directly in- 
herited her musical gifts, yet in no less 
measure has Helen Hood, for her family, 
one of the oldest in New England, has 
always‘been noted for its musical ability. 

It is not a little remarkable that both 
of these talented girls, whose gifts bear 
so close a resemblance to each other, can 
look back not only to a New England 
ancestry, but to ancestors whose lives 
touched closely in the same little Massa- 
chusetts town of Lynnfield three-quar- 
ters of a century ago, and it is not un- 
interesting to note that the first musical 
instruction which the grandfather of 
Margaret Lang received was given to 
him by the grandfather of Helen Hood. 
—Boston Herald. 


Connecticut Educational Clubs, 

The “bit” of franchise accorded to the 
women of Connecticut has aroused in 
many a desire to be part and parcel of 
the business world. Several societies 
have been formed in the state—not suf- 
frage clubs, but more distinctively edu- 
cational societies. Two have already 
been organized in Hartford. 

The Woman’s Parliamentary club was 
the outcome of a desire on the part of 
some progressive women to know more 
of parliamentary practice, municipal af- 
fairs and business methods. The organ- 
ization is meeting regularly twice each 
month, with a membership of 60. A 
number of the public schoolteachers are 
members. The plan is to have a perma- 
nent organization with permanent offi- 
cers, but for the experience members will 
get by actually filling these offices the 
permanent officers will ‘‘abdicate,” the 
president calling different members to 
act as president and secretary ut the dif- 
ferent meetings.—Hartford Correspond- 
ent. 


That Hateful Word “Male.” 

In a recent speech before a women’s 
organization Miss Susan B. Anthony 
said: “I've worked for 40 years to get 
that little hateful word ‘male’ stricken 
out of the constitution, and we'll do it 
yet, because the men are ready to help 
us now. It is only the women I am 
afraid of. They love to lean back at 
their ease and have somebody take care 
of them and think for them and vote for 
them, even if that somebody classes all 
women with idiots, paupers and lunatics, 
to pay for it.”

Secretary Carlisle Will Go Ahead and 


Issue Bonds. 


HUSTLING BY GOTHAM FINANCIERS 


Results In $25,000,000 Worth 
Being Subscribed For. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Judge Cox de- 
nied the application of the Knights of 
Labor for an injunction to restrain Secre- 
tary Carlisle from issuing The 
principal ground of his decision was that 
the applicants had no proper standing in 
court. 

The action of the house judiciary com- 
mittee and the application of the Knights 
of Labor for an injunction against Secre- 
tary Carlisle to restrain him from issuing 
bonds at all, together with other state- 
ments from prominent Republican; as to 
the validity of the bonds to be sold, has 
had a very damaging effect on their pros- 
pective sale. Secretary Carlisle on his 
visit to New York found it necessary, he 
Says, to explain the meaning of a resolu- 
tion of the house judiciary committee 
concerning his authority to issue bonds.

Many persons here believe that the reso- 
lution was intended to exert an unfavora- 
ble influence and produce a scare, thus 
hoping to force the secretary to change 
his policy.
